ALGER'S  APOLOGIST. 


Charles  H.  Grosvenor  Poses 
In  That  Capacity  at  Sol- 
diers' Reunion. 

Freepjrt,  II!..  Sept.  15.— Gen.  Charles 
H.  Grosvenor,  congressman  from  Ohio, 
delivered  an  address  today  at  the  sol- 
diers' reunion.    He  said  in  part: 

"Since  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  of  l.'W.great  events 
have  happened  in  the  I'nited  States, 
events  wnich  will  cluinge  the  map  of  the 
worid  and  stamp  upon  the  American  cnar- 
acter  the  elements  of  a  snat  cosmopoli- 
tan factor.  It  would  st-om  littmg  and 
j»roper  that  we  discuss  the  events  of  the 
past  year  and  consider  tht*m  with  refer- 
ence to  the  history  of  tht-  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  and  the  soldiers  of  the  war 
of  lWil-5.  I  know  that  I  am  speakins  to 
men  of  distinguished  magnanimity  of 
iharaoter  and  generosity  ot  purposp,  and 
lience,  I  venture  to  say  that  there  will 
be  no  men  in  the  I'nited  States  who  will 
receive  the  returning  soldiers  of  the 
Spanish  war  with  greater  evidences  of 
comradeship  than  will  the  men  who 
marched  and  fought  from  Bull  Kim  to 
App<^)mattox.  They  will  be  received  in 
our  homes  and  be  given  the  front  rank 
in  our  hearts'  affections. 
•'The  performances  of  the  Union  .soldiers 
will  not  »>e  discussed  by  men  in  compari- 
son with  the  men  of  the  Spanish  war,  ex- 
cepting only  to  show  how  imperfect  were 
the  provisions  for  our  safety,  our  com- 
fort and  our  efflciency,  as  compared  with 
those  of  the  army  of  today." 

Without  discussing  the  ethics  of  the 
controversy  between  the  Uniif<J  Slates 
and  Spain,  Gen.  (Jrosvenor  defended  the 
war  as  a  righteous  and  holv  one.  After 
detailing  the  suddenness  with  which  the 
l>eginning  of  hostilities  came,  and  the 
great  difhculties  confronting  the  war  and 
navy  departments  in  proviriing  ammuni- 
tion and  supplies  of  subsistence,  lie  said: 
"In  less  than  a  hundred  days,  about 
225,<wi  men  were  mustered  into  the  volun- 
teer organizations  of  the  L'nited  Stales, 
and  the  regular  army  was  increased  to 
about  fjf)M*K  making  somewhere  in  the 
neighborhood  of  275,tX>'"  men  of  all  arms, 
and  at  the  end  of  ItXl  days  every  man  of 
them  was  fully  equipped  for  war. 

■'Go  with  me  now  to  the  camp  of  one  of 
these  regiments  and  see  what  they  liad. 
Arms  of  the  best  obtainable  character, 
probably  not  the  Mauser,  nor  in  all  cases 
the  Krag-Jorgensen.  but  m  ever>'  case 
an  efficient  weapon.  Quartermaster  sup- 
plies in  quantities  beyond  the  dream  of 
possibility. 

"Go  to  camp  and  see  their  tentage,  their 
bedding,  their  cooking  utensils  and  their 
rations,  and  you  will  say  what  I  siiv, 
that  no  army  on  earth  was  ever  so  well 
armed,  so  well  clothed,  so  well  cared  for; 
and  all  this  was  done  in  a  period  of  less 
than  IW  days. 

"Now  we  come  to  the  somber  and  less 
satisfactory-  features  of  this  war.  Men 
have  died.  Up  to  the  present  time  it  is 
believed  that  the  death  list  by  bullets 
and  wounds  and  by  disease,  has  reached 
the  terrible  figure  of  nearly  3f)00  men. 
I'lleven  thousand  men  fell  dead  and 
wounded  at  Chickamauga,  and  more  than 
)S.<iOO  men  fell  dead  and  wounded  at  Get- 
tysburg. One  hour  at  Gettysburg  cost 
the  Ameriran  people  more  lives  than  has 
this  war  up  to  the  present  time.  There 
were  more  sick  in  the  spring  and  sumnH-r 
of  I'iHiz  In  the  L'nion  army  than  have  been 
mustered  into  this  service,  including  the 
regulars.  This  simply  shows  that  war  is 
war,  and  that  you  cannot  have  a  war  in 
any  other  way.  Let  us  consider  a  regi- 
ment of  troops  which  does  not  see  war. 
Twelve  or  thirteen  thousand  young  men 
are  suddenly  called  together  to  defend 
their  country  and  march  to  the  camp  of 
mobilization  and  Instruction.  They  live 
upon  one  spot  of  ground,  the  size  of  a 
regiment;  they  cat  the  rations  of  the 
United  States  government,  ample  In  quan- 
tity, ample  in  character,  but  cooked  and 
distributed  by  the  uninitiated  cooks  of 
the  counti^-.  They  have  changed  climates; 
they  are  drinking  different  water  and 
they  are  exposed  to  all  the  things  which 
are  incidental  to  a  camp,  and  during  the 
first  four  or  five  months  and  ordinarily 
during  the  first  year  they  are  exposed  to 
almost  all  the  diseases  known  to  afflict 
the  human  family. 

"As  the  last  gun  of  Santiago  boomed 
over  the  fever-stricken  hills  of  Western 
Cuba,  the  flag  of  Spain  went  down,  never 


to  rise  again  on  the  Antilles,  and  the  war 
was  over. 

"But  sickness  and  death  held  high  car- 
nival, and  now  the  test  of  the  surge«/n 
generals  deiiartment  was  made  by  a 
condition  of  things  unparallelled  in  the 
history  of  the  worl<l  that  we  have  known, 
and  it  is  not  strange  to  hear  it  said  that 
there  lias  been  »i  iack  oi  efliciencv  shown 
in  some  places  by  the  medical  corps  of  the 
army.  The  American  people  w^ill  hold 
ttrst.  that  suffering  caused  by  the  act  of 
God,  which  could  not  be  met  by  the  or- 
dinary foresight  of  man,  shall  not  be 
charged  up  against  our  offlcers.  but  that 
the  suffering  of  soldiers  and  the  lack  of 
care  and  attention  to  the  sick,  that  could 
have  been  prevented  by  the  utmost  ac- 
tivity of  the  represenatlves  of  the  gov- 
ernment shall  be  thoroughly  investigated 
and  all  the  facts  made  known,  and  those 
who  have  contributed  by  negligence  or 
overt  act  shall  receive  the  condemnation 
and  punishment  which  a  crime  of  this 
terrible  character  justly  demands,  but  we 
shall  not  forget  how  weak  we  were  in  the 
beginning,  and  how  the  government  was 
driven  as  it  were  to  precipitate  action, 
and  how  faithfully  the  great  departments 
of  the  government  have  accomplished  the 
tremendous  results  to  which  1  have  re- 
ferred." 

In  regard  to  the  questions  of  policy 
growing  out  of  the  war,  Gen.  Grosvenor 
said:  "It  will  not  be  denied  that  we  are 
to  meet  the  questions  of  Cuban  occupa- 
tion and  Cuban  government  by  a  new 
set  of  facts  which  were  unknown  to  us 
when  the  declaration  of  War  was  made. 
We  shall  not  act  precipitately,  but  wise- 
ly and  conservatively,  and  we  shall  not 
forfeit  any  binding  obligation  of  our 
promise,  but  we  shall  give  due  weight  and 
consideration  to  every  new  condition 
which  makes  itself  manifest,  and  in  the 
end  the  same  spirit  of  philanthropy  and 
civiliziition  which  inspired  the  war  with 
Spain  will  be  brought  into  action  to  set- 
tle the  status  of  the  splendid  Island 
which  we  have  conquered.  Porto  Rico 
is  f>ur8.  and  we  will  take  it  and  assimilate 
it  to  our  institutions  as  rapidly  as  proper 
conditions  admit. 

"The  I'hilippines  Is  a  problem  of  the 
gravest  moment.  The  status  will  be  set- 
tled by  the  wisdom  of  the  ailmlnistralion, 
the  action  of  the  peace  commission  and 
the  ratification  by  congress,  and  I  do 
not  care  to  foreshadow  what  ought  to  be 
done.  We  have  fought  a  great  fight,  we 
have  finished  our  course  and  have  kept 
the  faith,  and  hence  for  the  present  we 
will  hold  <m  to  all  territory  which  we  have 
conquered,  unless  the  best  Interest  of  the 
American  people  shall  suggest  modilica- 
tlons  of  that  proposition.  I  trust  that 
the  question  of  the  Philippines  and  the 
other  territories  will  not  become  a  politi- 
cal question.  I  think  it  would  be  injuri- 
ous to  the  American  people,  and  I  trust 
that  wisdom  will  dominate  the  councils 
of  the  peace  commission  and  that  their 
report  will  meet  the  views  of  the  admin- 
istration and   the  American  people." 


ASKS  rOR  RETRIBUTION. 


Republicans  of  the    Kutmeg    State 
Hold  Their  Convention. 

New  Haven,  Conn.,  Sept.  15.— The 
state  Republican  convention  this  ai- 
ternoon  nominated  Mr.  Lounsberry  for 
governor  on  the  first  ballot,  he  receiv- 
ing 356  votes  against  120  for  John  Addi- 
son Porter,  and  160  for  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor DeWell. 

The  platform  endorses  the  adminis- 
tration of  President  McKinley  and  com- 
mends the  prudence  and  the  forbear- 
ance with  which  it  was  sought  to  bring 
about  a  peaceful  solution  of  the  Cuban 
controversy  with  Spain,  the  vigor  with 
which  the  war  was  prosecuted  and  the 
statesmanship  displayed  in  the  peace 
negotiations  so  far  as  they  have  pro- 
gressed. The  hope  is  expressed  that  if 
there  had  been  sacrifice  of  life  and 
health  through  the  incompetency  of 
any  official  the  offender  shall  be  pun- 
ished "regardless  of  past  or  pre^sent  po- 
litical  afRliation." 

The  platform  also  declares  anew  for 
"a  single  standard  of  value  and  that 
standard  gold." 


MURDER  AND  SUICIDK. 
Kingston.  N.   Y..  Sept.  15.— Arthur  Hoff- 
man,   a    Pine    Hill    blacksmith,    murdered 
his  wife  and  killed  himself  today.  Jealousv 
is  believed  to  have  led  to  the  tragedy. 


Santiago  de  Cuba,  Sept.  15.— The  coun- 
cil of  the  provisional  government  of  the 
republic  of  Cuba,  represented  by  Senor 
Bartolome  Masso,  president;  Senor 
Mendez  Capote,  vice  president,  and 
Senor  Fonta,  Senor  Aleman  and  Senor 
Moreno  de  la  Torre,  secretaries,  met  at 
Santa  Cruz  on  Sept.  1  and  formulated  a 
manifesto  to  the  Cuban  people,  with  an 
order  to  the  military  commanders  of 
the  Cuban  army,  both  of  which  have 
been  promulgated. 

The  manifesto,  which  is  an  elaborate 
document,  touches  on  the  history  of  the 
movement  for  Cuban  independence  and 
the  principles  upon  which  the  Cuban 
people  have  fought  for  their  liberty.  It 
procteds,  in  part,  as  follows: 

"The  peace  preliminaries  have  been 
signed  and  the  government  of  the  United 
States  has  imposed  upon  Spain  an  obli- 
gation to  renounce  all  her  rights  of  sov- 
ereignty over  the  island  of  Cuba,  and 
to  evacuate  the  territory  immediately. 
The  cessation  of  hostilities  has  also  been 
agreed  upon. 

"Though  the  principal  object  of  our 
revolution  has  been  obtained,  that  is, 
the  destruction  of  Spanish  domination, 
the  work  of  this  council  is  not  yet  at 
an  end,  for  the  Culian  republic— the 
ideal  for  which  we  have  fought — has  not 
yet  l>een  constituted.  Now  that  hostili- 
ties have  ceased  and  Spain  has  re- 
nounced htr  sovereignty,  it  is  the  duty 
of  this  council  to  set  I)efore  the  Cuban 
people  the  following  things  and  pur- 
poses of  the   revolution: 

"We  always  have  felt  confident  that 
ihrough  our  own  perseverance  we  would 
in  the  lon^  run  destroy  Spanish  d«)mi- 
naticn.  but  we  must  acknowledge  that 
an  indefinite  prolongation  of  the 
struggle  would  have  annihilated  the 
little  that  was  left  of  our  wealth.  The 
advent  upon  the  field  of  a  powerful  and 
decisive  factor,  upon  which  we  have  re- 
lied and  towards  which  all  Cubans  have 
turned,  put  an  end  to  the  horrors  of  war 
to  the  benefit  cf  all  concerned. 

"This  prompt  solution  we  must 
acknowledge  we  could  never  have  ob- 
tained. It  is  proper  to  acknowledge  the 
evident  truth.  That  is  the  best  title  the 
United  States  has  to  our  gratitude.  We 
were  abandoned  l>y  the  world,  some  na- 
tions ignoring  us  through  selfishness, 
others  ignorant  of  our  real  condition, 
considering  us  an  obstinate  and  un- 
governable people,  because  we  did  not 
accept  the  cajoleries  and  flatteries  with 
wliiih  Spain  tried  to  soothe  our  just 
anyer. 

"This  was  our  situation  when  the  peo- 
ple of  the  United  States,  their  govern- 
ment and  congress,  came  to  our  rescue 
and  took  upon  their  shoulders  the  task 
of   delivering  us  at    once   from   an   un- 
bearable   >oke.  as  our    sufferings    could 
not  be  endured  or      permitted      longer. 
They  have  accomplished  their  program 
brilliantly.    What    is  more,     they    have 
!il)erated,  in  one  way  or  another    from 
fne  rule  <if  Spain,  all  peoples  oppressed 
by  her.     The  liberation  is  definite    and 
irrevocable.     Spain    has    been    expelled 
from  this  hemisphere.     We  are  grateful. 
Ir:  nations  as  well  as  individuals  grati- 
tude is  ennobling.    As  we  begin  now  our 
national  life    we,  more  than  any  other 
people,  must  be  jealous  of  our  national 
honor.     It    is,    therefore,    necessary  for 
this  council  to  explain  to  the  people  of 
Cuba  what  are  our  duties  towards    the 
United      States     and      towards  us,  and 
what  rules  ought  to  govern  our  conduct. 
"When      after  a  long      struggle      the 
United  States    congress    recognized  the 
right  of  the  people  of  Cuba  to  be  free 
and  independent,  and  ordered  the  Span- 
ish forces  to  withdraw  from  the  island 
of  Culia,  no      Cuban      government  v,aa 
ft  cognized,   but   the  one  we  had  estab- 
lished, though  not  recognized,  was  not 
opposed  and  has  not  been  opposed.  No 
steps  have   been   taken   to  dislodge     it 
from   the  place  where   it  exercises     its 
functions,  nor  has  it  been  considered  an 
illegitimate      authority,      which  events 
have   dissolved   or   destroyed     for     the 
good  of  the  people  of  Cuba.     It  could  not 
be  otherwise.     The  United  States  could 
not   interfere   in   our   struggle   for    the 
sake  of  what  our  enemies  might  con- 
sider a  political  faction.    The  American 
government  intervened  for  the  l>enefit  of 
the  whole  people  of  Cuba,  a  portion  of 
whom  being  under  Spanish  people,  was 
not  able  to  express  a  purpose  or  opin- 
ion.   The  understanding  was  as  soon  as 
the  Spanish    forces   had    been    r(«moved 
the  whole    Cuban    government    should 
choose  a  government  that  should  shape 
the  destinies  of  the  island.    The  people 
of  the  United  States  have  all  recognized 
the  freedom  of  all  people,   which  Is  in 
agreement  with  ours,  for  our  motto  of 
unity  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  United 
States. 

"These  considerations  have  convinced 
us  that  we  should  not  dissolve,  and  the 
powers  we  have  received  from  an  as- 
sembly elected  by  the  people  under 
arms  should  not  vanish.  On  the  con- 
trary, we  should  remain  as  a  nucleus 
and  guide  for  the  people  of  the  island. 
For  that  purpose  we  have  summoned  an 
assembly  to  decide  on  our  future 
course." 

In  conclusion  the  manifesto  gives  a 
numhier  of  reasons  why  the  proposed  as- 
seimbly  should  be  convened  and  some 
government  or  another  cho«en,  "Not 
with  the  character  of  a  government  as 
yet.  but  as  an  official  representation  of 
those  Cubans  who  fought  against  Spain 
and  of  those  who,  in  the  cities  under 
Spanish  control  and  in  foreign  couri- 
trles,  have  helped  and  supported  them." 
Havana,  Sept.  15.— The  central  com- 
mittee of  the  promoters  of  the  move- 
ment for  Cuban  independence,  appoint- 
ed Monday  night,  is  actively  appointing 
sub-committees  in  the  provlrx'es  to  sec- 
ond the  efforts  of  the  Cuban  junta  in 
New  York,  and  is  making  great  efforts 
to  perspade  the  Spanish  residents  that 
Independence  would  have  great  advant- 
ages over  annexation.  The  committee, 
which  announces  that  it  will  soon  pub- 
lish a  manifesto,  calls  on  all  resident 
Spaniards  to  help  achieve  independence. 
More  than  eighty  cases  have  been 
packed  at  the  palace  of  the  military 
governor,  with  archives  to  be  shipped  to 
Spain  on  the  first  steamer.  It  was 
rumored    yesterday    that    the    United 


States  transport  Resolute,  with  the 
United  States  evacuation  commission- 
ers, would  go  to  Key  West  on  Saturday 
next,  returning  here  after  a  few  days, 
but  the  report  lacks  confirmation. 

The  Cubans  in  the  field  camps  con- 
tinue to  suffer  greatly  from  lack  of  food. 
On  Tuesday  next  a  performance  will  be 
given  for  the  benefit  of  their  sick  at  the 
Lucon  theater  here,  the  proceeds  to  be 
used  in  buying  and  shipping  supplies. 

MILES  HAS  A  FEVER. 

On  Advice  of  His  Physician   He  Re- 
mains Inside. 

Washington,  Sept.  15.— Gen.  Miles  is 
confined  to  his  bed  with  a  touch  of 
fever,  resulting  from  the  work  and  ex- 
posure of  his  recent  campaigns.  The 
general  has  been  ailing  for  some  days 
and  although  he  came  to  army  head- 
quarters for  two  hours  yesterday,  there 
was  already  some  evidence  of  fever. 
Teiday  the  fever  symptoms  were  rather 
more  marked  and  the  physician  who 
was  called  in  insisted  upon  the  general 
remaining  in  bed.  The  attack  causes  no 
apprehension  to  the  general  or  his 
friends.  It  is  said  to  be  of  a  malarial 
character,  like  much  of  the  fever  de- 
veloped after  exposure  in  Southern  la- 
titudes. 

Gen.  Miles'  family  and  friends  have 
been  urging  him  to  leave  Washington 
and  take  a  complete  rest  at  some  wa- 
tering resort.  He  has  resisted  this,  not 
being  willing  to  admit  that  the  cam- 
paign had  made  such  inroads  on  his 
health.  It  is  believed,  however,  tha*^ 
he  will  now  yield  to  the  advice  of  phy- 
sicians and  friends  and  take  a  vacation 
at  some  quiet  resort.  Giving  to  the 
strong  recuperative  powers  of  Gen. 
Miles  it  is  hoped  at  army  headquarters 
that  he  will  be  up  and  about  very  soon. 

PLASTERERS'  RIOT. 


One  Non-Union  Worker  Killed 

and   Others   Wounded 

at  St.  Louis. 

St.  Louis,  Sept.  15.— For  some  time 
there  has  been  a  strike  on  among  the 
plasterers  of  this  city  and  vicinity  for 
higher  wages,  but  until  today  no  seri- 
ous trouble  has  resulted.  About  7  a. 
m.  strikers  gathered  in  considerable 
force  near  Gerry's  saloon  in  DeHodia- 
mont  to  prevent  non-union  men  from 
going  to  work  on  some  buildings  near 
i)y.  Derisive  and  abusive  words  led  to 
the  throwing  of  missiles  and  Anally 
one  of  the  striker.*!  drew  his  revolver 
and  fired  into  the  crowd  of  non-union 
men.  This  was  followed  immediately 
by  a  volley  fixim  the  strikers  and  Wil- 
liam Kane  fell,  mortally  wounded. 

When  the  mounted  police  appeared 
on  the  scene  they  were  met  in  fheir  ef- 
forts to  disperse  the  rioters  by  a  volley 
of  bullets.  The  strikers  fled  and  Capt. 
McNamee  at  once  called  out  all  the 
policemen  available  to  chase  and  cap- 
ture them.  Reports  from  the  scene  of 
the  riot  are  that  the  chase  d^eveloped 
into  a  running  fight  between  the  police 
and  some  of  the  strikers,  the  result  of 
which  is  not  yet  known.

Panama    Newspapers    Want    Some- 
thing Done  About  Their  Canal. 

Colon,  via  Galveston,  Sept.  15— The 
local  r^ewspapers  here,  referring  to  the 
visit  of  Edward  F.  Cragln,  of  Chicago, 
and  Messrs.  Edwin  Eyer  and  Frank 
Washburn,  of  New  York  city,  to  Man- 
agua, Nicaragua,  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  with  high  officials  regarding 
a  new  contract  for  the  construction  of 
an  interoceanic  canal,  ask  what  it  means 
and  suggests  the  urgent  necessity  of 
hnmediate  couziteracting  measures  to 
offset  the  present  inactivity  along  the 
line  of  the  proposed  Panama  canal. 
Chief  Engineer  Royer  and  Messrs. 
Thornton  and  Parrott,  of  the  Panama 
Canal  company,  sailed  for  New  Yprk 
today  bound  for  France,  on  ixiard  the 
steamer  Finance. 


DISMISSED  WITH  CONTEMPT. 


Col.  Hecfcer  Does  This  With   Report 
of  Alger's  Resignation. 

Washington,  Sept.  1.5.— Col.  Hecker,  of 
the  staff  of  Secretary  Alger,  returned 
today  from  Detroit,  where  he  accom- 
panied the  secretary  in  his  recent  trip 
West.  He  says  the  secretary  was  ac- 
corded a  most  cordial  reception  by  hi.s 
townspeople— those  who  know  him  best. 
Col.  Hecker  discusses  rather  contempt- 
uousl.v  the  reports  that  the  secretary 
would  resign.  The  latter  is  enjoying  "a 
rest  preparatory  to  his  start  next  Sun- 
day  on  a  visit  to  the  Southern  camps. 
Ho  expects  to  return  to  Washington  on 
Sept.  27. 


NOTED  EDUCATOR  DEAD. 

Beverly,  Mass.,  Sept.  15.— Dr.  Samuel 
Eliot,  former  president  of  Trinity  col- 
lege, Hartford,  Conn.,  is  dead  at  Bever- 
ly Farms,  aged  78  years.  Dr.  Eliot 
was  a  notable  contributor  to  literature. 
His  first  published  work  was  "Passages 
From  the  History  of  Liberty."  Mr. 
Eliot  also  published  a  "Manual  of 
United  States  History"  and  the  "Life 
and  Times  of  Savanarola,"  and  had 
written  articles  for  various  perieKl^cals. 
He  was  appointed  professor  of  history 
and  political  science  in  Trinity  college, 
Hartford,  In  1856,  and  was  president  of 
that  institution  from  1860  to  1866. 

Later  he  was  superintendent  of  the 
Boston  public  schools.  He  was  a  grand- 
son of  Samuel  Eliot,  who  founded  the 
Eliot  professorship  In  Harvard  uni- 
versity, and  a  cousin  of  President  Eliot. 


TWO  SHIPS  LOST. 
Barbadoes,  Sept.  15.— The  British  ship 
Loanda  of  1447  tons,  Capt.  Dodge,  from 
Rio  Janeiro,  and  the  American  hark  Grav 
Linewood  of  592  tons.  Capt.  Gilley.  from 
New  York  for  Port  Spain,  both  lying  at 
this  port  when  the  recent  hurricane  arose, 
were  blown  ont  to  sea  and  have  not  been 
heard  of  since.  Further  losses  have  been 
sustained,  principally  to  coasters. 


Havana,  Sept.  14,  via  Key  West,  Sept. 
15.— The  rumors  to  the  effect  that 
strained  relations  exist  between  the 
Spanish  commission  and  the  United 
States  Cuban  evacuation  commission 
are  absolutely  unfounded.  There  have 
been  little  .incidents,  but  no  real  hitches. 

For  instance,  when  the  United  States 
transport  Resolute,  with  the  American 
commission  on  board,  arrived  here  on 
Saturday  morning,  she  did  not  fire  a 
salute  on  entering  the  harbor,  but  later 
she  fired  the  regulation  salute  when 
visited  by  the  Britis'h  consul,  who  has 
been  acting  for  the  United  States.  This 
action  was  commented  upon  at  the  pal- 
ace, in  consequence  of  which  explana- 
tions were  exchanged  during  the  even- 
ing, with  the  result  that  the  Resolute 
on  Monday  morning  flew  the  Spanish 
colors  in  honor  of  the  birthday  of  the 
princess  of  the  Asturias,  and  at  noon 

I  the  same  day,  when  the  Spanish  flag- 
ship Alfonso  XII  fired  a  salute  in  honor 
of  the  royal  birthday,  it  was  answered 
by  the  Resoluti- 
on Saturday  morning,  shortly  after 
the  arrival  of  the  Resolute,  a  shell  ex- 
I)loded  in  the  ordnance  park,  killing 
two  soldiers.  The  local  newspapers 
were  not  allowed  to  publish  anything 
in  connection  with  this  incident,  so  as 
to  avoid  misinterpretation  upon  the 
part  of  sensational  newspapers.  The  ex- 
plosion was  purely  accidental. 

Another  little  incident  occurred  on 
Sunday.  When  the  conjmlssioners  ar- 
rived at  the  palace  of  the  colonial  gov- 
ernment, where  their  first  meeting  took 
place,  they  were  ushered  Into  the  state- 
room w-here,  on  a  table  in  the  center, 
were  displayed  maps  of  Spain  and 
Cuba.  The  members  of  the  commis- 
sion and  staff  removed  their  swords 
and,  in  so  doing.  Inadvertently  placed 
them  over  the  map  of  Cuba,  covering 
the  whole  length  of  the  island.  One  of 
the  Cuban  attaches  present  noticed 
this  and  approached  the  table  and- 
quickly  removed  the  arms.  The  inci- 
dent, however,  idid  not  pass  unob- 
served by  the  others  present,  who  have 
since  commented  good  naturedly  on  the 
occurrence. 

No  importance  or  significance  Is  at- 
tached to  either  of  these  incidents  by 
the  officials  here.  The  true  reason  for 
the  delay  in  the  meetings  is  the  ab- 
sence of  instructions  from  Madrid, 
w-hich,  although  announced  as  coming 
on  the  last  mail  steamer  from  Spain, 
did  not  arrive  as  expected. 

The  Spanish  steamer  Alfonso  XIII, 
which  left  Porto  Rico  for  this  port  yes- 
terday, is  expected  to  have  on  board 
the  instructions  from  the  Spanish  gov- 
ernment. The  reason  that  the  first 
formal  session  of  the  commissioners 
took  place  on  Sunday  was  t'he  under- 
standing that  the  commissioners  must 
meet  within  thirty  days  after  signing 
the  protocol,  which  on  Monday  would 
have   been   thirty-one  days. 

Two  free  soup  kitchens  in  this  city 
were  closed  yesterday  and  the  closing 
of  others  will  follow.  These  kitchens 
have  been  distributing  to  t'he  really 
needy  over  30,000  rations  daily.  Their 
discontinuance  is  based,  according  to 
the  civil  governor's  circular,  on  the  as- 
sumption that  distress  and  want  have 
disappeared  from  the  city,  will  have  the 
effect  of  throwing  thousands  of  unfor- 
tunate people  on  public  chanty.  Beg- 
gars are  again  infesting  the  streets  and 
carrying  filth  and  disease  germs  all 
over  Havana.  Immediate  arrangements 
for  the  distribution  of  tne  Comal  ra- 
tions, now  that  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment refuses  to  continue  to  feed  the 
hungry,  are  imperative. 

"The  meat  fing"  continues  keeping 
the  price  of  meat  at  from  50  to  60  cents 
per  pound,  in  spite  of  the  protests  and 
offers  made  by  large  and  responsible 
firms  to  the  government  offering  to  im- 
port cattle  and  place  meat  on  the  mar- 
ket at  25  cents  per  pound. 

Hundreds  of  Spanish  officers  have 
asked  to  be  discharged  from  the  jffmy. 
They  refuse  to  return  to  Spain,  where 
starvation  stares  them  in  the  face. 
Many  of  them  have  formed  classes  to 
study  English,  hoping  to  succeed  in 
obtaining  commissions  in  the  United 
States  army  as  soon  as  fhey  are  profi- 
cient in  the  language. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  watch  the 
course  pursued  by  the  hosts  of  counts 
and  marquises,  holding  titles  of  nobil- 
ity in  Spain  and  here.  The  aristocracy 
of  Cuba  and  Spain  are  all  grandees, 
holding  Castilian  titles,  of  which  they 
are  very  proud  and  which  they  will  re- 
nounce with  great  reluctance.  These 
grandees,  who  have  been  holding  their 
titles  for  generations,  formerly  owning 
vast  properties  in  the  island,  form  the 
most  rabid  Cubanism  here.  They  will 
be  forced  either  to  remain  loyal  Span- 
ish subjects  and  continue  enjoying  the 
privilege  of  rank  and  title,  or  relin- 
quish all  claims  to  these  honors  and 
become  plain  Tom.  Dick  and  Harry. 
The  same  will  happen  to  a  long  list  of 
Cubans,  widows  and  orphans  of  Span- 
ish officers  drawing  pensions  from 
Spain,  which  is  their  only  support  to- 
day. The  list  of  such  pensioners  foots 
over  2000. 

The  situation  may  be  gummed  up  as 
chaotic.  It  Is  impossible  to  tell  exactly 
what  the  future  may  develop  regard- 
ing the  commission.  Its  powers  appear 
to  be  very  limited,  the  members  having 
to  submit  every  trifle  to  Washington 
for  consideration   before  acting. 

The  mayor  of  Havana,  the  Marquis 
Estaban,  an  autonomist,  has  sent  a 
gift  of  a  magnificent  saddle  horse  to 
the  insurgent  cihief.  Mayia  Rodrigruez. 
At  the  same  time  gifts  were  sent  to  him 
from  a  well-known  councilman.  A  for- 
mer aide  of  Gen.  Pando  has  also  pre- 
sented a  horse  to  the  insurgent  chief, 
Andres  Hernandez.  There  is  aj\  evi- 
dent desire  upon  the  part  of  Cubans 
holding  office  under  Spa&ish  rule  to  con- 
ciliate the  extreme  Cuban  element.espe- 
clally  In  insurgent  army  circles.  While 
these  gifts  are  purely  personal,  as  be- 
tween old  friends,  the  conduct  of  the 
donors  ihas  been  adversely  criticised  find 
commented  upon  in  many  official 
circles. 


ADMIRAL  MILLER  TO  RETIRE. 

Secretary  Long  Has  Aasigaed  Com- 
modore Kautz  to  His  Place. 

Washington,  Sept.  15.— Secretary 
Long  today  assigned  Commodore  Kautz, 
at  present  in  command  of  the  naval 
training  station  at  Newport,  to  com- 
mand the  Pacific  station  in  place  of 
Admiral  Miller,  who  is  to  retire  in  the 
course  of  a  few  weeks,  being  the  senior 
admiral  of  the  navy.  Admiral  Miller  is 
now  at  Honolulu,  and  Commodore 
Kautz  has  been  directed  to  take  the 
steamer  San  Francisco  for  that  place  by 
Oct.  10. 


CONDITION  IMPROVING. 


Senator  Kyle  May  Be  Able  to  Travel 
'  In  Two  Weeks. 

Cleveland,  Sept.  15.— The  condition  of 
Senator  James  H.  Kyle  of  South  Da- 
kota, who  was  stricken  with  paralysis 
at  the  Forest  City  hotel  here  yesterday, 
was  much  improved  today,  and  Dr. 
Herrlck,  his  physician,  stated  that  the 
senator  would  probably  be  up  and  able 
to  travel  within  two  weeks.  He  is  fully 
canscious  today  and  is  resting  comfort- 
ably. The  paralysis  was  caused  by  the 
bursting  of  a  blood  vessel  at  the  base 
of  the  brain.  Mrs.  Kyle  is  expected  to 
arrive  here  today. 


HONORS  FOR  DEWEY 


Probable  That  the  Grade  of 

Vice  Admiral  Is  to  Be 

Revived. 

New  York,  Sept.  15. — A  dispatch  to 
the  Herald  from  Washington  says:  Sec- 
retary Long  is  expected  to  make  spe- 
cial reference  in  his  annual  report  to 
the  operations  of  the  Asiatic  squadron 
and  particularly  to  the  conduct  of  Roar 
Admiral  Dewey.  Department  officials 
generally  believe  the  best  is  none  too 
good  for  that  officer,  and  no  surprise 
would  be  expressed  if  the  secretary 
were  to  recommend  that  the  grade  of 
vice  admiral  be  created  in  order  that 
it  might  be  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Rear  Admiral  Dewey.

Comes    Erom    Poi^o    Rico    and    All 
Passengers  Well. 

N?w  York,  Sept.  15.— The  transport 
Concho,  with  Gen.  Wilson  and  staff  of 
the  First  division.  First  corps,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Sixfh  corps  of  Gen.  Miles" 
army,  arrived  today  from  Porto  Rlio. 
The  ship  sailed  from  Ponce  on  Sept.  8. 

Throughout  the  entire  trip  the  Con- 
cho experienced  a  succession  of  strong 
easterly  winds  and  heavy  cross  seas,  in 
which  she  rolled  and  pitched  heavily.

Commodore  J.  C.  Watson, 
to  duty  as  commandant  of  the  Mare 
Island  navy  yard.  These  orders  indi- 
cate the  firmness  of  the  belief  enter- 
tained by  the  administration  that  there 
is  np  danger  of  a  resumption  of  hos- 
tilities.

Cleveland.  Ohio.  Sept.  13.— The  second 
and  last  day  of  the  Cleveland  hearing  In 
the  iron  ore  rate  case  brought  three  im- 
portant witnesses  to  the  stand.     Rolwrt 
Bentley.  of  the  Ohio  Iron  and  Steel  com- 
pany of  Younsfstown.  was  called  by    the 
defendant'  railways,  and  two  wltnfssea 
were  called    by  the  complainants,    their 
.■only  ones  here,  James  Corrigan.  of  th? 
mi.iins.  shipping  and  furnace  firm     of 
Corrigan.   McKinney  &  Co.,  and  F.   A. 
Bates,    the  Cleveland   ore   broker,   who 
five   years   mto   opened   the   Cincinnati 
mine  on  the^Iesaba  range. 

The  two  witntsses  for  the  complain- 
ants gave     testimony    almost     directly 
contradictory   to  that  of  the  railroads 
witnesses.    They  believed  a  reduction  i.n 
the  ran  rate  would  help  the  miners,  and 
unless  rail  rates  were  considerably  re- 
duced, the  consumers  would  thev  were 
satisfied  get  no  benefit  from  this'reduc- 
tion.    They  brought     forward     rail     re- 
ductions on  Gogebic  range  ores,  and  in 
vessel  rates  this  year  which  it  was  said 
aid  not  result  in    corresponding    lower 
prices  for  ores  was  proof.    In  fact    ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Corrigan  and  Mr.  ektes 
these  ores,  while  there  is  a  reduction  i.n 
i^hippmg  rates  of  ptrhaps  15  cents  a  ton.

i^^-.    In  answer  to  this  the  defendant 
brought  out  the  existence  of  an  ore  pool 
that  regulated  these  prices  btfore  these 
reductions  were  made. 

The  same  witnesses  for  the  complain- 
ants were  asked  by  Mr.  Billson  if  the 
operation  of  furnace  miners  on  old 
ranges  in  the  past  fifteen  years  and 
their  entry  on  Gogebic  this  vear  hid 
e  iminated  all  profit  for  the  independent 
old  range  mniers.  and  ihey  testified  that 
It  had  not.  They  believed  that  rail-

What  It  loses  m  mining,  and  selling  at 
such  a  price  that  as  the  miner  is  obliged 
to  pay  ran  freights,   he   would  mine  at 
an  actual  loss  unless  operating  the  best 
and  cheapest  mines.     He  said  that  ores 
were  selling  above  a  year  ago.  instanc- 
ing the  iD-ctnt  pool    advance.    He    ad- 
mitted  the  great   contention   that   Car- 
negie s  cost  sets  the  pace  for  all  mines. 
«e  said  that  nobody  would  buy  mines 
but    was   forced   to  admit   that   a   good 
many  had  been  boug.ht  of  late  by  busi- 
ness men  that  had  no  railroads. 

Mr.   Corrigan  was  brought    over    thp 
gridiron  for  an  hour,  but  the  testimony 
was  largely  of  a  personal  nature  as  t.. 
relations     between     himself     and     tho 
Rockefeller  interests.     He  testified  that 
other  lines   were   shipping  ores   to   E-- 
canaba   eighty  and   sixty-five   miles   at 
-J  and  20  cents  respectively  below  Min- 
nesota   rates.      The    remainder    of    his 
testimony  was  on  the  line^  given  above 
Kobert     Bentley     gave     considerable 
technical    information,    and     in     many 
ways  proved  himself  the  most  interest- 
ing  witness   of  the   Cleveland   hearing. 
«e  bad  used  a-;  high  as  75  per  c^nt  of 
Mesaha  ore.  an<l  >.  ould  use  all  he  could 
as  It  was  the  greatest  factor  in  cheap- 
ening cost,  but  he  reduced  the  percent- 
age to  five-sixteenths  of  Mcsaba.  which 
was   as    large    an   amount    as    he    con- 
sidered safe.     He  testified  that  he  had 
bought  non-Bessemer  ores  this  year  "5 
cents  less  than  last,  because  of  less^-ned 
freights.    No  steel  maker  could  exi.«t   he 
said,    unless   he   could   get   ores   at   the 
same  cost  as  the  most  favored  of  com. 
petit^rs.       Therefore     Carnegie's     cost 
regulated     the     entire     product'on     of 
ores.

New  York,  Sept.  15.— In  an  Interview 
in  this  city.  Gen.  Ji>seph  Wheeler  said: 
"The  character  of  the  Cubans  has  b«cn

ed. As  far  as  I  have  come  to  know,  they 
are  tractable  and  permit  themselves  to 
be  reasoned  with.  It  is  merely  a  ques- 
tion of  knowing  how   to  handle  them. 
You  have  got  to  make  everything  plain 
to   them   and   api)eal   to   their  common 
sense.      It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
their  ways  of  thinking  are  entirely  dif- 
ferent  from   our.s.   and    they   look       on 
things  in  an  entirely  different  light,  but 
once  they  understand  that  what  we  fn- 
tend  to  do  is  for  their  good    they  will 
hardly  cause  us  any  trouble. 

"Take,    for    instance,    the    way       the 
Cubans    behaved    before    the    battle    of 
La  Guasimas.  We  had  Intended  to  have 
them  co-operate  with  us  and  informed 
the  Cuban  officers  of  our  intentions    In 
con.sequence    of    some    misunderstand- 
ing the  forces  we  expected  they  would 
place  at  our  disposal  did  not  arrive  in 
time,  but  instead  200  men  under      Gen 
Castillo  put  in  an  appearance,  and  the 
latter  announced  that  he  was  ready  to 
go  into  the  fight  with  us.  but  he  want- 
ed  to  place   his   men   in   the   front        I 
pointed  out   to  him  that  this  would  be 
impracticable  and  asked  the  men        for 
instance,   if  they  should  receive  orders 
from  their  general  to  go  to  Siboney  and 
t.en.  Chaffee,  who  commanded  the  bri- 
.gade.   should   order  otherwise.       whom 
they  would  obey,  and  they  replied  thov 
would  follow  their  general.       I  showed 
hem  that  this  would  result  in  a  con- 
flict  of  authority    which    would   do   us 
more   harm   than   gond   and   finally       i 
succeeded  in  making  them  as  docile  and 
tractable  as   they  could    be.

SHAFTER'S  REPORT.

Washington.  Sept.  15,— Gen.  Shaffer's 
report  of  the  campaign,  which  terminat- 
ed in  the  fall  of  Santiago,  has  been  made 
public.  He  brietly  recounts  the  organi- 
zation of  the  expedition  and  its  em- 
barkation, and  then  devotes  the  main 
body  of  the  report  to  the  active  opera- 

I  tions  about  Santiago.    At  the  end     he 

I  says: 

"Uefore  closing  my  report  I  wish   to 
dwell  on  the  natural  obstacles  I  had  to 
encounter  and  which  no  foresight  could 
have  overcome  or  obviated.    The  rocky 
and  precipitous  coast  afforded  no  shelt- 
ered landing  place,  the  roads  were  m^re 
bridle  paths,   the  effect  of  the  tropical 
sun  and  rains  on    unacclimated    troops 
was  deadly,  and  a  dread  of  strange  and 
unknown  disease  had  its  effect    on    th- 
army.     At  Baiquira  the  landing  of  the

He 
said  that  the  proportion  of  Mesaba  ore 
used  in  furnace.^  varietl  from  .30  to  50  per 
cent,  and  that  a  greater  profKjrtion  was 
not  used  )n  account  of  danger  to  fur- 
naces and  the  expense  of  operation.  As 
miK-h  Metaba  ore  is  used,  he  paid,  as 
■would  be  if  prices  w^re  very  consider- 
ably less,  as  furnace  men  in  their 
anxiety  to  produce  cheap  pig  iron  used 
now  as  great  a  proportion  of  Mesaba 
ore  as  wa«  possible. 

A  rc^duction  in  rail  costs,  he  said, 
■would  inure  ti  the  benefit  of  the  ore 
consumer,  as  he  would  demand  a  corres- 
ponding reduction  in  prices.  Prices  of 
ores  were,  according  to  the  witness. 
ba.^d  solely  on  cists  that  must  be  paid 
by  the  consuming  mining  interf>sts  such 
«s  Carnegie  and  other  mine  owners  who 
operate  mines. 

W.  G.  Mather,  interested  In  the  Lake 
Superior  &  Ishpeming  railroad,  was  the 
next  witness.  He  s^id  that  his  company 
was  not  able  to  sell  its  binds  until  it 
had  guaranteed  in  its  mortgage  that  a 
sinking  fund  would  be  established  that 
would  retire  the  entire  bond  issue  in 
twenty-five  yearr  and  also  allow  for  the 
replacing  of  its  equipment  and  docks. 
This  had  not  been  done  by  the  Duluth, 
Missabe  &  Northern  road,  and  this,  he 
said,  was  the  cause  for  the  low  operat- 
ing cost  there.  He  added  that  the  Ish- 
peming  road's  ton  mile  rate  waa  higher 
than  that  of  the  Duluth  roads. 

Harvey  H.  Brown,  of  the  Stewart  Iron 
company,  was  the  next  witness.

At  Siboney  the 
landing  was  at  a  small  wharf  erected  by 
the  engineers.  1  had  neither  the  time 
nor  the  men  to  .spare  to  construct  i)er- 
manmt  wharves.  In  spite  of  the  fact 
that  I  had  nearly  1000  men  continuouslv 
at  work  on  the  roads,  they  were  at 
times  impassable  for  v.agons. 

"The  San  Juan  and  Aguadores  rivers 
would  often  suddenly  rise  so  as  to  pre- 
vent the  passage  of  wagcms,  and  then 
tile  eight  pack  trains  with  the  command 
nad  to  Ik  depended  on  for  the  victual- 
ing of  my  army,  as  well  as  the  20  000 
refugees,  who  could  not.  in  the  interest 
of  humanity,  be  left  to  starve  while  we 
had  rations. 

"Often  for  days  nothing  could  b- 
nujved  except  on  pack  trains.  After  th^ 
great  physical  strain  an-d  exposure  of 
July  1  and  2.  the  malarial  and  other 
fevers  began  to  rapidly  advance 
i;n-ouf,hout  the  'ommand,  and  on  July  4 
the  yt^low  fev  r  appeared  at  Siboney. 
rnough  efforts  were  made  to  keep  this 
fact  from  the  army  itself  it  soon  be- 
came known. 

"The  supply  of  the  quartermaster  and 
commissary  stores  during  t'ae  campaign 
was  abundant,  and  notwithstandin"-  the 
difficulties  in  l;inding  and  transporting 
of  rations,  the  troops  on  the  firing  lines 
were  at  all  times  supplied  with  its  coar- 
ser co:r.ponent3,  namely,  bread,  meat, 
susar  and  coffee.  There  was  no  lack  of 
transportation,  for  at  no  time  up  to  the 
surrender  could  all  the  wagons  I  had  1)- 
used. 

"In  reference  to  the  sick  and  wound- 
ed. I  have  to  say  that  they  received 
every  attention  that  it  was  possible  to 
give  them.  The  nKedical  officials  with- 
out exception  worked  night  and  day  to 
alleviate  the  suffering,  which  was  no 
greater  than  invariably  accompanies  a 
campaign.  It  would  have  been  buter  if 
we  had  had  more  ambulances,  but  as 
many  were  t;iken  as  w^as  thought 
necessary,  Judging  from  previous  cam- 
paigns. 

"The  disripline  of  the  command  was 
superb,  and  1  wish  to  invite  attention  to 
the  fact  that  not  an  offlctr  was  brought 
to  trial  by  court-martial,  and  as  far  as 
I  know,  no  enlisted  mam.  This  speaks 
volumes  ff»r  an  army  of  this  size  and  in 
a  campaign  of  such  duration. 

"In  concUisicm  I  desire  to  express  to 
the  members  of  my  staff  my  thanks  for 
their  efficient  pcrf..'rmance  of  all  the 
duties  icMjuired  of  them,  and  the  good 
govc-nment  and  luavery  disidayed  on 
all  occaslor-s  v.  lien  demanded."

Three  Hundred  Lives  Lost  and 

Twenty  Thousand  People 

Are  Homeless. 

St.  Thomas.  D.  W.  I.,  Sept.  15.— Ac- 
cording to  the  latest  reports  from  St. 
Lucia,  the  storm  that  broke  on  the  is- 
land Sunday  night  developed  almost  un- 
precedented violence  and  was  accom- 
panied by  a  tidal  wave  and  tremendous 
rains.  Numerous  landslides  were 
caused  and  many  houses,  bridges  and 
cocoa  estates  have  been  destroyed.  At 
least  twelve  lives  have  been  lost 

Guadaloupe.  the  French  ifland  in  the 
Leeward  group,  has  experienced  very 
heavy  weather.  Nineteen  deaths  an- 
reported  and  there  have  been  destruc- 
tive landslides. 

1n;^  ^'-f^  ^^''^^  ^^^  island  of  St.  Vincent, 
100  miles  west  of  Barl)adoes.  arrived  to^ 
day  at  the  island  of  (Grenada  and  re- 
ports that  St.  Vincent  has  experienced 
the  most  violent  and  destructive  cyclone 
ever  known  there.  King.-ton,  the  cap- 
itol  of  St.  Vincent,  is  totallv  destroyed 

It  is  estimated  that  300  lives  have  been 
lost  in  that  island  and  that  20,000  people 
are  homeless.  The  bodies  of  the  dead 
are  buried  in  trenches.  Thousand.s  are 
starving  or  getting  fed  at  public  ex- 
pense. 

The  damage  to  property  in  St.  Vin» 
cent  cannot  be  estimated.  Every  small 
house  is  down  and  many  large  ones 
have  been  destroyed.  The  demolished 
houses  include  factorial-,  stores 
churches  and  almost  all  the  public  build- 
ings. 

Three  large  ships  are  ashore  on  the 
Uindward  coast  and  many  smaller  ones 
are  stranded. 

No  information  Is  obtainable  here 
from  Barbadoes  as  to  the  results  of  the 
threatened  hurricane  of  Saturday  night 
last,  and  the  worst  is  feared. 

London,  Sept.  15.— Advices  were  re« 
ceived'liere  late  last  night  .saying  that  a 
terrific  hurricane  has  swept  over  the 
Barbadoep.  in  the  Windward  group  of 
the  Lesser  Antilles. 

Two  hundred  persons  have  been  killed 
and  4000  rendered  homeless.

Weakness  Developed  Inder  Bearish

New  York,  Sept.  15.— The  cotton  mar- 
ket opened  steady,  with  near  months  one 
point  lower  to  one  point  higher,  and  the 
distant  deliveries  two  to  'three  points 
higher.

ERRONEOU.S  STATEMENTS. 

a   letter  on   the  charter   question, 
published  in      another      column.      J.  H. 
Whitely  falls   into  several  errors  while 
seeking  to  enlighten  some  of  his  fellow- 
citizens  who  do  not  look  as   favorably 
upon  the  proposed  charter  as  he  does. 
He  admits  that  the  chater  is  not  alto- 
gether satisfactory,  but  adds:     "We  can 
readily    amend  a  provision    here      and 
there  which     we     find  obnoxious."    Mr. 
Whi:ely  is  misinformed.     Provisions    of 
the  new  charter.  If  it  should  be  adopted, 
could  not  be  readily  amended.  The  state 
constitution  provides  that     no    amend- 
ments could  be  made  except  at  another 
election,   and   not   unless  proposed     by 
«he  charter  commission  now  in  existence 
and  accepted  by      three-fifths  of      the 
votes  cast  at  that  election.    Thus  it  will 
be  seen  that  it  would  not  be  easy     to 
amend  the  charter. 

Mr.  Whitely  also  denies  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  present  charter  commission 
are  appointed   for  life  and  claims  that 
their  tenure  of  office  is  limited   to  six 
years.     Evidently  Mr.  Whitely     has  not 
read      the      constitutional     amendment 
adopted  by     the    people    in  1S96,  under 
authority  of      which,     the      legislature 
passed  the  act  authorizing  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  commission  and   the     sub- 
mission of  the  charter  to  popular    vote. 
This      constitutional      amendment    dis- 
tinctly .says  that  the  commission  "shall 
be  permanent,  and      the    vacancies    by 
death,  disability     to     perform      duties, 
resignation   or  removal  from   the     cor- 
porate limits  shall  l.e  filled  by  appoint- 
ment in  the  same  manner  as  the  original 
board  was  created." 


A  STOCK  JOnniNG  SCHEME. 

The  recent  statement  by  the  Northern 
Pacific  railway  management   that  it   Is 
operating  the   road   for  less   than   one- 
half  its  gro,?s  receipts  naturally  created 
a    bo:>m    in    Wall    street    in    the    road's 
securities.     That   was   undoubtedly   the 
reason    for    making    the    showing,    and 
rrobably  there  will  be  an  equally  sud- 
den drop  in  its  stocks  later  on  when  it 
i^  found  that  such  a  showing  has  been 
made  by  neglecting  the  physical  condi- 
tion   of    the   road.      On    this    point    th» 
financial   editor   of   the   Boston   Herald 
says: 

An  occasional   railroad  may  be  put 
condition,    during     a      receivership, 
when  money  which  ought  to  have  gjne 
to  pay  interest  is  spent  upjn  road  and 
equipment  with  free  hand,  may  be  put 
in  condition  for  operating  at  an  abnor- 
mally low  cost  for  a  brief  time,  but  the 
property    will    have      to      pay    for. the 
scrimping.     The  Northern  Pacific  prop- 
erty has  need  of  heavy  expenditures,  if 
current   report   is   true.      It   is   declared 
that   "the  rails  on   many   divisions  are 
light  and  worn  and  should  soon  be  re- 
placed.    Of  the  2374  miles  of  main  line, 
only  lOS  miles  are  laid  with  rails  weigh-^ 
ing  sixty-seven  pounds  or  over.     Over 
1100  miles  of  main  track  and  1640  miles 
of  branch   line  are  laid   with   56-pound 
rails,    which    were    much    used    fifteen 
years  ago  and   over,  but  are  now  dis- 
carded  and    taken   up   by   roads   which 
pay  attention   to  their  track  and   keep 
it  in  condition  to  bear  the  heavy  loads 
of  the  present  day.    It  has  been  claimed 
for  the  company  that  it  has  introduced 
important    economics    by   increasing   its 
train  loads,  but  with  a  train  load  of  200 
tons  or  over,   heavier  rails   than  a   ."iG- 
pound  section  are  needed,  or  the  track 
will  be  torn  to  pieces.    There  are  miles 
of     wooden     trestles     to     be     replaced, 
grades  to  be  reduced  and  a  vast  amount 
of  improvement  w^rk  must  be  done  to 
bring   Northern    Pacific's   road    bed    up 
to  a  first-class  condition." 

The  Boston  paper  thinks  the  conclu. 
sion  is  inevitable  that  the  Northern 
Pacific  road  is  being  operated  for  Wall 
street,  with  a  view  to  booming  the  .s'e- 
curities  and  later  to  depress  them.  No 
other  company  has  ever  been  made  t.o 
operate  Its  road  for  such  a  small  per- 
centage of  the  gross  receipts,  and  there 
is  not  a  railroad  man  in  the  country 
who  will  believe  that  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific has  done  so,  except  by  neglecting 
repairs  and  letting  the  physical  condi> 
tion  of  the  road  deter!  irate.  A  run  over 
the  line  will  soon  convince  anyone  that 
this  latter  theory  is  c:)rrect.

Under  the  hea;ding  "Duluth's  Awful 
Climate"  the  St.  Paul  Dispatch  yester- 
day  published  the  following  editorial: 

"Whoever     ordered      the     Fourteenth 
Minnesota     mustered     out     at     Duluth 
evidently  knows  nothing  of  the   awful 
climate    of    that    place.       Otherwif>e    he 
would  not  think  of  taking  men  from  tho 
South,    where   they  have  become  toler- 
ably accustomed  to  excessive  heat  and 
where  even  an  early  fall  has  hardly  set 
in.  and  transporting  them  suddenly  to 
the  neighborhood  of  Lake  Superior.  For 
a  few  days  at  least  the  men  would  have 
to  camp  out.  until  the  examinations  and 
other  routine  of  mustering  out  should 
be  completed.     During  that    time   they 
would   have   to  suffer   the   extremes   of 
weather  daily    experienced    at    Duluth.

SHOULD  TRY  AGAIN.

Some  Consumers  Find  Their 

Water  Rates  Higher  Than 

Before. 


USE  LARGE  AMOUNTS 


These  People  are  the  Ones 

Who  Catch  It— Ordinance 

To  Be  Amended. 


There  are  a  number  of  consumers  of 
water  in  L>uluth  whj  have  begun  to  feel 
that  municipal  ownership  of  public  con- 
veniences is  not  all  that  it  is  cracked  up 
to  be.  They  have  discovered  that  the 
city,  since  it  came  into  possession  of 
the  p^ant  of  the  Duluth  Ga.?  ami  Water 
company,  is  charging  them  mjre  for 
water  than  they  were  required  to  pay 
before. 

Among  those  whose  bills  have  grown 
under  municipal  ownership  are  the 
Lyceum  and  Torrey  buildings,  the  St. 
Louis  and  Spalding  hotels,  the  Duluth 
Brewing  company  and  the  Omaha  and 
St.  Paul  &  Duluth  railroadi=.  When  the 
gas  and  water  commisi»ion  was  created 
an  ordinance  was  passed  fixing  iate3 
to  be  charged  for  service  of  various 
kinds,  and  the  prices  named  were  tho 
maximum  rales  authorized  in  the  char- 
ter for  the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water  co.ti« 
pany.  The  ordinance  further  provided 
that  if  the  manager  or  any  other  em- 
l>loye  of  the  gas  and  water  department 
should  discriminate  in  favor  tif  any 
person  or  corporation  he  would  be  liable 
to  severe  penalties.  The  meter  rates 
for  water  vary  from  15  cents  to  37'/^ 
cents  per  1<)0  cubic  feet,  graded  accord- 
ing to  the  quantity  used  in  a  single 
day.  The  Duluth  Gas  and  Water  com- 
pany had  made  a  special  rate  to  a  few 
of  its  largest  customers,  which  was 
considerably  under  these  figures,  but 
when  the  city  assumed  charge,  under 
the  ordinance  these  customers  had  to  be 
charged  full  schedule  rates.  Each  and 
every  one  of  them  entered  a  protest. 
They  were  permitted  to  pay  at  the  old 
rate  and  were  given  credit  on  account. 
and  the  c  immisyii>ners  will  ask  th^ 
council  to  make  an  amendment  to  the 
ordinance  which  will  permit  the  com- 
missioners to  give  a  lower  rate  to  the 
large  consumers. 

C.  E.  Van  Bergen  said  that  while 
operating  the  plant  f'>r  the  gas  and 
water  company  he  found  it  necessary 
to  make  special  rates  to  the  largest 
consumers  in  order  to  prevent  them 
from  se<-uring  their  water  elsewhere 
and  thus  losing  their  patronage  en- 
tirely. The  Duluth  Brewing  company, 
for  instance,  has  an  artesian  well  from 
which  it  can  get  its  supply,  and  it  will 
utilize  it  if  the  city  will  not  give  it  a 
rate  which  will  not  be  greatly  in  excess 
of  the  cost  of  the  operation  of  a  small 
plant  of  its  own.  Fitger  &  Co.  are  not 
patrons  of  the  water  department  be- 
cause they  were  refu.«ed  a  rate  by  the 
old  company  that  they  felt  they  could 
afford  to  pay.  There  are  other  large 
consumers  of  water  in  Duluth  that  are 
not  receiving  their  supply  from  the  ciiy 
plant  who  would  become  valuable  cus>- 
tomers  if  a  lower  rate  was  made,  and 
it  is  to  secure  this  business  that  an 
amendment  to  the  existing  ordinance 
will  be  asked  for  by  the  commissioners'.

LABOR  STILL  SCARCE. 

Will  Continue  to  Be  Until  Men   Come 
From  West. 

There  is  still  a  great  scarcity  of 
labor  in  the  market  in  this  section,  as 
the  men  who  have  been  spending  the 
summer  in  the  harvest  fields  have  not 
yet  begun  to  come  in  in  large  numbers. 
G.  S.  Richards,  of  the  National  Em- 
ployment agency,  said  yesterday  that 
there  would  be  a  .scarcity  of  lab<or  until 
the  rush  back  from  the  wheat  fields  be- 
gins, and  that  may  not  be  until  heavy 
frosts  or  snow  stop  work  on  the  farms. 
There  is.  on  the  other  hand,  plenty  of 
demand  for  common  labor  at  good 
wages.  Railroad  work  is  still  plenty  and 
the  wages  are  good.  Yesterday  Mr. 
liichards  had  an  order  for  200  men  for 
railroad  work  west  of  here,  and  he 
could  hardly  find  a  man  at  $1.75  per 
day. 

The  demand  for  men  for  the  woods  is 
l>eginning  already,  and  the  prospects 
are  good  for  the  winter.  Some  of  the 
companies  are  starting 'their  camps  in. 
and  will  get  to  work  as  sioon  as  they 
can  get  men  enough.  Wages  are  good 
now  and  promise  to  remain  so  all  win- 
ter. The  lowest  wages  offered  for 
work  in  the  woods  now  is  $24  per 
month,  and  sometime.'?  as  high  as  $26  Is 
offered.  These  are  both  higher  than  the 
best  last  winter  and  the  outlook  is 
that  wages  in  the  woods  will  run  2.' 
per  cent  higher  this  season  than  they 
were  last  season.  Last  season's  wages, 
it  must  be  remembered,  were  higher 
than  the  average  during  the  past  five 
years. 

Some  of  the  men  from  the  North  Da- 
kota and  Minnesota  wheat  fields  are  loe- 
ginning  to  come  in  already,  but  they 
usually  come  with  a  rush  when  they  get 
started  once.  An  employment  agent  was 
telling  yesterday  of  a  year  when  2000 
men  arrived  in  Minneapolis  in  forty- 
eight  hours  from  the  wheat  country, 
driven  in  by  a  snow  storm  that  put 
an  end  to  their  work.  They  taxed 
the  capacity  of  every  road  running 
from  the  Wc-st  into  Minneapolis,  and 
the  railroads  put  on  baggage  cars  for 
service  as  day  coaches. 

Has  Goae  to  Crookston. 

The  Crookston  Tribune  says:  "I.  O. 
Stout,  who  has  been  Great  Northern 
passenger  agent  at  Duluth  for  som*- 
time,  arrived  this  morning  to  make  his 
future  home  in  this  city.  Mr.  Stout  will 
have  charge  of  the  ticket  liusiness  of  the 
Great  Northern,  relieving  Agent  Bell  of 
this  part  of  his  work  and  giving  him  a 
better  opportunity  to  look  after  his  man- 
ifold duties  for  the  company  at  this 
place." 

Mr.  Stout  was  assistant  ticket  agent 
here  for  several  years. 


STREET  CARS  FOR  JAPAN. 
St.  Liouis.  Sept.  15. — An  ord-er  has  been 
received  by  the  St.  Ixuis  Car  company 
for  250  street  cars  for  the  Japanese 
government.  The  order,  which  will  be 
filled,  calls  for  the  completion  and  ship- 
ment of  the  cars  within  the  next  ninety 
days.  The  amount  to  be  paid  for  the 
cars  is  $300,000.

rAVORLNG  THE  CHARTER. 

J.  H.  Whitely  Urges  the   Citizens   to 
Vote  For  It. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  next 
Tuesday,  Sept.  20.  will  be  one  of  the 
most  important  dates  in  the  history  of 
the  city  of  Duluth.  The  adoptfon  of  a 
charter  for  a  city  is  like  the  adoption  of 
a  con.stitution  for  a  state.  The  people 
have  been  tardy  about  lonsldering  the 
new  charter.  Probably  not  10  per  cent  of 
the  registered  voters  have  road  it.  Suffl- 
c:ent  time  does  not  remain  now  for 
those  to  read  it  who  have  not  already 
di  ne  so.  It  will  thorefore  be  necessary 
for  many  voters  to  vote  on  the  faith  of 
what  they  arc  told  by  others,  or  to  rely 
on  the  t'ood  faith  and  wisdom  of  the 
charter  commis.sion  of  fifteen  men  who 
prepared  it.  This  is  the  .-^afer  course. 
'There  are  num.rous  fals;.'  and  deroKatorv 
statements  circulat'ng  ahttut  the  charter. 
Many  of  them  are  so  absurd  that  if  the 
voter  will  consider  the  personnel  of  the 
commis.sion  ht  will  know  at  once  that  its 
members  would  not  offer -the  people  such 
foolish  provisions.  Wnen  this  comnii.s- 
^•ion  was  appointed  I  declared  that  I 
would  vote  for  the  charter  proposed  by 
them,  as  I  kn  w  it  would  be  a  great  im- 
provemint  over  the  olrj  one.  Let  us  adopt 
it.  It  can  make  matters  no  worse  here. 
We  can  readily  amenj  a  provision  h.Tc 
and  there  which  we  nnd  obnoxious.  But 
let  us  not  throw  over  a:i  the  work  that 
has  been  done.  People  should  consider 
the  enormous  cost  ot  bringing  this  chart- 
er before  the  people,  it  has  cost  fully 
$10,00U,  or  will  have  by  the  time  the  votes 
are  countco.  If  the  c-.arter  Is  defeated 
all  this  is  wasted.  Let  the  man  who  reads 
this  ask  himself  what  he  knows  about 
the  c!ty  charter,  how  much  time  has  he 
.»ipent  in  studying  the  subject,  and  he  will 
I'robably  dcciili,»hat  h.;-  has  not  the  gall 
to  reject  th«;  charier  s!Kne<i  by  this  com- 
mission after  six  n:.ja:ns  of  faithful 
work. 

Some  very  gqoil  citizens,  who  own  their 
own  homes,  object  to  f.ie  tax  of  10  cents 
per  front  fo<>t  on  all  property  abutting 
on  water  mains'.  They  say  they  already 
pay  a  sufficient  sum  r>>r  water." But  thev 
do  not  look  far'enough.  Mi  is  tax  will  fall 
on  the  home  owner  and  the  vacant  i)rop- 
<  rty  owner  allk«'  for  ren  .years  an<l  i« 
more.  It  will  force  the  non-resident  owner 
to  help  carry  our  water  p:uiit.  It  will  be 
an  Incentive  to  improyt-  %-ncant  lots.  It 
will  force  a  large  amount  of  property  to 
pay  for  Are  protection  which  now  jwiys 
nothing.  Look  at  the  large  amount  of 
l>roperty  now  used  for  docks.  freight 
sheds,  lumber  yards,  wood  yards,  and  1- 
story  buildings,  which  are  not  provided 
with  water  inside.  All  these  have  the  best 
of  Hie  protection  but  pay  no  water  rent 
whatever.  As  you  go  to  West  Duluth  you 
pass  whole  blocks  upon  which  is  piled 
lumber  and  wood  of  great  value.  At 
every  corner  is  a  fire  plug,  and  near  by 
is  a  (ire  box.  At  the  Lap  of  the  gong  a 
splendid  tire  department,  improved  and 
e<iuipped  by  the  city,  gallops  to  the  scene 
of  the  tire  and  squirts  water  from  our 
million-dollar  water  plant  until  the  last 
spark  expires  and  the  bilt  is  taxed  againsi 
the  home  owner  at  so  much  per  faucet. 
This  lineal  tax  will  force  the  non-resident 
owner,  who  leases  his  property  for  stor- 
age purposes  or  for  cheap  1-story  build- 
ings to  pa.v  his  fair  proportion  of  the 
expense  of  Ore  protection,  without  which 
he  could   not  rent   his  land. 

It  is  .said  by  some  that  the  charter 
commission  is  appointed  for  life.  This 
cannot  be  so.  The  constJtutlonal  amend- 
ment which  provides  for  their  appoint- 
ment limits  their  tenure  of  office  to  six 
years.  The  oversight  of  the  bgislature  In 
not  providing  a  like  limitation  of  their 
term  is  of  no  importance.  The  constitu- 
t'oii  governs  the  case.  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  life  tenure  under  the  new  cnart-

The  governor  for  St.  Paul  has  won 
out  for  his  town  in  the  matter  of  the 
place  for  the  mustering  out  of  the  Four- 
teenth hgiment.  and  the  regimicit  will 
go  t'nere.  His  argument  that  the  cli- 
mate of  St.  Paul  is  so  similar  to  that  of 
the  semi-tropics  that  the  troops  would 
not  notice  the  difference,  and  his  por- 
trayal of  the  dangers  attendant  upon 
sendir»g  them  into  another  and  more 
vigorous  clime,  150  miles  or  under  north 
of  his  town,  has  caused  the  war  depart- 
ment, in  its  anxious  care  for  the  health 
of  the  troops,  to  change  the  orders  for 
sending  ihtm  to  Duluth.  It  was  re- 
marked yesterday  l)y  a  prominent  citi- 
zen of  Duluth  the  city  had  perhaps  felt 
chilly  to  the  governor,  it  was  remarked 
also  that  the  Fosston  celebration  com- 
mittee write  to  the  governor  and  ad- 
monish him  twt  to  forget  his  chest  pro- 
tector in  case  he  makes  the  trip  into 
the  frozen  fastnesses  of  this  Arctic  wild 
to  attend  the  celebration.  The  com- 
mittfe,  it  was  suggested,  ought  to  give 
him  a  seat  right  close  to  the  big  bon- 
fire. 

By  the  way,  those  people  who  stood 
around  shivering  and  chattering  at  tha 
state  fair  in  the  governors  town  last 
week,  wishing  for  their  fur  overcoats, 
will  be  inclintd  to  regard  the  governor 
as  a  sly  old  Joker. 

The  information  that  the  plan  to  send 
the  Fourteenth  here  had  been  changed, 
came  last  evening  in  a  telegram  to 
Mayor  Truelsen  from  Quartermaster 
Smith,  at  St.  Louis,  in  answer  to  a 
missage  from  the  mayor  asking  the 
(tuartermaster  to  advise  what  arrange- 
ments should  be  made  for  the  comfort 
of  the  troops. 

T'he  governor's  unremitting  efforts  for 
his  town  have,  it  is  said,  been  seconded 
by  the  officers  of  the  Fourteenth,  in- 
cluding the  Culuth  companies.  It  is  an 
open  question  here  whether  the  Duluth 
officers  have  not  been  influemed  by 
personal  feeling  because  of  ( riticisms 
here  In  regard  to  their  course  as  to  the 
"round  robins"  or  statement  of  the  men 
as  to  their  views  on  the  subject  of  beine; 
continued  in  the  service  to  do  garrison 
duty  after  the  declaration  of  ptace. 

So  far  as  the  motives  of  the  governor 
are  concerned,  it  is  felt  that  if  he  really 
thought,  as  he  stated,  that  St.  I'aul  is 
the  proper  place  for  mustering  out,  as  it 
is  the  capital  city,  he  would  not  have 
favored  and  recommended  the  muster- 
ing out  of  a  regiment  at  New  Ulm.  The 
general  expression  of  opinion  here  is 
that  the  governor  has  displayed  a  de- 
cided lack  of  sincerity  and  straightfor- 
wardness with  Duluth  in  this  matter, 
and  has  shown  a  narrow  spirit  of  local- 
ism that  is  not  in  accordance  with  that 
which  should  animate  the  governor  of 
and  for  the  whole  state,  which  he  is 
supiMJsed  to  be,  instead  of  the  governor 
of  the  whole  state  for  certain  sections. 

A  Herald  reporter  called  on  Col.  Har- 
ris to  net  the  inside  facts  with  reference 
to  the  effort  that  was  ma(ie  to  have  the 
Kourtienth  Minnesota  mu^'tered  out  at 
Duluth.     Col.    Harris  said: 

"After  we  were  assur»>d  that  the  re?:i- 
ment  was  to  be  mustered  out  it  oc- 
curred to  me  tha'  possibly'  we  miglit 
have  It  doni'  at  Duluth.  It  would  not 
have  been  an.v  borielit  to  me  personally, 
itut  the  business  men  of  the  city  would 
have  been  greatly  benellted.

People  Do  Not  Turn  Out  to 
Charter  Meetings — At  Tur- 
ner Hall. 

There  seems  to  be  a  great  lack  of  in- 
terest in  the  new  charter,  if  one  may 
judge  by  the  meetings  being  held,  but 
possibly  the  people  who  have  registered 
have  made  up  their  minds  and  do  not 
need  to  go  to  meetings.  Last  evening's 
meeting  at  Turner  hall  was  poorly  at- 
tended. There  were  just  twenty-one 
people  besides  the  speakers  in  the  hail 
at  8:15  o'clock  when  the  meeting  opened. 
By  9  o'clock,  however,  the  number  had 
increased  to  fifty.  The  meeting  could 
not  but  have  been  disappointing  to  the 
speakers,  and  they  remarked  upon  the 
seeming  lack  of  interest  among  the  peo- 
ple in  a  question  which,  they  said,  was 
of  more  interest  to  the  city  than  all  the 
city  or  county  elections. 

It  is  difficult  to  tell  from  the  meetings 
just  what  the  temper  of  the  people  is. 
It  wxiuld  seem  to  be  against  the  charter 
from  the  attendance,  but  there  have 
been  no  meetings  in  opposition  to  it, 
and  hence  it  cannot  be  told  just  what 
the  enthusiasm  is  on  the  opposite  side. 

Henry  F.  Greene  opened  the  speaking. 
He  explained  the  reasons  for  having  ?. 
new  charter  and  how  it  came  to  be 
drawn  up  as  it  was  by  a  commission. 
He  said  the  commissioners  had  no  ends 
to  serve.  Their's  was  a  labor  of  love. 
He  dwelt  for  some  time  on  the  finan- 
cial features  of  the  charter,  and  in  an- 
swer to  Mr.  Hollister's  objection  that 
it  made  bond  issues  easy,  said  that  it  is 
better  to  issue  bonds  for  the  floating 
indebtedness  at  4Vi  or  5  per  cent  than 
to  have  orders  out  that,  with  interest 
and  commission,  draw  8  per  cent.  These 
orders  are  causing  all  the  financial 
troubles  of  the  city  of  Duluth,  he  said. 

St.  Paul  will  demand  a  tri-city  charter- 
from  the  legislature  next  se-^sion,  he 
said,  and  the  charter  it  demands  will 
make  the  schools  part  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment.' Duluth  will  come  under  that 
charter,  and  the  only  way  to  keep  Du- 
luth schools  out  of  the  city  government 
is  to  adopt  this  charter. 

Another  feature  which  he  said  would 
l>e  of  great  value  to  the  city  is  the  chap- 
ter in  relation  t)  as.^essments.  Prop- 
erty, under  it,  can  be  sold  for  assess- 
ments. Today  it  cannot,  because  there 
is  no  provision  for  refunding  the  money 
if  the  assessment  is  invalid,  and  there 
is  hardly  an  assessment  that  will  hold 
under  the  present  charter. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  present  char, 
ter,.  he  continued,  which  wilj  prevent 
the  city  council  from  selling  the  ga.^ 
and  water  plants  at  half  their  cost  it 
they  wish  to.  He  cited  the  Philadelphia 
case,  where  the  gas  plant  was  lea.«ed 
in  violation  of  public  sentiment,  and 
said  the  same  thing  is  possilile  in  Du- 
luth under  the  present  charter.  Under 
the  new  one  this  could  not  lie  done,  fir 
the  matter  would  have  to  be  submitted 
to  a  vote  of  the  people. 

"There  is  not  a  line  In  the  old  char- 
ter," said  Mr.  Greene,  "that  hasn't  got 
three  law  suits  in  it.  Half  of  them  have 
been  tried  and  the  other  half  are  yet  to 
be  tried." 

Mayor  Truelsen  tackled  The  Herald 
when  he  got  up.  Any  new^^paper  de- 
voted to  the  interests  of  the  public 
ought  to  be  in  favor  of  it,  he  said.  He 
discussed  the  efforts  made  in  the  past 
to  get  a  charter,  and  explained  how  and 
why  they  have  failed.  The  legislature 
could  not  get  a  charter  in  sixty  days? 
time,  crowded  as  it  is  with  other  work, 
which  would  be  as  satisfactory  to  Du- 
luth as  one  prepared  by  a  commissi  >n 
of  its  own  citiaens  taking  six  manths' 
time  to  it.  He  dwelt  on  the  financial 
features  for  tsyme  time  and  tho  neces- 
sity for  getting  on  a  different  basis 
from  the  present.  It  would  take  eight 
years  to  get  rid  of  the  floating  indel)ted- 
ness  under  the  present  charter,  he  said, 
whereas  under  the  new  charter  it  can 
be  done  in  ninety  days.  He  deprecated 
the  lack  of  Interest  and  said  the  char- 
ter was  the  most  important  thing  that 
has  come  before  the  people  in  years.

Government  Weather  Bureau 

Finishes  Its  Season  Crop 

Report. 

NORTH   DAKOTA. 

Bismarck— Director  Bronson,  of  the 
government  weather  bureau,  has  issued 
his  last  bulletin  for  the  season.     It  say."^: 

"Heavy  and  killing  frosts  in  all  parts 
of  the  state  the  past  week  have  greatly 
(iama,-jed  all  vegetation  that  was  not  suf- 
ficiently advanced  to  stand  it.  Consider- 
able corn  and  some  late  flax,  as  well  as 
garden  truck,  has  been  killed.  In  tho 
northwestern  j)art  of  the  state  con- 
tinued rains  have  been  very  unfavorable 
for  stacking  and  threshing.  In  the  south- 
ern part  of  the  state  the  weather  has  been 
more  favorable  and  stacking  and  thresh- 
ing has  been  going  on,  although  retardeil 
some  by  showers,  which  have  not  been 
continuous,  however,  as  i:i  the  more 
northern  counties.  Yields  are  reporteil 
full.v  up  to  the  average,  except  In  the 
western  and  extreme  southern  j>oriions, 
where     the.v    are      llfiht.  In     PcmbiiiM 

county  wheat  is  reixirti  d  as  goi:ig  about 
the  average,  with  the  average  grade,  but 
with  some  smut  in  it,  and  practically  tho 
same  result  is  found  In  most  of  the  Red 
river  counties. 

"It  is  probable  that  the  corn  crop  will 
be  li;?ht,  ;is  much  of  it  was  not  hanl 
enough  to  withsiand  damage  by  frost,  es- 
pecially in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state. 
Late  flax  has  also  suffered,  but  there 
was  not  much  of  it.  and  the  effect  of  the 
frost  on  the  entire  crop  cannot  be  seen.

Gen.  Warner  Urges  a  Paper 

Currency  of  Govern'- 

ment  Notes.

A  PAPEn  CrRREXCY. 
Gtn.  V.'arnpr  spoke  on  the  subject  "Pa- 
pr  ilon.y:   lis  Effect  on   M-.tallio  Money 
and  on  Prices."

CONGRESSMAN  FOWLER. 
Congressman  Charles  N.   Fowler      of 
New  Jersey  spoke  on  the  sul)ject  "What 
is   the    Best    Form   of   Paper   Money?"

What  is  the  best  form  of  currency — 
bank  notes  or  the  demand  obligations 
of   the   government?

A  cur- 
rency meQtin.g  these  essentials  can  only 
b*  created   out   of   the  varied   products 
of   American    toil.    But    is   such    a   cur- 
rency safe?  As  much  safer  than  a  gov- 
ernment   currency    as   $r>.000.»K>0,000       of 
li'iu<d  wealth  are  greater  than  the  gold 
reserve.  Government  issue  is  the  dream 
of  a  perpetual   motion  applied   to  eco- 
nomics. Its  intimation  that  a  worthless 
piece  of  paper  is  now  and  ever  shall  be 
its  own  redeemer  leads  to  an  Increased 
price  without  reference  to      exchange- 
able value,  and  so  on  and  on  to  repudi- 
ation.      A    .government    cannot    create 
something  out  of  nothing,  as  Eng'Iand's 
experience  with  clipped  coins.       Laws 
career  in  France,  and  the  story  of  our 
colonies,   our  strugfeMng  states  and   the 
incomprehensUde   losses   from   1SJ)3       to 
18?5,  all  prove.      A  government      issue 
fails  to  meet   any  of  the  essential   re- 
quirements of  a  currency  of  trade:    it 
has   no    inherent    commercial    value;    it 
bears    no   relation    to   anything   else   of 
value:  it  is  spent  money;  a  demand  for 
payment  and  when  reissued  a  receipted 
bill. 

The  proper  currency  of  trade,  on  the 
contrary,  comes  into  existence  and  does 
Its  work  just  as  the  currency  of  com- 
merce does.  There  is  a  marvelous 
Identity  between  them,  and  if  the  gov- 
ernment should  i.<?sue  the  one  it  should 
with  equal  reason  issue  the  other.  Our 
civilization  presents  problems  that  can 
only  be  solved  by  the  u.se  of  credit  to 
practically  unlimited  degree,  a  condi- 
tion which  demands  both  intelligence 
and  integrity.  The  Georgia  farm^- 
who  borrows  from  the  Atlanta  iiank 
against  his  cotton  crop  and  then  uses 
the  bank  notes  to  pay  his  hands,  has 
u.sed  his  credit  as  a  tool  to  help  to  con-

The  answer 
IS  to  point  to  the  Suffolk  svstem  in  our 
own  country,  when  conditions  were  not 
so  favorable  as  now,   which  established 
the  proposition  that  it  is  as  safe    for    a 
bank  to  issue  notesas  to  receive  deposits 
and  lend  them    out.    The    principle    o*" 
credit  currency  has  l)een  tested     under 
almost  every  conditi<m,  showing  its  fit- 
ness best  when  legislative  interference 
iias  been  least,  through  the  all-sufficient 
requirement  of  current  convertibility. 

The  best  form  of  paper  currency,  then 
springs  int6  being  t  very  day  concur- 
rently with  those  transactions  by  which 
we  are  exchanging  products  to  the  ex- 
tent of  $1W).(XK),000  every  twenty-four 
hours,  and  is  as  certainly  liquidated 
whrn  those  exchanges  are  complete.  A 
bond-secured  currency,  on  the  other 
aand,  is  issued  only  when  it  Is  profitable 
to  hold  the  bonds  by  which  the  notes  are 
secured.  Its  whole  tendency  and  effect 
is.  where  rates  are  high,  to"  reduce  the 
loanable  funds,  and  just  in  proportion 
as  the  rates  rise,  to  contract  the  cur- 
rency. Thus  the  reverse  of  what  should 
happen  dots  happen.  But  credit  cur- 
rency works  in  harmony  with  the  de- 
mands of  e.ach  locality,  increasing  the 
loanable  funds  by  an  amount  equal  to 
the  capital  employed,  and  correspond- 
ingly lowering  the  rates  of  interest.  The 
one  is  artirtcial,  the  other  natural  and 
a  part  of  the  business  itself.

Most  emphatically 
yes.  in  1- ranee  today  the  interest  rate 
t'h  th*"  f"?,t  of  the  Pyrenees  is  the  same  as 
that  at  Paris,  ^\■hat  France  has  done 
America  can  do.  But  some  will  sav  and 
not  without  rea.son,  "France  Is  an  old 
country,  of  comparatively  small  area 
with  practically  uniform  conditions 
ti  roughout  its  extent:  while  in  the  United 
States  there  is  such  a  diversity  of  condi- 
tions in  the  different  sections  that  we 
can  not  expect  anything  like  uniformity  of 
interest  rates.;  To  these  I  answer  by 
pointing  northward  to  a  country  o"f 
much  less  wealth  than  ours,  but  of  a 
territory  almost  as  vast,  having,  like  us 
thickly-settled  communities  in  certain 
sections,  and  sparsely-settled  com- 
munilles  in  others.  And       vet 

in  Canada  the  interest  rate  is  only 
froin  1  to  2  per  cent  higher  in  the  village 
at  the  foot  of  the  Rocky  mountains  than 
It  is  in  the  city  of  Montreal.  What  Can- 
adians have  done,   Americans  can  do 

Is  it   possible   to   lower  very  materially 
the  interest  rate  in  the  Cnlted  States?    I 
answer  that   a  commercial   rate  approxi- 
rnatlng  Z  per  cent  is  for  this   nation  en- 
tirely practicable  within  the  comparative- 
ly near  future.  Two  per  cent  is  the  usual 
commercial  rate  of   France  and   England 
today.    Indeed,  here  in  the  market  report 
of   the   Minneapolis    Tribune   for   Sept    2 
under  the  head  of  'London  Monev  '  i  read 
the  following:    "Rate  dls<'ount,  o'pen  mar- 
ket  for  three  months'   bill,    \\r,,\:/^'-  qu^ 
recent  national  loan  Is  full  of  suggestion 
as    to    the    possibilities    of    interest    rates 
Ihe  government  wanted  to  borrow  $2iJ0 - 
iHKt,000  at  3  per  cent.  Issuing  its  bonds  at 
par.     ^^e  are  told  by  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury    that    $l,4(Mi,f>(»(J,000    were      offered 
Several  railroads  have  recently  refunded 
their  bonds  at  3  per  cent.     To  tliose  ac- 
(luainted   with    monetary   science    it    is   a 
tamillar  principle  that   the  temporary   or 
bank  rate  of  interest  should  be  lower  in 
nearly  all   civilized  countries   except   our 
own.    For  example,  in  France  the  govern- 
ment   loan   bears  3  per  cent   interest.     It 
.sells   in   the   market   at  a   premium   sufTi- 
clent  to  make  it  bear  about  234  per  cenf 
but   the  commercial  rate  of  interest    is  2 
per  cent.     British  consols  bear  3  per  cent 
Interest.     They   sell    in    the    market   at   a 
premium    which    causes   them   lo   yield   a 
little   more    than   2';    per   cent;    w"hlle   as 
shown  Jby  the  market  report  above  quoted 
the  commercial  rate  is  from  \\  to  2  per 
cent.     The    I'nited    States    Is    the   richest 
country  in  the  world.     It   possesses  more 
capital  and  more  cash  than  either  France 
or  England.     With  a  properly   organized 
currency  .system  a  2  per  cent  commercial 
rate  in  the  I'nited  States  is  entirelv  prac- 
ticable in  the  not  very  distant  future. 

Is  it  possible  for  us  to  have  such  a  nank 
system  as  to  do  away  with  bank  failurts'' 
Practically,    yes.      In  Scotland   only   three 
banks   have  failed  in  200  years.     In   Can- 
ada there  liave  been  onlv  two  bank  fail- 
ures within  the  last  ten  years.     Is  It  pos- 
sible to  have  a  currency  and  banking  svs- 
tem so  strong  that  at  a  time  of  commer- 
cial crises  no  man  In  a  solvent  condition 
need    fail?     Most   assuredly   it   is.     When 
the   great       banking     house     of     Baring 
Brothers   fell    in   ls90   the  crash   was   felt 
all  over  the  world.     But.  though  their  af- 
fairs required   a   long  period   for   liquida- 
tion, not  for  a  single  day  did  anv  bank  in 
England  refuse  its  customers  their  usual 
discounts.      It    will    always    remain    true 
that  certain  communities  will  have  more 
currency    volume    than    other    communi- 
ties.     It   ought    to    remain    true,    because 
they    have    more    exchanges    to    perform 
and   therefore   need   nfbre  currency.     But 
these  differences  will  be  onlv  the  "normal 
ones,  and   they  will  not  trouble  anyone's 
soul  when  our  banking  and  currency  sys- 
tem Is  so  adjusted  that  every  community, 
in  every  section   and   at   all  seasons,   has 
the    quantity    and    the    kind    of   currency 
that    it    needs    for    its    business    transac- 
tions,  adequate  t<i  its  purposes,  and   fur- 
nished   on    terms   that   are     seen     to     be 
e<iuitable.    And  such  a  system,  once  estab- 
lished,   will    endure — endure   by   virtue  of 
Its  right  to  endure,  endure  because  it  will 
be  fortified  by  the  intelligence  and  integ- 
rity of  this  great  people. 


YESTERDAY  AFTERNON. 
The  principal  speakers  at  yesterday 
afternoon's  session  of  the  currency  con- 
ference were  George  Fred  Williams,  of 
Boston,  an  ex-congressman  and  for- 
merly a  member  of  the-  congressional 
coinage  committee,  and  then  a  believer 
in  the  gold  standard,  and  Congressman 
C.  N.  Fowler,  of  Elizabeth,  N.  J. 

Mr.    Williams   was   the   first  speaker. 
His  conversion  to  the  silver  theory  he 
attributed  to  a  philanthropic  reason  in- 
volved in   what   was   to  him   a      great 
question.      He  pictured  a  gloomy  indus- 
trial and  agriculturjil  condition  in  Eur- 
ope, quoting  from  the  reports  of  Secre- 
tary Dredge,  of  the  English  lal)or  com- 
mission, and  statements  made  by  Min- 
ister  Meline     of   France     and       others. 
Briefly,  he  said  the  English  royal  com- 
mission of  1S93  reported  a  decline      in 
farm  property  of  50  per  cent,  a  hegira 
of  farm  laborers,  and  predicted  that  if 
the  general   fajl   in   prices       continued, 
ruination   would   confront   the  agrarian 
interests.       Ten   of   the  fourteen   mem- 
bers of  that  commission  concluded  that 
the  only  remedy   is   the   restoration   of 
the  exchange  l)etween  the  two  metals. 
In  this  country  the  boasted  prosperity 
of  the  North  and  the  East  is  based  up- 
on  the  depression  of  the  farms       and 
plantations  of  the  West  and  South.  The 
effect  of  an   appreciated   money,       re- 
quiring more  products  for  a  given  sum 
increases  the  burden  of  debt.       Prices 
had  fallen  40  per  cent  in  1895  and  they 
have  continued  to  fall  ever  since. 

"In  an  era  of  falling  prices  I  believe 
in  a  protective  tariff,  but  the  gold 
standard  is  a  leveler  that  passes  over 
every  wall.  If  it  is  not  dishonest  to 
lower  prices  by  legislation  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  debtor,  it  is  dishonest  to 
raise  by  legislation  for  the  relief  of 
the  debtor?  We  are  charged  with  being 
repudiators,  but  any  sy.atem  of  policy 
demanded  by  the  best  interests  of  man- 
kind is  not  dishonest.  The  Congres- 
sional Record  is  full  of  prophecies  of 
vvhat  would  follow  the  establishment  of 
the  gold  standard,  the  contraction  of 
the  money  volume  and  the  appreciation 
of  the  dollar." 

He  was  followed  by  Anson  Wolcott,

PROCEEDING  RAPIDLY. 


Details  of  the   Porto   Rican    Evacua* 
tion  Not  Made  Public. 

San  Juan.  I'tirui  Kicn.  Sept.  1'..— Tho 
work  of  the  I'nited  States  Porto  Rican 
evacuation  commission  is  proceeding  rap- 
idly. Two  sessions  were  held  yesterday. 
There  has  been  no  hitch  yet.  IJoth  sides 
profess  satisfaction  and  by  mutual  agree- 
ment no  details  of  the  deliberations  are 
made  public. 

Tht^  report  <-irculated  here  that  our 
«-ommii!--ioners  have  agreed  to  jKiy  $7,'>i».- 
t'>!'  for  the  Spanish  fortiHcatitjns  and 
other  I  roperty  is  preposterous. 

The  steamtr  Yui'utan  has  arriv»'<l  here- 
from Piinci;  with  I'r'ifessor  Amil  and  the 
steno'.irapheres  and  employes  of  the  com- 
mi.-<siim  on  board.  She  will  return  to 
Pon<e'  and  from  there  will  sail  for  San- 
tiago. 

Capt.  Brady  says  it  is  now  generally 
b<'lieved  in  Ponce  that  the  reported  vel- 
low  fever  cases  in  th<-  Xineteenth  infantry 
wore  Inoorrtttly  diasnosed.  Although 
three  companies.  C.  D  and  F.  are  still 
quarantined,  the  soldiers  are  not  alarmed. 

Thf  Spanish  steamer  City  of  Cadiz,  with 
Spanish  troops  from  Guantanamo  on 
board,  has  arrived  here  and  is  embarking 
the  sick  sol  liers  from  the  hospitals  be- 
fore proceoiling  for  Spain.  The  Spanish 
officers  and  men  are  loud  in  their  praises 
of  the  treatment  they  received  from  the 
Americans  in  Cuba. 


Governor  of  St.  Vincent   Appeals  For 
Aid  for  the  Destitute. 

Kingston,  Jamaica,  Sept.  13. — The 
island  of  St.  Vincent  has  been  swept  by 
a  terrific  hurricane,  and  an  immense 
;imount  of  damage  has  been  caused  by 
Hoods  and  landslides,  as  well  as  by  the 
wind.  There  has  been  great  loss  of  life. 
Tne  governor  of  St.  Vincent  has  cabled 
to  the  governor  of  Jamaica  imploring 
the  latter  to  send  prompt  assis:ance  to 
the  sufferers. 

The  island  of  St.  Lucia  has  also  suf- 
fered slightly.  The  American  weather 
bu.-eau  here  locates  the  storm  as  pass- 
ing: St.  Lucia  and  going  northward.

the  Mayor  of  Ponce. 

New  York  Sun:  One  of  the  humorou.s 
inriderats  which  ocourrtd  at  the  time  of 
the  occupation  of  Ponce  by  the  Ameii- 
tan  troops  had  the  maycr  of  the  Porto 

Riean  city  as  its  hero.  On  the  day  sue 
(•ending  his  entrance  Gen.  WIlFon  re- 
ceived a  telephone  call  from  the  prifon. 
The  call  was  from  the  mayor  of  the  city 
who  wanted  to  get  out.  He  bad  sung 
"Yankee  Doodle"  the  afternoon  befori- 
v.hile  the  SpaniaiJs  were  looting  ih.- 
stores  before  their  departure.  Some 
brig'ht-mirded  individual  had  suggested 
that  the  stolen  goods  might  serve  a 
(1  iuble  purpftse,  that  of  shielding  them 
from  the  anticipated  bullets  of  the  en- 
emy as  well  as  replenishing  their  wa;  d- 
r.ihe.  The  suggestion  was  instantly 
acted  upon. 

They  grabbed  socks,  shirts  and  other 
articles  of  clothing,  wadded  them  to- 
gether and  stuck  them  under  their  own 
attire  wherever  they  could  find  nxim. 
They  helped  each  other  and  worked 
with  frenzied  hast?  to  get  themselves 
at-mored  against  th«  deadly  bullets 
from  the  rear,  which  they  already 
seemed  to  feel  in  imagination. 

It  was  while  this  unique  scene  wvls 
l>eing  ena?ted  that  the  Porto  Ri  nn 
mayor  of  Ponce  lifted  up  his  voice  and 
poured  forth  the  thrilling  strains  of 
"Yankee  Doodle."

He  Shows  His  Hand  In  a  Con- 
vention   at   Denver 
Today. 


A  POLITICAL  TRAMP 


Thus    Characterizes   Towne 

When  Speaking    of  His 

Recent  Action. 


Denver,  Sept.  15.— The  state  conven- 
tion of  the  Republican  party  of  Color- 
ado was  called  to  order  at  the  Broad- 
way theater  by  State  Chairman  J.  L. 
Hodges  at  10  o'clock  this  morning, 
rnited  States  Senator  Edward  "Woilcott 
was  unanimously  elected  temporary 
chairman. 

Senator  Wolcott  began  his  speech  by 
congratulating  the  convention  that  it 
was  not  called  upon  to  confer  with  any 
other  party  as  to  its  nominations  and 
that  the  delegates  need  not  quarrel  for 
three  days  over  a  division  of  the  spoils 
•like  hungry  dogs  fighting  over  a 
bone." 

He  said  the  convention  at  Colorado 
Springs  showed  that  the  party  which 
had  tried  to  steal  the  name  and  organiz- 
ation of  the  Republican  party  under 
the  name  of  Silver  Republicans  has 
two  or  three  places  in  the  state  house. 

Referring  to  the  division  of  the  Silver 
Republican  party  he  said  that  "a  poli- 
tical tramp  named  Towne  was  called 
here  from  another  state  to  tell  Colorado 
voters  how  to  conduct  their  conven- 
tions." He  as.serted  that  Mr.  Towne 
had  no  authority  as  claimed  by  him 
and  stated. that  the  Silver  Repul)llcan 
party  was  first  organized  in  Colorado, 
and  Mr.  Hroad  was  elected  state  chair- 
man for  Colorado  months  before  Mr. 
Towne  was  named  as  national  chair- 
man. His  arraignment  of  the  Silver  Re- 
publicans who  followed  Chairman 
Towne  vvas  very  bitter.  He  was  glad,  he 
.said,  they  had  forever  left  the  Repub- 
lican party.  Speaking  of  the  Broad 
convention,  he  said  he  hoped  this  con- 
vention would  find  some  means  of  co- 
operating. Most  of  its  members,  he  said 
could  find  all  the  silver  they  wanted  iti 
the  name  Republican. 

The  platform  of  the  Silver  Repub- 
licans, presided  over  by  Senator  Teller 
Mr.  Wolcott  said,  was  devoted  largely 
to  villification  of  the  junior  senator 
from  Colorado.  He  wished  to  send  them 
the  message  that  when  they  had  du" 
his  political  grave  and  buried  him  in 
it  they  could  never  write  "renegade" 
over  it. 


SOLDIER  MARRIAGES. 

European  Armies   Discourage  Them 
Among  Officers. 

The  restrictive  coniiitons  at  present  in 
force  with  regard  to  the  marriage  of  of- 
ficers of  the  Russian  army  forbid  this 
privilege  under  any  circumstances  in  the 
ca.se  of  officers  under  the  age  of  23,  says 
Pearsons  Weekly.  Between  the  ages  of 
23  and  28  years  the  dot  of  an  officers  wife 
must  amount  to  the  sum  representing  the 
minimum   Income  of  250  roubles  yearly. 

On  comparison  of  these  conditions  with 
those  regulating  the  same  question  in 
f>ther  European  armies  it  may  be  noted 
that  In  the  Austro-Hungarlan  army  the 
number  of  ofllcers  authorized  to  contract 
marriage  is  limited  to  a  fixed  proportion 
assigned  to  each  grade,  and,  these  totals 
being  reached,  all  further  marriages  must 
be  deterred  pending  the  occurrence  of 
vacancies  in  the  married  establishments. 

rhe  Italian  army  regulations,  which  fl.x 
the  Ineome  of  the  fiancee  at  a  minimum 
of  from  120<j  to  200)  lire,  would  appear  to 
be  more  rational  in  their  operation. 

Italian  offleers,  however,  appiv  a  some- 
what liberal  interpretation  to  "this  law 
v.ith  the  result  that  the  number  of  mar- 
riages occurring  under  actual  provisions 
does  mtt  exceed  more  than  an  eighth  of 
th««  total  number,  seven-eighths  of  the 
officers  being  united  under  the  conditions 
ol  tne  religious  ceremony  onlv,  and  thus 
exposing  themselves  to  all  the  inconven- 
iences which  attend  a  marriage  not  recog- 
nized by  civil  law. 

Similar  disabilities  would  now  appear 
to  be  Incurred  by  Russian  officers,  and 
suggestions  have  been  made  by  the  press 
in  Ru.s.sia  that  a  general  revision  of  the 
law  is  becoming  neces.sary. 

The  (piestion  is  assuming  some  impor- 
tance fiom  the  fact  that  Russian  officers 
reaching  a  total  number  of  nearly  forty 
thou.>sand,  represent  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant circles  In  society.

NOTES  or  THE  DAY. 

The  German  emperor  has  devised  a 
new  scheme  for  the  encouragement  of 
vocal  music  in  the  German  empire.  It 
■will  be  put  into  operation  in  1899,  and  it 
consiBts  of  a  singing  csmpetitlon,  to  be 
held  In  different  towns  every  year 
Cassel  has  been  selected  for  the  first 
competition,  the  chief  condition  of 
which  is  that  each  choir  taking  part 
will  receive  an  unpublished  musical 
composition  about  an  hour  before  the 
contest  takes  place.  There  will  be  no 
accompaniment.  The  kaiser's  prize  is  a 
valuable  jewel. 

Carefully  collected  figures  show  that 
the  proportion  of  cavalry  to  the  other 
arms  has  been  steadily  diminishing  for 
a  long  periDd.  In  the  great  battle  of 
Bylau  the  proportion  of  cavalry  was  520 
horse  to  1000  infantry,  in  the  Franco- 
German  war  the  proportion  was  from 
70  to  140  cavalry  to  1000  infantry.  The 
artillery  has  been  increased,  the  cav- 
alry diminished.  Austria,  Turkey  and 
Spain  are  the  only  countries  whose  cav- 
alry exceeds  their  artillery  force.

In  the  advance  on  Omdurman  a 
camel  corps  had  a  place  In  the  front 
next  to  the  British  cavalry,  and  aftef 
the  battle,  when  the  cavalry  had  to 
abandon  the  pursuit  on  account  of  the 
exhaustion  of  the  horses,  camel  squads 
were  ordered  to  continue  it.

"Spanish  girls  are  convent  bred.  Their 
education  consists  largely  of  acquiring 
the  art  of  embroidery,  which  they  learn 
to  perfection.

People  unhappily  married 
simply  separate  and  live  out  their  lives 
as  best   they  can."

Baron  Gustav  De  Rothschild  has 
founded  a  charitable  work  in  memory 
of  his  daughter,  Baroness  Emanuel 
Leonino.  It  consists  of  twenty  pensions 
of  600  francs  a  year  to  aged  Hebrews 
of  either  sex  above  60  years  of  age 
who  have  resided  at  leart  ten  years  in 
Paris,  and  whose  age  or  ill  health  pre- 
vents their  gaining  a  living. 

The  demand  for  sardines  has  run  so 
far  short  of  the  supply  that  the  French 
factories  are  closing  their  doors,  and 
the  government  has  been  asked  to 
come  to  the  relief  of  this  important 
national  Industry  by  making  a  ration 
of  five  or  ten  sardines  daily  part  of  the 
regular  fare  of  the  French  soldier.

The  corporation  of  the  town  wants  to 
blow  it  up  with  dynamite,  in  spite  of 
protests  from  scientific  men  throughout 
England.

Melbourne,  which  consisted  of  thirteen 
huts  and  was  known  as  Beargrass  at 
the  time  of  Queen  Victoria's  ascension, 
is  now  classed  as  the  seventh  city  of 
the  Briti.sh  empire,  conjlng  in  after  Lon- 
,don,  Liverpool,  Glasgow,  Manchester, 
Birmingham  and  Calcutta. 

The  funniest  incident  in  the  annals  of 
crime  has  just  happened  in  Freeborn 
county.  A  burglar  carrying  a  gold 
watch  and  chain  tried  to  rob  the  house 
of  the  county  attorney.  He  got  nothing, 
but  lost  the  watch  and  chain  in  escap- 
ing over  a  transom.

In  the  morning  it  is  white,  when 
the  sun  is  at  its  zenith  it  is  red,  and  at 
night  it  is  blue.  Only  at  noon  does  it 
give  out  any  perfume. 

Fifteen  years  ago  William  Glenn,  of 
Powhattan  county,  Va.,  was  a  dark 
mulatto.  His  color  has  been  gradually 
changing  ever  since,  andi  now  he  is 
white,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  spots 
on  his  face  and  neck.  He  says  that  he 
has  never  been  sick. 

Statistics  gathered  by  social  science 
students  show  that  drunkenness  is  in- 
creasing in  Paris;  that  in  London  it 
keeps  even  pace  with  the  growth  ot  pop- 
ulation; but  that  there  has  been  a  de- 
cided decrease  In  New  York  during  the 
last  year.

COLORED  SNOWFALLS. 
An  Interesting  report  has  been  issued 
by  officials  of  the  Grand  Ducal  observa- 
tory at  Heidelberg  concerning  the  late 
red  and  yellow  snowfalls  which  excited 
so  much  attenllon.  A  fall  of  yellow  snow- 
occurred  in  the  Engadtne  on  MarchS  and 
red  snow  fel  to  a  depth  of  eight  centi- 
meters on  the  same  day  at  Kardi,  in 
Kaeruten  province,  also  all  over  the  pla- 
teau on  wiiich  ihe  Konlgsstuhl  stands; 
on  the  Od<?nwald,'  too,  colored  snow  fell, 
the  wind  oru'tng  It  into  every  nook  and 
corner,  so  that  the  drifts  presented  a 
color  varying  from  rosewood  to  that  of 
brown.  An  examination  showed  that  the 
tint  exhibittd  was  due  to  mineral  dust, 
and  though  the  latter  has  not  been  Inves- 
tigated, It  reveals  the  presence  of  chalk 
elements— this,  too,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  of  Lhere  being  no  chalk  in  existence 
for  a  long  distance  from  tne  places  where 
the  snowfall  was  deepest.  Of  course,  this 
pnenomenon  is  well  known  to  naturalists, 
snow  of  a  really  red  co:or  having  been 
found  occasionally  in  polar  and  Alpine 
regions,  some  of  the  cnemlcal  experi- 
ments revealing  the  presence  of  a  certain 
vegetable  substance,  like  the  pollen  of  a 
plant.

San  Juan.   P.   It.,   Sept.  15.— (Delayed 
in  Transmission.)— At   their  session  to- 
day the  Spanish  evacuition  commission- 
ers agre«d  t-  begin  the    formal     witii- 
drawal  of  their  linos  within  two  days. 
They  will  tvacuate  Lares.  San  Sebastian 
p.ii.l  Aguadilla.  In  the    northwest  of  the 
island,   withdrawing  towards  the  capi- 
tal.    Tnder  the  armistice  they  could  not 
withdraw  their  uut{)osts     without     per- 
mission.    Detachments  of    the  KK  venth 
infantry  will  occupy  this  territory    and 
raise  the  American   flag  at   Lalja.    The 
;il)anrdonment  of  the  other  outposts  will 
follow.     The  Spanish  commissioners  un- 
derstand  perfectly  that   the  evacuation 
of  the  islands  must    be    in    accorditnce 
with  the  terms  of  the  protocol,  as  soon 
as  transports  can  be  procured.

The 
troops  from  Cuba  and  Porto  Uico  are  to 
be  landed   at   different   ports   in   Spain. 
The  Spanish  authorities      here      cannot 
control  the  transports  in     this    respect 
rhey  must      await      the      pleasure    of 
Madrid.    Our  commissioners  realize  the 
force  of   this   argument,    and    they    are 
vlUing  to  make  reasonal>le  concessions. 


Chinese     Government     Will 
Allow  Foreigners  to  Oper- 
ate Mines  and  Railways. 

New  York,  Sept.  16.— A  dispatch  to 
the  Tribune  from  Washington  says: 
Consul  James  W.  Ragsdale  at  Tien 
Tsin.  China,  reports  the  first  conces- 
sion ever  granted  by  the  imperial  Chi- 
nese government  to  a  foreign  syndicate 
by  the  terms  of  which  foreigners  have 
the  right  to  open  and  work  .mines,  con- 
.«truct  and  operate  railways,  entirely 
free  from  Chinese  control  other  than 
the  payment  of  the  royalty  In  confor- 
mity with  the  general  laws  of  the  em- 
pire as  applicable  to  foreigners.  On 
May  I'l  there  were  signed  in  the  pres- 
ence of  fhe  ministers  of  the  tsung  li 
yamen.  articles  of  agreement  which 
ceded  to  the  Pekin  syndicate,  limited, 
<»f  London,  the  sole  right  to  open  and 
work  the  coal  and  iron  depasits  of  Cen- 
tral and  Southern  Shansi  and  the  petro- 
leum deposits  of  the  entire  province; 
also  the  right  to  construct  and  operate 
all  nece.ssary  railway.s  to  main  trunk 
line  and  navigable  waters  for  export- 
ing  the  mining  products. 

The  agreement  was  signed  by  orders 
issued  in  an  imnerial  edict,  stamped 
with  the  seal  of  the  tsung  li  yamen 
as  a  visible  sign  of  imperial  sanctioii 
and'  authority,  and  the  whole  proceed- 
ings were  verified  and  ratified  by  the 
Lritish  and  Italian  ministers  to  China 

The  signing  of  this  cTintract  marks 
the  most  important  epocTi  in  the  indus- 
trial policy  of  China.  The  precedent 
has  been  eatablished  -f  allowing  for- 
eigners for  commercial  purposes  to  own 
real  estate  in  the  interior  of  China,  open 
and  operate  mines  and  construct  and 
maintain  raihvays.

The 
general  opinion  is  that  the  cabinet  will 
adopt  the  proposal  for  a  revision  of  the 
case  unanimously,  with  the  exception 
of  the  minister  for  war.  Gen.  Zurlinden, 
who  yesterday  informed  the  minister  of 
justice  that  he  intends  to  resign  if  it 
dicvelops  that  he  does  not  agree  with 
his  colleagues.

San     Juan     de  Porto  Rico,   Sept.  7.— 
(Correspondence      of      the      Associattd 
Proas.) — The    American    commissioners 
appointed  to  arrange  the  terms  of     the 
evacuation  of  the  island  may  encounter 
many  problems  difficult  of  solution,  as 
It   is   the  general   Impresslor*  here   now 
that  the      Spanish      commissioners,  de- 
spite the  professed  anxiety  of  some  of 
(the  highest  Spanish  offitiais  to  dispatch 
rhis  work  and  relinquish  control  as  soon 
as  possible,  will  exercise  all  their  skill 
to  secure  every  advantage. 

They  are  desperate,  and  will  get  under 
our  guard  if  .<ueh  a  thing  is  possilile. 
AVhile  it  is  likely  that  Gen.  Brooke  may 
have  virtual  control  of  this  city  within 
a  few  weeks,  it  may  be  som.'  time  longer 
JL>efore  the  last  vestige  of  Spanish  au- 
thority is  removed.  The  functions  oi 
the  convnissioners  are  purely  military, 
and  would  seem  to  be  limittd,  under  the 
protocol,  to  arranging  the  details  of 
«vacuation  and  the  transfer  of  all 
^^panish  government  property  to  the 
United  States. 

At  first  blush  this  would  seem  a 
teimple  operation,  nectssitating  only  an 
anvcntory  of  the  government  property 
on  the  island,  as  distinguished  from 
the  property  of  the  provinces.  the 
municipalities  and  towns,  its  transfer 
to  the  I'nited  Statts  and  the  departure 
of  the  Spanish  troop.><.  But  it  is  inti- 
mated that  the  Spanish  authorities,  pos- 
sibly for  their  government,  but  more 
probably  for  themselves,  hope  to  save 
something  out  of  the  wreck.  Just  how 
they  txpect  to  do  this  passes  compre- 
hension, but  those  who  are  in  the  coun- 
sels of  the  party  assert  that  they  wiil 
be  able  to  do  so. 

The  concession  of  the  island  to  the 
United  States  carries  with  it  ull  public 
property,  fortifications,  buildings.  lands, 
etc..  but  there  is  an  intimation  that  the 
Spanish  will  demand  compensation  for 
guns  mounted  in  fortifications,  if  they 
are  to  remain,  or  in  a  hazy  sort  of  way, 
for  other  things. 

It  is  pretty  safe  to  assume  that  the 
instructions  of  our  commissioners  hold 
them  strictly  to  the  text  of  the  proto- 
col, and  that  any  claim  made  by  Spairi 
must  go  to  the  Paris  commission  for 
iadjustment.  Undtr  the  instructions 
the  Spanish  commissioners  will  receive, 
or  have  received,  they  can.  of  course. 
raise  any  question  that  they  desire.  It 
is  with  the  evactintion  our  commission- 
ers have  to  do.  Whatever  is  left  will  be 
turned  over  to  the  American  authorities. 
The  examination  of  government  titles 
"Will  be  a  labori  lus  work.  In  addition  to 
the  regular  government  property,  for- 
tifications, buildings,  railroads  and  tele- 
graphs, the  Spanish  govtrnmem  owns, 
or  did  own.  some  buildings  used  as  resi- 
dences of  officials,  semi-public  property, 
with  a  considerable  amount  of  crown 
land.  Seme  of  this  land  is  situated  in 
San  Juan  and  is  very  valuable.  There 
are  tracts  in  other  parts  of  t.ie  island, 
t^hould  it  be  found  that  any  of  this 
property  has  been  sequestrated  or 
deeded  recemly  to  private  individual.^ 
the  deeds  might  be  questioned,  but  these 
will  probably  be  matters  for  the  courts 
to  adjust  later. 

Wh'n  the  island  passes  under  civil 
administration  it  would  lie  possible  f(»r 
th?.  governmtnt  of  the  I'nited  States  to 
create  quite  a  school  fund  for  the  peo- 
ple of  the  island  by  the  sale  of  lands 
now  owned  by  the  government,  and  if 
congress  should  decide  that  it  was  ex- 
pedient to  continue  the  ownership  of 
the  railroads  and  telegraphs,  these,  if 
not  sold  to  the  hig'hest  bidder,  could 
also  be  turned  over  to  the  t'.-rritorial 
government. 

I'nited  States  Consul  Hanna,  who  left 
the  island  whtn  war  was  declared,  since 
the  landing  of  our  army  at  Ponce  has 
returned  to  the  consulate  here.  He  was 
here  when  the  autonomist  scheme  for 
Porto  Hico  was  inaugurated  by  Gen. 
Macias,  and  he  is  a  firm  believer  in  the 
ability  of  the  people  here  to  govern 
themselves.  Although  the  autonomy 
granted  was  a  delusion  and  a  snare,  in 
that  the  government  of  Spain  retained 
the  balance  of  power,  he  says  the  peo- 
ple at  the  only  election  held  displayed 
the  greatest  interest  as  well  as  intelli- 
gence. The  election  was  as  quiet  and 
ordtrly  as  in  one  in  the  United  States. 

The  only  session  of  the  autonomist 
legislature  was  held  on  July  16.  It 
simply  remained  under  the  influence  of 
the  Spanish  authorities,  and  voted  a 
war  credit. 

With  an  equitable  system  of  taxation, 
in  which  all  shared  alike,  the  condition 
of  the  people  here  must  inevitably  im- 
prove rapidly.  With  the  taxes  raised  to 
support  the  military  and  establishments 
of  tht-  islands,  with  the  enormous  cor- 
ruption incidental  to  Spanish  admini- 
stration everywhere,  were  even  more 
oppressive  than  they  would  have  been 
had  they  been  levied  equitably.  But  it 
was  notorious  that  Spaniards  having 
Influence  paid  little,  while  others,  with 
an  equal  amount  of  taxable  property, 
■were  oppressed  in  some  cases  almost  t) 
the  point  of  confl.scation.  A  nativt- 
Porto  Ftican.  who  owns  a  large  sugar 
plantation  on  the  south  of  the  island, 
has  for  years  been  compelled  to  pay 
from  $10,ow  to  |20.fH)«»  in  taxes,  while  a 
Spaniard,  with  a  larger  plantation  and 
a'ljoinintr.  has  paid  It  ss  than  $4100. 

But  the  most  oppressive  taxes  are 
th'-se  wrung  from  Industry.  Licenses 
must  be  paid  in  order  to  work — licenses 
to  sell  the  products  of  lal)or  and  licenses 
to  buy.  The  markets  here.  which 
should  be  filled  with  vegetables  and 
fruit,  are  almost  a  waste  of  stalls,  he- 
cause  of  the  inability  of  the  truck  farm- 
ers to  pay  the  licenses  necessary  to  en- 
able them  to  get  their  products  to 
market.

The  reason  many  Spaniards,  who  at 
first  favored  annexation.  have  now 
changed  their  oplni<m  is  that  they  fear 
the  competition  of  American  rivals,  as 
storekeepers,  hotel  keepers  and  reslaur- 
iintcurs.  They  fear  that  the  .Americans, 
who  were  <i>mlng  to  buy  out  their  stocks 
at  fabulous  iirices  under  the  old  Spanish 
regime  will  nom  <'ome  and  open  up  next 
door  to  them  and  ruin  them  bv  compe- 
tition. They  realize  that  the  American 
syndicates  will  bring  American  ma- 
chinery much  eheappr  and  pav  practical- 
ly no  duties,  establish  a  large  central 
market  and  push  them  to  the  wall.  The 
awakening  of  all  .such  dreamers  to  the 
reality  of  the  future  of  American  compe- 
tition causes  them  now  to  shout  loudly 
for  Cuban  Independence,  under  which 
they  would  expect  to  enjoy  the  blessings 
of  lenient  law  without  fear  of  active  com- 
petition.

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APPOINTKU  FOR  LIFC 

The  legal  authority  of  the  News 
Tribune  grows  more  ridiculous  daily. 
This  morning  he  accused  The  Herald  of 
TnL«>quoting  the  clause  of  the  constitu- 
tional amendment  authorizing  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  charter  ommission. 
and  proceeded  to  quote  on  his  own  ac- 
count from  chapter  280  of  the  laws  of 
1S97  to  shjw  that  the  charter  commis- 
sion Is  not  appointed  for  life. 

If  the  eminent   legal  authority  of  the 
morning  paper  will  look  again  at  chap- 
ter 280  of  the  laws  of  1897  he  will  dis- 
cover that  It  is  not  a  law  at  all  in  tho 
full  sense  of  the  word,  but  merely  pro- 
poses an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
^vhich  is   to   be   voted   on   at    the  state 
election  next  November!     If  this  same 
learned  Jurist  desires  tD  read  the  con- 
stitutional amendment  from  which  the 
prei>ent  charter  commission   derives   its 
authority    he    will    find    it    among    the 
amendments  to  the  constitution  adopted 
In  th?  year  1S96  and  printed  at  the  be- 
jjinning  of  the  volume  issued  by  the  sec- 
retary  of  state,  and  contai^ng  the  gen- 
eral laws  passed  at   the  last  session   of 
the  legislature.     This   is  the  only  con- 
stitutional  amendment  adopted  by   the 
people    of    Minnesota    permitting   cities 
to  frame  their  own  charters,  and  under 
its  authority  the  legislature  passed  the 
Funeral    law,   chapter  255.   general   lawi 
of   1897.    "An  act  authorizing  any  city 
or    village    in    this    state    to    frame    its 
own   charter   for   it3  government    as    a 
fity,"  etc. 

Both    the    constitutional    amendment 
and  chapter  25.5.  general  laws  1897.  pro- 
vide for  a  charter  commission  the  mem- 
bers of  which  hold  office  for  life  unless 
they    die.    resign    or    remove    from    the 
city  cr  become  unable  to  perform  their 
duties.     Possibly  the  legal  authority  of 
the  News  Tribune  will  be  astonished  to 
learn  that  this  fact  was  one  of  the  chief 
reasons  for  the  passage  of  chapter  280. 
laws  of  1897.  which  submits  to  the  people 
a   constitutional   amendment   an>ending 
the  one  adopted  in  1896.    If  this  amend- 
ment should  be  adopted  next  November 
the  term  of  ofHce  of  the  charter  commis- 
sion would  be  limited,   but  as  the  con. 
stitution  now  provides  they  hold  office 
for  life.     Before  the  legal  authority  of 
the    News    Tribune   again    attempts    to 
discuss  the  question   he  should  consult 
a   first-class  attorney.

A  VITAL  POINT. 

In  an  article  published  in  another 
column  today.  Judge  Davies  draws  at- 
tention to  a  feature  of  the  prop.osed 
charter  which  demands  serious  consid- 
eration by  the  taxpayers. 

I'nder  the  present  charter  the  maxi- 
mum levy  that  can  be  made,  exclusive 
of  the  amount  required  for  interest,  is 
ten  mills. 

Under  th?  proposed  charter  the  maxi- 
mum amount  allowed  is  eleven  mills,  ex- 
clusive of  Interest  and  the  fire  depart- 
ment. 

The  levy  for  fire  department  purposes 
Is  now  about  three  mills,  so  that  under 
the  proposed  charter  the  total  levy 
would  probably  be  fourteen  mills,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  levy  for  interest.  In  other 
words  there  would  be  an  increase  of 
four  mills. 

This  is  Judge  Davies'  interpretation 
of  section  291  of  the  proposed  charter, 
and  a  careful  reading  of  the  secUon 
leads  to  the  belief  that  he  is  right  and 
that,  under  the  proposed  charter,  there 
would  be  practically  no  check  on  tho 
amount  which  could  be  appropriated  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  fire  department, 
and  for  which  a  tax  levy  could  be  made. 
Probiably  the  charter  commission  did 
not  intend  to  grant  sucli  authority,  and 
it  may  be  the  result  of  faulty  clerical 
work  when  the  draft  of  the  charter  was 
being  revised. 

As  the  chief  claim  in  support  of  the 
proposed  charter  is  that  it  would  re- 
strict the  expenditures  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment and  keep  the  tax  levy  down, 
■while  preventing  any  new  debt  to  be 
created,  the  point  raised  by  Judge 
\Davies  is  of  great  importance.

THAT  POISONING  CASE. 


A  High  Official  of  the  Imperial  House- 
hold Is  Responsible.

Wednesday  The  Herald  published  an 
interview  given  by   Col.   Oliver  Morton 
of  Fargo  on  the  grain  inspection  at  Du^ 
luth.  In  this  he  said  the  "inspectors  at 
Duluth  were  dishonest  as  hell  or  as  in- 
competent  as   the  average   imbecile   in 
an  institution  for    the     feeble-minded." 
Col.  Morton  indulged      in      considerable 
more  picturesque  language  in  express- 
ing his  opinion   of  th  grain   inspection 
and  the  Inspectors  at  Duluth.    The  lat- 
ter were  charged  with  purposely  degrad- 
ing wheat   in    the   interest   of   elevator 
men,  to  whom  they  had  sold  ou:,     and 
were      unqualifiedly      called        robl>ers 
Among  other  statements.    Col.    Morton 
said  that   wheat  that  last   vear     would 
have  graded  No.  1  hard  or  No.  l  north- 
ern, was  this  year  going  No.  2  northern 
and  that  at  least  80  per  cent  of  wheat 
marketed  from  North  Dakota  ought  to 
be  graded  No.  1  northern  this  year 

Interviewed  in  St.  Paul  yesterday  re- 
garding Col.  Morton's  emphatic  state- 
ments. Grain  Inspector  Clausen  said: 

'In   reply   to   Col.    Morton's  most   un- 
justified abuse  I   have  nothing  to  say 
I  do  not  propose  to  dignify  it  by  potice 
But  about  his  criticisms  of  the  grades  I 
shall  say  something.     I  don't  care     for 
any  public  wrangle  over  the  matter   but 
I  am  a  public  officer,  and  it  is  only  fair 
that  I  should  comply  with  your  request 
for  a  reply  to  Col.  Morton's  statements 
'The   chief  deputy   inspector   at   Du- 
luth is  an  honest  and  able  man.     He  and 
his  deputies  are    grading     grain  justly 
and  fairly,  and  according  to  the   rules 
laid  down   by   the     Minnesota     railroad 
and  warehouse  commission.     A  mere  ex- 
amination of  inspection  sheets  docs  not 
show  how  the  inspection  has  been  done. 
It  merely  shows  the  results  of  that  in- 
spection.    If  there   is  much   high  grade 
and  little  low  grade  wheat,  it  is  Iwcause 
the   wheat   is  mainly   good.     If.    on  the 
other  hand,  the  reports  show  much  poor 
wheat,  it  is  because  the  wheat  is  poor. 
"Minnesota  wheat  grades  have  a  rep- 
utation.    It  is  our  business  to  maintain 
them.    We  could  make  ourselves  r)opu- 
lar   with   wheat   rai.sers   by   calling     all 
wheat  No.  1  hard,  but  what  would     be 
the   use   of  inspection   then?    It    is    our 
busintss  to  clasify  wheat  shipments  ac- 
cording to  quality.    We  purpose  to  do 
it  fairly  and  justly,  notwithstanding  all 
the  Mortons  in  North  Dakota. 

"At  present  most  of  the  wheat  is  run- 
ning about  55  per  cent  No.  1  northern 
or  hard.  That  is  a  low  percentage.  The 
explanation  is  that  the  wheat  we  are 
now  getting  has  lieen  affected  by  the 
recent  and  present  bad  weather.  It  is 
wheat  that  has  been  bleached  and 
otherwise  dam.aged  through  exposure  to 
rain.  Later  on,  when  we  begin  to  get 
wheat  that  is  threshed  from  the  stack, 
there  is  no  reason  why  the  percentage 
of  No.  1  should  not  go  up  to  60  or  70  per 
cent. 

""But  the  simple  truth  is.  North  Da- 
kota wheat  now  I'oming  to  us  is  a  dis- 
appointment. It  has  more  starch  than 
tisual.  It  is  smutty:  it  'has  lots  of 
cm-kle  in  It,  to  say  nothing  of  king 
hi'ads,  barley,  oats  and  ttax  and  other 
inipurities.  Elevator  machinery  cani>ot 
clean  wheat  of  smut.  It  cannot  take 
out  the  cockle.  We  cannot  grade  such 
wheat  as  high  as  the  wheat  which  is  not 
foul. 

"I  do  not  wish  to  criticise  the  farm- 
ers, and  I  do  not  wish  to  incur  their  en- 
mity. But  as  we  have  these  harsh 
criticisms  every  year  I  have  become 
hardened  to  them.  Now  I  will  give  them 
a  little  advict>.  They  ought  to  buy  fan- 
ning mills  and  take  the  cockle  out  of 
t.>^elr  seed  wheat.  They  ought  to  treat 
It  for  the  elimination  of  smut.  Much  of 
the  poor  wheat  this  year  is  due  to  slov- 
enly farming.  Finally,  wheat  raisers 
can  appeal  if  they  are  not  satisfied  with 
the  grades.  Out  of  thousands  of  cars  of 
wheat  we  have  already  inspected  this 
year,  we  have  had  i>ut  twelve  carloads 
appealed  from  relnspection  by  head 
deputies.  Of  these  appeals,  the  coni- 
imlsslon  sustained  seven,  that  is  raised 
the  original  grade;  the  other  five  were 
rejected. 

"Another  thing:     A  number  of  Minne- 
sota  farmers   have   written   to   me   pro- 
testing against   my  lowering  of  grades 
to  accommodate  poor  wheit.    They    say 
they  have  good  wheat  and  want  to  have 
the  benefit  of  that  fact.    We  shall  he  as 
liberal  as  our  rules  permit,  but  we  do 
not  propose  to  ruin  the  reputation     of 
Minnesota  grades.     We  are  even  going 
so  far  as  to  allow  for  the  flax  that     is 
mixed  up  with  much  of  the  wheat,  grad- 
ing  the   wheat   on   its   merits,   and    de- 
ducting tlie  weight  of  the  flax  and  dirt. 
Finally,  I  say  that  if  the  wheat  is  bad, 
it  is  not  the  fault  of  our  inspectors.  Nor 
is  it  their  merit  when  the  wheat  is  good. 
We  report  it  as  we  find  it." 
The  Fargo  Argus  has  the  following: 
"The  articles   published   in  the   Moor- 
head  News  and  the  Fargo  papers  rela- 
tive to  the  wholesale  frauds  perpetrated 
on    the  farmers  of  the  valley   and   the 
state  by   the   wheat   graders   of  Duluth 
and  Minneapolis  have  aroused  consider- 
able comment  from  prominent  farmers 
and  business  men  of  this  section.    The 
Imass  Indignation  meeting,  to  be  held  in 
Moorhead  during  the  week  of  the  street 
fair,  will  undoubtedly  be  a  rousing  one, 
and  should  be  attended  by  every  farmer 
who  has  his  Interests  to  protect,  as  well 
as  all  other  classes  of  men  who  feel  an 
Interest   In   the  welfare  of  the  farmer. 
The  date  has  not  been  set  for  the  meet- 
ing as  yet."

County  Attorney  Keeps  the 

Cases   Dragging    Along, 

Benefiting  Litigants. 


REFEREE'S  DUTIES. 


"It  seoniK  Rtrange  to  mc,"  said  a  busi- 
ness man  who  has  watched  county  tax 
matters    considerably    yesterday,  "how 
little  comes  from  the  promises  of  those 
con(nec-ttd  with      tax      litigation  in  the 
matter  of  speed.    There  never  has  been 
a  better  Instance  of  how  thing?  are  run 
than  the  real  estate  tax  cases  of     this 
ytar.  taxes  for  last  year  and  delinquent 
last  spring.  When  answers  were  filed  in 
these  cases  they  were  kept  off  the  regu- 
lar delinquent  sale  of  real  estate,     and 
that  of  course  was   what  the   property 
owners  wanted.    The  judges  of  the  dis- 
trict court  saw  that  there  was  a  chance 
t(j  avoid  some  delay,      and      instead  of 
waiting  until  fht-  n^xt  term  of  court,  as 
had  i)een  done  in  the  past,  th  ?y  called 
the  cases  immediately,  after  due  notice. 
They  were  heard,  and  Judge  Moer  took 
thilm  under  advisement.    Shortly    after 
that  he  announced  that  he  had  decided 
the  cases,  and  t'liat      he      had      ordered 
findings  drawn.     His    findings  were    in 
favor  of  the  state,  so  it  was   ihe  duty 
of  the  county  attorney  to  draw  them. 
They  were  not  filed,  however,  for  severa'. 
months  after  the  cases  had  lieen  heard. 
They  were  heard  in  March,  and  the  find- 
ings were  filed  in  August.    Then  it  was 
stated  that  the  county  attorney  would 
» nter  judgment  as  soon  as  passible,    so 
that    the    county    auditor    could    carry 
out  his  intention  of  ordering  a  special 
sale.    A  stay  of  proceedings  was  grant- 
ed by  the  court,  however,  the  property- 
owners  claiming  that   they  intended  to 
take  an  appeal.     \Vhen  the  stay  was  ui) 
nothing  was  done,  and  another  one  was 
granted.     That  ha.'*  been  up  some  days, 
and  still   no  judgments  have  been   en- 
tered. 

"This  is  an  important  matter.  The 
property  involved  in  these  cases  includes 
some  of  the  l)est  vacant  property  in  the 
city,  and  the  taxes  amount  to  a  large 
sum.  The  county  is  losing  large 
amounts  in  penalties  and  interest  every 
day  that  proceedings  are  delayed,  and 
the  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that 
judgment  is  entered  is  thus  playing  into 
the  hands  .f  the  tax  dodgers  to  the 
serious  injury  of  the  county.  Delay  is 
all  these  suits  are  tiled  for.  Xot  one  of 
them  had  any  idea  that  his  claims  would 
be  recognized  l)y  the  court,  but  they 
can  well  afford  to  hire  attorneys  to  fight 
the  cases  when  tht  delaj-  is  permitted 
to  run  on  until  the  saving  in  interest 
and  penalties  will  pay  all  the  expenses 
of  litigati'>n  several  times  over." 

FREDERICKSON'S  CONTRACr. 

Little  Prospect  That   He  Will   Finish 
the  Pumphouse. 

There  is  said  to  be  no  prospect  that 
Contractor  Frederickson  will  finish  his 
contract  for  the  erection  of  the  pump- 
house,  but  it  is  stated  Ijy  members    of 

the  board  of  public  works  that  the  sub- 
cimtractor,  E.  G.  Wallinder,  wh'»  has 
the  laying  of  the  floors  and  putting  in 
the  doors,  which  is  the  bulk  of  the  work 
lemaining  to  be  done,  will  fulfill  his 
contract.  In  any  event  there  is  enough 
htld  back  to  providt^  for  finishing  the 
work.  The  amount  held  up  that  can  be 
used  to  do  this  amounts  to  about  $2800, 
and  the  carpenter  wfirk  remaining  to  be 
done  will  cost  al)r.ut  S.'iOO,  it  is  estimated. 

Mr.  Frederickson's  aitorrtey  has  served 
notice  on  the  Duluth  Trust  company, 
his  surrty  on  tht  bond,  that  he  is  in- 
solvent, and  that  it  will  have  to  look 
after  the  material  men  and  the  com- 
pletion of  the  contract.  The  trust  com- 
pany put  up  the  claim  that  the  city  had 
released  it,  so  far  as  the  city  was  con- 
cerned at  hast,  by  changes  ordered  in 
the  work.  Tnder  the  statute,  the  city 
attorney  holds,  this  would  not  affect 
the  material  men,  granting  it  to  l)e  the 
case  that  the  city  has,  as  to  it,  released 
the  company. 

The  total  amount  held  back  by  the  city 
includes  the  amount  due  on  his  final 
estimate,  the  amount  held  back  to  cover 
the  carpenter  work  and  the  amount  ap- 
plied in  bills  filed  with  the  comptroller, 
the  whole  amounting  to  $3354.51. 


Judge  Lochren  Makes  a  Ruling 

in  Regard  to  Bankruptcy 

Proceedings. 

Under  the  new  bankruptcy  law  Judge 
Lochren  issued  an  order  for  the  per- 
formance of  referees  of  certain  func- 
tions and  duties  of  the  court  of  bank- 
ruptcy. The  order  takes  the  burden 
of  routine  work  from  the  court,  giving 
the  referees  almost  absolute  power  in 
the  minor  details  of  adjusting  cases. 
The  order,  which  is  deemed  of  import- 
atice  to  referees  and  attorneys  through* 
out  the  state,  reads  as  follows: 

"In  addition  to  the  functions  and 
duties  specifically  devolved  upon  ref- 
erees in  bankruptcy  by  provisions  of 
an  act  to  establish  a  uniform  system  of 
bankruptcy  throughout  the  United 
States,  such  referees  will  exercise  all 
of  the  powers  of  courts  of  bankruptcy 
in  respect  to  all  meeting.^  of  creditors, 
and  incident  to  or  growing  out  of  any 
action  taken  at  such  meeting;  and  in 
respect  to  the  appointment  of  trustees 
in  cases  where  creditors  fail  to  make 
such  appointment?:  and  in  fixing  the 
amount  of  bonds  of  trustees,  taking  evi- 
dence to  the  property  of  sureties  and 
approving  such  bonds;  also  with  refer- 
ence to  the  appointment  of  appraisers 
and  receiving  and  acting  upon  their  re- 
ports; and  in  respect  to  sales  of  real 
and  personal  property  and  the  approval 
or  disapproval  of  such  sales;  also  in 
the  allowance  or  disallowance  of  claims 
against  l)ankrupts  and  in  reconsidering 
such  allowance  or  disallowance;  and  in 
respect  to  claims  of  partnerships  again.-^t 
individual  partners  and  of  individual 
partners  against  partnerships:  and  in 
determining  the  claims  of  bankrupts  t) 
exemptions,  and  in  requiring  witnesse.*, 
including  the  bankrupt,  to  appear  and 
l)e  examined  concerning  the  acts,  con- 
duct and  property  of  the  bankrupt,  and 
to  make  all  orders  relative  to  deposi- 
tions in  matters  pending  before  such 
referees. 

"The  bonds  and  trusts,  Avhen  ap- 
proved, and  the  order  approving  the 
same,  will  be  promptly  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  this  court,  in  the  proper  division 
of  this  district.  Such  l)ond  will  not  re- 
quire a  revenue  stamp.  The  approval 
of  the  bond  shall  l)e  by  separate  order, 
carefully' describing  the  bond,  so  that  a 
certified  copy  thereof  may  be  recorded 
in  any  county  where  the  l>ankrupt  has 
real  estate,  as  is  contemplated  by  sec- 
tion 21  of  said  act. 

"The  office  of  referees  being  in  towns 
easily  reached  l)y  railroads,  it  will,  in 
cases  coming  from  neighboring  coun- 
ties, ordinarily  be  more  convenient  for 
the  parties  interested  that  meeting  of 
creditors  be  held  at  offices  of  referee:- 
rather  than  to  require  the  interested 
parties  to  incur  the  trouble  and  ex- 
pense of  securing  suitable  rooms  for 
such  meetings  at  places  less  accessible 
in  the  counties  where  the  debtors  re- 
side." 


Grand  Forks*  Street  Fair.

Cuban  fired  Ipon   While   Unloading 
a  Boat. 

Santiago.  Sept.  16.— Gen.  Lawtm  re- 
ceived Information  from  a  Cuban  courier 
from  ilanzanillo  that  four  days  ago  the 
Spaniards  there  violated  the  arniistife 
by  attempting  to  take  posses.«ion  of  the 
Cuban  vessel  Fernando,  that  was  bring- 
ing supplies  for  the  Cuban  army.  On 
board  was  a  guard  of  twelve  m.n.  They 
were  fired  on  by  Spaniards  from  the 
fort,  mar  the  t»ay.  and  one  Cuban  wa.s 
killed.  Immediately  information  re- 
gardin'j;  the  situation  was  given  to  (Jen. 
Jlios,  in-  charge  of  the  Cuban  forces  sur- 
rounding the  town,  and  he  threatened 
an  attack  if  the  boat  was  not  allowed 
to  land  h:r  cargo.  There  was  no  trouble, 
but  the  Cubans  dispatched  a  courier  lo 
Gen.  Lawton  with  a  rt^;uest  that  an 
armed  lorct  be  sent  to  Manzar.illo.  This 
request  will  not  be  compli-.d  with,  as 
^lanzanillo  is  outside  the  territory  em- 
braced by  the  terms  of  capitulation.

Bismarck.  N.  D.,  Sept.  16.— The  details 
of  the  murder  .f  the  Marquis  de  M^es. 
wh  >  obtained  notoriety  through  the 
West  because  of  his  extensive  lnve<-t- 
ments  in  the  cattle  business  in  the  west- 
ern part  of  North  Dakota  and  his  trial 
for  murder  at  Bismarck,  have  finally 
been  learned  by  his  wife  and  family 
and  are  related  by  the  carreipandent 
of  Le  Temps,  the  Parisian  newspaper, 
from  Tunis.  Africa.  Thi.s  is  the  tirst 
time  that  the  details  of  the  murder  ot 
De  Mores  and  his  party  have  been  tuM. 
and  the  story  will  be  received  with  in- 
terest through   the  West. 

It  appt-ars  from  the  story  of  the  Tuni.s 
cjrrespandent.  to  whom  the  facts  were 
related  by  a  native  witne.ss  of  the  mur- 
der, that  hardly  had  De  Mores,  with 
his  escort,  crossed  the  frontier  before 
Ali  Smerli.  who  had  been  engaged  by 
him  in  Tunis  as  a  guide,  wrote  to  a 
dozen  of  his  tribesmen  to  meet  him  at 
El  Cn:atia,  s>me  distance  along'  th^' 
route,  on  a  fixed  date.  When  De  Mores 
reached  there  he  met  with  a  party  of 
forty-two  Touaregs.  who  were  warmly 
wel!;>med  by  him,  given  food  and  eti". 
gag-d  by  De  Mores  l>  bring  him  to  their 
1  hief,  with  whom  he  wished  to  consult. 
The  Touaregs  advised  De  More.-*  to 
j^end  away  his  native  escort,  as  th "y 
said  the  members  of  it  were  only  wait- 
ing f  >r  a  chance  to  betray  him.  Unf  .r- 
tunately  fur  him,  De  Mores  followed 
iheir  advice  and  kept  only  two  Alger- 
ians. But  he  took  even  the  rifles  from 
them  and  gave  them  to  twj  of  th- 
Touaregr.  On  the  ?ame  evening  the 
men  to  whom  De  Mores'  guide  had  writ- 
ten arrived,  but  the  Touaregs  drove 
them  away. 

The  chief  of  the  T.iuaregs  wrote  then 
to  a  dignitary  of  the  tribe,  infirming 
him  of  the  presence  of  a  rich  Fremli- 
man,  who  wanted  to  be  conducted  lo 
thf  supreme  chief  of  fhe  Touaregs.  JI-' 
was  informed  that  the  Frenchman  could 
n>t  be  permitted  to  enter  the  town  in 
which  the  supreme  chief  lived.  On  the 
other  hand.  tw(»  other  Touareg  chiefs 
wrote  to  the  chief  of  the  band  with 
which  De  Mores  was.  ordering  him  to 
conduct  De  Mores  befjre  the  grand 
chief,  Guedazen.  But  before  this  letter 
arrived  a  party  of  Chaambas  fell  in 
with  the  De  Mores  party,  and  in  the 
night  it  was  proposed  by  one  of  them 
that  they  murder  De  Mores  and  take 
his  property.  Th'*  Touaregs  objected 
for  a  time,  but  th  -ir  objections  were 
answered  by  the  Chaambas  in  this  wi.--: 
"You  people  do  not  know  the  French- 
men, but  we  Cliaamba^i  know  them  an  1 
know  what  they  d  ;.  As  soon  as  one  of 
them  gets  into  a  country  he  draws  a 
map  of  it,  and  after  that  an  army  will 
come  and  take  the  towns.  If  you  want 
the  French  to  come  and  take  your  coun- 
try, you  have  mly  to  allow  this  fellow 
to  get   into   it." 

The  Touaregs  yielded  to  the  persua- 
sion of  the  Chaambas.  and  that  night 
the  murder  of  De  Mires  w  a^'  agre  d 
upon.  Three  Chaambas  slipped  under 
the  tent  of  the  marciuis  and  succeeded 
in  carrying  away  a  box  in  which  they 
expected  t)  find  njoney.  but  which,  upon 
breaking  it  open,  ihey  found  to  contain 
nothing  but  paper.-s,  which  they  tore  to 
l-'itrf  and  threw  away. 

When  in  the  morning  De  Mores  found 
trat  he  had  lieen  rc)l)bed,  he  suspected  a 
plot  and  resolved  to  iieat  a  rapid  retr^  at, 
thereby  to  foil  the  plans  of  th^  cL>nspira- 
tors.  He  told  his  servants  that  he  did 
not  have  enough  provisions  for  the  trip, 
and  that  he  would  have  to  proceed  to  a 
settlement  called  Slnauon  for  a  new  sup- 
ply. He  m.'unttd  a  camel,  which  was  led 
by  one  of  his  servant.s.  while  one  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Chaambas  and  two  Toua- 
regs took  their  places  by  his  side  and  at 
the  head  of  the  (  ilumn.  Suddenly  one  of 
the  Chaamljas  and  the  two  Touaregs 
dashed  upon  De  Mores  and  took  away 
his  rifle,  which  was  swun.g  over  hii 
back.  At  the  same  time  two  more 
seized  his  holster,  in  which  was  the 
marquis"  revolver,  and  endeavored  to 
tar  it  away  fn.m  him,  and  in  th^' 
struggle  all  three  fell  to  the  ground. 
De  Mores  succeeded  in  getting  his  re- 
volver. At  this  moment  a  Touareg  at- 
tacked him  with  a  yataghan,  wounding 
him  slightly  in  the  forhead.  While  still 
down.  D£'  Mores  lired  and  shot  one  of 
his  assailants  dead.  Poising  he  mortilly 
wounded  two  other  Touaregs.  He  then 
ran  to  a  tree  which  grew  on  a  sm.all 
eminence,  some  300  meters  from  the 
place  of  attack.  Sheltering  himself  be- 
hind the  tree  he  recharged  his  revolver, 
and,  with  one  knee  on  the  ground, 
awaited  the  approach  of  the  enemy.  Th- 
Touaregs  and  Chaambas  held  a  coun- 
cil of  war  over  their  dead  and  wounded. 
The  Touaregs,  knowing  the  Frenchman 
to  be  a  dead  shot,  suggested  that  th  ■ 
Chaambas,  having  better  weapons, 
should  attack  him.  At  this  Juncture  a 
Tunisian  merchant,  who  was  of  the 
party,  endeavored  to  argue  with  the 
would-lie  as.sassins,  and  finding  it  use- 
less ran  toward  De  Mores.  After  a  few 
mom- nts  the  Touaregs  and  Chaxmbas 
advanced  and  the  merchant  moved  as 
though  to  argue  further  with  them,  but 
was  forliidden  to  do  so  by  the  marquis, 
and  upon  his  continuing  to  advance  to- 
ward the  attacking  party,  Dt  Mores. 
thinking  that  he  had  gone  over  to  th*" 
attacking  party,  fired  upon  him  and 
sh.>:  him  in  th^  back  and  he  fell.  T!ie 
advance  was  checked  f.ir  a  moment,  and 
then  one  of  the  assassins  made  a  de- 
tour and      succeeded  in    getting  behind

the  tree  which  sheltered  De  Mores  un- 
apprehended. He  fired  and  wounded 
the  marquis  In  the  neck  at  a  distance  of 
ten  mt  ters.  but  De  Mons  did  not  change 
his  at:itude.  as  though  he  had  not  been 
touched.  But  the  assassin,  on  approach- 
ing, noticed  that  the  revolver  had  fallen 
from  the  hand  of  the  marquis,  and  he 
seizMl  it,  and  then  drawing  a  long 
poignard  from  his  belt,  he  plunged  it 
b.  tween  the  shoulder  blades  oi  his  vic- 
tim with  such  violence  that  the  point 
came  out  at  the  abdomen.  Cutting  the 
belt  of  his  victim,  he  secured  ISO  20- 
franc  piecfs  in  gold,  and  the  other  na- 
tives coming  up,  they  divided  the  effects 
of  the  dead  man,  ar-d  one  of  them 
struck  the  body  with  a  yataghan  as  it 
lay  on  the  sand.  The  wounded  merchant 
was  finished  vyith  a  stroke  from  the 
sword  of  one  of  the  Chaambas,  and  th- 
two  remaining  of  the  escort  were 
killed. 


Of  the  3360  votes  registered  for  the 
charter  election.  434  are  from  the  Sev- 
enth ward  and  411  from  the  J:ighth,  a 
total  of  845  in  the  two  wards.

New  Weyerhaeuser  Railroad 

Takes  Legal  Existence— 

Cloquet  May  Get  Mill. 

The  new  Weyerhaeuser  railroad,  of 
v.hich  The  Herald  has  spoken  fre- 
quently of  late,  has  been  incorporated 
as  the  Duluth  &  Northeastern  railroad, 
and  work  upon  its  construction  will  be- 
gin at  (jnce.  Articles  of  incorporation 
have  been  filed  in  Carlton  county  and 
with  the  secretary  of  state  within  a 
few  days,  and  the  new  company  is  now 
qualified  to  build  and  run  a  railroad. 

The  road  is  incorporated  to  do  a 
general  railroad  business,  although 
primarily  it  will  be  a  lumber  road.  It 
will  start  at  theKjunction  with  Che  Du- 
luth &  Iron  Range  in  .section  lS-56-12. 
in  this  county,  near  Ba.s.sett  Lake,  and 
will  run  in  a  general  southeasterly  di- 
rection lo  Island  Lake,  on  the  Cloquet 
river.  The  articles  of  incorporation 
empower  it  to  run  to  the  boundary  of 
the  state.  Its  object  will  be  to  tap  the 
country  to  the  north  and  .south  of  th.^ 
junction  with  the  Ir(jn  Itange  road,  and 
to  haul  logs  to  Island  lake,  where  thev 
will  be  dumped  into  the  Cloquet  river 
and  floated  down  to  the  mills  at  Clo- 
quet. 

There  are  now  200  men  at  work  on  the 
road,  a  crew  being  employed  at  the 
junction  with  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
and  another  at  Island  Lake.  ))uilding 
north.  This  stretch  of  road.  about 
thirty-six  mile.s.  will  be  built  as  speed- 
ily as  possible  and  will  be  completed  in 
time  to  haul  the  log.^  that  will  be  cut 
in  the  woods  during  the  coming  winter. 
The  southern  terminus  of  the  road  is 
only  eighteen  miles  from  Duluth.  and 
it  is  probal)le  that  it  will  be  eventually 
be  extended  to  this  city. 

There  is  a  large  amount  of  timber  In 
that  section  suitable  for  u.se  in  the 
paper  pulp  mill- now  being  built  at  Clo- 
<iuet,  and  the  new  road  will  handle  a 
good  deal  of  this.  The  road  will  iie 
l)Uilt  on  standard  guage  and  will  be  up 
to  date  in  every  particular.  While  at 
first  its  business  will  consist  princi- 
pally, if  not  almost  exclusively,  of  log- 
ging, the  road  will  be  built  with  the  ex- 
pectation that  it  will  be  a  permanent 
institution,  and  it  will  eventuallv  be 
equipped  for  handling  freight  and  pas- 
.=engers.  Its  articles  of  incorporation 
permit  it  to  do  a  general  railroad  bu'^l- 
ness.  The  attorney  for  the  company 
in  Duluth  is  W.  B.  Phelps  and  the  in- 
corporators are  as  follows:  Frederick 
Weyerhaeuser,  St.  Paul:  J.  B.  Phelps 
a  wealthy  banker  of  Davenport,  Iowa' 
and  H.  C.  Hornby.  J.  E.  Lynds  and  ' 
H.  Heininger,  ail  of  the  Cloquet 
ber  company  of  Cloejuet. 

In  this  connection  it  is  stated  on  good 
authcnty  that  Cloquet  is  quite  likdy 
to  have  a  new  pulp  mill  in  the  near  fu- 
ture in  addition  to  the  big  one 
being  built  by  the  Weyerhaeu.«er 
dicate.  A  new  company,  which 
derstood  to  be  backed  by  the  Chic-ago 
Tribune  among  other  parties,  i^;  seek- 
ing a  good  location,  and  there  is  littb- 
doubt  that  it  will  locate  at  Cloquet 
This  c.mcern  will  be  another  customer 
for  the  Duluth  &  Northeastern 
and  the  logs  suitable  for 
that  it   will  handle.

Canadian    Boats    Get    Off    Through 
Leniency  of  Department. 

Three  Canadian  vessels  came  near 
getting  into  trouble  here  in  the  pa.sl 
two  or  three  days  and  it  was  only 
through  the  leniency  of  the  custonis 
collector  and  his  intercession  with  the 
department  that  saved  them.  The  i^an- 
nockburn  came  into  Duluth  and  re- 
mained here  a  coujde  of  hours  and  then 
went  to  Superior  without  reporting  and 
getting  a  pei-mit  from  the  customs  ofti- 
dals.

Loui.svlllo.  Ky..  .Si  pt.  10.— The  Evening 
Post  today  jirints  the  following:  A  rail- 
road deal  of  more  than  ordinary  inter- 
est is  rapidly  progressing  to  a  state  of 
termination,  and  in  a  short  time  the

Many 
are  employed  by  the  railroad  company 
in  finishing  up  the  road,  building  yards 
and  hidings  and  getting  things  in  shape 
for  the  accjmmodation  of  the  heavy 
tramr  that  will  pass  over  it  as  soon  as 
it  is  ready  for  business. 

Hartley  said  that  it  was  the  be-^t 
stretch  of  new  road  he  had  ever  «?en 
The  track  is  of  SO-pound  steel  rails  ami 
the  roadbed  is  as  good  as  mt-n  an-l 
money  could  make  it.  For  lou" 
stretches  it  is  so  solid  and  smooth  tha't 
there  is  no  reason  why  train.'j  could  not 
l>e  safely  run  at  a  speed  of  sixty  miie« 
an  hour.  The  company  is  making  very 
extensive  improvements  at  Cass  Lake 
where  the  Fosston  branch  will  be  crossed 
by  the  Park  liapids  branch,  now  in 
course  of  construction.  This  will  be  th» 
divisijn  headquarters  of  the  roid"^ 
Yards  about  as  extensive  as  those  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  at  Rice's  Point  an- 
being  graded,  and  a  few  days  ago  work 
was  begun  on  a  20-stall  round-house. 

All  of  the  land  surrounding  the  rail- 
road property  is  owned  by  the  Indian.^ 
vvha  have  taken  it  up  as  allotments"

Aii 
Indian  named  Fisher  has  leased  ti  x 
Michigan  lumber  company  land  to  be 
utilized  for  a  mill  site  for  a  term  of 
ten  yeary.  The  hotel  at  Cass  I.,ake  i: 
a  good  one  and  is  feeding  150  men  eveiv 
day. 

The  denot  at  La  Prairie  has  boei 
moved  to  Deer  River,  at  the  west  en.I 
)f  the  town,  where  the  road  is  inter- 
sected by  the  Sims  logging  railroa.J. 
The  temporary  depot  at  one  side  of 
Deer  River  has  b(>en  abandoned.  A  • 
th(  re  is  no  longer  any  town  at  La 
Prairie,  which  \s<  only  two  miles  from 
Grand  Rapid*-,  the  .»al3on  there  ha.s 
been  abandoned.  Extensive  yards  are 
also  being  built  at  Deer  River,  and  sirle 
tracks  are  being  put  In  every  few  miles 
along  the  road, 

Mr,  Hartley  expects  the  new  country 
traversed  by  the  Fo.sston  branch  wifl 
be  the  scene  of  great  development  in 
the  Immediate  future,  and  the  trade 
from  there  with  Duluth  will  be  of  rapid 
and  steady  growth.

THREATENED  TORAL. 

Spanish  People  Indignant  Over  Con- 
dition  of  Returning  Soldiers. 

Vigo.  Spain,  Sept.  17.— A  crowd  of 
al»out  700  people  besieged  the  house  of 
Gen.  Toral  yesterday,  demanding  that 
the  troops  which  arrived  here  from 
Santiago  on  board  the  Spanish  steamer 
Leon  XIII  lie  immediately  landed.  They 
proceeded  to  the  quays,  cheering  the 
troops  and  were  with  difttculty  dis- 
persed by  the  soldiers  of  the  garrison. 
Afterwards  a  crowd  of  aljout  1500  peo- 
ple returned  to  the  quays  and,  when 
they  saw  the  soldiers  landing  bare- 
footed and  nearly  naked,  they  became 
infuriated  and  surrounded  Gen.  Toral's 
hou.se.  hooting  and  hissing  and  stoning 
the  l)uilding.  Eventually  the  Spanish 
general  succeeded  in  escaping  to  the 
Leon  XIIL  On  learning  this  the  mob 
gathered  on  the  dock  and  stoned  tfie 
steamer  for  half  an  h^ur,  breaking  the 
cabin  windows.  The  Leon  XIII  was  ob- 
liged to  leave  the  place  where  she  was 
moored.  Five  steamers  are  ready  to 
transport  the  returning  Spanish  sol- 
diers and  civil  oflicers,  with  the  archives 
and  munitions  of  war  from  Cuba,  but  it 
is  believed  it  will  take  four  months  and 
cost  80,000.000  pesetas  to  bring  the  troops 
back  to  Spain.

and  Kuh.n,  Loeb  &  Co.,  bankers  and  the 
receivers,    in    assisting  in   the  readjust- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  Baltimore  £: 
Ohio  Railroad  company,  was  in  town  to- 
day,   and    was    Interviewed     about    the 
purchase  of  the  control  of  the  Baltimore 
*  Otitn  Toad.     He  ^Hs  reluctant  to  dls« 
CUS.S  the  matter,  but  after  being  advised 
that  it   had  been   published   in   Chicago, 
New    York    and    this    city,    he    said    ,i 
number    of    representative    men     inter- 
.■stod    with   large   railway,   manufactur- 
ing  and    commercial    interests     in      the 
Northwest,    Chicago,    New    York      and 
other  elites  on  the  company's  line  had 
i>etn  for  some  time  negotiating  for  the 
punha-'-e  of  a  very  substantial  intere.-c 
in  the  Baltimore  <t  Ohio  road,  and  that 
such   negotiations   had  been   brought   t  . 
a    successful    conclusion.      That    under 
the   reorganization     ample     means    had 
iie^n  provide<l  for  cutting  down  grades. 
uuTeasing  capacity  and  facilities  of  the 
road   and    putting  it    in    a  ondition    to 
{ r..nu)tly      and       eco.nomically     handle 
largely  increased  business.    That  the  re- 
organization managers  had  alsq  deciJt  t* 
that  the  su'osidiary  lines,  including  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  Southwe.-!tern,  should 
i>e   likewise   treated,   and   arrangement* 
were   now   being  concluded   to   readjust 
the    alTairi?    of      such    lines    and    secure 
capital   to  put   them  la  the  same  condi- 
tion us  the  main  lino. 

Mr.  Bacon  was  very  reticent,  but  it 
was  evident  that  the  control  had  been 
purchased,  and  from  what  has  bctn 
learned  here  and  through  other  sources, 
it  is  certain  that  a  much  larger  sum 
rhan  $10,000,000  has  been  paid  f  jr  it,  and 
that  the  reorganization  managers  theni- 
.s^lves  are  the  parties  who  have  made 
the   negotiations. 

Mr.  Bacon  declined  to  state  whether 
the  present  receivers  would  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  company  in  the  future, 
but  it  Is  well  known  that  they  are  in 
close  alliance  v.ith  the  new  ow.ners  and 
will  undoubtedly  be  requested  by  them 
to  officially  manage  the  company's 
affairs. 

Chicago,  Sept.  17. — Although  authori- 
tative announcement  of  such  a  traii.i- 
action  is  withheld,  the  reported  rail- 
road deal  connecting  James  J.  Hill  of 
the  Great  Northern  railway,  and  prom- 
inent Chicago  men  with  the  reorganiz- 
ation of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  road  is 
credited  In  some  quarters.  Norman  B. 
i^eam  was  the  only  interested  repre- 
sentative in  the  city  as  the  members 
of  the  conference  held  yesterday  had 
left  Chicago  late  last  night.  Mr.  Ream 
did  not  venture  to  affirm  the  current  re- 
ports, but  a  man  in  close  touch  with 
him  said   to  an  interviewer: 

"He  is  head  over  heels  in  railroad 
matters.  It  may  be  accepted  that  there 
is  something  in  the  reports  or  Mr.

The  council  met  at  the  Elvsee  palace 
at  »:Jit  .1.  m..  I'resldent  Faure  presldimr. 
According  to  a  seml-otlicial  note,  the  min- 
ister of  ja.stice  said  that  after  havini^ 
cxamin-d  the  papers  he  felt  unable  to 
decide  upon  the  tiuestlon  of  the  proposed 
revision  of  the  Dreyfus  rase  until  he 
had  taken  the  opinion  of  a  special  com- 
mis.>^^lon  of  tiie  minis: rv  of  justice.  The 
cabinet  thereupon  authorized  the  minis- 
ter to  suncmon  a  committee  for  the  pur- 
po.se. 

It  Is  reported  now  that  the  portfolio 
of  minister  of  war  will  be  offered  to  Gen 
I.ebrun  or  M.  de  Freyclnet.  and  that  if 
they  refuse  to  accept  the  office.  M.  Bris- 
Kon  will  us.sume  the  <lutles  of  mlni.ster 
for  ByU.  Ui  addition  to  the  premiership 
and  M.  /al!e<'  rt'iill  oe  appointed  minister 
of  the  Interior. 

As  he  was  leaving  fne  Elyse.^  palace, 
after  the  cab'n.  t  meeting,  a  large  crowd 
of  i>eopIe  cheered  the  premier.

Pan  Juan.  Sept.  16.— (Correspondence 
of  the  Associated  Press.  Copyright, 
1S98.)— The  quieting  Infiuence  of  the 
American  conquest  of  Porto  Rico  was 
felt  here  last  week  at  the  capital,  when 
the  unconquered  but  morally  defeated 
Spanish  army,  with  every  outpost 
driven  in,  is  now  being  concentrated 
preparatory  to  the  final  evacuation  and 
relinquishment   of  the   island   . 

The  natives  who  secretly  sympathized 
with  the  invaders  and  who  wouid  have 
hailed  with  delight  this  deliverance 
from  oppression  and  misrule,  were  over- 
awed by  the  presence  of  th?  Spanish 
authority  to  which  they  have  Ijowed  .so 
long.  During  the  three  weeks  since 
they  have  known  that  the  terms  of 
peace  gave  Porto  Rico  to  the  Ignited 
States,  they  have  not  dared  to  exhibit 
their  satisfaction.  Secretly  many  of 
them  began  the  study  of  the  language 
of  their  deliverers,  but  English  was  a 
tabooed  language.  An  English  gentle- 
man who  entered  the  city  two  days 
after  the  peace  protocol  was  signed, 
and  who  knew  no  Spanish,  could  find 
no  interpreter,  in  fact,  could  find  no  one 
who  professed  a  knowledge  of  English, 
save  her  majesty's  consul. 

But  with  the  arrival  of  the  .American 
evacuation  commissioners,  Gen.  Brooke, 
Rear  Admiral  Schley  and  Gen.  Gordon! 
the  whole  atmosphere  changed.  Every 
native  Porto  Rican  who  understood  a 
word  of  English  sought  out  the  .Amer- 
icans, who  came  in  the  train  of  the 
commissioners  and  lavished  an  English 
word  or  a  broken  sentence  upon  them 
with  an  air  of  pride  such  as  one  would 
if  he  were  displaying  some  priceles.3 
heritage.  Their  fear  and  dread  of  the 
Spanish  soldiers  in  the  streets  and 
Spanish  officers  in  the  hotels  and  cafes 
disappeared  at  the  sight  of  the  Amer- 
ican uniform.  They  felt  that  there  had 
already  been  thrown  about  them  the 
protecting  aegis  of  the  United  Slates 
although  the  Spanish  fiag  still  flew 
from  Morro  castle  and  the  evidences  of 
Spanish  authority  still  confronted  them 
on  every  hand. 

It  must  be  said  to  the  credit  of  the 
Spaniards  that  as  far  as  known  there 
has  not  been  a  single  instance  where 
they  have  undertaken  to  arrest  or  pun- 
ish these  displays  of  pro-American  feel- 
ing, which  but  a  few  weeks  ago  would 
have  instantly  sent  the  offenders  to 
prison  or.  perhaps,  to  a  worse  fate. 
This  is  the  more  remarkable  inasmuch 
as  the  city  is  full  of  Spanish  soldiers, 
who  show  on  their  faces  the  deep  re- 
sentment they  feel  and  some  of  the  na- 
tives seem  to  delight  in  making  their 
their  exhibitions  as  provoking  as  pos- 
sible. But  thus  far  they  have  held  their 
temper.  The  oflicers  and  the  higher 
oflicials  feel  their  humiliating  position 
keenly,  although  they  try  to  deceive 
themselves  with  the  lx>ast  that  Porto 
Rico  was  surrendered,  not  conquered, 
and  that  their  honor  is  unsullied.  It  is 
not  strange  that  they  should  yield  con- 
trol of  the  island  with  reluctance,  for 
to  officers  of  minor  rank  service  here 
means  double  salary,  house  rent  and 
subsistence  at  the  expense  of  the  prov- 
ince; and  to  the  high  officials,  military 
and  civil,  enormous  salaries,  position 
and  opportunity,  which,  in  the  major- 
ity of  instances,  is  the  equivalent  of 
wealth. 

But  despite  their  chagrin  the  Spanish 
officials  have  been  scrupulouslv.  in- 
deed, punctiliously  polite  in  their  at- 
titude toward  the  American  oflicers. 
When  the  New  Orleans  first  entered  the 
harbor  a  week  ago  salutes  and  formal 
visits  were  exchanged  immediately. 

When  our  officers  came  ashore  they 
made  it  a  point  when  they  met  Span- 
ish officers  on  the  street  to  salute  them 
first,  even  though  In  many  cases  they 
knew  they  outranked  those  to  whom 
they  showed  this  courtesy,  naval  eti- 
quette the  world  over  requiring  the 
subordinate  ofllcer  to  first  salute  him 
who  outranlvs  him.  It  was  a  bit  of 
courtesy  which  took  something  from 
the  sting  of  defeat  and  relieved  the  ten- 
sion. That  it  was  appreciated  by  the 
vanquished  was  evident  by  the  spon- 
taneous heartiness  with  which  the 
salutes  were  returned. 

When  Admiral  Schley  reached  here 
on  the  Seneca  and  the  Spanish  gunboat 
Isabel  II  replied  to  the  admiral's  salute 
as  his  double-starred  'pennant  was 
raised  on  the  Nev.-  Orleans,  the  admjral 
ordered  the  Spanish  fiag  hauled  to  the 
peak  and  saluted.  The  oflJcial  ex- 
change followed  the  arrival  of  the  peace 
commissioners  with  almost  mathe- 
matical precision.  The  brigadier  of 
marine.  Commodore  Vallarino.  called 
on  Admiral  Schley  as  the  etiquette  of 
the  occasion  required.  Vallarino  being 
Schley's  Inferior  in  rank  and  .  this  visit 
the  American  admiral  returned  the 
next  morning. 

Maj.  Gen.  Brooke  and  Admiral  Schley 
as  the  highest  military  and  naval  of- 
ficers, on  the  afternoon  of  their  arrival 
proceeded  to  the  palace,  accompanied 
by  their  respective  staffs,  and  paid 
their  respects  to  the  captain  general

DR.  HALL  DEAD. 


Eminent    New     York    Divine 
Expires  at  His  Old  Ire- 
land Home. 

Xew  York,  Sept.  17.— Dr.  John  Hall 
died  today  in  Ireland.  He  was  born  in 
County  Armagh,  Ireland,  on  July  31, 
1S29.  He  was  of  Scotch  descent.  When 
13  years  of  age  he  entered  Belfast  col- 
lege and  was  repeatedly  Hebrew  prize- 
man. In  1849  he  was  licensed  to  preach 
and  at  once  engaged  in  labor  as  a 
mi.-sionary  in  the  West  of  Irelan^l.  He 
was  installed  pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian church  at  Armagh  in  1852, 
a:id  in  ISr.S  was  called  to  the  church  of 
Mary's  Abbey  (now  Rutland  .<\|uare)  in 
Dublin.  He  received  from  Queen  Vic- 
toria the  honorary  appointment  of  om- 
missioner  of  education  for  Ireland.  In 
1867  Dr.  Hall  was  a  delegate  from  the 
general  assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  in  Ireland  to  the  Presbyterian 
chureh  ill  the  United  States,  and  after 
his  return  t5  Ireland  he  received  a  call 
to  the  Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian 
church  in  New  York.  He  accepted  it 
and  entered  upon  his  labors  in  Novem- 
ber, 1867.  He  was  elected  chancellor  of 
the  university  of  the  city  of  New  York 
in  1882. 

Dr.  Hall  was  on  his  annual  visit  t3 
Europe.  He  died  at  his  sisters  resi- 
dence. His  health  had  been  broken 
down  for  more  than  a  year.  He  had 
hoped  to  return  to  New  York  shortly 
and  had  already  engaged  passage  on  a 
steamer   for  himself  and  his  wife.

Sept.  17.— Deputy 
United  States  Marshal  Morrison  ar- 
rested Pug  Onary  Keshing  and  Shabon 
Dash  King,  pillagers,  at  the  Leech  Lake 
Indian  agency  yesterday,  and  while 
trying  to  get  them  on  board  a  steamer 
to  bring  them  here  they  were  rescued 
by  their  band.  The  Indians  refuse  to 
give  up  the  criminals  and  are  much  ex- 
cited. They  have  just  lieen  paid  their 
annuities  and  whisky  has  been  smug- 
gled on  the  agency.  In  consequence, 
the  Indians  are  insolent  and  ready  for 
trouble.  Indian  Agent  Sutherland  ha.s 
held  a  council  with  Dr.  F.  Hart,  the 
resident  physician,  and  has  decided  to 
rearrest  the  men  if  troops  have  to  be 
called  out  to  do  it.  There  Is  prospect 
trouble  of  a  serious  character.

AN  EMINENT  THEOLOGIAN. 

Rev.  Thomas  Appel  Dies  Today  From 
Kidney  Trouble. 

Lancaster.  Pa..  Sept.  17.— Rev.  Thomas 
Appel,  D.D..  LL.D.,  one  of  the  ma-t 
eminent  theologians  in  the  Reformed 
church  In  Am«rlca,  died  today  from 
acute  kidney  trouble.  Dr.  Appel  was 
69  years  old  and  has  been  proralaeni 
in  the  Reformed  church  for  nearly  a 
half  century.  He  became  president  o* 
tne  Mercersburg  college  in  I860  and 
filled  the  position  until  1871.  when  he 
accepted  the  chair  of  church  historv 
and  New  Testament  in  the  Reformed 
theological  seminary  in  this  city,  a 
iwsition  be  still  occupied  at  the  time 
of  his  death.

Mr.  Ream  engineered  the  deal  by 
which  his  wealth,  that  of  Mr.  Hill  and 
Messrs.  Armour  and  Field  gained  a 
contrjUing  intere.-»t  in  the  Halliniore  & 
t»hiu.  whiih  hereafter  is  to  be  a  Chicag.> 
enterprise,  feil  and  sustained  in  tran.s- 
rontinental  affair.^  by  the  immen.-e 
mileage  of  the  Great  Northern  rail- 
way. If  any  road  completes  the  gar, 
between  the  terminus  of  the  tfreit 
Northern  railway  in  St.  Paul  and  the 
terminus  of  the  Baltiniire  &  Ohio  in 
Chicago,  it  will  be  the  Chicago-Great 
AVfstern  railway,  but  that  is  a  matlt-r 
for  the  future. 

Mr.  Ream  will  becsme  a  member  of 
the  executive  committee  of  the  reor- 
ganixed  road  and  either  Mr.  Field  or 
Mr.  Armour  may  become  a  director.  aN 
though  in  all  probability  the  trio  will  be 
represented  by  Mr.  Ream.  President 
Hill's  connection  with  the  transaction 
foreshadows  the  statement  that  he  will 
be  the  prime  factor  of  the  operating  de- 
partment of  the  new  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
road. 

While  the  price  paid  by  the  Chicagcv 
men  is  not  knjwn.  the  details  of  the 
transfer  of  the  properties  of  the  road 
hav.»  been  discussed  at  a  co.ference 
held  in  the  Auditorium  annex.  At  this 
conference  President  Hill.  Mr.  Ream. 
John  K.  Cowen.  president  of  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohij;  Oscar  C.  Murray,  re- 
ceiver, and  William  M.  Greeae.  gener  il 
manager  of  the  road,  were  present. 

Mr.  Ream  declined  to  be  interviewed. 
But  one  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  otflcials 
confirmed  the  report  current  in  Wall 
street  on  Thursday  and  in  Chicago  rail- 
r.ad  circles  that  in  addition  t^  the 
holdings  of  the  road  which  the  Rocke» 
feller  interests  are  reported  to  have  se- 
cured  last  week  for  Western  backers  of 
the  road.  Messrs.  Field.  Arm:>ur.  Ream 
and  Hill  had  secured  sufficient  reor- 
ganization stock  to  make  Chicago  and 
the  West  the  dominant  element  in  the 
future  management  of  the  road. 

Prrsident  Cowen  was  not  prepared 
to  make  a  full  statement  until  after  he 
had  consulted  with  Mr.  Ream.  Presi- 
dent Hill  was  in  a  jubilant  frame  of 
mind  a.id  would  not  deny  that  Field. 
Armour  and  Ream  had  assisted  him  in 
almost  realizing  his  dream  of  having  a 
road  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic 
controlled  by  himself.

Copyright,  lSt>8,  by  the  Associated 
Press.)— The  droughtcontinues  through- 
out the  greater  part  of  Great  Britain. 
A  temporary  fall  in  the  barometer  early 
in  the  week  raised  hopes,  which  were 
doomed  to  disappointment.  The  tem- 
perature has  again  risen  and  London 
continues  lialhed  in  sunshine.  The 
outcry  in  the  East  End  of  London, 
where  the  supply  of  water  has  been  re- 
duced to  dangerouS  limits,  in  taking 
the  form  of  intluential  pui)lic  meetings, 
which  violently  denounce  the  East  End 
Water  company  for  neglecting  to  take 
proper  measures  to  assure  a  supply  of 
\*ater  and  calling  for  municipal  control 
<jf  the  waterworks.  The  sanitary  con- 
ditions are  so  bad  in  some  districts  that 
there   is  serious   fear  of  epidemic. 

The  north  of  London  is  also  suffering: 
undeserved  martyrdom  in  the  shape 
of  a  street  car  famine,  due  to  a  strike 
of  the  hostlers,  and  the  consequent  dis- 
mi.s.^al  of  a  couple  of  agitators.  The 
many  thousands  of  business  people  who 
rely  upon  cheap  conveyance  to  the  city 
have  been  seriously  inconvenienced  by 
the  sudtien  stoppage  of  traffic,  whicu 
recurred  on  Wednesday  last.  Puliiic 
sympathy  inclines  to  the  side  of  the 
company,  which  Ivas  taken  the  bull  by 
the  horns  and  has  dismissed  all  the 
strikers,  engaging  outsiders  to  take 
their    places. 

IN  FAR  WEST  STYLE. 
The  whole  of  Great  Britain  has  Wmi 
startled  by  an  epidemic  of  railroa.l 
outrages.  On  the  Northwestern  and 
Midland  railroads,  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Northampt.in,  thnre  have  been  sev- 
eral determined  efforts  to  wreck  pas- 
senger trains.  Formidable  obstruc- 
tions were  constructed  across  the  track 
and  one  express  train  had  a  most  nar- 
row escape  from  disaster.  it  plow  hI 
thnuigh  a  verital>le  )>arri.  ado,  but  did 
not  leave  the  rail:-.  The  most  alarming 
featuie  of  the  outrages  is  the  fact  that 
the  police  have  not  been  aidc^to  obtain 
the  slighiest  clov  to  the  perpetrator.^, 
though  a  hundred  detectives  have  been 
scouring  the  district.  Consequently  a 
panic  prevails.  (Jne  theory  is  that  the 
crimes  a;e  the  work  of  a  band  of  train 
wreckers  looking  for  plunder  and  emu- 
lating the  far  West  holdups. 

PRINCE  OF  WALES  BETTER. 
After     passing       eight       weeks        in 
an   invalid's   chair.       the       prince       of 
Wales      this      week,      for      the      first 
time,    was    able    to    walk    a    few    paces 
with  the  aid  of  a  stick.

The   duke   of  Connaught    has       been 
through  the  French  army      maneuvers 
around  Mouline,  which  he  attended  as 
President  Faure's  chief  guest.  He  first 
distinguished  himself  by  a  splendid  dis- 
play of  horsemanship  before  the  French 
staff,   when  a  borrowed  horse,  startled 
by  the  firing,   tried  to  bolt,   reared  and 
fell.

The  .spec- 
tators   were    greatly    amu.sed    and    the 
private  .soldiers  loudly     cheered       him 
Yesterday    the   duke       of       Connaught 
visited   the  French   camp  kitchens  and 
following    the    great    Napolet>n's   prece- 
dent   he   asked    to    be   allowed    to   taste 
the   soldiers'   food,   remarking.    "I   must 
only  take  a  tiny  morsel  as  I  am  rob- 
bing   somebody's    share."        Then        he 
forked  out  and  ate  a  piece  of  beef,  which 
he  pronounced  to  be  of  excellent  qual- 
ity.       The    duke    also    examined        the 
men's   overcoats,    testing   their    weight 
and    texture.        These    incidelnts    have 
made  the  duke  of  Connaught  very  popu- 
lar  with   the   French   soldiers  and   vil- 
lagers.

Among  Stock  at  Devils 

Lake. 

NORTH   DAKOTA. 

Devil's  Lake— Farmers  south  and  east 
of  here  In  the  vicinity  of  Orary,  Bart- 
lett  county,  are  very  much  alarmed  over 
the  prevalence  of  hydrophobia  among 
stock.  About  Aug.  «  several  dogs  of  dif- 
ferent neighborhoods  that  showed  signs 
of  rabies  ran  across  the  countrv  biting 
horses,  cows,  sheep  and  other"  stock 
About  three  weeks  -later  the  stock  bitten 
.showed  signs  of  hydrophobia,  biting 
themselves  and  other  stock,  refusing  food 
|i»d  water  and  acting  strangelv.  were 
killed.  Several  cases  were  investigated 
by  District  Veterinarian  Crewe  and  pro- 
nounced to  be  pure  rabies.  Among  far- 
n.ers  having  stock  bitten  bv  dogs  were 
O.  Anderson,  seven  miles  east  of  here 
whose  little  daughter  was  also  bitten.' 
The  stock  all  developed  rabies.  The  girl 
was  sent  to  a  hospital  in  St.  Paul  Thurs- 
day for  treatment,  although  symptoms  of 
the  malady  have  not  yet  developed.  All 
dogs  in  the  county  have  been  ordered  tied 
muzzled  and  a  clo.se  watch  is  kept  on 
stock.  Thirty  or  forty  head  of  the  stock 
have  already  been  killed.

These  men  have  secvuied  an  option  upon 
a  oe:i!abIe  lot  of  land,  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  from  the  center  of  Ponce,  on  the 
vo.ui  to  Adjuntas.  Five  thousand  do» 
lars  w.d  pay  for  the  land.  Its  prepara- 
tiiu'.  aru  lor  the  reinterment  of  bodies 
already  tur:td.  whiih  will  proceed  at  once 
und^r  the  tl'fectiou  of  Chaplain  Suther- 
land. 


Soldiers  at  Santiago  Grow  Despond- 
ent and  Sick  Trom  Suspense. 

Santiago  de  Cuba,  Sept.  17.— Contrary

The  cost 
would  be  less  and  the  satisfaction  far 
greater.      Aside  from  the  sickness  that 
is     incidental     to       acclimation,.       the 
trouble    among    our    soldiers    is    chiefly 
mental,  rather  than  physical,  and  better 
mail  service  would  do  much  to  remedy 
It    Scarcely  any  mail  has  reached  here 
The  men,  more  or  less  affected  by  the 
c  imate    and   deprived    of    communica- 
tion   with    their    homes    and    families 
worry,    grow   despondent   and       sicken 
from  suspense.

He  ia  generally  clad  In  a 
gaily  colored  khalat  bound  round  by  a 
hig'hiy  ornamented  girdle,  and  a  large 
white  turhan  on  his  head.     Hi.<.  recep- 
tioti  of  Europeans  is  most  cordial,  and 
ne  Is  wont  to  organize  entertainments 
in  their  honor.    A  correspondent  of  St 
Paul's  gives  an  account  of  such  a  fea.st' 
We  were  taken  to  an  open  undulat- 
ing plain,  in  which  a  tent  had  been  con- 
.structed  and  tables  spread  with  a  va- 
riety of  fruits  and  sweetmeats,   which 
wpre    afterwards    replaced    by    a    more 
substantial  meal.   The   bey  himself  sat 
m-ar  the  table,  but  being  a  Mohamme- 
dan did  not  join  us  at  the  feast,  nor  did 
he  provide  vodfci  or      wine.      We      had 
however,  a  liberal  supply  of  coffee  and 
sherbet.  The  tent  was  open  at  one  side 
and  we  had  a  view  of  alx.ut  a  hundred 
horsemen    clad    in    gay    raiment.    The 
carcass  of  a     nowly      killed  goat     was 
thrown  among  them,  and  after  a  scrim- 
mage of  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  one 
of   them  succeeded   in  carrying  off  the 
prize   without   dismounting     from     his 
h(.r.se,   ,ind    as   he   rode   off   with   it    in 
triumph  he  was  pursued  by  the  others- 
but  he  succeeded  in  retaining  it  as  his 
property.    This  was     repeated     several 
times,   and   it   was   followed    by   music 
and  dancing."

THE  CITY'S  FINAXCKS. 

The  statement  wa.«i  made  in  Mr. 
Phelps*  letter  to  The  Herald  yesterday, 
and  was  repeated  by  Mr.  Greene  at  a 
charter  meeting  last  night,  that  City 
Treasurer  Vo.««  had  said  that  unless  the 
proposed  charter  l>e  adopted  the  city 
will  be  unable  to  meet  the  December 
pay  rolls. 

The  Herald  heard  a  similar  report 
two  days  ago  and  made  inquiries  at  the 
city  treasurer's  ofllce,  with  the  result 
that  Mr.  Voss  denied  making  the  state- 
ment that  the  city's  ability  tj  take 
care  of  the  November  or  December  pay 
rolls  depended  on  the  passage  of  this 
charter.  The  fact  is  that  the  passage  of 
the  new  charter  would  not  place  an  ad- 
ditional cent  in  the  city  treasury. 

The  city's  financial  condition  has  been 

improving    steadily    for    several    years 

past,    and   The   Herald   has  during   the 

past  year  published  interviews  with  the 

mayor,  the  city   treasurer  and  the  city 

•comptroller   showing    that    the    cutting 

of  the  expense  of  running  the  various 

departments  and   the  practice  of  strict 

«;onomy    has   resulted   each   year   in    a 

reduction  of  the  am.->unt  of  outstanding 

orders.     The   assessments    which  are  a 

first    lien    on    property    in    the    central 

business   and    residence   portion   of   the 

•city   are  alone  more   than   sufficient   to 

retire  all   the  improvement   certificates 

mnd    city    orders.      During    the    present 

fiscal   year    the  city's   indebtedness   ha.s 

tfieen  reduced  $100,000  up  to  date.     Thi? 

sbows  that  there  is  no  truth  in  the  claim 

by  some  supporters  of  the  new  charter 

that    the    city's    financial    condition    i<? 

jsteadily  becoming  worse. 


THE  CHAKTER'S  PICOVI.SION.S. 

On  page  14  of  this  issue  will  be  foui:.l 
an  article  .<-igned  by  a  c-ommittee  of 
the  charter  commission,  presenting 
.some  of  the  pmvisions  of  the  proposed 
charter  and  giving  their  views  of  their 
effect.  On  the  whole,  it  is  a  very  fair 
resume  of  the  proposed  charters  prj- 
vlslors.  There  are  a  few  points,  how- 
ever, on  which  it  is  not  entirely  satis- 
factory. Take  the  statement  that  'a 
limit  is  placed  on  the  tax  levy."  No 
doubt  the  commission  intended  to  limit 
the  tax  levy,  but  by  same  error  the 
chapter  oa  city  finances  falls  to  limit 
the  tax  which  may  be  levied  f.<r  the 
n>aintenanc»  of  the  fire  department. 
The  fact  is  that  the  amt>unt  which  the 
council  could  levy  for  this  purpose  is 
unlimited. 

The  committee  says:  "One  of  the 
most  difficult  problems  before  the  com- 
mission was  the  drafting  of  a  provision 
to  prevent  the  unwise  extension  of 
water  mains  into  localities  where  there 
were  ffrw  or  no  users  of  water,  and 
where  the  chief  purpose  was  to  add  to 
the  value  of  real  estate.  The  annual 
tax  of  10  cents  per  lineal  foot  of  front, 
age  for  ten  years  was  finally  agreed 
upon."  It  has  been  asked  why  It  was 
necessary,  in  order  to  prevent  unwise 
extensions,  to  impose  this  additional 
water  tax  on  all  property  which  is  now 
served  with  water.  The  question  has 
al.so  been  asked  why  the  owners  of 
corner  lots  were  not  protected  from 
being  assessed  on  their  frontage  on 
both  streets  and  avenues.  It  is  claimed 
that  as  the  proposed  charter  now  stands 
the  owner  of  a  corner  lot  would  have  to 
pay  a  special  water  tax  of  J19  per  year 
for  ten  years,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
charge  for  the  water  he  uses. 

The  Herald  has  already  shown  why 
the  existing  franchise-holding,  tax- 
dodging  corporations  are  ?o  enthusias- 
tic in  their  support  of  this  charter,  be- 
cau.«e  it  enables  them,  by  controlling 
only  a  small  number  of  the  aldermen, 
to  prevent  the  granting  of  a  franchise 
to  any  person  or  corporation  desiring 
to  compete  with  them.  This  fact  does 
not  give  the  people  generally  confidence 
that  the  chapter  of  the  proposed  charter 
regarding  franchises  is  framed  as 
wisely  as  it  might  be. 


THE  OERMAN  KMPEKOR. 

An   interesting  article  has  been   writ- 
ten by  Pimlteney  Blgelow,  who  was  for 
several  years  a  .school  mate  of  the  prcs- 
ent  emperor  of  (Jermany,   In   whi:-h  he 
contends    that    this      monarch    !>;   much 
misunderstood  outside  of  his  own  coun- 
try.    Mr.  Bigelow  himself  has  critlciaoil 
the  kaiser  severely   on    more   than   one 
occasion,  but  he  doe.s  not  think  that  the 
English    and    American    press,    on    the 
whole,  does   the   ruler  of  Ger.niany  Jus- 
tice.    He  says  that  the  German  peoj)!> 
love  firmness  in   their  sovereign  above 
all  things:   that  they  prefer  a  high  de^ 
gree    of    stubbornness    to    the    sllghte."^!

In 
fact,  he  goes  so  far  as  to  say  that  In  a 
popular  election  William  could  distance 
any  other  man  in  Germany,  He  a.si-ures 
us  that  he  Is  an  immense  favorite  with 
the  ladies  also,  though  they  cannot  vote 
in    Germany.     This    is    greatly    to    the 
liaiser's  cnnlit.    On  the  point  of  the  em- 
peror's     treatment    of     Bismarck,    Mr. 
Blgelow  1.9  rather  vague,   though  he   Is 
convinced  that  the  emperor  shows  up  in 
the  matter  better  than  the  great  chan- 
cellor.    He  says   that   as  soon   as   Bis- 
mai'ck   was  deposed   he  began    the  at- 
tempts    to    thwart    his    empemr   and    to 
bring   him   into    dL-credit.    and    that   he 
pursued    this    line    to    his    death.

WAR  TAXE8  SHOULD  BE  CUT. 

5ince  Aug.  1  there  has  been  an  in- 
crcise  in  the  cash  balance  of  the  na- 
tional treasury  of  about  $60,000,000.  It 
is  now-  1314,000.000  and  is  still  growing. 
The  treasury  officials,  however,  are  said 
to  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  increase 
will  not  be  rapid  hereafter  and  will  not 
result  seriously  to  the  money  market. 
•The  increase?  of  the  deposits  -f  public 
jfunds  in  the  national  banks  is  relieving 
the  strain  to  some  etx^nt,  but  so  large 
a  casii  balance  in  the  treasury  is  un- 
favorable to  the  money  market.  It  is 
thought  that  the  volume  of  ordinary  re- 
ceipts is  likely  to  remain  permanently 
-about  $12,000,000  per  month  above  what 
was  required  for  the  expenses  of  the 
igovemment  before  the  Spanish  war. 

Thus  far  in  the  current  month  there 
"has  been  a  slight  decline  in  internal 
u'evenue  receipts,  but  this  has  been 
jtartXy  offset  hy  an  increase  in  customs. 
:iwhi(^h  is  to  be  regarded  as  significant 
af  reviving /business  activity.  It  is  to 
b^  expectecithat  receipts  from  customs 
will  continfe  to  grow  for  a  time.  If 
there  is  a  permanent  excess  of  $12,000,- 
000  per  mont*  in  receipts  above  the  cost 
of  the  old  peiee  establishment  it  will  be 
sufficient   tt>  pay  all  the  incidental  ex- 


THK  MAYOR'S  LETTER, 

Mayor  Truelsen  published  a  letter  in 
the  News  Tribune  today,  signed  in  his 
official  capacity,  criticising  The  Herald 
for  some  remarks  anent  the  charter 
^question.  The  mayor  is  apparently 
much  worked  up  over  the  contention 
that  the  proposed  charter,  if  adopted, 
would  increase  his  salary  to  $2500  a 
year,  and  he  charges  The  Herald  with 
publishing  only  part  of  the  section  on 
this  point.  The  whole  section  has  been 
published  by  The  Herald,  and  it  is  sup- 
ported by  some  of  the  best  lawyers  In 
the  city  in  its  contention  that  Mayor 
Truelsen's  salary  would  be  Increased, 
if  the  people  adopted  it.  But  The  Her. 
aid  does  not  consider  this  a  serious  ob- 
jection to  the  charter.  Surely  Mayor 
Truels>en  himself  will  admit  that  his 
services  are  worth  at  least  $2500  a  year 
to  the  city. 

As  to  the  civil  service  rule  respecting 
laborers,  the  mayor  must  know  that  ita 
provision  for  examining  laborers  as  to 
"their  habits,  experience.  Industry, 
skill  and  physical  condition"  is  ridicu- 
lous. If  the  charter  had  simply  pro- 
vided that  preference  should  be  given 
to  persons  supporting  a  family  or  own. 
ing  a  home  in  Duluth  It  would  have 
gone  for  enough. 

Again  the  mayor  says:  "Nowhere  is 
there  any  mention  made  in  the  civil 
service  provisions  that  a  man  should 
hold  office  for  life,  and  The  Herald 
knows  this  well."  Of  cour.se  The  Herald 
kriows  it,  and  it  never  at  any  time  said 
that  the  civil  service  rule  provides  for 
any  man  holding  office  for  life.  The

In  every  promment  city  of  the 
country  options  .secured  from  resident 
owners  of  tobacco  and  otlier  plantations 
•■just  a  few  weeks  before  the  war  broke 
out."  are  being  ottered  for  sale  at  prices 
to  suit  the  purchaser,  and  mahogany  and 
cedar  tracts  whose  yield  would  equip  the 
jjalaces  of  the  world  with  fittings  of 
heretofore  u.irivalled  splendor  are  appar- 
ently to  be  bought  tor  less  than  the 
price  of  the  moilest  American  swamp. 
According  to  well  printed  circulars  wliicii 
bear  t.'-.c  Innocent  names  of  some  of  the- 
most  trustworthy  business  men  in  the 
commi'.ilty,  every  citizen  may  become 
an  aflluent  tobacco  planter  and  smoke 
his  own  imported  cigars  at  very  little 
more  the  cost  to  transport  the  goods 
by  mule  to  the  harbor  of  export;  for  the 
wages  of  native  labor  are  to  be  paid,  not 
in  cash,  but  wholly  in  the  necessaries  of 
life,  to  be  drawn  from  the  company  store: 
toe  management  of  the  plant  and  the 
processes  of  export,  sale  and  collection, 
he  is  told,  arc  a  mere  trifling  detail,  t,« 
be  atttended  to  later.  The  sun  and  the 
.soil  and  a  scant  handful  of  Yankee  dol- 
lars seem,  judging  by  the  prospectus, 
to  be  all  that  is  needed  to  enable  the 
struggling  toller  of  the  prosperous  Amer- 
can  city  to  enter  Cuba  on  a  pass  from  the 
steamship  company  and  to  emerge  from 
it  within  a  few  months  equipped  to  buy  a 
whole  fleet. 

The  picture  is  a  pretty  one,  and  it  Is 
by  no  means  necessary  to  spoil  it  all  in 
pointing  out  a  few  defects  In  it  here  and 
there.  L'ndoubtedly  large  fortunes  are  in 
time  to  be  made  in  Cuba  by  means  of 
American  capital  and  American  enter- 
prise, but  that  capital  will  be  invested 
HI  tangible  and  available  properties  and 
will  be  judiciously  and  intelligently  ex- 
pended in  necessary  preliminary  equip- 
ments before  it  .vields  profitable  return. 
The  many  promoters  who  are  now  bus- 
ily selling  their  wares  are  shrewd  enough 
to  realize  even  as  early  as  this  that  the 
sugar  industry  requires  immense  capital 
to  be  carried  on  successfully  In  Cuba,  and 
that,  moreover,  the  matter  of  annexa- 
tion, as  affecting  the  tariff  on  sugar 
mu.st  be  definitely  settled  before  capital 
with  any  safetv.  can  geek  investment  in 
CiJban  sugar  plantations.  For  these  and 
other  reasons  the  Cuban  promoter  to  a 
large  degree  ignores  sugar  in  devising 
hi.s  plan?  and  fixes  upon  tobacco  as  the 
quick  and  easy  medium  of  profit. 

We  would  not  be  understood  as  reflect- 
ing generally  upon  Cuban  investments  or 
as  iniiieaching  the  honorable  intentions 
of  many  men  who  are  now  offering  op- 
tions in  Cuban  properties  to  the  business 
men  of  the  country,  but  we  would  most 
emphatically  suggest  to  would-be  in- 
vestors that  they  cannot  scan  too  closelv 
the  nature  of  the  options  offered  them 
and  that  they  cannot  trace  too  far  to  '.is 
source  the  matter  of  title  and  ownership. 
lao  revelations  in  connection  with  th^ 
notorious  case  of  Hooley  and  others  in 
Lngland  present  the  opposite  extreme 
of  the  point  we  w^ould  urge  in  relation  *o 
investment  m  Cuba.

GENER^iL  CHARTER. 


Likely  to  Be  Passed  By  Legis- 
lature   and     Supersede 
Special  Charter. 

To   the   Editor   of   The    Herald: 

The  constitutional  provision  authoriz- 
ing the  framing  and  submission  of  pro- 
pr>sed  city  charters  being  article  IV,  sec- 
tion 30,  provides  among  other  things  as 
tollows:  "The  legislature  may  provide 
general  law.s  rejatmg  to  affairs  ot  cities, 
tiic  application  "of  which  may  be  limited 
to  cities  of  over  50,00<)  Inhabitants  o''  io 
cities  of  oO.OOO  and  not  less  than  la.Oi*") 
i'.diabitants  or  to  cities  of  15.000  Inhab- 
tiants  or  less,  which  shall  apply  eeiually 
to  all  such  cities  of  either  class,  and 
which  shall  be  paramount  while  in  force 
to  the  provisions  relating  to  the  same 
matter  Included  in  the  local  charter 
herein  provided  for." 

Now  St.  Paul.  Minneapolis  and  Duluth 
comprise  all  the  cities  :n  the  state  having 
ever  50,000  inhabitants.  As  the  law  stands 
today  there  is  no  possible  way  for  any 
oi"  these  cities  to  chanjje  their  present 
cliarters  except  by  passing  a  gencnLl 
charter  law  or  by  framing  and  passing 
local  charters,  such  as  we  now  have,  be- 
fore thi?  people. 

St.  Paul,  at  her  last  city  .election, 
submitted  to  her  citizens  a  projjosed  char- 
ter framed  iji  the  manner  that  our  pro- 
posed charter  has  been  framed,  and  it 
was  defeated,  so  any  change  In  St.  Paul's 
cliarter  must  now  come  through  a  general 
charter  law.  She  might  start  afresh  and 
frame  and  submit  another  local  charter 
to  the  people,  but  th.it  is  not  at  all  likely. 

Minneapolis  will  vole  on  a  similarly 
constructed  charter  at  the  general  e-iec- 
tion  In  November  and  to  carry  it  the 
proposed  charter  must  receive  four-sev- 
enths not  only  of  the  vote  cast  on  the 
pioposed  charter  but  four-sevenths  of  the 
vote  cast  at  that  election.  There  were 
l'Z.(M)0  votes  cast  at  the  St.  Paul  elec- 
tion, and  the  charter  required  four-.':cv- 
eiiths  of  22.000.  or  12,.58S  votes,  to  carry  It. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  only  14.045  of  the  22.- 
t«Xi  votes  voted  on  the  charter  at  all  anil 
of  these  6673  voted  for  It  and  7372  voted 
against  It.  It  fell  5915  votes  short  of  car- 
rying In  a  total  vote  of  22,000. 

In  view  of  these  facts  It  Is  next  to  im- 
possible that  the  proposed  Minneapolis 
charter  will  be  ratified  by  the  peopie  M> 
November.  So  Minneapolis  will  be  In 
the  same  boat  with  St.  Paul,  unable  to 
amend  or  nuiufv  her  cnarter  In  any  ■vay 
except  by  the  enactment  of  a  general 
charter  law  as  authorized  In  the  provision 
above  quoted.  It  will  be  seen  that  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis  will  be  going  to 
lilt  next  legislature  for  a  general  charter 
li.w  and  If  they  want  it  they  will  get  it, 
Duluth  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding- 
If  Duluth  shall  In  the  meantime  havi" 
passed  the  now  proposed  charter,  she  will 
not  have  become  adjusted  to  It  before  it 
will  be  supersded  entirely  by  the  gencrid 
law.  Wo  will  have  marched  up  the  iilll 
merely   to   march   down  again.  LEX.

SEASON  HOLDS  OIT 


Patronage  Continues  Regard- 
less of  Cooler  Weather-

It  .nas  yaid  during 
most  of  the  season,  and  it  is  still  pay- 
ing, and  all  that  remains  to  solve  is  how 
long  it  will  last. 

Many  might  have  doubted  whether  or 
not  it  would  outlast  the  tourist  season. 
That  has  ended  now,  but  the  Pavilion 
is  still  going  and,  by  force  of  good  at- 
tractions and  efforts  to  keep  patrons 
pleased,  it  is  still  <ioing  well.  Il  will  be 
continued  well  into  the  fall,  and  it  is 
possiljle,  if  business  keeps  up,  that  it 
will  l)e  continued  most  of  the  winter. 
The-  building  is  warm,  and  during  cool 
weather  it  is  kept  well  heated.  The

If  there 
is  any  potency  in  good  attractions  it 
will  l>e  well  patronized,  for  the  lists  for 
the  next  few  weeks  will  be  good  ones. 
There  is  a  nice  line  of  attractions  for 
next  week,  and  there  will  be  a  special 
attraction  in  the  shape  of  a  balloon  as- 
cension that  will  take  place  every  after- 
noon from  Wednesday  to  Saturday. 

T'e  season  has  1  ee  i  a  good  one  at  the 
Pavilion.  There  have  been  some  not- 
able attractions,  some  that  could  hardly 
have  been  expected,  and  the  manage- 
ment has  kept  good  faith  with  its 
patrons  all  through.  The  continuance- 
of  this  custom  will  no  doubt  result  in  a 
continuance  of  the  patronage  that  has 
kept  the  Pavilion  going  through  the 
summer.  The  Pavilion  is  one  of  Du- 
luth's strong  points  in  the  entertain- 
ment line,  and  it  would  be  missed  very 
much  if  it  were  taken  away.

City  Treasurer  Voss  Being  Misquoted 
By  Charter  Advocates. 

The  calamity  howl  that  unless  the 
new  charter  is  passed,  the  city  will  not 
be  able  to  meet  its  pay  roll  with  cash  in 
the  next  three  months  is  not  true. 

The  charter  advocates  quote  as  their 
authority  an  alleged  statement  of  City 
Treasurer  Voss  to  that  effect.

Mr.  Voss  was  asked  yesterday  if  it 
were  true  that  the  city's  ability  to  take 
care  ofits  pay  rolls  for  either  Novem- 
ber, December  or  January  depended  on 
the  passage  of  the  new  charter.

"Is  thee  ity  in  any  worse  condition 
now  that  it  was  a  year  ago?"  Mr.  Voss 
was  asked. 

"No,"  he  replied:  "on  the  contrary, 
it  is  better  off  by  $100,000  now  that  it 
was  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  It 
has  since  that  time  reduced  its  debt  by 
that  amount."

A.  P.  Swineford,  ex-governor  of 
Alaska,  arrived  in  the  city  yesterday  eii 
route  to  Maniuette  to  visit  his  family. 
He  left  Juneau,  Sept.  1.  He  says  that 
thou.sands  of  Alaska  pilgrims  are,  in 
their  haste,  rushing  right  by  (pmrl/.

He  estimates  that  the  output  of  gold 
from  Alaska  this  year  will  amount  to 
$15,000,000.  The  big  money  in  gold  min- 
ing has  not  yet  been  made,  he  said.

THE  CORPORATIONS. 

R.  C.  Mitchell  Explains  How 
New  Charter  Would  Bene- 
fit Franchise-Holders. 

To    the    Editor   of   The   Herald: 

I  think  there  is  one  phase  of  the  new 
ehartt-r  ijutstion  that  has  not  l>ten'  .-^iiffi- 
c!.-ntly  explained  either  in  my  paper  or 
your  own.  I  notic-e  that  some  people  do 
not  s:ein  to  understand  as  yet.  how  the 
adoption  of  me  new  charter  would  play 
directly  into  the  hands  of  those  corpora- 
tions which  have  already  pohbled  up  val- 
uabl->  franchises  in  this  city,  and  by  your 

permission.   I   would   like   to  make  a   few 
comments  upon  that  matter.

Cardinal  GlKbons   l>eing 
the  celebrant.      The  ceremony  was  offi- 
cial in  character,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Austrian  minister,  and  amonp:  those 
In   attendance  were  President    McKin- 
Ity  and  the  members  of  his  cabinet,  the 
ambassadors  and    ministers  of   forei;jn 
Sovt-rnments  in   their  diplomatic     uni- 
forms.  repre.»?entatives  of  the       Uniied 
Stales  army,  navy  and  supreme  court, 
and  a  large  gatherini;-  from  private  life. 
The  .\ustrlan  minister.  Mr.  Von  Hen- 
Belmuller.    was    attended    by    all        the 
memlKTS  of  his  staff,   the  military  at- 
tache.  15aron   Riedl.   in   the  uniform  of 
the  Austrian  imperial  guard,  and  Capt. 
Roger,    naval   attache,    in    the    uniform 
of  the  .-Vustrian  navy,  acting  as  ushers. 
Minister   Von   Hengelmuller  wore       the 
striking   costume   of     the       Hungarian 
"Magnat. "denoting  his  diplomatic  rank. 
It  was  o:  somber  black,  satin  coat,  knee 
breeches  and  high  boots,  and  a  heavy 
black  velvet  cloak  hung  from   the  left 
shoulder.       His  sword,   scabbard       and 
hilt  was  hid  with  windings  of  crape. 

As  the  carriages  of  the  president  and 
cai>inet  reach-d     the    church.     Mr.  Vou 
Hengelmuller  left  his  pew  and  met  the 
preslilen:  at   the  church  door,  escorting 
him  to  a  pew  to  the  front  and  right  of 
the  chaacel.     Wlt.h  the  president     were 
S.\Tetar:es  Gage      and      Wilson.   Post- 
jnaster  General  Emory  Smith  and  Act- 
ing .Secretary  Adee.    Back  of  them,  as 
represt-Btatives  of  the  army,  sat  two  of 
l.ie   officers   of   Gen.    Miles'    staff.      Col. 
3Iaus  and  Lieut.  Col.  Michter,  in  fatigua 
uniform,  while  the  judiciary  was  repre- 
sented by  Justice  Harlan  of  the  L'nitel 
States  supr^-me  court.    Many  other  ofli- 
ccrs  of  the  state,  war  and  navy  depart- 
jTitnts  also  were  present.  The  diplomatic 
corps  occupied  pews  opposite  those    of 
the  L'nited  States  government  offlci.ils. 
With  the  Austrian  minister  sat  Ambas- 
sador Camlwn  of  France,  wearing    th- 
heavily  gold    embroidered     uniform     oi 
an  officer  of  tiigh  diplomatic  rank,  witli 
a  widt    silk  sash   from  shoulder  to  hip. 
He  left  his  pew  after  the  president  and 
calMnet  were  seated  and,  crossing     the 
aisle,  paid  his  respects  to  the  presiden: 
Jand      cabintt      officers.    The      German 
charge  d'affaires.  Baron  von  Sternberg, 
with  the    Ger.Tian    military,    naval  and 
civil  attaches  in  full  unifor.-n:  the  minis- 
ter of  Switzerland,   where   the  assassi- 
nation (»f  the    empress     occurred,     and 
the  reprfseRtatives  of    Russia,  Norway 
and  Sweden,  Belgium,  Denmark.  Portu- 
4;a,!.  China,     Japan,     Turkey,   Colombia, 
Venezuela.  Costa      Rica,      Brazil.  Peru, 
Chili,  most  of  them  in  court  and  diplo- 
matic attire,  were  present.  The  embassy 
of  Grfa:  Britain     was     represented     by 
Capt.  Paget  and  Mr.  Young. 

The  church  interior  was  simply  ar- 
ranged for  the  occasion.  Back  of  the 
chancel  hung  iong  crape  draporits.  cover- 
ing the  windows  and  darkening  the  altar. 
Th.^  pu'pit  was  draped  with  heavv  bands 
of  ertj)*.  Cardinal  Gibbons  was  assisted 
In  the  masii  by  a  large  number  of  f)rie3ts 
and  acclytes,  the  usual  rich  vestmenis 
being  put  aside  for  those  of  black  and 
white. 

In  his  sermon  the  cardinal  said  that  a 
gievious  crime  had  shock.Hi  tho  civilized 
w»rld,  the  hand  of  an  assassin  had 
struck  down  an  inoffending  lady,  ihe  con- 
sort of  an  emperor  of  vast  and  historical 
region.s.  The  crim..-  had  oi-curred  not 
when  the  empress  was  seitcd  on  h^r 
throne,  amid  pjmp  and  majesty,  which 
inigiit  have  excited  the  p:is.-iions  of  some 
fanatic,  but  while  she  was  i>eacefullv 
Wiilking   the  street. 

"The  man  that  strikes  at  the  ruler  of  a 
nation  is  an  enemy  of  social  order,"  de- 
clared the  cardinal.  "Piibnc  peace  and 
tr;ir(;i;ility  dep^^nd  upon  tne  .  xocution  of 
the  law;  en  tht  ruler  or  executive  o(  a 
nation  depends  the  execution  of  the  law 
and  the  maintenance  of  stable  govern- 
ment. If  behooves  us,  therefore,  to  up- 
hold th'>  heiid  of  the  nation  wiiose  p»'rson. 
as  a  ruler,  is  sacred.  '  The  cardinal  paid 
a  touching  tribute  to  the  beauty  of  cnar- 
acter  of  the  late  empress  and  asked  tuat 
the  prayers  be  given  not  only  :or  the  re- 
pose of  her  soul,  but  also  for  the  solace 
of  th?  stricken  emperor. 

Among  all  the  tributes  of  sympathy 
which  had  gone  to  the  emperor,  he  said, 
njne  had  been  mare  touching  and 
gracious  than  that  of  the  president  of 
the  rnited  St.ites.  The  cardinal  re- 
called the  world-wide  sympathy  coming 
to  the  United  State.s  on  the  assassina« 
tion  of  President  Garfield,  which,  he 
said,  leveled  all  partii-^nship  in  this 
country,  l>ringing  together  Democrats. 
Republicans,  administrati  )n  men  an  J 
anti-ad-ministration  men  in  a  co.Timon 
sorrow.  Thus  "ii  the  blood  of  a  mar- 
tyred president  was  sown  the  seed  of 
patriotism,  and  ihe  cardinal  hiped  that 
out  of  this"  ladi  abhorrent  crime  would 
come  also  good  lessons  and  good  re- 
.cults. 

The  music  fallowing  the  mass  was  of 
a  high  order.  Following  the  ceremony 
the  president  and  his  party  returned 
to  the  White  Houj?e. 


Impressive  Ceremonies  Attend   the 
Funeral  and  the  Burial. 

Vienna,  Sept.  17.— At  4  o'clock  the 
tolling  of  bells  announced  the  starting 
of  the  funeral  procession  of  the  late 
empress.  The  route  from  the  Hofburg 
to  the  insignificant  church  of  the  Capu- 
chins was  .so  short  that  only  a  small 
proportion  of  the  population  was  able 
to  crowd  into  the  adjoining  street.-*. 
While  the  procession  was  being  formed 
the  church  was  filled  with  foreign 
princes,  who  arrived  without  ostenta- 
tion in  closed  carriages  and  who  were 
conducted  to  the  front  pews.  Out.side 
the  church  u  company  of  distinguished 
generals  and  staff  officers  were 
alighted. 

A  detachment  of  cavalry  led  the  pro- 
cession, followed  by  a  single  horseman, 
a  court  officer,  attired  in  a  Spanish 
costume.  Then  came  carriages  in 
which  were  seated  the  servants  of  the 
late  empress  and  they  were  followed  by 
a  second  detachment  of  cavalry.  After 
these  horsemen  were  three  court  car- 
riages, drawn  by  six  horses  covered 
with  funeral  trai^plngs,  escorted  by 
footmen.  Tl>?y  contained  tttx:  court  dig- 
nitaries   and    ladles    in    waiting. 

A  train  of  servants  followed,  walking 
two  abreast,  and  then  came  the  most 
imposing  feature  of  the  pruceslon.  Sev- 
eral companies  of  the  foot  guards  and  a 
squadron  of  the  horse  guards,  followed 
by  a  detachment  of  yeomen,  all  gorge- 
ously uniformed,  preceding  the  collossal 
funeral  car.  On  either  car  were  four 
footmen  and  four  pages,  with  lighted 
tapers,  but  the  immediate  escort  of  the 
car  was  composed  of  six  stalwart 
gentltmen  of  t"ne  archer's  guard,  eight 
yeomen,  six  Hungarian  life  guards  and 
eight  mounted  life  guards.  Following 
the  car  were  several  bodies  of  infantry 
and  cavalry. 

A  laiKe  number  of  priests  In  full  canoni- 
cals met  the  procession  ot  the  Augusilnes 
church  and  proceeded  with  it  to  i..e 
Church  of  Capuchins.  The  clergy  tnere 
maiched  down  the  aisle  before  the  coffin 
and  united  in  atoning  prayer?,  which  were 
also  ex»|uisitely  chanted  during  the  ser- 
viC'j  by  the  court  choir.  During  the 
praytr  the  coffin  was  lifted  from  the  cata- 
falque :ind  the  clergy  bearing  torches 
walked  before  it. 

fcJmperor  Krancis  Joseph,  attended  bv 
the  highest  officials,  bearing  wands,  fol- 
lowed. The  proctssion  followed  and  pai^scd 
from  the  sight  of  the  coiigregation  down 
th.>  stone  stairs  to  the  vaults. 

After  the  last  benediction  had  been  pro- 
n'lunced  in  the  vaults  the  mourner.^  r '- 
ascended  and  the  high  chamlu  rl.un 
handed  the  key  of  the  vault  to  the 
fapuchin.  who  is  the  guardian  of  the  Irn- 
p.-rial  masoleum.

GETS  SWAMP  LANDS 


Minnesota    Awarded    Lands 

In  Ceded  Part  of  White 

Earth  Reservation. 

Washington.  Sept.  17.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  secretary  of  the  In- 
terior today  rendered  a  decision  that 
will  result  In  giving  the  state  of  Min- 
nesota a  number  of  acres  of  land  in  the 
ceded  portion  of  the  White  Earth  reser- 
vation under  the  swamp  grant. 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  this  reserva- 
tion "the  state  filed  claims  for  the 
swamp  lands  therein  and  pending  a  de- 
cision four  townships  of  lands  were  re- 
served from  the  opening. 

The  decision  which  was  promulgated 
today  says  that  the  state  Is  entitled  to 
these  swamp  lands,  and  Land  Com- 
missioner Hermann  is  directed  to  se- 
gregate the  swamp  lands  from  the 
other  lands  in  the  four  reserved  to\»  n- 
ships  and  to  dispose  of  the  remainder  in 
accordance  with  the  act  of  1S89. 

The  state  will  be  allowed  a  reason- 
able time  to  file  a  list  of  the  swamp 
lands  due  it  under  this  decision.  It  is 
understood  that  the  total  area  of  the 
swamp  lands  will  run  up  in  to  severer 
thousand'  acres. 


New  York.  Sept.  17.— The  United 
States  commissioner."-'  to  conclude  the 
terms  of  peace  with  Spain  sailed  today 
on  ^>oarfl  the  Cunard  line  steamer  Cam- 
pania en  route  to  Paris.

Each 
commissioner  is  accompanied  on  the 
trip  by  his  wife  or  other  members  of  the 
family.  In  the  party  aLoo  are  J.  B. 
Mocre,  secretary  and  counsel  to  the 
commLsaion:  John  R.  MacArihur.  assist- 
ant .secretary,  and  wife:  FVank  Brani- 
gan.  disbursing  clerk,  and  Mrs.  Brani- 
gan:  Miss  Atkinson  and  Mi.ss  Mc- 
Naughton,  stenographers,  and  Edward 
Savoy  and  Henry  Freeman,  confidential 
messengers. 

Prior  to  going  «n  board.  Judge  Day 
said  to  a  reporter:  "We  had  a  confer- 
ence with  the  cabinet  l>efore  leaving 
Washington,  at  least  all  of  us  except 
lienator  Gray.  All  understand  the 
wishes  of  the  cabinet  with  reference  to 
the  terms  of  the  treaty,  and  I  believe 
that  there  will  be  practically  no  change 
after  our  conference  with  the  Spanish 
commissioners." 

"I  think  that  America's  terms  will  be 
regarded  as  rtasonable,  and,  therefore,  I 
believe  the  work  t»f  the  commisisoners 
will  not  be  impeded  by  useless  discus- 
sion." 

"Do  you  expect  much  opposition  to  the 
terms  from  the  Spanish  commission- 
ers?" 

Sneator  Frye  would  say  nothing  as 
to  the  intentions  of  the  commissioners. 
If  the  commissioners  were  going  to 
Paris  with  set  duties  and  irrefragible 
conditions  to  be  placed  before  the  Span- 
ish commissioners,  the  senator  said  that

He  declared  that 
nobody  could  tell  what  new  conditions 
might  arise  which  should  have  to  be 
met,  di.scussed  and  decided  wholly  by 
the  commission.

Vienna,  Sept.  17. — Emperor  Francis 
Joseph.  Prince  H  jhenlohe,  the  German

•Buelow.  the  German  minister  for  for- 
eign affairs,  received  Emperor  William 

at  the  railroad  station.  They  shook 
hands  and  kissed  each  other's  chegks 
three  times.  They  then  procee  led  to  t'ne 
church,  where  Emperor  William,  in  be- 
half of  himself  and  the  empress  of  Ger- 
many, deposited  on  the  casket  contain- 
ing the  remains  of  the  late  empre.s.s  of 
Austria  a  fioral  wreath  whic'n  his  ma- 
jesty had  ibrought  from  Germany.

SrORY  OF  THE  MYSTIC. 

One  Sister  Takes  Poison,  and  Her 
Twin  Dies. 

Students  of  the  curious  will  find  lots 
of  material  for  investigation  In  the 
following  queer  story:  Mary  and  Anna 
Carter  were  twins.  They  were  born  in 
Indiana  in  1856.  From  infancy  the  girls 
were  inseparable  companions,  and  as 
they  grew  older  a  bond  of  sympathy 
stronger  than  that  Uvsually  existing 
between  two  sisters,  was  noticeable.  If 
Mary  was  sick  Anna  was  sure  to  feel 
badly.  Matters  went  along  in  this  way 
until  1880.  when  Mary  was  married  to 
Alonzo  Whlttam.  and  later  removed  to 
Broome  county.  New  York.  Two  years 
after  Anna  was  married  to  William 
Schnell  and  took  up  her  home  at  Cairo, 
111. 

The  sisters  corresponded  frequently, 
but  as  family  cares  pressed,  their  let- 
ters grew  Infrequent,  and  when,  four 
years  ago.  Mrs.  .Schnell  moved  to  Okla- 
homa they  ceased  entirely.  The  strange 
result  of  the  sympathetic  bond  which 
made  one  sister  feel  ill  when  the  other 
was  sick  did  not  end,  however. 

One  day  in  February  last  Mrs.  Whit- 
tam.  feeHng  unwell,  took  what  she  sup- 
posed was  a  dose  of  medicine  her  hus- 
band had  procurenl  for  her  from  a  phy- 
sician in  Binghamton.  but  which  proved 
to  be  tincture  of  acenite  that  had  been 
set  away  and  forgotten.  Soon  she  be- 
gan to  feel  111,  and  her  husband  hastily 
prepared  antidotes  and  a  neighbor  was 
sent  for  a  physician.  When  the  phy- 
sician arrived  Mrs.  Whlttam  was  in  a 
comatose  condition,  and  it  was  with 
the  greatest  difficulty  she  was  revived. 
She  recovered,  however,  and  about  a 
month  afterward  received  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Schnell  saying  her  sister  was  dead, 
an  dthat  death  occurred  in  a  peculiar 
manner. 

On  the  day  In  February  that  Mrs. 
Whlttam  was  taken  sick  Mrs.  Schnell 
fell  suddenly  and  violently  ill. .  No 
cause  could  be  assigned  and  the  physi- 
cian who  was  called  pronounced  all  the 
symptoms  to  be  those  of  poisoning. 
At  first  it  was  suspected  she  had  tried 
to  commit  suicide,  but  this  was  dis- 
proved, then  suspicion  centered  on  the 
husband,  but  there  was  nothing  to  im- 
plicate him.  as  their  lives  had  always 
been  extremely  happy.  A  post-mortem 
examination  revealed  the  fact  that  the 
heart  had  been  strangely  affected,  as 
in  aconite  poisoning,  but  no  poison 
could  be  found  in  the  system. 

When  Mrs.  Whittam  wrote  an  ac- 
count of  her  suffering  relatives  con- 
cluded that  death  was  the  result  of  the 
sympathetic  bond  existing  since  child- 
hood. Both  had  been  affected  alike, 
but.  Mr.  Whittam,  knowing  the  cause 
of  the  difficulty,  administered  the  prop- 
er antidotes,  and  his  efforts  seconded 
by  those  of  physician,  were  successful, 
while  Mr.  Schnell  and  the  doctor,  being 
in  the  dark  as  to  the  cause  of  the  ill- 
ness, could  not  combat  it  successfully. 
Some  persons  in  the  Schnell  neigh- 
borhood still  hold  to  the  theory  that  the 
woman  died  of  heart  disease,  but  the 
majority  believe  her  death  was  due  to 
an  accident.

Portland.  Me..  Sept.  17.— Two  earth- 
quake shocks  occurred  in  Deering  this 
morning.

WAR  RELICS. 
An  English  writer  says  that  the  Royal 
1  nited  Service  Institution  in  its  museum 
now  located  at  what  was  formerly  the 
banqueting  chamber  at  Whitehall,  has  the 
most  remarkable  colkctlun  In  the  world 
of  war  relics,  military  weapons  and  ac- 
coutrt-ment.s,  and  models,  the  latter  in- 
cluding large  models  of  the  battle  of 
Waterloo  and  the  naval  engagement  of 
Trafalgar.  The  Nelson  relics  include  a 
piece  of  the  veritable  Union  Jack  which 
flew  from  the  masthead  of  the  Victory 
at  the  battle  of  Trafalgar,  a  lock  of  his 
hair  cut  after  death,  and  a  numb»r  of 
letters  written  with  his  own  hand.  The 
Napoleon  relics  include  the  skeleton  of 
Marengo,  on  which  Napoleon  rode  at 
Waterloo,  the  emperor's  chair  and  writ- 
ing desk,  and  Blucher's  saddle.  The 
sword  of  Gen.  Wolfe  Is  there,  and  also  a 
number  of  trophies  of  the  Irish  rebellion 
of  17ys.  Among  the  earlier  relics  are  an 
antltiue  sword  dating  from  the  period  of 
the  Crusaders,  and  several  undeniable 
remains  of  the  Spanish  Armada.  There  i.s 
a  bell  taken  from  the  French  flagship 
Ville  de  Paris,  and  a'  cannon  captured 
from  the  Chinese.  The  Gordon  relics  In- 
clude the  famous  yellow  jacket  conferred 
upon  Gen.  Gordon  for  his  Invaluable  ser- 
vices to  China.  Some  years  ago  Gen. 
Pitts-Rivers  presented  a  magnificent  col- 
lection of  old  and  modern  military  weap- 
ons to  the  University  of  Oxford,  designed 
to  show  the  evolution  of  the  bayonet. 

ENGLISH  IN  GUAM.

Mr.  Webb,  of  Manil- 
la, know  exceedingly  of  my  enormous 
respectability.  I  have  several  paper 
thereof  to  show  my  intense  good  con- 
duct, also  my  father.  Manuel  de  Souza. 
"PEDRO  DE  SOUZA. 

"The  female  in  this  house  are  guar- 
antee by  my  wife,  also  by  English  con- 
sul and  American  officer  for  continued 
respectability.  p.  de  S." 


The  Nations  of  Great  Poker  Players

Those  Europeans  never  will  under- 
stand American  institutions.  Here  they 
have  gone  and  prohibited  poker  In  Vien- 
na on  the  ground  that  it  is  a  game  of 
chance.  Of  course  that  is  the  dictionary 
definition,  but  any  man  who  has  ever 
kept  his  feet  warm  with  three  five  spots 
and  bluffed  out  a  man  with  three  kings 
knows  that  it  is  a  game  of  courage  and 
that  the  race  fs  not  to  the  swift,  but 
to  the  man  who  believes  In  himself. 
As  an  Indication  of  character,  poker 
beats  phrenology  hands  down.  It  is 
the  nations  of  great  poker  players  who 
conquer  the  earth. 

Shafter.  who  will  send  more  prisoners 
home  from  Cuba  than  he  ever  had  sol- 
diers there,  understands  the  philosophy 
of  jack  pots,  while  when  poor  Toral 
gambled  he  took  chances  at  roulette 
and  faro,  games  admirably  adapted  to 
the  genius  of  the  superstitious  Span- 
iards, because  fate,  a  rank  outsider, 
controls  the  re.«ult.  In  poker  every 
man  is  his  own  fate.  That  is  why 
Americans  play  it  and  why  Gen. 
Schenck,  who  taught  it  to  the  British, 
was  a  more  popular  minister  than  many 
a  better  diplomat. 

Gen.  Miles,  who,  when  it  became  evi- 
dent that  Gen.  Shafter's  force  was  not 
large  enough  if  the  Spaniards  really 
chose  to  fight,  and  things  were  look- 
ing pretty  blue  at  Washington,  advised 
the  demand  for  the  unconditional  sur- 
render of  Santiago,  is  probably  a  bad 
man  to  meet  in  a  ouiet  after-dinner 
game.

Prince  Bismarck  might  have  chosen  a 
more  auspicious  time  for  dyln^.  says 
the  London  correspondent  of  the  New 
York  Mail  and  Express.  So  great  a  fig- 
ure in  the  life  of  the  world  wants  the 
whole  stage  to  himself  when  he  dies.  As 
it  was,  his  obituary  columns,  necessarily 
curtailed,  had  to  share  space  with 
August  bank  holiday  arrangemenst,  the 
revelations  of  Mr.  Bankrupt  Hooley, 
and.  of  course,  with  the  war  news 

For  the  rest.  Prince  Bismarck  would 
have  fallen  a  little  flat  under  any  cir- 
cumstances. He  practically  died  about 
the  time  that  he  sent  in  his  letter  of 
resignation  to  the  Emperor  William  II 
and  since  that  time  we  have  been  del- 
uged with  obituary  memoranda  and 
post-mortem  anecdotes  from  Friedrichs- 
ruhe. 

As  for  the  anecdotes  that  have  been 
published— the  Bismarckiana— they  are 
woefully  stale;  simply  a  collection  of 
the  same  old  stories  that  have  been  told 
in  club  smoking  rooms  and  at  heavv 
dinner  tables  for  years  and  years. 

He  must  have  been  sick  of  it  all  him- 
self, for  I  do  not  think  it  was  inalice 
that  prompted  him  to  leave  such  strict 
injunctions  that  his  body  was  to  rest 
for  all  time  on  a  hillside  in  plain  view 
of  the  home  where  he  breathed  his  last 
A  man  of  such  mighty  fame  must  well 
indeed,  have  been  weary  of  the  pomp 
and  magnificence  of  court  ceremonial 
ami  disgusted  at  the  hollowness  of  roval 
and  popular  adulation. 

He  finished  with  the  world  when  he 
left  the  service  of  his  king  and  realized 
the  ingratitude  of  princes.  This  wish  of 
Bismarck's  was  the  echo  of  a  similar 
desire  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Gladstone, 
which  was  only  in  part  respected;  but 
perhaps  that  was  the  only  thing  In 
which  the  Great  Old  Man  of  Germany 
had  sympathy  with  the  Grand  Old  Man 
of  England.  Otherwise,  there  was  per- 
haps no  man  for  whom  the  prince  had 
a  greater  contempt  than  the  great  Eng- 
lish statesman,  who  preceded  him  liy 
only  a  few  weeks. 

"Gladstone  ought  to  have  been  a 
bishop.  He  would  have  made  a  very 
excellent  one.  As  a  stateman  he  wa.s 
an  olistinate  old  woman.  " 

That  was  the  epitaph  which  Prince 
Bismarck  is  reported  to  have  muttered 
when  he  heard  of  Gladstone's  death 
For  Disraeli,  according  to  Sir  William 
Richmond,  the  artist,  who  spent  some 
weeks  at  Friedrichsruhe  painting  the 
ex-chancellor's  portrait,  the  prince  had 
not  only  admiration,  but  friendship.  At 
the  Berlin  congress,  it  is  said  that  after 
Disraeli  had  made  his  famous  speech 
which  with  great  difficulty  he  was  in- 
duced to  make  in  English  and  not  im 
French,  Prince  Bismarck  went  up  to 
him  and  patted  his  shoulders  with  ad- 
tniration,  and  subsequently  was  heard 
to  murmur:  "If  he  were  only  not  a 
Jew." 

Sir  William  Richmond  evidently  had  a 
inost  agreeable  impression  of  the  prince. 
He  described  him  as  high-bred  in  man- 
ner, very  courteous;  a  lovely  voice,  and 
altogether  charming.  "He  reminded  me 
of  Darwin  in  manners,  and  I  soon  got 
over  the  nervousness  I  was  inclined  to 
feel  in  his  presence."  While  the  picture 
was  being  painted  the  artist  and  the 
chancellor  discussed  many  suljjects  an-d, 
in  particular,  religion. 

Said  the  prince  on  one  occasion:  "I 
remember  at  14  thinking  prayer  need- 
less, for  it  struck  me  that  God  knew 
better  than  I.  I  think  much  the  same 
now,  except  that  the  usefulness  of 
prayer  is  in  that  it  implies  submission 
to  a  stronger  power.  1  am  conscious  of 
that  power,  which  is  neither  arbitrary 
nor  capricious.  Of  a  future  life  I  do  not 
doubt.  The  present  is  too  sad  and  in- 
complete to  answer  to  our  highest 
selves.  It  is  evidently  a  struggle,  then 
only  in  vain,  if  it  is  to  end  here;  ulti- 
mate perfection  I  believe  in." 

Then  Bismarck  on  smoking— and  I  am 
endeavoring  to  cull  out  a  story  or  two 
which  may  not  have  reached  you  on  the 
other  side.  He  had  a  remarkable  con- 
ception of  the  soothing  powers  of  to- 
bacco. 

Said  he:  "When  you  enter  on  a  dis- 
cussion"—he  is  quoted  as  having  made 
these  comments  to  M.  Jules  Faure  at 
the  time  he  was  arranging  the  terms  of 
peace  at  the  close  of  the  Franco-Prus- 
sian war— "when  you  enter  on  a  di.?cus- 
sion  which  may  lead  to  vehement  re- 
marks you  should  smoke.  When  one 
smokes  the  cigar  is  held  between  one's 
fingers;  one  must  handle  it.  not  allow  it 
to  fall,  and  thereby  violent  movements 
of  the  body  are  avoided  or  weakened. 

"In  regard  to  the  Intellectual  staTe,  It 
does  not  deprive  us  of  our  intellectual 
capacity,  but  it  produces  a  state  of 
friendly  repose.  The  cigar  is  a  diver- 
sion, and  this  blue  smoke  which  rises  in 
curves,  and  which  the  eye  Involuntarily 
follows,  pleases  and  renders  us  more 
flexible.  The  eye  is  occupied,  the  hand 
is  engaged,  the  organ  of  smell  Is  grati- 
fied, one  is  happy.  In  this  state  one  is 
very  disposed  to  make  concessions,  and 
our  business— that  of  diplomatists- 
consists  of  continual  mutual  conces- 
sions." 

Prince  Bismarck's  appetite  was  al- 
most as  great  as  his  capacity  for  drink- 
ing. "All  our  family  are  great  eaters'" 
he  exclaimed  to  a  brother  diplomat,  who 
was  watching  him,  with  ill-disguised 
astonishment,  eating  the  greater  portion 
of  a  leg  of  mutton  at  a  meal.  "It  is 
fortunate  there  are  not  too  many  Bis- 
marcks,  for  if  we  all  ate  alike  Prussia 
would  not  be  able  to  keep  us.  We 
should  have  to  emigrate  to  America." 

In  one  of  his  letters  to  his  wife,  while 
he  was  ambassador  in  Paris,  he  com- 
plained that  when  he  went  out  to  din- 
ner people  gave  him  such  ridiculously 
small  portions.  "But,"  he  continued,  "I 
generally  manage  to  obtain  a  liberal 
supply  of  bread,  and  I  also  eat  all  I  can 
steal  from  my  neighbors.  Oh!  this 
Paris.  I  have  four  clocks  in  my  room, 
and  yet  I  never  know  what  time  it  is: 
two  fires,  and  I  am  dying  from  cold; 
six  looking-glasses,  and  my  necktie  is 
all  out  of  place,  and  I  am  sure  I  might 
eat  six  of  the  dinners  they  give  me  and 
yet  remain  hungry." 

At  home  his  food,  as  every  one  knows, 
was  of  the  simplest.  His  tastes,  as  far 
as  literature  was  concerned,  were 
equally  limited.  "Give  me  the  works  of 
Shakespeare  and  Goethe,"  he  said,  "and 
you  may  exile  me  to  some  desert  island; 
I  shall  not  grow  weary  there.  He  also 
delighted  in  history,  and  among  iiis 
books,  which  showed  signs  of  frequent 
reference,  were  Grant's  volumes  on  the 
"American  Civil  War."  and  also  the 
book  written  on  the  same  subject  by  the 
late  Gen.  Wylie  Crawford  of  the  United 
States  army.  He  also  was  acquainted 
with  the  works  of  Longfellow,  and  was 
fond  in  particular  of  the  "Golden 
Legend,"  which  he  described  as  a  beau- 
tiful German  story. 

It  was  not  oftei>  that  he  could  be  in- 
duced to  write  in  any  of  the  many 
albums  which  were  sent  to  him  and  re- 
turned so  often  unopened.    But    a    let-

A  woman  has  been  appointed  a  mem- 
ber of  the  medical  staff  of  the  United 
States  army  for  the  first  time  in  its 
history.  Dr.  Anita  Newomb  McGee 
is  the  person  elected  to  fill  the  position, 
and  her  appointment  was  made  in  di- 
rect recognition  of  the  service  done  by 
her  in  the  late  Spanish-American  con- 
flict.  From  the  beginning  of  the  war 
and  throughout  its  session  Dr.  !McGee 
superintended  the  ."^election  of  women 
nurses  for  the  different  .<?tations.  and 
most  of  the  700  now  In  the  field  have 
passed  muster  at  her  hand.s. 

Dr.  McGee  is  the  daughter  of  Pro- 
fessor Simm  Newcomb.  formerly  of  the 
naval  observatory.  She  was  born  in 
Washington  thirty  years  ago.  and  is  a 
bright-faced  woman  of  unruffable  tem- 
per. At  an  early  age  she  was  sent 
abroad  to  receive  an  education,  and  she 
graduated  from  an  Italian  college  and 
one   of  the   universities   for   women   in 


Hngland.  with  a  record  befitting  aa 
American  girl. 

Dr.  McGee  is  the  wife  of  Professor 
W.  J.  McGee.  head  of  the  bureau  of 
c-thnol->gy,  and  the  mother  of  several 
children.  She  has  served  a.*?  a  member 
of  the  staff  of  the  famous  Johns-Hop- 
kins of  Baltimore,  and  is  as  well  known 
in  literary  circles  as  in  the  medical  fra- 
ternity, having  contributed  several  val- 
uable papers  to  the  Ameilcan  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Science 
and  to  other  organizations. 

Dr.  McGee's  appointment  will  entitle 
her  to  the  uniform  of  a  second  lieu- 
tenant, without  designation  of  rank, 
which  consists  of  a  blue  cloth  gown 
trimmed  with  black  braid  and  a  cross 
in  gold  on  the  ctjllar.  Our  first  lady 
lieutenant  will  have  the  entire  charg" 
of  the  examination  and  as.^-ignment  to 
duty  of  all  the  female  nurses  in  the 
American  army.

HERBERT    BISMARCK. 

The  successor  of  Prince  Bismarck — ^■his 
eldest  son,  hitherto  known  as  the  Count 
Herbert — wlil  doubtless  now  take  the 
title  of  duke  of  Lauenburg,  conferred 
upon  Prince  Bismarck  by  the  present 
German  emperor  in  1890.  The  house  of 
Bismarck,  however,  is  of  Bohemian 
origin,  and  has  been  noble  since  the 
middle  of  the  fourteenth  century.  Prince 
Herbert,  who  was  married  six  years  ago 
to  Margaret,  Countess  Hoyos,  has  only 
daughters,  one  little  girl  being  '>  and 
the  other  an  infant  of  2  years.  Failing 
the  arrival  of  a  son.  the  third  duke  of 
Lauenburg  will  be  the  dead  chancellor's 
second  son — Count  William,  who  has 
four  children: — three  daughters  and  one 
son,  the  youngest  child,  born  just  alK)ut 
two  years  ago. 

It  is  extarordlnary  that  the  late 
Prince  Bismarck  was  an  honorary  doc- 
tor of  medicine  of  many  universities, 
and  yet  as  he  laughingly  asserted,  he 
hardly  knew  how  to  administer  a  pill 
unto  himself  or  to  anybody  else.  He 
was,  of  course,  a  knight  of  the  Blac'n 
Eagle  and  the  Golden  Fleece,  and  it  is 
said  had  a  secret  ambition  to  become  a 
Knight  of  the  Garter,  but  that  distinc- 
tion was  never  accorded  to  him. 

Otherwise  he  had  no  less  than  483 
decorations,  including  the  principal 
knighthood  of  every  land  except  Eng- 
/land.  The  various  crosses  and  embhlms 
of  the  different  orders  he  possessed 
have  been  valued  at  $25,000. 

One  of  his  fads  was  to  be  weighed 
each  morning  after  his  bath.  Twenty 
years  ago  he  weighed  240  pounds. 
Shortly  before  his  death,  not  more  than 
a  month  at  any  rate,  he  touched  the 
beam  at  188  pounds. 

Her  majesty  the  queen,  it  is  reported, 
shed  tears  when  she  heard  of  Prince 
Bismarck's  death.  Her  venerable 
majesty  is  always  shocked  when  thi. 
news  comes  to  her  of  the  demise  of  a 
very  old  person,  and  especially  of  one 
who  has  been  conspicuous  on  the  stage 
upon  which  she  herself  Is  a  central  fig- 
ure. She  has  written  with  her  own 
hand  a  few  words  of  condolence  to  the 
Countess  von  Rantzau,  t  le  late  prince's 
daughter  and  eldest  child;  and,  locked 
in  the  chljimbcr  which  will  be  the  tem- 
porary resting  place  of  the  illustrious 
remains  until  the  hillside  mausoleum  is 
finished,  will  be  the  wieath  of  laurels 
and  immortelles,  with  the  broad  ribon 
inscribed,   "From   Victoria,   R.   I."

Some  Curious  Phenomena  Noticed  In 
Connection. 

In  describing  how  the  mine.%  In  New- 
York  harloor  were  blown  up  the  New 
York  Times  says: 

There  was  a  Hash  and  the  water  flew 
up  in  spray  and  pieces  of  the  raft  flew 
high  in  the  air.  Perhaps  five  seconds 
after  the  explosion  there  was  a  low 
rumble,  and  then  a  column  of  water, 
triangular  in  form,  thickest  and 
densest  at  the  three  points,  shot  into 
the  air.

The  sensation  when  sitting  in  a 
rowboat  half  a  mile  from  the  spot  of 
explosion  was  most  peculiar.  The  water 
seemed  to  tremble  and  the  boards  of 
the  boat  seemed  to  be  trying  to  separ- 
ate. Many  persons  complained  that 
the  sensation  made  them  sick.  This 
sensation  was  simultaneous  or  nearly 
so  with  the  beginning  of  the  upr',ilng 
of  the  great  geyser.  It  lasted  until  the 
water  had  almost  attained  Its  greatest 
elevation,  and  had  ceased  entirely  be- 
fore the  descent  of  the  column  began. 

On  land  the  shock  was  felt  for  two 
miles,  and  dishes  rattled  and  houses 
shook  for  a  mile  from  either  shore. 
This  despite  the  fact  that  there  was  no 
sharp  report  and  apparently  little  dis- 
turbance of  the  air  particles. 

The  observers  agreed  that  the  three 
mines  had  exploded  as  planned,  and 
that  the  three  explosions  took  place  at 
almost  the  same  second.  A  peculiar 
feature  of  the  explosion  was  that  when 
the  peculiar  trembling  of  the  water 
took  place  fish  at  a  distance  of  a  mile 
leaped  out  of  the  water.  After  the  ex- 
plosion thousands  of  dead  fis'h  floated 
on  top  of  the  water  for  a  radius  of  two 
and  one-half  miles. 

Later  every  available  boat  was  in  use 
gathering  up  the  fish.  The  police 
launch  took  a  good  supply  for  the  men. 

After  the  big  explosion  some  of  the 
waiting  boats  started  on  their  courses, 
but  were  at  once  warned  back  by  the' 
Dyne  and  the  launch,  and  a  few  min- 
utes later  there  were  two  more  explo- 
sions. The  first  was  of  three  so- 
called  observation  mines,  fired  electric- 
ally from  either  one  of  the  forts.  ThJ 
second  was  of  two  mines  of  the  same 
character  as  the  three.  They  were 
similarly  fired.  While  the  second  apa 
third  explosions  were  heavy,  they  were 
small  and  weak  compared  with  the  ter- 
rific eixplosion  of  the  three  contact 
mines.  Anyone  seeing  the  triangular 
column  of  water  from  the  first  explo- 
sion would  rightly  Judge  that  no  vessel 
ever  would  have  lived  through  it

Mr,  Craig  Expresses   His   Views

monstrates  how  easily  a  manager  con. 
trolled  by  the  Hartman  •boys'  can  work 
the  gas  and  water  plant.s  and  the  rev- 
enues .  thereof  for  the  benffll  of  the 
electric  company. 

Ti    enumerate    some    of    the    reasont- 
why  certain  consumers  obtained  -peciai 
rates.    I    will    give    the    following,    viz.; 
The  Torrey  building,  in  consideration  ot 
their    discontinuing    the    use    of   a    well 
located  under  the  pavement  of  Michigan 
street  and  using  the   water  exclusivelv 
frjm  the  company's  mains;   the  Duluth 
Brewing  and   Malting  company,  on  ac- 
count of  being  a  new   industry,  a  larg. 
user  of  water,  and  owin.g  to  the  large 
expense  of  obtaining  it^  water  supply, 
being  locatetl  over  one  black  from   the 
nearest  mains:  the  railroads,  on  account 
of  being  very  large  consujners.  antl  also 
it    being   customary    in    most    citie.-«    ti. 
give  them  special  rates.  thu5!  preventing 
the  erection  of  their  own  plants. 

Now,  as  to  the  Spalding  and  St.  Louis 
hotels:       When    the    Hartman    electric 
(ombination  secured  control  of  the  gaa  I 
plant   the?e   buildings   were  paying   the 
regular  schedule  water  rates  and  using 
sas   through   the  day,   they   lequiring   a 
large  amount    >f  artificial    light   in    the 
lower   stories   and   dark    roims.       How 
easy    it    was    for    the    manager    of    the 
water    plant    to    give      those    buildings* 
•pecial   water  rates  in   con.-ideration  of 
Iheir   throwing  out    the   sas  and    usin" 
electric   light    from    the   Hartman   Elec- 
tric   company.      There      is      no      d^)ubt 
many   thousand*  of  dollars  of  revenue 
that  rightfully  belonged  to  the  gas  and 
water    compan.v— and    which    the      city 
would  have  today— was  diverted  to  the 
electric  company,  and  such   will  be  the 
case  *•-»    long   as    the   electric    company 
dictates  the  management  of  the  gas  and 
water  plants.

Charter. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  have  been  asked  to  state  through 
the  columns  of  your  paper  how  the  11- 
nancial  provisions  of  the  proposed  ciiy 
charter  would  help  the  city. 

Much  has-  been  said  about   refunding 
jur  floating  debt,   and  objections  have 
been    made    to    issuing   bonds    for    that 
purpose.  My  idea  all  along  has  been  not 
to    take    advantage    of    that    provision 
lor  the  reason  that  the  city  of  Duluth 
has    due    it    on   delinquent    assessments 
something   like    ?:JOO,000   more   than   our 
floating  debt  amounts  to,  though  if  ou*- 
forfeiture  tax  law  which  was  passed  by 
our  last  legislature  is  allowed  to  s^tand 
and    $500,000   of   the   assessments    wiped

would  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  and 
not  a  direct  debt  of  the  city,  and  it 
would  be  something  that  the  city  would 
have  assets  to  meet.  It  would  give  uj 
our  money  at  once  and  benefit  the  prop- 
erty owner. 

The  funds  in  the  treasury  at  the  pres« 
ent  time  are  so  lovv  that  it  seems  almost 
a  certainty  that  the  employes  of  the 
city,  one  and  all.  will  have  to  take  city 
orders  instead  of  money  after  Novembei 
until  the  taxes  begin  to  come  i^i  in  the 
spring.  This,  of  coursie,  will  mean  ser- 
ious hardship  for  those  who  depend  on 
their  pay  from  the  city  for  their  liveli- 
hood. 

Statements  have  Ixen  made  that  the 
city  has  been  getting  behind  for  running 
expenses,  and  the      amount      has  been 
estimated  as      high      as     $90,000  a  year. 
These  statements  have  been  exaggerat- 
ed in  regard  to  running  expenses.  There 
-lave   been  years   when  our  tax  collec- 
tions did  not  cover  the  expenditure     of 
the  year,  bec-ause  of  improvements  that 
had  been  made  for  which  no  means  of 
payment   whatever  had   been   provided, 
and  they  were  paid  for  in  orders.  Under 
the  proposed  charter  this  would  not  be 
possible.    A  board   of  control     is     pro- 
vided for  to  make      estimates  of      the 
amount  of  money  needed  for  the  various 
departments  for  the  following  year.    A 
limit  is  provided  for  by  the  charter.  This 
estimiate  is  submitted    to    the    council, 
which    has   power   to    reduce    It    before' 
making  the  levy,  and  each  of  the  vari- 
ous   departments    must      keen    within 
the  amount   allov.ed  it,  and  can  spend 
only  that  much.    Monthly  meetings  are 
held  by  this  board,  and  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  board  to  see  that  each  de- 
partment does  keep  within  its  limit.  Tha 
council  is  prohibited  from  allowing  bills 
when  there  are  no  funds  to  meet  them, 
and  the  comptroller  likeAvise  from  sign- 
ing orders  unless  there  is  money  in  the 
particular  fund  upon      which      they  are 
dr.iwn  to  pay  them. 

In  case  any  new  improvement  is  con- 
templated, such  as  the  building  of  fire 
halls,  library,  or  putting  another  story 
on  the  city  hall,  it  will  be  Impossible  to 
do  it  on  orders,  as  heretofore,  but  it  will 
be  necessary  first  to  provide  funds.  In 
short,  we  will  have  to  do  business  on  a 
cash  basis,  and  that  is  just  what  this 
city  and  the  whole  Northwest  needs  to 
do.  We  have  been  doing  too  much  busi- 
ness on  credit.

The  Bovernment,  through  the 
hydrographic  departinent.  collects  data 
and  prepares  charts  for  mariners,  keeps 
i>n  inspection  for  th^lr  information  th» 
latest  approved  nautical  instruments 
and  furnLohes  them  with  absolutely  cor- 
rect time  for  their  chronometers.  The 
charts  are  most  exhaustive,  showing: 
the  s>undin£rs  of  harbors,  straits.  l»ays, 
sound."?  and  shallowg  wherever  locate.' 
at  distances  of  but  a  few  yards  apart, 
and  the  soundinp:s  of  deep  water  ai 
longer  intervals:  the  soundings  of  the 
lakes  away  from  shore  l>einy:  .«hown  ai 
intervals  of  alKiut  tw*  miles.  In  the 
ocean  the  soundings  are  given  at  com- 
paratively frequent  interval.s  up  to  .'>00 
fathoms  and  at  longer  inttivals  at 
greater  depths.  The  s  »unditigs  in  shal- 
low water  are  being  const.intly  taken 
for  correction.  Charts  of  all  of  th>> 
waters  of  the  earth  where  commerce 
goea  are  kept  for  reference,  the  Infor- 
jnatim  contained  in  them,  acquired  at 
an  enormous  outlay  of  time  and  money, 
being  free  to  ail  corners.  At  the  offi.e 
here  there  havt-  just  been  received 
charts  of  the  waters  of  the  Philippine 
islands,  compiled  from  the  Spanish  gjv- 
ern.Tient  surveys  to  18:h». 

Getting  the  correct  time  is  a  matter, 
too.  of  much  expense  and  painstaking 
care,  requiring  the  services  of  a  stalf 
of  highly  trained  men  and  the  use  of 
fxpensive  instruments.  To  check 
against  the  eccentricities  of  the  sun  it 
is  neces^sary  ti  re.sort  to  the  stars,  the 
only  unvarying  markers  of  time,  which 
involves  frequent  a.<tronomical  observa^ 
tions.  Th^re  are  clocks  to  record  star 
time,  they  being  corrected  by  observa- 
ti>ns  from  the  stars,  and  in  turn  being 
uped  to  correct  the  clocks  keeping  sun 
time.  Once  a  year,  on  a  day  in  March, 
the  clocks  are  together.  There  are 
366>4  days  a  year  of  star  time  and  .IS'i'* 
of  solar  time,  the  solar  day  being  longer 
by  .!?  minutes  and  56  sec  >nds. 

The  reason  that  I'ncle  Sam  cannit 
keep  his  watch  correct  by  sun  time  is 
that  the  sun  is  too  cl  )se,  and  he  has  to 
squint  at  the  ptars  to  get  his  bearings. 

There  Is  in  the  hydrographh-  office 
here  also  a  marine  compass  such  as  is 
used  on  T'n-le  Sam's  warships,  a  fac- 
t-imile  of  the  one  that  Schley  steered  | 
for  the  Colon  by.  and  there  are  numer- 
ous other  objects  of  interest  that  will 
well  repay  a  visit.     The  office  is  I ocalid 


on  the  t.ip  floor  of  the  Torrey  building. 
The  following  on  the  nature  and  work 
of     the     hydrographic     department     is 
kindly    furnished    by    Capt.   Heinriehs, 
who  is  in  charge  of  the  office  here. 

••To    the    hydrograpf^ic    office    of    the 
I'nit.d   States   is   assignetl    the  duty  of 
making  charts  and  accumulating  infor- 
mali  )n    for   the   benefit   of   navigator.-?. 
The  information  gathered  is  exchanged 
ireely  among  the  maritime  nations.     In 
this  particular  the  iiydrographic  depart- 
ments of   the  various  powers   resemble 
each  other.     The  Fnlted  States  govern- 
nieni   has  adopted   a   system,    hiwever. 
which  differs  from  the  others  and  places 
it  at  the  head  of  the  hydrographic  work 
of  the  world.     It  has  offices  in  each  of 
the    principal    seaports   of   the    country 
and  collects  a  vast  amount  of  facts  of 
interest   to    navigators    and    distributes 
them  directly   to   the  seafaring  popula- 
tion, thereby  contributing  greatly  to  the 
safety   of  vessels   and   human   life   and 
property.     In   this  respect   they   are   of 
the  utmost  value,  particularly  to  the  in- 
."urance    comi»anies    and    merchants    in 
the  import  and  export  trade.    This  sy.-- 
tem    was    intnxluced    in    New    York    in 
1SS3  tor  the  benefit  of  ocean  navigation. 
At    first    the   office    was    regarded    with 
some  distrust    and  suspicion.     Naviga- 
tors could  not  bring  themselves  to  l)e« 
lieve  that  valuable  information   was   lo 
>'e    imparted    to    them    free   of    charg'^; 
they  had  learned   to  give  a  wide   bertli 
t  >  people  who  pretended   to  give   some- 
thing  for  nothing,   and   they  could   not 
see  why  the  government  should  devis- 
any   scheme   for   their   welfare   without 
exact mg  any  payment  therefnr. 

"In  a  few  months,  however,  the  sea- 
faring population  began  to  understan  I 
th  >  object  of  the  hydrographic  o'fice. 
which  was  distril>uting  all  the  late;^t 
possible  information  affecting  the  ship- 
ping interests  of  the  world,  and  was 
anxiouy  to  obtain  any  facts  which  navi- 
gators could  furnish  in  return.  Thf 
."ucco.ss  of  the  New  Y  >rk  office  led  to 
the  establishment  of  other  offices  in 
Philadelphia  and  Boston,  and  after- 
wards a  I  Raltimore.  Norfolk.  Va..  Sa« 
vannah.  Oa..  New  Orleans.  San  Fran- 
cisco. Portland.  Ore.,  and  Port  T>wns- 
end.  Wash.  The  volume  of  material 
collected  by  the  offices  so'on  became  so 
gn^at  that  additional  publication.^  weie 
needed  for  its  dissemination.  One  f  lass 
of  publications,  the  pilot  charts,  have 
acquired  a  world-wide  fame.  They  are 
known  and  appreciated  wherever  th*^ 
ships  of  any  nation  sail.  The  charts 
were  iss-ued  monthly,  but  as  informa- 
tion increased  it  was  found  necessary 
to  issue  a  weekly  suplement  in  addition 
to  the  regular  monthly  notice  to  mar- 
iners, which  is  published  in  pamphlet 
form.  In  these  notices'  all  the  facts  col- 
lected both  at  home  and  abroad  by  gov- 
ernment officials  and  by  sea  captains  <<f 
all  nationalities  are  given  in  succinct 
but  lucid  form.  The  system  followed  is 
that  of  an  immense  co-operative  asso- 
ciation with  the  navigators  of  the 
world  of  all  nationalities  as  contribu- 
tors and  the  I'nited  States  hydrographic 
office  as  publisher  and  distributer. 

"Besides  being  the  collector  and  dis- 
tributer of  this  important  marine  data, 
the  hydrographic  office  forms  a  con- 
necting link  between  the  naval  servii  e 
and  the  merchant  marine.  Urmging  them 
closer  together  and  inspiring  mutual 
respect  and  esteem.  In  no  sense  are 
the  hydrographic  offices  military.  They 
represent  the  peace  work  of  the  navy. 
Twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  officers  of 
the  r-avy  department  are  engaged  In 
work  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  the 
general  public  in  times  of  peace. 

"Whf'n  the  Chicago  branch  was  estab- 
lished in  I'^M.  lake  captains  regarded 
its  operations  almost  as  suspiciously  as 
their  ocean  brethren  did  when  the  New 
York  office  was  started.  Requests  for 
information  did  not  meet  with  ready 
responses.     The  captains  could  not  so 


why    tj|)e    government    should    take    so 
deep  an  interest fln  their  concerns,  and 
they  growled  ungraciously  about  an  at- 
tempt  to  foist  new  fangled  notions  on 
the  seafaring  community.     All  this  was 
speedily  changed   when   the   purpose  of 
the  office  became  better  known.     Other 
lake  ports    petitioned  for  the  establish- 
ment of  similar  offices.     A  branch  was 
opened  at  Cleveland  at  the  urgent  re- 
quest of   the  chamber  of  commerce  of 
that  city  during  the   fall   of  189.o.   and 
offices  at  Buffalo.  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and 
Duluth  have  recently  been  established. 
Persons  who  have  studied  the  question 
aver  that  the  work  is  even  more  neces- 
sary  on    the    great    lakes    than   on    the 
o<'eanj«.     L>ake  captains  have  to  contend 
against   greater  perils  than   their   sea- 
going   brethren.       The   captain    of     an 
ocean  steamer  steers  from  his  dot-k  In 
charge  of  a  pilot,   who  does  not  leave 
the  vessel  until  she  is  clear  of  all  prob- 
able  dangers.     The    captain    then    sets 
his  course  for  his  destination,  where  he 
is  met  by  a  pilot  and  taken  to  his  dock. 
Thu.'*    the   work   of   a   deep-sea    captain 
may   be   brlcfiy  summarized   undir   the 
heads  of  navigation  and  seamanship. 

"Now,  in  addition  to  these  two 
branches  of  the  nautical  profession,  a 
lake  captain  has  to  be  thoroughly  con- 
versant with  the  whole  lake  di^nrict 
and  be  able  to  pilot  his  ves.sel  through 
any  and  all  of  the  narrow  channels  con« 
necting  one  lake  with  another-.  He 
must  possess  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  characteristics  of  the  various  har- 
l)ors.  Our  inland  waterways  not  only 
embrace  some  of  the  most  difficult  pilot- 
ing in  the  world,  but  are  thronged  with 
a  stream  of  shipping  much  larger  than 
is  found  in  other  waters.  When  wo 
consider  that  :!230  vessels  having  a  ton- 
nage of  1,410,102  were  operating  on  the 
lakes  during  the  last  season  of  naviga- 
tion fi-om  the  United  States  alone,  and 
the  Canadian  fleet  is  also  of  consider- 
able importance,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
subject  really  demands  all  the  cai-e  and 
assistance  that  the  ITnited  States  gov- 
ernment can  give  it.  Fogs  ar-e  also  very 
pi-evalent  in  the  lake  regions,  and  entail 
<onf^tant  vigilance,  and  the  magnetic 
properties  of  the  iron  ore  carried  by 
many  of  the  lake  ves.=els  makes  com- 
passes very  erratic.  The  lake  captains 
task  is.  therefore,  an  arduous  and  re- 
sponsible  one.  and  he  needs  and  de- 
serves all  the  assistance  that  can  be 
rendered  by  the  government. 

"This  aid  is  now  coming  from  the  Chi- 
cago. Cleveland.  Buffalo.  Duluth  and 
Sault  Ste.  Marie  branches  of  the  hy- 
drographic office.  The  same  system 
which  has  made  the  offices  celebrated 
on  the  ocean  has  been  introduced,  and 
is  now  equally  apreciated.  Captains  of 
lake  vessels  report  newly-discovered 
rocks,  shoals  or  other  obstructions. 
These  reports,  together  with  the  mis- 
cellaneous data,  are  gathered  by  the 
hydrographers.  are  published  in  the 
notice  to  mariners,  and  distributed  free 
to  each  vessel  on  the  lakes  by  mail.  In 
'^■is  way  navigators  are  kept  posted  on 
the  placement  and  replacement  of 
liuoys.  changes  In  lights  and  signals, 
pier  extensions  and  improvements, 
dredging  operations,  position  of  ob- 
structions, amendments  or  alteration 
In  sailing  dii-ections,  etc.  At  pre3«"it 
these  notices  are  issued  once  a  month 
during  the  season  of  navigation,  bnt 
valuable  information  is  crowding  so 
fast  upon  the  lake  branches  that  they 
will  soon  have  to  be  issued  like  ocean 
bulletins.  They  are  printed  <m  one  side 
of  the  paper-,  so  that  important  parts 
may  be  clipped  out  and  pasted  in  the 
books  of  sai'ling  directions,  (or  the  greai. 
laki'S.  for  instant  use.  Volumes  of  sail- 
ing directions  for  the'  great  lakes,  com- 
plleil  by  the  officers  in  charge  at  Chi- 
cago and  Cleveland,  have  already  been 
issued  under  the  auspices  of  the  navy 
department,    and    been    found    to   be   of 


excellent  assistance  in  connection  with 
the  charts. 

•"The   first   pilot    chart   of   the   gi-eat 
lakes  was  issued  in  April,  1895,  and  met 
with   immediate   favor,   and  its  annual 
edition  since,  containing  the  latest  as- 
certainable data,  enjoys  the  same  repu- 
tation as  the  charts  for  the  North  At- 
lantic and  North  Pacific.  One  import- 
ant feature  of  this  chart   is  that      of 
i^howing  the  lines  of  equal       magnetic 
variation.  This  is  of  the  utmost  conse- 
quence to  navigators.      At  Duluth  the 
variation    of    the    magnetic    needle    is 
eight  degrees  to  the  eastward,  and  at 
the  east  end  of  Lake  Ontario  It  Is  ten 
degrees  to  the  westward.      It  Is  knowl- 
edge of  this  kind  that  keeps  the  lake 
captain   from   many   dangers.    A  series 
of  azimuth  tables  has  also  been  com- 
piled for  the  lakes,  by  means  of  which 
the  compass  error  may  be  obtained  at 
any  time  of  the  day  or  night.  In  connec- 
tion    with     the     service     the     United 
States  steamer  Michigan  has  made  nu- 
merous special  surveys  of  harbors  and 
shoals  on  all  the  lakes.      The  results  of 
these   surveys   have   been   charted   and 
meet  with  the  general  commendation  of 
shipping  interests.       All    told,    the   hy- 
drographic office  has  prepared  about  l.=^0 
charts  of  the  St.   Lawrence  river  and 
the  great  lakes. 

"The  beauty  of  the  system  of  the 
United  States  hydrogr-aphic  depart- 
ment, and  where  it  excels  all  others, 
is  in  keeping  everything  up  to  date. 
Unless  a  chart  contains  the  most  recent 
discoveries  it  is  practically  u.seless. 
Whenever  a  change  is  made  in  a  chart 
the  old  issue  is  called  in  and  destroyed 
and  a  new  chart  published.  The  office 
at  Duluth  receives  a  bundle  of  new 
charts  every  few  days  from  Washing- 
ton. Often  the  corrections  are  so  small 
it  will  take  a  day's  study  to  find  them 
out.  The  agents  are  allowed  to  send  old 
charts  back  and  get  new  ones  in  ex- 
change; as  a  con.sequence  they  have 
no  object  in  selling  old  charts.  The  ani- 
mating principle  of  the  work  is  to  sup- 
ply information  to  mariners  on  (he 
ocean  and  the  great  lakes  ab.solutely 
ui)  to  date.  It  8ht)uld  be  borne  in  mind 
the  office  has  no  business  connection 
whatver:  the  services  are  purely  and 
entirely  gi-atuitous.  It  is  the  policy  of 
the  office  never  to  advertise  any  one's 
work  or  implements.  If  there  are  two 
agents  In  the  city  selling  publications 
the  names  of  both  are  given  to  inquir- 
ers: that  is  part  of  the  p.ilicy  of  the  de- 
partment not  to  help  one  man  at  the 
expense  of  another-. 
."Lake  captains  now  keeip  i^r  constant 
communication  with  the  branch  of- 
fices, and  they  are  given  full  credit  in 
the  publicathm  for  any  information 
they  may  furnish."

New  York,  Sept.  17.-R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.'s  weekly  review  of  trade  says  to- 
day: Business  Is  passing  well  thi-ough 
the  difficulties  that  attend  the  winding 
up  of  a  war,  which  are  generally  good 
while  war  is  in  progress.  The  ru^'h  of 
.().C<ler3  k^'pt  In  the  Uacicground  while 
the  war  lasted  by  tho.=;e  that  thought 
it  shrewd  not  to  take  any  chances  has 
lifted  prices  a  little  and  caijsed  a  lai-gcr 
demand  for  the  time  than  can  continue, 
but  though  it  ha«  passed,  there  is  an  evi- 
dence that  the  consuming  demand  in 
very  large.  How  large  can  only  be 
judged  after  some  weeks  of  waiting. 
But  «»nce  more  it  looks  as  if  those  that 
wait  longest  are  likely  to  pay  most.  The 
busines."  of  the  countt-.v  is  expanding, 
so  that  payments  through  cb^ring 
hou.^es  in  the  second  week  of  September 
were  Ti.h  per  (  ent  larger  than  in  1S92, 
and  for  two  weeks  12  per  cent  larger. 

From  these  and  lailway  returns  anl 
such  trade  reports  a>'  are  in.>;truclive  it 
must  be  concluded  that  much  more  busi- 
ness Is  done  than  in  the  best  part  of 
past  years,  though  not  always  with  as 
much  profit. 

With  the  starting  of  nineteen  furnaces 
idle  a  month  ago,  the  weekly  pig  iron 
output  Sept.  1  was  21:5,043  tons,  against 
206,777  Aug.  1,  and  the  decrease  in 
stocks,  116,929  tons  in  two  months,  indi- 
cates a  consumption  but  little  below 
1,000,00«  tons  a  month. 

Structural  work  is  the  heaviest  ever 
known  at  Pittsburg,though  smaller  than 
last  year  at  New  York. 

The  demand  for  pipe  is  the  lat-gest  for 
a  long  time,  and  also  for  tubes,  and 
sheet  mills  are  crowded  west  of  Phila- 
delphia, while  the  foreign  consumption 
is  heavy,  and  the  rail  mills  not  yet. 
ready  to  accept  orders  which  they  can- 
not deliver  for  months,  as  they  are  en- 
gaged far  ahead. 

Southern  pig  iron  has  been  .sold  for 
export,  50.000  tons  in  all.  Including  1,").- 
000  to  Scotland,  and  orders  for  15,000 
more  have  been  refused. 

Woolen  mills  represent  rather  better 
orders,  although  much  machinery  "  is 
idle,  those  that  have  old  wool  bidding 
much  below  the  current  prices,  which 
are  so  far  maintained. 

Failures  for  the  week  numlocr  174  In 
the  United  States  against  204  last  year, 
and  twenty-three  in  Canada  against 
forty  last  year. 

Bradstreet's  today  will  say:  Reports 
of  still  further  enlarged  distribution  at 
most  Western  markets  and  of  slight 
improvements  at  Eastern  centers,  where 
demand  has  been  slower  to  materialize; 
enlarged  foreign  demand  for  bread- 
stuffs:  increased  railway  earnings,  not 
entirely  due  to  the  swelling  movement 
of  grain  to  market,  which,  indeed,  is 
still  behind  last  year's  record;  bank 
clearings  Increased  over  last  weeic  and 
over  all  corresponding  weeks  except 
one  year  ago.  when  speculatioa  was  very 
active;  rather  better  than  expected 
government  crop  reports  and  enlarging 
exports  of  American  manufactures  are 
all  features  tending  to  make  the  trade 
situation  at  present  a  notable  one.  Crop 
impairment  in  August,  not  unusual  nor 
unexpected,  proves  to  have  been  less 
than  feared  and  average  conditions  of 
leading  crops,  notaibly  wheat,  corn,  cot- 
ton and  potatoes  are  better  than  one 
year  ago. 

ITnfavorable  trade  features  are  few 
and  represented  chiefly  In  the  textile 
manufacturing  trades,  but  here  It  is 
hoped  that  the  undeniably  large  distri- 
bution of  dry  goods  this  fall  will  soon 
be  reduced  in  improved  demand. 

Bu.siness  failures  numbered  162 
against  194  last  week,  169  in  this  week 
a  year  ago,  ^15  in  1896  and  218  in  1S95. 
Canadian  failures  for  the  week  number 
twenty  against  seventeen  last  week, 
thirty-six  in  this  week  a  year  ago,  for- 
ty-one In  1895  and  forty-thr-ee  in  1894.

GOT  HIS  ROLL  BACK 


Found  He  Had  Been  Robbed

A  party  of  men  were  talking  the  other 
day  of  their  experience  in  various  di- 
rections, when  the  talk  turned  on  games 
of  chance.  Several  had  told  stories  of 
their  fir-st  Introduction  to  the  fascina- 
tions of  Ciird  games  in  which  a  money 
stake  was  involved,  when  a  well-known 
labor  leader  ventured  to  tell  his  exper-i- 
ence  among  a  gang  of  card  sharps.

At  first  the  game 
was  indeed  mild.  We  had  a  10-ccnt 
limit,  and  the  hands  ran  light.  I  was 
wirvning,  and  I  was  so  innocently  el.r^ed 
with  my  success  that  when  one  of  my 
friends  suggested  that  we  play  a  stiffer 
game  I  agreed  immediately.  Oh,  but  I 
was  easy.  It  Is  a  wcmder  to  me  now 
that  the  cows  didn't  cat  me  about  that 
lime. 

"Well,  to  anyone  who  reads  the 
papers,  that  is  enough.  Everyone 
knows  what  happened  next.  First  thing 
I  knew  I  pulled  a  whale  of  a  hand,  bet 
my  wad  on  it,  stacked  up  against  a 
straight  flush,  and  sat  back  ai>d  stared 
at  my  new  friends,  dead  broke,  and  even 
yet  no  better  off  for  my  experience.  I 
didn't  realize  my  position  at  any  time, 
until  I  saw  the  man  who  had  opposed 
the  poker  playing  rake  in  my  little  wad 
and  stow  it  away  In  his  own  inside 
pocket,  leaving  mine  as  empty  as  the 
tailor  turned  It  out.

SITUATION  AS  A  QUEEN. 

It  Is  a   Good    Deal  of  a   Tarce  In 
Europe. 

U  is  proper  but  not  especially  signifi- 
cant to  celebrate  the  accession  of  an 
amiable  yourrg  lady  to  a  throne,  says  the 
Cincinnati  Enquirer.  Wilhelmina  Helena 
Pauline  Maria,  haviirg  attained  her  ma- 
jority, is  now  queen  of  the  Netherlands. 
She  has  issued  a  proclamation  ful  of 
amiable  phrases  and  sounding  a  goou 
deal  like  some  of  Mother  Victorias  gra- 
cious addresses  to  the  public  full  of  vir- 
tue and  the  gospel  of  peace  and  prosper- 
ity, while  thousands  of  her  subjects  may 
be  suffering  from  oppression  or  starving 
to  death.  She  Is  a  lovely  old  lady, 
though,  and  so  far  in  advance  of  the 
average  of  her  predec-essors  that  there 
is  good  ground  for  the  universal  respect 
tor  her.  Wilhelmina,  like  Viiaoria,  will 
be  nominally  a  queen.  She  will  have  a 
great  deal  less  power  than  the  president 
of  the  United  States,  wno  is  chosen  by 
the  people  for  four  years.  The  people 
delegate  their  authority  for  a  short  perrod 
at  a  single  electiorr.  The  influence  of  this 
republic  has  been  widespread.  The  peo- 
ple of  Europe  are  steadily  assuming  ttie 
rrms  of  government,  though  monarchlal 
forms  still  nominally  ex:st.  The  more  po- 
tent the  people  become,  the  more 
nspectable  are  the  roval  "rulers."  With 
but  few  interruptions,  the  history  of  the 
kings  of  England  Is  a  disgraceful  one. 
The  .same  may  be  said  of  some  of  tlie 
queens.  "Bloody  Mary"  furnished  some 
of  the  darkest  i>ages.  Elizabeth  was  a 
crank.  Anne  was  superstitious  and  fool- 
ish. Kings  and  queens  have  to  behave 
themselves  now-a-days  to  keep  their  sit- 
uations. They  have  not  much  to  do  with 
the  affairs  of  their  countries.  Thev  are 
figureheads  who  will  after  awhile  disap- 
pear altogether.  The  less  aggressive  th^y 
are  the  better  the  people  like  them.  A 
president  of  the  United  States  has  to  be 
intimately  associated  with  some  unusual 
event  to  be  re-elected,  and  so  strong  haa 
been  the  prejudice  against  a  third  term 
that  one  of  the  greatest  captains  in  our 
history  could  not  attatn  it.  The  kings 
and  queens  of  Europe  must  be  circum- 
spect to  enjoy  a  life  tenure  of  their  of- 
fices.

Railroads  Hire  Chicago  Ex- 
perts to  Argue  the  Case 
as  Witnesses. 

Chicago,  Sept.  17.— When  the  Minnesota 
state  railroad  commission  reconvenes 
to  further  consider  the  li-on  ore  rate  ca.se 
it  will  be  at  Duluth  rrext  Wednesday,  the 
Cleveland  and  Chicago  hearings  having 
dcscd  yesterday  afternoon  with  the  ex- 
amination of  President  E.  P.  Ripley  of 
the  Santa  Fe  road,  and  that  of  I'resl- 
dent  Earling,  in  charge  of  the  o|)eraliiig 
department  of  the  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul. 
Mr.  Earling  had  been  furnished  by  de- 
fendant ore  roads  with  a  set  of  questions 
covering  all  the  points  at  i.s.sue  from  a 
railway  operating  standpoint,  and  he  an- 
swered them  from  preparetl  manuscript. 
His  own  road,  he  said,  has  ore  traffic  to 
Gladstone  trom  the  Menominee  and  Mar- 
quette ranges  handling  in  the  just  closed 
fiscal  year  over  5<K),(X>0  tons  of  ore,  which 
he  said  brought  so  little  revenue  that  It 
the  road  dependetl  on  it  It  would  gi)  out 
of  business,  though  the  rate  Is  6:<-l(Xi  a 
ton  per  mile,  somewhat  more  than  the 
complainant  In  the  present  action  de- 
mands that  the  Minnesota  rates  shall  be 
made,  and  the  Milwaukee  ore  terminals 
and  terminal  charges  to  pay. 

Both  Mr.  Ripley  and  Mr.  Earling  were 
posilivct  that  no  comparison  could  be 
made  between  roads  nine-tenths  or  more 
'>f  whose  traffic  is  ore  going  one  way,  and 
condensed  into  half  a  year,  and  such 
great  Eastern  roads  as  the  Kr-ie,  New 
York  Ceniral,  Lehigh  Valley  and  others 
which  have  steady  general  and  both  way 
traflic.  They  characterized  as  unfair  the 
tabulated  comparisons  offered  early  In 
iho  case  by  the  complainants.  Mr.  Rip- 
ley said  the  rate  per  ton  per  mile  did  not 
mean  much,  anyway.  It  Is-a  fetich  or  i<lol 
that  people  are  accustomed  to  bow  down 
to,  but  such  comparisons  give  very  IHtle 
satisfaction,  and  roads  with  the  lowest 
rates  often  make  the  most  money.  Both 
witnesses  thought  some  investments  in 
ore  roads  extremely  hazardous,  and  that 
investors  were  entltlfed  not  only  to  a  fair 
return,  but  to  the  establishment  of  a  sink- 
ing fund  that  should  mature  in,  say,  twen- 
ty years.  The  Income  account,  they  as- 
serted, should  be  charged  with  mainten- 
ance, which  was  particularly  heavy  In 
the  cost  of  such  roads.  The  maximum  of 
depreciation  on  such  roads  would  be 
reached  In  ten  years  or  less,  by  which 
time  about  everything  on  the  road  would 
have  been  replaced. 

Mr.  Ripley  testified  that  the  $8000  a  mile 
cost  for  the  Iron  Range  road,  including 
double  track,  was  probably  the  heaviest 
of  any  road  in  the  West,  and  both  he  and 
Mr.  Earling  alleged  errors  in  the  tables 
introduced  b.v  the  complainants  where 
the  entire  length  of  the  track  has  l.»ecn 
taken  as  a  basis  of  the  computation  for 
showing  fhe  high  charges  on  the  iron 
roads,  and  argued  that  the  main  line 
distance  between  the  terminals  should 
be  taken.  They  said  that  the  shorter  the 
line  the  more  of  the  total  receipts  were 
taken  by  terminal  costs.  Mr.  Billson  got 
from  Mr.  Ripley  the  statement  that  the 
terminals  on  Eastern  and  trunk  lines 
might  cost  40  to  50  per  cent  of  the  entire 
expense  of  construction,  and  that  there- 
fore costly  terminals  were  not  so  un- 
usual a  factor,  after  all.  But  Mr.  Bill- 
son  shook  the  witness  but  little.  Mr. 
Earlings  testimony,  especlallv,  was  al. 
most  an  argument  of  it.self.

The  two  sets  of  foot  ball  rules  on  the 
market— the  Stagg  code  and  that      re- 
cently adopted     by  the     Eastern     rules 
committee— seem  likely  to  result  in  the 
disruption  of  many  a  Weston  schedul.\ 
The  collegiate  circuit,  of  which  Chicago 
is  the  center,  is  put  into  the  worst  pre- 
dicament,   for    the    cluster   of   Western 
colleges  that  form  it  is  divided  over  the 
rules.     For  example.     Chicago.     Michi- 
gan.  Illinois  and  Purdue  have  decided 
to  stand  by  the  Stagg  rules,  while  Wis- 
consin.   Minnesota     and     Northwestern 
propose  to  play  under  the  Eastern  rule.s 
Either  a  revision  of  schedule  is  neces- 
sary In  these  cases  or  else  some  com- 
promise must  be  effected.     It  does  not 
seeni    possible    that      a  team    can     be 
coached  under  both  systems.     The  dif- 
ferences are  not  great,  but  there  are  a 
considerable  number. 

One  of  the  greatest  differences  is  a 
rule  in  the  Western  code  which  permit-* 
the  side  which  ha.s  lost  the  goal  the 
option  of  making  or  receiving  the  kick- 
off,  while  the  old  rule  gives  the  kickoff 
to  the  goal  defenders.  The  puriwse  of 
the  change  is  to  even  things  up  when 
teams  of  differing  offensive  and  defen- 
sive strength  meet. 

The  rules  re:;rarding  mass  plays  read 
differently,   but  are  in  effect  the  same 
There  is  .some  little  difference  in   the 
scoring    which  is  shown  in  the  follow- 
ing table:

The  simplest  method  of  finding  the  gear 
of  one's  machine  is  to  count  the  numlK-r 
of  teeth  on  each  of  the  two  chain  wheels, 
then  divide  the  number  of  teeth  on  the 
smaller  chain  wheel  into  the  number  on 
the  larger  and  multiply  the  diameter  of 
the  driving  wheel  by  the  result.  For  in- 
stance, if  the  rear  wheel  Is  twenty-eight 
inches  and  the  teeth  of  the  two  cog.

To  the  Editors  of  The  Herald  and  the 
News  Tribune: 

The  commission      which      framed  the 
proposed  city  charter  realizes  that  it  is 
next  to  impossible  for  all  the  voters  of 
Duluth  to  fully  inform  themselves  as  to 
the  contents  of  the  new  charter.      The 
commission  feels  that  It  is  a  part  of  its 
duty  to  the  public  to  do  what  it  can  to 
inform  the  public  of  the  essential  pro- 
visions of  the  charter,  so  that  the  voters 
may  know,  as  far  as  possible,  what  they 
are  voting  for  or  against.    To  that  end 
the  commission  has  appointed  the  un- 
dersigned committee  to    state,     tnrough 
the  public  press,  in  short  form,  the  es- 
sential provisions  of  the  charter,  and  to 
answer  in  the  same  way  any  questions 
which  may  l)e  asked  concerning  the  new 
charter.    It  is  not  the  intention  of  the 
commission  to  either  attack  or  defend 
the  charter,   but  simply  to  state  briffly 
its  important  provisions.  In  some  cases 
explaining  why  they  were  inserted,  and 
generally  to  give      the      public  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  Instrument. 
FINA.XCES. 
The  money  of  the  city  is  divided    into 
sixteen  funds.     The  mayor,  president  of 
the  council,  certain  city  officers  iind  the 
heads  of  the  various  departments,  con- 
stitute a  bi:ard  which  is  to  meet  monthly 
for  the  purpose  of  supervising  the  ex- 
penses of  the  city,  and  to  limit  the  ex- 
pen.ses   of   any   department    or   ofllcers. 
'Money  cannot     be     diverted     from  one 
fund  to  another.    A  limit  is  placed  on 
the      tax      levy.     No      city  order  can  l>e 
drawn  until      the     cash      is  in  the  fund 
against    which    it   is  drawn    to   meet   it. 
Bonds  cannot   be  issued   in  excess  of  5 
per  cent  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  tax- 
able  property    of   the   city,    except     for 
water  and  light  plant,  to  fund  fioating 
indebtedness,  to  pay  outstanding  bonds, 
and   for  a  permanent   improvem*  nt   re- 
volving fund  to  the  extent  of  $100,000.  In 
no  event  can  bonds  l)e  issued  exiejjt  by 
a  vote  of  the  people.    This  portion  of  the 
charter   is   largely   a   copy   of   the   Bell 
charter  of  St.  Paul,  where  it  seems    to 
have  given  satisfaction. 

.\.SSESS.MENTS  FOR  LOC.\L  IM- 
PROVEMENTS. 
Local  improvements  for  which  assess- 
^neivts  arc  made,  except  for  street 
sweeping  and  sprinkling,  cannot  l>e 
made  unless  2o  per  cent  of  the  owners 
whose  property  is  to  be  assessed,  and 
who  own  at  least  25  per  cent  of  such 
property,  petition  for  the  improvement. 
The  procedure  for  the  collection  of  as- 
sessments Is  substantially  a  copy  of  the 
state  law  for  the  collection  of  taxes. 
There  are  about  $1,100,000  of  assessments 
owing  the  city  for  improvements  al- 
leady  made,  a  large  part  of  which  can 
be  colleclcJ  by  the  provision  for  clearing 
sale,  and  thereby  the  city  will  be  able  to 
pay  the  general  fund  about  $350,000, 
taken  from  it  to  meet  the  deficit  caused 
by  the  non-payment  of  assessments. 
WATER  FltONTAGE  TAX. 
One  of  the  most  difiicult  problems  be- 
fore the  commission  was  the  drafting  of 
a  provision  to  prevent  the  unwise  ex- 
tension of  water  mains  into  localities 
where  tht  re  were  few  or  no  users  or' 
water,  and  where  the  chief  purpose  was 
to  add  to  the  value  of  real  estate.  The 
annual  tax  of  10  cents  per  lineal  foot 
of  frontage  for  ten  years  was  finally 
agreed  upon.  The  entire  amount  of  this 
tax  goes  into  the  water  and  light  plant 
fund,  and  to  that  extent  reduces  the 
amount  that  must  be  raised  by  water 
rates  from  wattr  consumers.  A  similar 
provision  works  successfully  under  the 
St.  Paul  (barter. 

MUNICIPAL  FRANCHISES. 
No  munici{«tl  franchise  can  be  granted 
save  hy  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the 
aldermen,  and  if.  within  thirty  days 
after  the  publication  of  the  franchise.  S 
per  cent  of  the  qualified  voters,  as 
s;  own  l>y  the  last  election,  petition  for 
a  submission  of  su<h  franchise  to  the 
people,  it  must  be  approved  by  .^  ma- 
jority of  the  people  voting  at  an  elec- 
tion thereon.  Every  franchise  must 
state  the  maximum  price  to  be  charged 
for  service  rendered.  No  franchise  can 
l>e  granted  for  more  than  twenty-five 
years. 

MUNICIPAL  OWNERSHIP. 
The  city  can.  if  authorized  by  a  vote  of 
the  people,  acquire  by  purchase  or  con- 
demnation any   plant   supplying   to   its 
inhabitants  transportation,  water,  light, 
heat,  power,  telephone  or  telegraph  ser- 
vices; and  it  can  sell  no  municipal  ser- 
vice   plant   unless   approved    ijy   a    two- 
thirds  vote  at  a  city  election. 
POWER  OF  M.\YOR. 
Many  of  the  commissioners  were  op- 
posed to  putting  too  much  power  in  tno 
hands  of  the  mayor.    To  meet  this  ob- 
jection it  is  provided  that  any  elective 
officer  (which  includes  the  mayor)     and 
any  officer      appointed      liy  the  council, 
;iiay  be  removed  l)y  the  common  coun- 
cil  at  any   time,    for  cause,   by  a   two- 
thirds  vote.    It  is  further  provided  that 
100  free  holders  of  Duiuth   may  at  any 
time    file    a    complaint    in    the    district 
court,  charging  any  elective  or  appoin- 
tive     officer  of  the      city  with  a  mi.«!de- 
meanor  or  malfeasance  in  office,  and  if 
upon  a  hearing  the  court  sustains  the 
charges,  il  shall  forthwith  remove  such 
oflTicer. 

CIVIL  SERVICE. 
All  employes  of  the  city,  except  labor- 
ers, and  many  officers  enumerattd,  ar.; 
to  be  examined  as  to  their  fitness  by  a 
hoard,  and  whenever  any  appointments 
are  to  be  made,  the  board  must  certify 
to  the  officer  making  the  appointment, 
from  those  standing  highest  on  the  list, 
three  more  names  than  there  are  plac -s 
to  fill,  from  which  the  appointment  must 
lie  made.  Preference  is  to  be  given  to 
the  veterans  of  the  late  civil  war.  No 
person  is  eligible  who  has  not  resided  in 
Duluth  six  months  at  least.  All  persons 
now  in  the  employ  of  the  city  are  ex- 
empt from  examination.  Manual  labor- 
ers, of  proper  habits,  experience  and 
physical  condition  are  to  be  employed 
in  the  order  in  which  they  apply  for  a 
.job,  preference  being  given  to  veterans 
of  the  late  civil  war,  and  those  .support- 
ing a  family  or  ov.ning  a  home  in  Du- 
luth. 

LIFE  TENURE  OF  COMMISSIONERS. 
As  the  constitution    now    stands    the 
pre'scnt  charter  commissioners  hold   for 
life.    An  amendment  to  the  constitution 
will  be  voted  on  the  coming  fall  reduc- 
ing their  term  to  six  years.     So  far    as 
"krjown.  all  the  present  charter  commis- 
sioners are      opposed      to  any  life  office 
connected  with  a  municipality,  and  it  is 
the  intention  of  all  who  have  been  con- 
sulted with,  and  especially  of  this  com- 
mittee,   to   resign  after  the  passage  of 
this  amendment,  so  that  noquestion  may 
arise  as  to  the  legality  of  the  commis- 
sion, as  constituted,  after  such  amend- 
'ment  becomes    operative.     Some  doubts 
have  been  raised  on  this  point,  and  the 
undersigned  committee  is  confident  that 
the  entire  commission     will     clieerfully 
resign  to  remove  .such  doubts.

Both  Father  and  Son  Have  Given  Up

Washington,  Sept.  19.— Capt.  Allyn 
Capron,  First  artillery,  died  at  his  home 
near  Fort  Myer.  Va..  yesterday. 

Capt.    Capron   was   one   of   the   best- 
known  officers  in  the  regular  army.  Ho 
had  devoted  himself  particularly  to  the 
artillery  branch  of  the  service,  having 
been  an  honor  graduate  of  the  artillery 
school  in  1873  and  was  regarded  as  an 
authority   on   artillery    tactics.       When 
Gen.  Shafter's  corps  w^nt  to  Santiago, 
Capt.    Capron   accompanied   it   and   his 
liattery  was  conspicuous  in  the  notably 
fine    work    in    th*    battle    of    Santiago 
During  the  first  day's  fight  l)efore  the 
city  Capt.  Capron's  son.  Capt.  jVIIyn  K 
Capron,   of  the   Rough       Riders,       was 
killed.  The  death  of  his  son  preyed  upon 
the  father's  .'nind,  but  he  never  swerved 
for  Pn  instant  from  his  duty  during  the 
terrible  days  that   followed.   The  seeels 
of    disease    wore    sown    in    his    system 
during  the  Cul)an  campaign  and  he  re- 
turned to  his  home  af  Fort  Mj'er,  near 
this  city,  only  to  be  stricken  dowii  with 
typhoid  fever.  His  death  occurred  about 
12  o  clock  yesterday. 

Capt  Capron  was  horn  in  Florida  and 
entered  the  military  academy  as  a 
cadet  in  1863.  After  graduation  he  was 
made  a  second  lieutenant  of  the  Fir«t 
artillery  on  June  17.  1867,  and  ^vas  a"n 
officer  of  the  regiment  until  his  death

WATCBMELOIV  SYRtP. 

\  Missouri  Man  Makes   an  Important 

Discovery. 

Capl.  Hilyer,  of  the  Harrington  hotel, 
has  prepared  a  new  syrup  and  inci- 
dentally has  provided  a  way  for  thf- 
?aving  of  hundreds  of  dollars  to  thi- 
farmers  of  .Mif^iouri,  says  the  Carthage 
Democrat. 

At  this  time  of  the  .year  when  the 
•vvatermelon  crop  is  ripening,  hundreds 
or  melons  daily  go  to  waste  on  arcauiii 
of  the  over-supply.  Capt.  Hilyer  has 
a  method  both  practical  and  ecjnomical 
of  using  this  surplus  fruit  In  the  manu- 
facture 3t  a  table  gyrup  which  will  rank 
in  looks  and  flavor  with  the  best  Ver- 
mont maple  syrup,  though  the  flavor  is 
peculiarly  its  own. 

The  syrup  is  made  from  the  red  part 
of  the  melon.  This  is  taken  out  and 
mashed.  The  seeds  being  removed  the 
maph  is  placed  over  a  slow  fire  and 
boiled.  The  water  evaporates  and  the 
solid  part  of  the  melon  disintegrates, 
the  whole  forming  a  clear,  .sweet  syrup 
which,  without  the  addition  of  sugar  or 
the  trouble  of  being  strained,  is  ready 
for  use. 

For  several  days  the  gue^'ts  of  the 
Harrington  have  been  eating  the  syrup 
and  many  have  remarked  upon  its  fine 
Havor.  Even  at  the  present  price  of 
melons— 10  cents— the  syrup  can  be  made 
at  less  cost  than  maple  syrup  can  be 
purchased.  An  ordinary  10-cent  melon 
will  make  a  pint  of  syrup,  which  is  but 
80  cents  a  gallon. 

Everyone  knows  how  watermelon  rind 
preserves  are  liked  by  epicures.  By 
Capt.  Hllyer's  method  these  preserves 
can  be  made  at  the  Ijare  cost  of  the 
melon  and  fuel,  as  the  red  part  of  an 
ordinary  melon  will  furnish  enough 
syrup  to  preserve  the  rind.

The  latter  Btatement  in  regain  to  the 
steady  reduction  of  the  city's  floating 
debt  is  \vorthy  of  further  consideration, 
because  interested  parties  have  repeat- 
edly asserted  that  the  city  is  running 
behind.  The  annual  reports  of  the  city 
treasurer  bear  testimony  that  the  debt 
is  being  reduced  yearly  and  that  an  im- 
provement in  the  ability  of  the  people 
to  pay  their  taxes  and  assessments 
would  quickly  wipe  out  all  the  floating 
debt  and  leave  a  handsome  surplus.  The 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March 
1,  1897,  showed  that  the  outstanding 
improvement  certificates  were  reduced 
to  the  extent  of  $282,083  during  that 
year,  while  the  city  orders  outstanding 
were  reduced  $122,746  during  the  same 
time.  This  made  the  whole  reduction 
in  the  debt  $404,830.17.  However,  there 
was  a  temporary  loan  of  $300,000  taken 
from  the  water  and  light  fund,  so  that 
the  actual  reduction  for  the  year  was 
$104,830.17. 

The   annual    report   of   the    treasurer 
un  March  1.  1898.  shows  that  outstand- 
ing   certificates    and    orders    were    re- 
duced to  the  amount  of  $128,908  durin.i.' 
the  year.  Part  was  refunded  at  4>4  pe. 
cent,  so  that  the  net  reduction  was  $15,  - 
908    .However,    $32,822    was    returned    to 
the  water  fund,  so  that  the  net  reduc- 
tion  of  the  city's   Indebtedness  during 
the   year  was   $48,730.       At   that       tim. 
Mayor   Truelsen    said    in    his       annua' 
message:      "While  I  am  not  able  to  re 
port   as   large  a  reduction   in   our  cit  • 
indebtedness  as  last  year,   the  l>alanc. 
nevertheless  remains  on  the  right  sid  ■ 
of  the   ledger.       We  may  congratulat 
ourselves  with  having  been  able  to  kee- 
the  expenses  of  the  city  within  our  in 
come,   especially   when    we   take       ini 
consideration  the  inability  of  the  peopi  • 
to  pay  their  taxes.      The  city  treasuie; 
has  at  all   times   been  able  to  procur.- 
funds   to   pay  all   demands   upon       th  • 
treasury,  and  in  consequence  the  credit 
of  our  city  has  been  maintained." 

Treasurer  Voss  says  that  so  far  this 
year  the  city's  indebtedness  has  been 
reduced  $100,000.  The  net  reductio;i 
may  be  a  little  less  at  the  end  of  the 
flscalj(-ear.  but  the  record  for  the  past 
three  years  shows  that  the  city's  float- 
ing debt  has  been  reduced  each  year 
as  follows:  1896.  $104,830;  1897.  $48,730; 
1898  (estimated  to  date).  $100,000;  total 
reduction  in  three  years  $253..i60.  The 
Herald  submits  that  this  is  a  splendid 
showing  during  a  period  when  moat 
people  have  found  it  very  difficult  to 
pay  their  taxes  and  many  have  found 
It  impossible  to  do  so.  It  is  also  a 
complete  answer  to  the  calumny  that 
Duluth  is  retrograding  financially  and 
that  the  city  will  default  on  its  obliga- 
tions if  the  proposed  charter  be  not 
adopted.

Why   does    not    farming   pay    better   in 
Pennsylvania?     Why   will   not  untiring 
till,  rigid  economy  and  personal  sacri- 
fice decrease   or  keep  away   the   mort- 
gage?    What  is   the  use  of  chattering 
this  year  like  a  lot  of  parrots  and  com- 
ing back  next  year  to  face  the  same  re- 
sults?   Bountiful  crops  and  great  gran- 
aries full  year  after  year,  and  no  money 
in    it    for    anybody  but    the    mortgage 
owner  -and    the    tax   gatherer.     Only   a 
bare    living,    not    much,    if   any,    above 
common  laborer's  wages  for  anybody  on 
the  farm.     Prices,  to  be  sure,  are  lower 
than    fifty    years   ago,    when    threshing 
was  done  by  the  Hail,  but   the  relative 
cost  of  production  and  the  selling  prices 
are   about   the  same.     No   matter  how 
much  more  you  raise  to  the  acre,  your 
profits  are  djwn  to  zero.    To  be  depen- 
dent on   a   Leiter   speculation   or  upon 
the  disasters  of  failing  crops  and  fam- 
ine  to  come  out  whole  or  with  a  prDllt, 
is    discouraging    to    all    following      the 
business  of  fai'ming  and  a  misfortune 
to   self-respecting   people.     I    feel   sure 
that   there   is   some   rectification.     You 
pay  too  much  taxes  and  toj  large  trib- 
ute  to   the  corporations.     The   fault    is 
nit  wholly  with  your  incomes;  it  is  the 
fixed  charges  that   eat   them   up.     You 
have    groaned    and    gone    to    sleep    and 
woke  up  with  the  nightmare  until  she 
is  the  oldest  mare  on  your  place." 

Mr.  Wanamaker  might  have  gone 
further  and  shown  that  the  gold  stand- 
ard, to  whitih  his  party  is  nDW  irre- 
vocably committed,  i^i  largely  respon- 
sible for  this  condition  of  affairs.  With 
almost  constantly  falling  prices  the 
producer  is  almost  always  at  a  disad- 
vantage, and  his  only  relief  is  a  Leiter 
speculation  or  the  disasters  of  a  crop 
famine,  as  Mr.  Wanamaker  points  out.

He  t(X)k  occasion, 
however,  to  point  out  that  the  stories 
about  the  city  getting  behind  for  run- 
ning expenses  have  been  greatly  ex- 
aggerated. 

The  fact  is  that  the  city  is  In  a  better 
financial  condition  today  than  it  has 
been  for  years  and  that  it  is  not  at  all 
probable  that  the  employes  of  the  city 
will  have  to  take  city  orders  instead  of 
money  after  November,  because  Mr. 
Voss  knows  and  so  does  every  one  else 
intimately  acquainted  with  the  city's 
business,  that  the  same  financial  ar- 
rangements can  be  made  now  as  have 
been  made  in  the  past  to  get  enough 
funds  to  carry  the  city  over  until  the 
taxes  begin  to  come  in  a  few  months 
hence,  providing,  of  course,  that  the 
funds  in  the  treasury  are  not  sufficient. 
But  will  the  city  be  short  of  cash?  The 
treasurer's  statement  presented  to  the 
common  council  on  Sept.  1  showed  that 
the  total  balance  on  hand  in  favor  of 
the  various  city  funds,  deducting  the 
fire  department  overdraft,  was  $.525,- 
652.46.  Of  course,  the  permanent  im- 
provement fund  was  largely  overdrawn, 
but  that  is  taken  care  of  temporarily  by 
improvement  certificates  and  there  is 
no  immediate  call  for  their  redemption. 
On  Sept.  1  there  was  about  $240,000  in 
the  general  fund.  The  Herald  has  no 
means  of  knowing  what  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  will  Ije  during  the 
present  month.  Perhaps  there  may  be 
no  receipts  this  month.  It  is  not  prob- 
able that  the  disbursements  will  be 
greater  than  in  August  when  they  were 
nearly  $70,000.  Presuming  that  the  re- 
ceipts this  month  are  nothing  and  the 
expenditures  reach  $70,000.  there  will  be 
$170,000  in  the  general  fund  on  Oct.  1. 
Applying  the  same  estimate  to  the  fol- 
lowing month  there  would  be  $100,000 
on  hand  on  Nov.  1.  But  it  is  safe  to 
say  there  will  be  some  receipts  during 
these  months,  and  if  necessary  the  gen- 
eral fund  can  be  replenished  tempor- 
arily from  othar  funds  until  the  next 
settlement  with  the  county  treasurer. 
Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  really 
no  danger  of  the  city  employes  being 
compelled  to  take  city  orders  for  their 
salaries.

GENERAL  CHARTER  LAW. 

Says  the  News  Tribune:  "St.  Paul 
and  Minneapolis  will,  next  winter,  securu 
the  passage  of  a  general  law  regulat- 
ing their  municipal  affairs.  If  the  new 
charter  fails,  such  law,  under  the  con- 
stitution, will  apply  to  Duluth." 

The  corporation  organ  only  states  half 
the  truth.  If  the  charter  fails  or  is 
adopted  tomorrow,  any  general  charter 
law  passed  by  the  legislature  next 
winter  will  apply  to  Duluth  as  well  aw 
to  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  if  the 
latter  two  cities  secure  the  passage  oi 
such  a  law  it  would  supersede  fh^ 
charter  to  Ix  voted  on  here  tomorrow 
providing  it  be  adopted.  The  constitu- 
tion says  that  any  such  general  law 
passed  by  the  legislature  "shall  be  par- 
amount while  in  force  to  the  provision; 
relating  to  the  same  matter  included  in 
the  local  charter,"  which  the  city  ha.- 
framed  for  its  own  government.

The  "Hold  Your  Wheat"  Cry 

is     Now    Going    the 

Rounds. 

NORTH   DAKOTA. 

Jamestown— The  frequent  showers  of 
the  past  ten  days  have  very  materially 
interfered  with  the  work  of  the  threshing 
machines.  Where  the  grain  has  been  dry 
the  machines  have  turned  out  2000  bushels 
per  day  and  upward,  so  that  with  the  in- 
creased number  of  machines  in  the  Jield 
this  fall,  with  moderate  good  weather, 
the  whole  crop  will  be  saved.  The  yield 
so  far  proves  quite  satisfactory.  Thirty- 
two  bushels  per  acre  is  the  best  average 
field  threshed  so  far.  On  old  and  worn 
out  land  the  crop  is  light.  The  yield  in 
this  county  will  average  about  eighteen 
bushels  per  acre. 

Notwithstanding  the  low  price  at  which 
wheat  is  selling,  this  is  a  very  prosperous 
year  for  Stutsman  county.  The  number 
of  acres  of  land  under  cultivation  this  year 
exceeds  that  of  last  year  by  40,0(K)  acres. 

Flax  culture  is  gradually  Increasing 
throughout  the  state,  and  in  this  county 
the  ttax  acreage  this  year  is  more  than 
double  that  of  any  prior  year.  This  is 
because,  and  only  because,  llax  culture 
has  been  paying  the  farmer  better  than 
wheat  raising. 

The  tax  levy  for  1S9S  in  this  county  has 
been  made,  and,  as  usual,  it  is  not  satis- 
factory. To  some  extent  the  burden  has 
been  shifted.  In  the  city  of  Jamestown 
there  has  been  a  great  Increase  in  the 
personal  assessment,  while  in  the  county, 
outside  of  the  city  of  Jamestown,  there 
has  been  an  increased  valuation  of  rail- 
road property. 

The  "hold  your  wheat"  cry  is  going  the 
rounds  of  this  county,  and  as  a  result  a 
large  per  cent  of  the  farmers  are  arrang- 
ing to  store  and  Iteep  as  much  of  their 
grain  as  possible  for  a  higher  price. 

Lisbon— The  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  Ransom  county,  N.  D..  have 
hit  upon  a  new  way  of  collecting  old 
debts,  and  have  authorized  the  chairman 
of  the  board  to  make  a  contract  with  a 
well-known  collector  who  advertises: 
"Special  attention  paid  to  the  collection 
of  tough  accounts."  There  are  a  large 
number  of  old  personal  lax  Judgments 
and  uncollected  personal  taxes  for  the 
years  1S16  and  1896.  which  are  certainly 
classed  as  "tough  accounts,"  and  it  is 
proposed  to  put  these  matters  into  the 
said  collector's  hands,  who  will  make  a 
desperate  onslaught  against  the  delin- 
quents, who  are  mostly  farmers,  and  try 
to  force  collection  in  every  case.  He  is 
to  be  allowed  a  commission  of  33  1-3  per 
cent  on  the  principal  and  interest  col- 
lected.

He  is  now  fully  recovered  from  his  recent 
mishap  and  has  returned  to  his  mining 
work  near  Whitewood.  He  has  lost  the 
index  finger  of  his  right  hand,  and  will 
always  carry  several  scars  about  his  arms 
and  head,  but  further  than  that,  he  is  as 
well  as  ever.  Richard  Clark  has  several 
standing  offers  from  traveling  shows  to 
go  on  the  road,  including  a  yearly  salary 
from  Col.  Cody,  with  whom  he  worked  a 
number  of  years  as  scout.

The  Duluth.  Mlssal)e  &  Northern  rail- 
road is  saii.1  to  have  in  contemplation 
improvements  whiih  will  result  in  the 
expenditure  of  from  $1,000,000  to  $1,250.- 
000.  Some  of  this  work  is  already  under 
way.  and  contracts  for  other  portions  of 
it  have  been  let  and  will  soon  be  under 
way. 

The  nature  of  mos:  of  this  work  is  the 
repla.  ing  of  the  timber  bridges  and 
trestles  along  the  line  of  the  road  with 
iron  and  steel.  A  number  of  the  heavy 
l.ruls:es  have  been  contrai  ted  for  al- 
ready, and  work  on  the  abutments  is  In 
Pro.^rtss.  There  are  several  of  these 
bridsres  along-  the  line.  The  heavy 
traffic  of  the  road  is  very  hard  on  the 
timber  structure,  and  omstat^t  work  on 
them  will  always  be  necessary,  in  fact 
a  bridge  is  completely  rebuilt  within  a 
■very  few  years.  Heavy  iron  structures 
■win  replace  them,  and  these  will  re- 
quire very  little  in  the  way  of  repairs. 

The  improvements  also  contemplate 
the  replacing  of  the  wooden  approach  to 
tre  ore  dock  with  iron.  The  approach 
has  been  tilled  with  earth  down  to 
Third  street,  but  it  is  intended  that  the 
^balance  shall  he  of  iron.  The  amount 
of  mast>nry  work  to  be  done  on  this  im- 
provement is  large.  Stone  piers  will 
have  to  be  laid  for  ail  this  work,  and 
this  part  <»f  it  alone  will  run  up  into 
tnoney  pretty  rapidly.

That  is,  while 
It  apparently  restricts  the  debt,  the 
charter  permits  issuing  orders  against 
that  immense  amount  of  old  taxes,  prob- 
ably nearly  $1,000,000,  that  are  now  un- 
paid. This  authority  will  be  found 
clause  5,  page  49,  of  the  charter. 

In  section  312  the  common  council  is 
also  authorized  to  issue  and  sell  "certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  in  anticipation  of 
the  collection  of  taxes  for  any  special 
fund"  up  to  80  per  cent  of  the  levy,  as 
.soon  as  the  estimate  and  levy  is  trans- 
mitted to  the  county  auditor,  so  that 
four-fifths  of  the  taxes  for  any  year  can 
be  mortgaged  and  spent  six  months  or 
a  year  in  advance.  As  the  new  charter 
is  claimed  to  limit  the  incurring  of  debt, 
this  is  a  strange  provision. 

Sinking  Fund. 

It  has  bfen  the  practice  in   this  city, 
htretofore,  to  levy  a  moderate  tax  each 
year  for  the  sinking  fund,  so  that  when 
Ijonds   came   due   a    fair   part   of   them 
could   be  j)aid  and   the  city's  fiedic     be 
kept   good,    while   a   part   of   the   K)nds 
could  l)e    re-Issued.     Section  289  of    the 
new  charter,  page  46,  prescribes  a  posi- 
tive  levy  of  a   tax   to  provide   sinking 
fund  enough   for  payment  of  all  bonds 
wlien  they   Income  clue.     This  will     re- 
(luire  a  large  iix-rease  in  taxation.     The 
new  water  bonds  just  issued  for  thirty 
years  will  require,  under  this  provision, 
:i  sinking  fund  tax  next  year  of  about 
$60.00(r:  the  total  del)t  will  require  a  tax 
of  $200,000  each   year   for   this  purpose. 
This  provision  will      proliably     increase 
everyone's  taxes  about  one  quarter.  And 
in  section  292  it  is  provided  that  if  the 
authorities   fail   or  neglect  to  levy  that 
sinking  fund  tax  any  "owner  of  bond.s 
shall    have    the    right    to    maintain    an 
action"   to  enforce  it.     This  means     the 
rapid  payment  of  the  city  debt,  so  that 
it  will  be  taken  care  of  by  the  present 
generation.     It    Is    very    nice,    and    will 
give   the  present   bonds  good   standing, 
but    will    make    the    bondholders     more 
happy  than  the  taxpayers,  particularly 
just  in  these  times.

Civil  Service. 

It  should  be  noticed  that  all  new  ap- 
pointees under  the  city  must  stand  a 
civil  service  examination,  but  any  em- 
ploye of  the  city  now  in  oflfice  is  exempt 
from  it,  and  "may  be  without  examina- 
tion appointed  to  any  corresponding 
office  under  the  new  city  charter.." 
Section  180. 

Mayor's  Appointments. 

In  section  82  the  mayor  is  given 
power  to  appoint  most  of  the  officers 
and  boards  of  the  city,  and  in  section 
88  they  are  given  absolute  power  to  ap- 
point their  subordinates  and  employes. 
This  gives  an  excellent  syftem  and  fixes 
responsibility,  and  marks  very  specially 
the  one  exception,  a  very  strange  excep- 
tion, which  is  the  officer  known  as  the 
"commissioner  of  public  work.?."  In 
section  134  it  is  provided  that  "the  com- 
mon council  may  by  ordinance  tem- 
porarily or  permanently  impose  the 
duties  of  the  commissioner  of  public 
works  on  the  comptroller  or  the  city 
engineer,  *  •  •  and  the  office  of 
commissioner  of  public  works  shall  be 
vacant  until  other  provision  Is  made  oy 
the  council."  So  that  if  the  commis- 
sioner does  not  allot  contracts  and  give 
employment  to  such  men  as  the  alder- 
men may  direct,  they  can  remove  him. 
This  will  doubtles-T  make  his  depart- 
ment a  perquisite  of  the  aldermen.  Was 
it  necessary  to  give  them  this  sop  In 
order  to  have  the  charter  adopted?  It 
certainly  is  utterly  out  of  harmony  with 
the  rest  of  the  charter  provisions,  and 
will  by  .''o  much  disappoint  the  people. 

Many  other  points  could  be  present- 
ed, but  this  will  indicate  that  the  con- 
cealed matters  in  this  proposed  charter 
will.  If  it  is  adopted,  thoroughly  disgust 
most  of  the  people  who  are  now  Inclined 
to  favor  it  on  general  principles.  And 
they  will  also  give  a  hint  why  money  I9 
being  spent  freely  by  some  interested 
parties  for  some  good  reason  to  secure 
a  favorable  vote. 


FAVORS  THE  CHARTER. 

Dr.  Humason    Talks  For    It   to   His 
Congregation. 

Dr.  G.  H.  Humason  talked  last  night 
at  the  Methodist  church  in  favor  of  the 
charter.  In  his  opinion  the  voters 
should  adopt  it  at  the  election  tomor- 
row. He  said  that  the  charter  commis- 
sion had  worked  on  it  diligently  for  six 
month.s,  and  he  believed  conscientiously 
The  newspapers  were  not  as  enthusi- 
astically in  favor  of  it  as  they  might 
be,  he  .said,  and  he  did  not  blame  them. 
The  charter  provided  for  reducing  then- 
compensation  for  public  work.  This 
was  a  mistake.  Newspapers  are  a 
necessity  In  every  city,  and  they  do  a 
great  deal  of  work  for  a  community  for 
which  they  receive  no  pay.  He  had  l>een 
in  the  newspaper  business  himself  be- 
fore he  became  a  preacher,  and  spoke 
from  experience. 

Mr.   Humason  said  that  the  financial 
policy  of  the  new  charter  was  patterned 
very  closely  after  that  of  St.  Pavl,  and 
during  the  past      five      years,  in  which 
time  the  city  had  been  working  on  its 
new  charter,  St.  Paul  had  shown  greater 
improvement  in  a  financial  way  than  al- 
most any  other  city  in  the  country.     He 
spt)ke  at  some  length  of  the  condition  of 
Duluth's      finances,  and      said  that  the 
city  was  not  collecting  enough  money, 
and  had  not  been  for  a  number  of  years, 
to  meet     running    expenses.     The    new 
charter  aimed  to  put  the  'business  of  the 
city  on  a  cash  basis,  and  that  was  what 
was  needed.     The    great     trouble     with 
Duluth  has  been  that  it  spent  its  money 
before  it  had  obtained  It.    This  was  not 
only  true  of  the  city   Itself,   but  of  the 
people,  and  even  the  churches.     He  con- 
sidered the  section  which  provides  for  a 
tax  of  10  cents  a   foot   per  year  on   all 
property    in    front    of    which'  there    are 
water  pipes  a  good  one.     He  did  not  be- 
lieve   that   vacant    lots   should   be    per- 
mitted to  share  in  the  proceeds  of  work 
done  by  enterprising    property    owners. 
They  should   be  taxed  as   high  as   pos- 
sible.   In  that  respect  he  said  he  was  a 
believer  in  the  Henry  George  single  tax 
theory.      City      Treasurer      Voss      was 
quoted  as  having  said  that  unless    the 
new  charter  was  adopted  he  would  be 
unable  to  meet  the  November  pay  rolls. 
This  meant  that  more  orders  would  have 
to  be  issued,  and  there  were  already  too 
many  of  them      out.     Under      the     new 
charter  this  could  be    avoided,    as    the 
debt  of  the  city  could  be  refunded  at  a 
lower  rate  of  Interest,  and  orders  could 
be  Lssued    against    property    on  which 
special  taxes  were  due  and  unpaid. 

Rev.  Mr.  Humason  said  that  under 
the  new  charter  the  mayor's  salary 
would  not  be  increased  during  his  pres- 
ent term,  and  that  even  if  he  could  take 
the  salary  provided  for  he  would 
scarcely  be  willing  to  do  so  after  what 
he  had  said  publicly  concerning  it.  The 
civil  service  feature  of  the  charter  was 
touched  upon  and  commended.  He  said 
that  only  ablebodled  and  competent  men 
could  be  employed,  and  that  a  man  who 
was  not  able  to  carry  home  u  pick  or 
shovel  could  not  have  positions  simply 
bec^ause  an  alderman  recommended  it.

BAILING  THE  PIONEER. 

Be  Emptied 


How  the  Big  Mine  WiH 
of  Water. 

Two  immense  bailers  to  'be  used  in 
removing  the  water  from  the  Pioneer 
mine  were  shipped  from  the  Gogebic 
boiler  works  Friday  night.  They  were 
built  on  a  hurry  up  order  and  are  now 
at  work.  Each  weighs  7000  pounds  and 
has  a  capacity  of  1600  gallons.  They  will 
move  up  and  down  the  shaft  alternate- 
ly and  one  can  be  emptied  each  minute. 
"The  bailers  are  built  like  those  that  are 
In  use  In  the  Iron  mines  of  Wales,  where 
they  are  used  Instead  of  pumps.  As 
the  bailer  goes  down  Into  the.  water  the 
bottom  opens  up  and  when  it  is  entire- 
ly submerged  the  door  closes  and  the 
big  bucket  filled  with  water  starts  on 
its  upward  journey.  When  It  reaches 
the  top  of  the  shaft  a  door  on  the  side 
opens  automatically  and  the  water  runs 
out  Into  a  trough.  It  is  estimated  that 
it  will  require  about  a  month  to  remove 
kll  the  water  so  the  resumption  of 
mining  operations  can  be  begun.

ARGELANDER'S  WIT. 

As  Hansen  was  Germany's  greatest 
i.master  in  mathematical  astronomy,  so 
was  t.'ie  venerable  Argelander  in  the 
observational  side  of  the  science,  says 
Professor  Simon  Newcomb,  in  the  At- 
lari'tic.  He  was  of  the  same  age  as  the 
newly  crowned  emperor,  and  the  two 
were  playmates  at  the  time  Germany 
was  bting  overrun  by  the  armies  of 
Napoleon,  He  was  held  in  love  and  re- 
spect l)y  the  entire  generation  of  young 
astronomers,  both  Germans  and  for- 
eigners, many  of  whom  were  proud  to 
have  had  him  as  their  preceptor.  Amoni' 
these  was  Dr.  B.  A.  Gould,  who  fre- 
quently related  a  story  of  the  astron- 
omer's wit.  W^hen  with  him  as  a  stu- 
dent, he  was  beardless,  and  had  a  good 
(head  of  hair.  Returning  some  years 
later,  he  bad  become  bald,  iiut  had  made 
up  for  it  by  having  a  full  long  beard.  He 
entered  Argclander's  study  unan- 
nounced. The  astronomer  looked  at 
him  with  some  surprise,  not  at  first  rec- 
ognizimg  him. 

"Do  you  not  know  me,  Herr  Profes- 
sor'?" 

The  astronomer  looked  more  closely. 

"Mein  Gott!  It  is  Gould  mit  his  hair 
struck  through.  " 

A    FIGHTER    OF   THE    OLD    SCHOOL 

"Some  men  are  born  naval  lighte.-s." 
declared  an  old  Detrolter  who  served  on 
a  man-of-war  as  long  as  his  years  would 
permit,  "and  they  are  just  as  liable  Io  be 
born  in  the  woods  as  where  the  roar  of 
the  sea  reaches  them  bv  Q^y  and  night. 

"My  father  used  to  tea  of  a  captain 
who  won  fame  as  a  hard  and  skillf-il 
fighter  under  the  eld  naval  regime. 
Through  an  exercise  of  political  influence 
he  was  appointed  a  nndshlpman  from  a 
remote  rural  district  of  North  Carolina. 
In  this  capacity  he  made  his  ttrst  ap- 
pearance upon  a  war  frigate.  He  gazel 
about  him  in  open-moutned  astonishment, 
and,  finally,  going  to  the  center  of  tlie 
deck,  looked  Into  the  hold.  His  lmpre.*.»;ion 
was  that  he  was  being  hoaxed,  but  sur- 
prise gained  the  master.v.  and  in  a  be- 
wildered way  he  exclaimed:  'Begosh,  she's 
holler.' 

"After  he  had  reached  a  captaincy  'ind 
while  he  was  In  port  for  a  few  days  one 
of  the  friends  of  a  petty  officer  who  had 
been  having  too  much  fun  ashore  re- 
ported the  young  man's  arrest.  The  cap- 
tain's first  talk  was  about  bombarding  the 
town  and  hanging  the  mayor  at  the  j'ard 
arms. 

"  'No  ift-.e  In  that.'  smiled  the  Interme- 
diar.v.  'I've  balled  him  out.  and  will  fix 
the    thing   peaceabl.v.' 

"'Baled  him  out'."  roared  the  <'aptaln. 
'Then  I  maroon  him.  He's  left  to  his  fate. 
Whon  one  of  my  men  disgraces  the  navy 
by  gettin'  so  full  that  you  have  (r>  bale 
him  out  I  throws  off  the  line  and  aban  oi.s 
him.'

CAUSE  OF 
THE  MOVE 

Battleships  Are  Now  Being 

Sent  to  Manilla  to  Fight 

Insurgents. 


WILL  NOT  INTERFERE 


Peace   Commission  Will  Do 

With     Philippines   as 

They  See  Fit. 


Washington,  Sept.  19.— The  officials 
at  the  state  and  war  departments  wel- 
comed the  notice  sent  to  the  American 
people  through  the  Ass-oclated  Press  of 
the  falsity  of  the  stories  describing  the- 
friction  between  the  Filipinos  and  ths 
American  forces  in  Luzon.  While  liio 
officials  did  not  care  to  discuss  the  mat- 
ter for  publication,  it  was  evident  that 
the  main  source  af  their  satisfaction 
was  the  evidence  contained  in  the  docu- 
ment that  Agulnaldo  had  profited  by 
the  warnings  of  the  American  com- 
inanders  and  had  gracefully  receded 
from  the  arrogant  attitude  assumed  by 
him  just  before  Gen.  Menitt  left  Man- 
illa for  Paris.  While  there  is  little  in 
the  official  reords  that  tends  to  contra- 
dict what  the  insurgent  ohJef  say«,  still 
it  must  be  recalled  that  both  Gen.  Oti.s 
and  Admiral  Dewey  in  cable  messages 
to  W'ashington  have  pointed  out  threat- 
ening complications  arising  from  the  at- 
titude of  the  insurgent?.  The  last  ad- 
vices received  at  the  war  department 
from  Manilla  came  from  Gen.  Otis 
Friday  last,  and  while  the  officer  re- 
ferred to  the  agitation  exhibited  by  the 
ins-urgents,  he  took  care  to  state  that  he 
had  troops  enaugh  in  his  opinion  to  meet 
a.ny  emergency. 

With  this  statement  from  the  com- 
.manding  general  on  the  scene  of 
activity  fresh  in  mind,  the  war  depart- 
ment explanation  for  the  dispatch  of 
•fresh  reinforcements  for  the  American 
army  at  Manilla,  namely,  that  it  is  but 
part  of  a  movement  originally  planned, 
appears  to  warrant  a  further  inquiry. 
The  navy  department  is  rushing  prep- 
arations for  the  start  of  the  big  battle- 
ships Oregon  and  Iowa  to  Honolulu, 
and  orders  have  been  sent  to  New  York 
navy  yard  to  rush  all  work  on  these 
ships.  The  purpose  is  to  have  them 
start  on  their  long  voyage  by  the  end 
of  the  present  month,  and  according  to 
the  department  calculations  they  should 
arrive  at  their  destination  by  tlie  end  of 
January. 

There  is  little  effort  now  made  to 
conceal  the  fact  that  the  department  will 
have  the  ships  met  at  Honolulu  by  a 
dispatch  boat  with  orders  to  turn  their 
prows  westward  to  Manilla. 

Battleships  of  this  character  are  not 
needed  to  keep  the  Philippine  insur- 
gents in  order,  and  their  assembling  at 
Manilla  in  connection  with  the  dis- 
patch of  heavy  reinforcements  of  troops 
for  the  land  forces  cannot  but  be  re- 
garded as  significant. 

In  well  informed  circles  here  it  is  said 
that  the  real  purpose  of  the  president  in 
making  these  preparations  is  to  insure 
the  peace  commissioners  from  any  in- 
terference in  their  work  of  disposing  of 
the  future  of  the  Philippines  according 
to  their  btst  judgment.  Not  having 
disclosed  his  plans  respecting  the  islands 
outside  of  Luzon,  the  seat  of  the  capital 
of  the  group,  the  president  still  reserves 
for  the  American  peace  commissioners 
the  right  to  dispose  of  the  remainder  of 
the  islands  as  they  may  deem  hes:. 

A  long  line  of  curious  incidents,  to 
which  one  of  the  great  powers  has  bten 
a  party,  has  beyond  question  done  much 
to  cause  a  feeling  of  uneasiness  on  the 
part  of  the  administration  as  tending  to 
show  a  purpose  to  interfere  in  our  free 
action  in  the  Philippines,  and  has  been 
only  slightly  diminished  by  apparently 
frank  disclaimers  of  an  ulterior  purpose, 
iiecause  the  incidents  continue  quietly 
and  in  a  manner  calculated  to  avoid  at- 
tracting attention. 

Such  for  instance  is  the  gatliering  of 
naval  vessels  south  of  the  Philipuine 
group,  the  only  explanation  of  which 
comes  from  native  sources,  it  is  true, 
but  still  bearing  marks  of  genuine.iess 
Is  a  i)urpose  of  acquiring  either  by  seizure 
or  by  some  secret  pact  between  the 
Spanish  government  the  important 
island  of  Palawan.  This  particular  Is- 
land forms  one  side  of  the  gateway 
through  which  must  pass  all  of  the 
extensive  commerce  that  flows  between 
Australia.  Micronesia  and  Southern 
China.  The  passage  is  narrow  and  If  the 
islands  of  the  Philippine  group  are  to  We 
retained  outside  of  Luzon,  this  island  of 
Palawan  must  be  kept,  as  forming  one 
.side  of  the  gateway. 

It  is  arathered  that  it  Is  the  purpose  of 
the  president,  therefore,  to  prevent  the 
alienation  bj-  Spain  of  any  of  the  Philip- 
pine group,  that  these  preparations,  naval 
as  well  as  military,  are  but  steps  toward 
the  execution  of  this  purpose.  With  the 
addition  to  his  fleet  of  the  two  battle- 
ships Admiral  Dewey  will  have  a  force 
powerful  enough  to  cope  witli  any  in 
Eastern  waters. 


TWELFTH  REGULARS. 
St.  Louis.  Sept.  19.— The  Twelfth  in- 
fantry. United  States  army,  670  officers 
and  men,  arrived  here  today  in  sections, 
under  the  command  of  Maj.  W.  H. 
Humphreys.  This  regihient.  which 
took  a  gallant  part  in  the  battle  at  El 
Caney,  came  from  Montauk  Point,  and 
will  be  stationed  at  Jefferson  Barracks, 
near  this  city.  Before  the  war  the 
Twelfth  infantry  was  stationed  at  Nio- 
brara, Neb.

SAW  <«SOAPY'*  KILLED. 

Chicagoan  Tells  How    the  Gambler 
Met  His  Death. 

Henry  Rydstrom,  formerly  a  Chicago 
>nan,  but  now  a  citizen  of  Skaguay. 
Alaska,  was  an  eye  witness  of  the  fight 
in  which  the  notorious  "Soapy"  Smith 
was  killed  In  that  place  on  July  8,  by 
City  Surveyor  Reed.  He  stood,  in  fact, 
w^ere  the  desperado  almost  fell  against 
him  when  Reed  s'.iot  him.  Mr.  Ryd- 
strom has  been  in  Skagruay  since  last 
January,  and  has  seen  the  rapid  gro«vtii 
of  the  place  from  simply  a  group  of 
tents,  constantly  lieirtg  put  up  and  con- 
stantly taken  away  as  the  migrating 
herds  of  humanity  came  and  went.  From 
the  start  "Soapy"  Smith's  reign  has 
been  supreme.  He  had  a  gang  of  toughs 
all  as  desperate  as  himself,  and  all  com- 
pletely under  his  control.  Like  the  able 
leader  in  villainy  he  was.  he  had  his 
crew  well  distributed  among  the  muni- 
cipal offices,  and  all  places  where  they 
could  be  used  to  best  further  his 
schemes,  and  to  best  afford  protection  to 
-ilmself  and  the  gang.  "Boss"  Tweed: 
never  in  his  palmiest  day  had  such  a 
perfectly  and  systematically  organized 
band  of  robbers.  There  were  always 
three  of  them  in  the  city  council,  his 
first  lieutenant  was  the  deputy  city  mar- 
shal, and  his  second  officer  was  the  edi- 
tor of  the  one  daily  paper  in  the  town. 
The  others  were  disposed  to  the  best 
advantage  possible. 

Smith  was  a  genius  and  a  .general  in 
his  line.  His  place  was  among  the  high 
officials,  where  he  acted  as  adviser 
and  director  in  all  the  affairs  of  the 
city.  He  could  easily  have  been  mayor 
had  he  chosen,  but  that  would  not 
suit  his  purpose  half  so  well  as  being 
in  the  position  he  occupied.  His  hand 
was  never  actually  seen  in  any  of  the 
villainies  perpetrated,  and  it  was 
known  how  useless  a  task  it  wauld 
have  been  to  try  and  fasten  any  of  the 
crimes  upon  him. 

But  everyone  knev.-  he  was  the  leader 
of  the  gang  just  the  same.  "Soapy," 
however,  was  an  admirable  strategist, 
and  often  laid  plans  for  bold  robberies 
that  completely  deceived  the  good  and 
honest  citizens  and  Invariably  proved 
successful.  One  of  these  schemes,  which 
was  carried  through  with  masterly  gen- 
eralship, will  serve  to  illustrate  the 
aiiility  of  the  man  as  a  leader  and  a 
campaign  planner.  There  was  a  Cana- 
dian minister  in  town  who  was  anxious 
to  raise  enough  money  to  build  a  church 
for  his  congregation.  It  was  "Soapy" 
Smith  who  put  him  in  the  right  way  to 
accomplish  his  purpose.  He  advised  the 
minister  to  make  a  personal  canvass  of 
the  town  and  solicit  subscriptions  from 
the  prominent  business  men.  To  show 
his  genuine  interest  in  the  matter  he  at 
once  put  down  his  name  and  really  gave 
up  $350  in  cash  toward  the  pro.^ect.  This 
lil)eral  donation  had  a  marked  effect 
upon  the  "other"  good  citizens. 

They  all  suljscribed  liljerally,  and  the 
minister  was  gratified  to  find  that  in  a 
very  short  time  he  had  raised  several 
thousand  dollars.  But  that  money  never 
wan  used  to  build  a  church.  The  min- 
ister had  no  sooner  completed  his  work, 
and  had  the  money  in  his  possession, 
than  he  \\-as  waylaid  and  robbed  of  the 
whole  sum.  It  is  a  certainty  that 
"Soapy"  has  his  %Zt><)  duly  returned  to 
him,  and  with  a  liberal  interest  added, 
while  the  rest  of  the  gang,  to  the  same 
certainty,  profited  individually,  accord- 
ing to  their  rank  in  "Soapy's"  army  of 
robbers. 

But  such  was  this  man's  powers  that 
no  one  dared  openly  denounce  him.  It 
was  bad  enough  to  know  that  he  sys- 
tematically plundered  from  the  strang- 
ers who  chanced  to  land  in  Skaguay 
with  gold  dust,  l>ut  it  was  worse  when 
bis  scheming  lirain  devised  plans  to  rob 
his  fellow  citizens  and  set  his  band  to 
carry  them  out.  And  yet  his  reign  con- 
tinued, though  Skaguay  had  grown  to 
be  a  city  of  5000  business  men.  He  was 
at  the  height  of  his  power  just  previous 
to  his  being  killed.  On  the  Fourth  of 
July  Skaguay  had  resolved  to  be 
patriotic,  and  a  general  celebration  was 
inaugurated.  One  of  the  features  was 
a  grand  parade,  and  in  this  "Soapy" 
Smith  was  the  leader.  But  even  then 
matters  were  shaping  themselves  to 
bring  about  his  destruction.  Alwut  July 
1  a  miner  had  come  into  town  from  the 
north  with  some  $3000  in  gold.  One  of 
the  gang  succeeded  in  getting  him  in 
town  and  took  him  to  one  of  the  dens 
where  the  robberies  were  co.mmitted.  It 
was  Smith's  policy  never  to  use  ex- 
treme measures  when  it  could  be  avoid- 
ed, although  a  murder  or  two  cut  no  fig- 
ure with  these  villiains.  The  ordinary 
plan  was  to  get  the  victim  drunk  and 
draw  him  into  a  "shell"  game,  and 
thus  relieve  him  of  his  money  in  a 
"legitimate"  mariner.  In  this  way  the 
miner  was  robbed  of  his  $3000.  He  how- 
ever, made  a  vigorous  kick  and  an 
effort  was  made  to  induce  "Soapy"  to 
give  up  the  spoils.  But  this  "Soapy" 
would  not  do,  and  the  refusal  led  to  his 
tragic  end.  For  the  first  time  since  his 
reign  began  he  was  publicly  denounced. 
There  were  open  and  private  meetings 
held  and  measures  were  in  the  way  of 
adoption  to  depose  the  "boss." 

On  July  8  a  large  number  of  the  citi- 
zens bad  congregated  on  the  wharf  and 
the  city  surveyor  was  just  calling  upon 
the  people  to  take  some  decisive  action 
arid  drive  Smith  and  his  gang  out  of 
town,  when  the  desperado  himself  ap- 
peared upon  the  scene,  Winchester  in 
liand.  He  deliberately  shot  Reed,  who 
fell  to  the  ground;  but,  wounded  and 
lying  as  he  was,  he  pulled  his  pistol  and 
shot  Smith  in  the  head,  killing  him  in- 
stantly. 

Smith's  entire  gang  of  twenty-nine 
rogues  was  captured.  Twenty  of  them 
were  given  free  transportation  south  to 
Seattle  or  Portland,  as  they  chose,  on 
the  promise  that  they  would  keep  away 
from  Skaguay.  The  rest  were  sent  to 
Sitka  and  are  nov.-  awaiting  trial.

A  TREASURE  HUNTER. 

Goes  After  Gold  In  Mexico^  But  Fails 
to  rind  It. 

The  Times,  of  Laredo.  Mexico,  tells  of 
a  Joplin  man,  who  recently  organized  a 
company  to  search  for  buried  treasure 
near  the  town  of  MIer,  not  far  from 
Laredo.  The  Joplin  man,  who  was  not 
named,  was  given  information  about  the 
treasure  by  an  old.  Mexican,  whom  he 
had  befriendea. 

It  seems  that  a  rich  old  mine  owner  of 
Mler.  named  Bustimente,  was  poisoned 
several  years  ago,  and  suspicion  fell  up- 
on his  nephew,  who  was  his  heir.  The 
nephew  was  arrested,  and  while  being 
conducted  to  Guerrero  to  be  put  in  prison, 
was  murdered  by  some  person  who  sought 
to  secure  the  riches  he  had  Inherited 
from  his  uncle.  But  before  being  ar- 
rested, the  nephew  had  given  all  his  val- 
uables and  money  to  a  faithful  servant, 
with  Instructions  to  bury  the  treasure, 
amou.iting  to  some  $50,000  In  gold,  in  a 
lonely  place  among  the  hills  near  Mler. 

The  servant  carried  out  his  master's 
wishes,  but  when  he  learned  of  his  mas- 
ter's murder,  he  fled  to  Texas,  fearing 
that  he,  also,  might  be  murdered.  It  was 
this  servant  who  r>ut  the  Joplin  man  on 
to  the  location  of  the  Mier  treasure.  With 
characteristic  enterprise  tbe  MIssourlan 
Interested  some  friends,  and  an  expedi- 
tion was  made  to  Mier.  They  reconnol- 
tered  for  several  days,  and  one  night  In 
the  dark  of  the  moon  they  dug  up  tlie 
earth  for  miles  around,  finding  only  about 
$5000  In  gold.  They  Intended  to  prose- 
cute the  search  the  next  dav,  but  the  au- 
thorities learned  of  their  little  snap  and 
stopped  the  deal.  The  Joplin  man  and 
his  friends  promptly  started  for  Litredo. 
fearing  that  the  alcalde  would  take  what 
they  had  already  dug  up.

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Charter    Commission   Gives 

Its  View  of  the  Proposed 

City  Charter. 

To  the  Editors  of  The  Herald  and  the 
News  Tribune: 

The  commission  which  framed  the 
proposed  city  charter  realizes  that  it  is 
next  to  impossible  for  all  the  voters  of 
Duluth  to  fully  Inform  themselves  as  to 
the  contents  of  the  new  charter.  The 
commission  feels  that  it  is  a  part  of  its 
duty  to  the  public  to  do  what  it  can  to 
inform  the  public  of  the  essential  pro- 
visions of  the  charter,  so  that  the  voters 
may  know,  as  far  as  possible,  what  they 
are  voting  for  or  against.  To  that  end 
the  commission  has  appointed  the  un- 
dersigned committee  to  state,  tnroughi 
the  public  press,  in  short  form,  the  es- 
sential provisions  of  the  charter,  and  to 
answer  in  the  same  ■way  any  questions 
which  may  be  asked  concerning  the  new 
charter.  It  is  not  the  intention  of  thei 
commission  to  either  attack  or  defend 
the  charter,  but  simply  to  state  brielly 
Its  important  provisions,  in  some  cases 
explaining  why  they  were  inserted,  and 
generally  to  give  the  public  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  instrument. 
FINANCES. 

The  money  of  the  city  is  divided  into 
sixteen  funds.  The  mayor,  president  of 
the  council,  certain  city  officers  and  the 
heads  of  the  various  departments,  con- 
stitute a  board  which  is  to  meet  monthly 
for  thfe  purpose  of  supervising  the  ex- 
penses of  the  city,  and  to  limit  the  ex- 
penses of  any  department  or  officers. 
Money  cannot  be  diverted  from  one 
fund  to  another.  A  limit  is  placed  on 
the  tax  levy.  No  city  order  can  b3 
drawn  until  the  cash  is  in  the  fund 
against  which  it  is  drawn  to  meet  it. 
Bonds  cannot  be  issued  in  excess  of  5 
per  cent  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  tax- 
able property  of  the  city,  except  for 
water  and  light  plant,  to  fund  floatin.g 
indebtedness,  to  pay  outstanding  bonds, 
and  for  a  permanent  improvemtnt  re- 
volving fund  to  the  extent  of  $10(t,000.  In 
no  event  can  Iwjnds  be.  issued  except  by 
a  vote  of  the  people,  'irhis  portion  of  the 
charter  is  largely  a  copy  of  the  Bell 
charter  of  St.  Paul,  where  it  seems  to 
have  given  satisfaction. 

ASSESSMENTS  FOR  LOCAL  IM- 
PROVEMENTS. 

Local  improvements  for  which  assess- 
pients  are  made,  except  for  street 
sweeping  and  sprinkling,  cannot  l>e 
made  unless  25  per  cent  of  the  owners 
whose  property  is  to  be  assessed,  and 
who  own  at  least  25  per  cent  of  such 
property,  petition  for  the  improvement. 
The  procedure  for  the  collection  of  as- 
sessments is  substantially  a  copy  of  the 
state  law  for  the  collection  of  taxes. 
There  are  about  $1,100,000  of  assessments 
owing  the  city  for  improvements  al- 
ready made,  a  large  part  of  which  can 
be  collected  by  the  provision  for  clearing 
sale,  and  thereby  the  city  will  be  able  to 
pay  the  general  fund  about  $350,000. 
taken  from  it  to  meet  tbe  deficit  caused 
by  the  non-payment  of  assessments. 
WATER  FRONTAGE  TAX. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  problems  lie- 
fore  the  commission  was  the  drafting  of 
a  provision  to  prevent  the  unwise  ex- 
tension of  water  mains  into  localities 
where  there  were  few  or  no  users  of 
water,  and  where  the  chief  purpose  was 
to  add  to  the  value  of  real  estate.  The 
annual  tax  of  10  cents  per  lineal  foot 
of  frontage  for  ten  years  was  finally 
agreed  upon.  The  entire  amount  of  this 
tax  goes  into  the  water  and  light  plant 
fund,  and  to  that  extent  reduces  the 
amount  that  must  be  raised  by  water 
rates  from  water  consumers,  A  similar 
provision  works  successfully  under  tht* 
St.  Paul  charter. 

MUNICIPAL  FRANCHISES. 

No  municipal  franchise  can  be  granted 
save  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the 
aldermen,  and  if,  within  thirty  days 
after  the  publication  of  the  franchise,  3 
per  cent  of  the  qualified  voters,  as 
shown  l)y  the  last  election,  petition  for 
a  submission  of  such  franchise  to  the 
people,  it  must  be  approved  by  i.  ma- 
jority of  the  people  voting  at  an  elec- 
tion thereon.  Every  franchise  must 
state  the  maximum  price  to  be  charged 
for  service  rendered.  No  franchise  can 
be  granted  for  more  than  twenty-five 
years. 

MUNICIPAL  OWNERSHIP. 

The  city  can,  if  authorized  by  a  vote  of 
the  people,  acquire  by  purchase  or  con- 
demnation any  plant  supplying  to  its 
inhabitants  transportation,  water,  light, 
heat,  power,  telephone  or  telegraph  ser- 
vices; and  it  can  sell  no  municipal  ser- 
vice plant  unless  approved  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  at  a  city  election. 
POW^ER  OF  MAYOR. 

Many  of  the  commissioners  were  op- 
posed to  putting  .too  much  power  In  the 
hands  of  the  mayor.  To  meet  this  ob- 
jection it  is  pr-Dvided  that  any  elective 
officer  (which  includes  the  mayor)  and 
any  officer  appointed  by  the  council, 
;nay  be  removed  by  the  common  coun- 
cil at  any  time,  for  cause,  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote.  It  is  further  provided  that 
100  free  holders  of  Duluth  may  at  any 
time  file  a  complaint  in  the  district 
court,  charging  any  elective  or  appoin- 
tive officer  of  the  city  with  a  misde- 
meanor or  malfeasance  in  office,  and  if 
upon  a  hearing  the  court  sustains  the 
charges,  it  shall  forthwith  remove  such 
officer. 

CIVIL  SERVICE. 

All  employes  of  the  city,  except  labor- 
ers, and  many  officers  enumerated,  aro 
to  be  examined  as  to  their  fitness  by  a 
board,  and  whenever  any  appointments 
are  to  be  made,  the  board  must  certify 
to  the  officer  making  the  appointment, 
from  those  standing  highest  on  the  list, 
three  more  names  than  there  are  places 
to  fill,  from  which  the  appointment  must 
'be  made.  Preference  is  to  be  given  to 
the  veterans  of  the  late  civil  war.  No 
person  is  eligiljle  who  has  not  resided  in 
Duluth  six  months  at  least.  All  i»ersons 
now  in  the  employ  of  the  city  are  ex- 
empt from  examination.  Manual  labor- 
ers, of  proper  habits,  experience  and 
physical  condition  are  to  be  employed 
in  the  order  in  which  they  apply  for  a 
job,  preference  being  given  to  veterans 
of  the  lat,e  civil  war,  and  those  support- 
ing a  family  or  owning  a  home  in  Du- 
luth. 
LIFE  TENURE  OF  COMMISSIONERS. 

As  the  constitution  now  stands  the 
present  charter  commissioners  hold  for 
life.  An  amendment  to  the  constitution 
will  be  voted  on  the  coming  fall  reduc- 
ing their  term  to  six  years.  So  far  as 
known,  all  the  present  charter  commis- 
sioners are  opposed  to  any  life  office 
connected  with  a  municipality,  and  it  is 
the  intention  of  all  who  have  been  con- 
sulted with,  and  especially  of  this  com- 
mittee, to  resign  after  the  passage  of 
this  amendment,  80  thatnoquestion  may 
arise  as  to  the  legality  of  the  commis- 
sion, as  constituted,  after  such  amend- 
iment  becomes  operative.  Some  doubts 
have  been  raised  on  this  point,  and  the 
undersigned  committee  is  confident  that 
the  entire  commission  will  cheerfully 
resign  to  remove  such  doubts.

address  to  the  electors  of  the  state.  It 
outlines  the  position  and  policy  of  the 
I>enfiocratic  party  and  the  lines  which  will 
be  followed  In  the  coming  campaign.  The 
address  is  an  able  one  and  treats  the  is- 
sues exhaustively.     It   is  as   follows: 

Eveiybody  agrrees  that  'here  are  certain 
economic  problems  confronting  the  Am- 
erican people  which  demand  solution.  The 
concentration  of  wealth  and  the  forma- 
tion of  huge  trusts  and  mon'>poIies  has  be- 
come an  evil,  and  unloss  some  effort  is 
made  to  check  tnt-  growing  tendencv  to- 
wards monopoly  some  appaling  disaster 
may  be  anticipated.

The  grtat  bulk  of  the  people 
however,  are  sustained  by  the  hope  that 
American  intelligence,  stat»•^'manship  and 
horn  sty  will  yet  discover  a   remedy. 

Iht  tendency  to  mon.);)olize  the  good 
thmgs  of  the  earth  is  not  new.  A  few 
centuries  ago  the  people  of  England 
awakened  to  the  fact  that  certain  cor- 
porations and  a  few  powerful  nobles 
were  gradually  ac(|uiring  all  the  land, 
and  thereupon  began  a  struggle  which 
la.>!te<.  for  ;;  hundred  yeus  between  the 
people  as  represent«l  in  iiarliament  on 
one  side  and  the  corporations  and  federal 
barons  on  the  othtr.  It  ended  as  all 
such  struggles  must  end.  bv  the  peopk- 
biiiig  victorious.  If  at  that  time  the  Eng- 
lish peoile  had  accept^-d  the  argument 
that  no  remedy  could  be  tound  for  the 
evil  we  would  not  hear  so  much  today  of 
Anglo-Saxtri  entf  rpris-^.

The  most  powerful  agent  in  the  building  i 
lip  cf  trusts  and  monopolies  has  been  the 
railrrad    corporations.

r<'iation  is  .vh  it  is  known  as  a  quasi  pub- 
lic coriK)ration;  that  is,  while  it  is  owned 
by  private  persons,  i.  e..  the  stockholders 
it  performs  certain  public  luties.  so  thai 
in  some  of  Its  features  it  is  a  public  and 
in  some  a  private  coroori'tion;  this  is 
known  in  law  as  a  quasi  public  corpora- 
tion. 

A  corfKiratlon  is  an  artificial  entitv 
which  gets  its  life  and  ixjwer  from  the 
lav».-«  pas.^ed  by  con^re.ss  or  the  Irgi.slature. 
C'f  nicessity  a  railroad  is  a  monopolv,  and 
also  of  necessity  the  gen-^ral  public  an- 
compelled  to  deal  with  it.  The  farmer 
hauling  his  grain  from  his  farm  to  the 
village  elevator  travels  over  a  public 
highway  which  is  owned  by  the  public; 
wiKf.  his  wheat  is  haul  I  irom  the  ele- 
vator to  the  lar.cer  mrirk-t  it  Is  still  car- 
ritd  .Ml  a  public  nighway  which  is  own^-d, 
hfwever.  by  private  persons.  It  is  easily 
setn.  therefore,  that  the  individuals  own- 
ing this  public  highway,  the  railroad, 
have  a  tremendous  pow-r  for  good  or  evil 
In  their  hands.  They  can  ruin  a  thriving 
\ill:ige  or  people  a  dc.-iert;  they  can  build 
up  one  mans  business  ut  the  expense  of 
his  neighbor's. 

Whtn  the  plan  was  devised  to  consoli- 
date or  control  the  oil  |>roduced  in  the 
I'nited  States,  the  most  efJl..|ent  agent  in 
enabling  the  Standard  Oil  companv  to 
crush  out  the  indep)enJent  oil  companies 
■w.x!'  the  niliroad.  It  was  proved  over  and 
over  again  at  Investigarions  made  by 
congressional  committers  :uid  committees 
from  the  legislatures  of  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  that  at  one  time  it  was  im- 
possible for  any  oil  company  or  refiner  of 
crude  oil  who  was  independent  nf  and  out- 
side the  Standard  OH  comnanv  to  obtain 
shipment  for  their  goods.  This  enabled 
the  syndicate  to  drive  thousands  of  men 
jut  of  the  business  and  to  build  up  the 
hi'ge  monopoly  which  the  Standard  Oil 
company  now  enjoys. 

APPLIES  A3  TO  THE  lUON  MINING 
INDUSTRIES. 
The  same  thing  is  being  done  in  Minne- 
sota with  reference  to  the  iron  mines.  A 
syndicate  or  company  which  owns  some 
of  the  largest  mines  in  the  northern  part 
of  this  state  also  controls  the  onlv  rail- 
road running  through  that  portion  of  the 
state,  and  also  controls  the  principal 
freight  boais  reaching  Duluth.  The  re- 
sult is  that  the  railroad  and  freight  boats 
hy  charging  exorbitant  prices  for  carry- 
ing iron  ore  makes  the  cost  of  placing 
the  ore  upon  the  market  more  than  it 
will  sell  for.  The  indeperid-ni  mine  own- 
er can.  therefore,  work  his  mine  onlv  at 
a  loss.  The  syndicate,  however,  whii  h 
owns  both  the  mine  and  tl.e  railroad,  is 
not  affected,  for  if  they  lose  on  the  ore 
they  make  on  the  railroad,  and  in  effect  is 
the  .same  as  the  man  transferring  his 
money  from  one  p<K-ket  to  another.  If 
this  condition  continues  It  is  only  a  qii^.s. 
tion  of  time  when  every  iron  mine  in  the 
states  will  be  owned  bv  the  syndicate. 

The  result  of  all  this  has  been  that  tho 
honest  men  in  all  psirties  have  attemptetl 
to  do  something  to  protect  the  people.  The 
establishm<>nt  of  the  Interstate  commerce 
commission  by  congress  came  about  as 
the  result  of  investigations  into  the  ooer- 
ati'>n.->  of  the  Standard  Oil  company,'  al- 
ready mentioned:  and  the  legislatures  in 
nearly  every  state  in  the  I'nion  have  e.s- 
tablished  similar  boards  of  commissions 
to  regulate  railroad  truffle  within  their 
respective  states.  Thus  In  the  state  of 
Minn»sota  in  1SS7  there  was  established  a 
railroad  and  w;- rehouse  commission 
which  was  given  power  to  regulate  rail- 
road rates  and  other  matters  in  the  man- 
agement of  railroads  in  which  the  public 
was  vitally  interested. 

The  attempt  to  interfere  with  the  man- 
agement of  railroads  was  of  course  fierce- 
ly resisted  by  the  railroad  companies, 
just  as  the  old  corporations  In  England 
for  one  hundred  years  resisted  the  ef- 
forts of  parliament  to  remedy  the  evils 
which  they  created;  but  little  by  little 
the  courts  c<f  this  country  have  estab- 
lished the  principle  that  where  the  legis- 
lature creates  an  artificial  body  and  en- 
dows it  with  certain  powers,  placing  it 
in  a  position  where  the  public  are  com- 
pelled to  deal  with  it.  of  necessity  it  has 
the  authority  and  right  to  limit  its  powers 
and  regu!ate  its  dealings  with  the  public. 
The  ri-med.T.  therefore,  for  the  evils 
above  described  which  at  this  time  seems 
feasible,  is  in  the  honest  and  fearless  ad-

This  decision 
of  the  supreme  court,  while  saving  to  the 
settlers  along  the  line  of  the  Great  North- 
ern railroad  a  vast  amount  of  money  per 
annum,  estimated  at  about  $2.000.W)o,  is 
still  more  important  because  it  Is  a  etcp 
In  the  direction  of  adjusting  the  respective 
rights  of  the  people  and  transportatfon 
companies. 

APPEAL  TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE 
STATE- PARTY  ACTION. 
The  highest  court  of  our  state  rendered 
Its  decision  Oct.  20.  1897,  and  now  an  y»i- 
peal  has  been  taken  to  the  people  of  the 
state  and  It  Is  for  them  to  say  what  ilicir 
judgment    is    upon    this    question. 

Three  of  the  five  judges  who  rendered 
th's  judgment  are  before  the  pe-ople  this 
fall  for  re-election.  The  Democratic  party 
nominated  all  three  of  them.  The  Repub- 
lie-an  party  rf fused  to  nominate  any  of 
them,  but  nominated  against  them  three 
other  gentlemen.

It  becomes 
a  matter  of  conscience,  for  if  when  pub- 
lic servants  perform  their  duty  honestly 
and  fearlessly  the  people  at  the  first  op- 
portunity Humiliate  them  by  ejecting 
them  from  the  offlcfs  they  have  hones!!/ 
administered,  they  simply  serve  notice 
upon  them  that  so  far  as  worldly  ad- 
vaneement  is  concerned  honesty  is  not  the 
best    policy. 

But  the  Republican  convention.  In  order 
lo  rmi)haslze  its  hostility  to  the  attitude 
of  the  supreme  court  upon  the  question  tif 
regulating  rates  went  farther.  Justice 
Codins.  who  took  part  in  the  decision  al- 
ready mentioned,  was  a  candidate  for 
go\ernor  and  was  defeated.  Attorney 
General  Childs.  who  made  that  decision, 
peiss'bly  by  the  intense  application  .unl 
work  he  put  into  the  case,  was  a  cam  i- 
date  for  promotion  to  the  supreme  bc.icii. 
and  he  was  defeated.  It  is  fair  to  assume 
that  his  attitude  upon  this  <|uestlon.  as 
wfll  as  upem  the  attempt  to  con.soMdate 
the  Great  Northern  and  Northern  Pacific 
rairoads.  and  the  Anderson  tax  law  vas 
not  satisfactory. 

EUS'llS  AS  THE  MONOPOLISTIC  CAN-

Mr.  Eustis,  who  was  nominated  for 
governor,  was  one  of  the  incorporators 
and  directors  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul. 
Minneapolij;  &  Sauli  Ste.  Marie  Railroad 
company,  of  which  Thomas  Lowry  for 
years  was  president.  He  and  Mr.  I.,owrv 
were  al.so  directors  of  the  Northwesterii 
Guaranty  Loan  company.  Mr.  Lowry  is 
president  of  the  Twin  cltv  Rapid  Transit 
company.

^IGIINALDO'S  CLAIM 


Makes  an  Official  Statement 
to  the  American  Govern- 
ment and  People. 


New  York,  Sept.  19.— The  following 
dispatch  has  been  received  at  the  office 
here  of  the  Associated  Press: 

"Manilla,  Philippine  Islands,  Sept.  19. 
—The  Filipino  government  desires  to  in- 
form the  American  government  and 
people  that  the  many  rumors  circulated 
regarding  the  strained  relations  be- 
tween the  Filipinos  and  American  forces 
'are  Irase,  malicious  slarvders  of  the 
enemy  to  both  parties;  that  they  are 
without  any  truth,  and  are  circulated 
for  the  purpose  of  prejudicing  the  ap- 
peal of  the  Filipinos  for  their  release 
from  the  oppression  and  cruelty  of 
C^I>aln. 

"The  relations  of  our  people  and  yours 
have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  of  the 
/most  friendly  nature,  and  we  have  with- 
drawn our  forces^  from  the  suburljs  of 
Manilla  as  ars  additional  evidence  of 
our  confidence  in  the  great  American 
repu'hlic.  AGUIXALDO." 

Washington.  Sept.  19.- The  Assoc!-: 
ated  Press  dispatch  conveying  Aguin- 
aldo's  message  to  the  American  people 
was  regarded  with  much  interest  at 
the  White  House.  The  president  read 
the  statement  with  evident  appreciation 
of  its  Importance,  but  did  not  volun- 
teer any  information  as  to  the  attitude 
e>f  this  government.  The  officials  very 
near  him  spoke  of  the  message  "as  a 
very  important  document."

Leading  French  Lawyer  Out- 
lines Recent  Developments 
Regarding  Dreyfus. 

New-  York,  Sept.  19.— A  dispatch  lo 
the  World  from  Paris  says:  Jules 
Perivler.  a  leading  member  of  the 
French  bar,  explain.s  the  present  legal 
status  of  the  Dreyfus  case  as  follows: 
•Judicially,  the  ministerial  decision 
to  refer  the  case  to  an  examining  com- 
mission of  three  decides  nothing,  ex- 
cept the  resifting  of  the  Dreyfus  dos- 
sier in  the  light  of  recent  events.  The 
commission's  finding  will  determine 
whether  there  shall  be  a  revision  or 
not. 

"The  decision  is  important,  political- 
ly, in  that  It  reveals  and  approves  tho 
sentiment  of  the  country  in  favor  of  a 
revision." 

Paris  Is  quiet  outwardly.  There  seems 
to  b»^  a  feeling  of  relief  because  a  re- 
vision has  virtually  been  determined 
upon.  Hut  theie  is  a  great  commotion 
among  the  chiefs  of  the  army.  They  un- 
doubtedly have  the  disposition,  if  not 
the  courage,  to  try  to  prevent  a  revision 
at  the  eleventh  hour  by  a  military  coup 
d'etat. 

M.  Cavaignac.  who  resigned  lately  as 
minister  of  war,  and  who  has  cast  his 
lot  unreservedly  with  the  army.  is 
pointed  to  as  a  possible  dictator,  but 
public  sentiment  will  be  a  most  effect- 
ive bar  against  such  designs.  It  has 
veered  around  completely  in  favor  of  re- 
vision and  justice,  which  everywhere  is 
recognized  now  except  by  a  couple  of 
anti-Dreyfus  organs.

rive  Regiments  at  San   Francisco  to 
~  Go  at  Once. 

Washington,  Sept.  19.— Five  regiments 
now  at  San  Francisco  have  been  ordered 
to  Manilla.  Arrangements  for  their 
transportati3n  will  be  made  at  once. 

The  regiments  ordered  to  Manilla  arc 
the  following:  Fifty-first  Iowa,  Twen- 
tieth Kansas,  First  Tennessee,  First 
Wa.=ihington  and  a  detachment  of  the 
Second  Oregon. 

It  was  stated  at  tho  v.-ar  dopartmonf 
that  no  exigency  had  arisen  which 
made  it  necessary  to  send  the  troops  to 
Manilla,  but  the  order  issued  today  was 
in  accordance  with  the  general  plan  of 
the  department  regarding  a  garrison 
for  the  Philippines.  That  plan  of  gar- 
rison duty  included  20.000  men  for  the 
Philippines,  12.500  for  Porto  Rico  and 
60.000  for  Cuba.  The  troops  to  be  sent 
to  Manilla  under  today's  order  will  fill 
the  complement  for  that  station.  The 
troops  would  have  been  .sent  before,  it 
was  said,  except  that  the  department 
was  awaiting  the  return  of  transports. 

It  is  not  oxi>ected  that  troops  now  at 
Honolulu  will  accompany  those  to  be 
embarked  at  San  Francisco,  but  no 
more  troops  will  be  sent  to  Honolulu 
in    the   near   future.

The   pre.ss   bulletin 
announcing  the  decision  of  the  depart- 
ment at  Washington  said  that  arrange- 
ments for  the  transportation  of  troop.^ 
were   in   progres.=.     A  call  or^  the  Mer- 
chants'  exchange  elicited   the   informa- 
tion  that   the  only  vessel  available  for 
transportation     purposes     not     already 
otherwise  engaged  i^  the  steamer  Cen- 
tennial.    She  has  been   rejected  by   the 
government     on     two     occasions.      The 
steamer  City  of  Pekin  and  the  City  of 
Sydney,    former    transports,    are    here, 
but   are   being   prepared   for   their   Idi-- 
mer  duties.     The   Sydney   is   scheduled 
to  sail    for   Panama    Sept.    28.    and    the 
City  of  Pekin   is  slated   to  depart    for 
China  Oct.  1,  and  the  steamer  Australia 
is  due  to  arrive  here  today  from  Hono- 
lulu.    The  Australia  has  already  made 
one  trip  to  the  Philippines  in   the  ser- 
vice  of  the  government,   and   was   but 
recently  returned  to  her  former  run  be- 
tween   this    city   and    Honolulu.       The 
Zealandla,    one   of    the   original    trans- 
parts,  isj  now  at  Nagasaki,  Japan,  hav- 
ing met  with  an  accident  while  on  her 
way  from  Manilla  to  this  city.

New  York,  Sept.  19.— A  special  to  Tho 
Herald  from  Washington  says:  As  an 
indication  that  Germany  ha^i  been 
scheming  to  share  in  the  di.aposilion  of 
the  Philippines-,  the  authorities  have 
learned  that,  acting  under  instructions 
from  Berlin,  the  German  commander  in 
chief  of  the  Asiatic  station  has  made  an 
exhaustive  investigation  of  the  coal  do- 
posits  of  the  islands. 

He  was  assisted  by  a  German  en- 
gineer who  had  been  temporarily  as- 
signed to  his  squadron  for  the  special 
purpose  of  locating  coal.  That  engineer 
conducted  a  thorough  investigation, 
and  his  report,  which  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Berlin  government,  show?, 
that  the  best  lignite  deposits  are  located 
on  the  island  of  Cebu,  one  of  the  Vis- 
cayas  group. 

This  information  has  been  received 
from  one  of  the  representatives  of  this 
government  in  Germany,  and  has  beca 
considered  of  sufflcient  importance  to 
be  presented  to  the  peace  coinmissioner.j 
for  their  consideration.  Officials  who 
were  interviewed  regarding  the  mat- 
ter admit  that  there  can  be  only  on'? 
oliject  which  would  lead  the  Berlin  gov- 
ernment to  direct  such  an  investigation 
—the  desire  to  extend  German  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  island  which  has  th'; 
largest  beds  of  coal  best  adapted  lor 
steaming  purposes.  Such  an  Island  Is 
CeliU.  reports  which  have  been  received 
showing  that  lignite  of  a  good  quality 
is  found  there  in  large  quantities.  Ger- 
many would  find  Ccliu  exceedingly  valu- 
able as  a  coaling  station,  as  it  would 
not  necessitate  the  establishment  of  a 
coal  pile  at  Kiao  Chou,  which  she  re- 
cently obtained. 

Aware  of  Germany's  proceedings,  the 
authorities  are  taking  precautions  la 
prevent  the  consummation  of  any  plan 
which  will  enable  them  to  reach 
fruition.  The  Berlin  government,  by 
the  reduction  of  its  fieet  in  Manilla  bay. 
gave  an  indicati(^n  of  its  desire  to  re- 
main on  friendly  terms  with  this  gov- 
ernment. While  regretting  the  main- 
tenance of  such  a  large  force  at  Man* 
ilia,  no  protest  was  made  by  this  gov- 
ernment, and  the  action  of  Germany  in 
reducing  its  naval  force  was  entirely 
voluntary. 

The  report  made  by  the  German  en- 
gineer explains  to  the  officials  why  the 
German  vessels  were  steaming  among 
the  islands.  It  is  no  longer  a  secret 
that  Germany  is  tho  only  nation  with 
wh;/"h  the  government  apprehends 
trouble  in  the  settlement  of  the  Philip- 
pine question,  and  it  was  to  avert  the 
commitment  of  any  overt  act  that  the 
president  determined  to  strengthen 
Rear  Admiral  Dewey's  command  so  as 
to  make  it  the  superior  of  the  German 
fleet  in  Asiatic  waters. 

The  battleships  Oregon  and  Iowa  will 
start  for  Manilla  via  Cape  Horn  and 
Honolulu  next  Saturday  or  Sunday,  by 
.which  time  it  is  expected  all  repairs 
will  have  been  made  and  the  fieet  of 
colliers  will  be  in  readiness.  Leaves  ot 
of  absence  have  been  given  to  the  ofti- 
ccrs  until  the  latter  part  of  the  Week, 
but  no  extensions  will  be  given,  it  being 
desired  to  get  the  ships  away  without 
delay.

Smith,  "is  E.  E.  Rousaii>.  He  has  had 
work  in  two  different  months,  since 
April  1— In  April  amounting  to  $5.5.5, 
and  in  August  amounting  to  $4.50— $10  05 
in  all." 

"The  work  at  Fond  du  Lac  is  dis- 
tributed without  regard  to  nationality  " 
said  Mr.  Smith.  "Mr.  Rousain  is  an  old

which  would  reduce  our  water  bill      in 
connection    with    the    elevator    to    less 
than  $50  a  year.  We  also  figured  with 
Mr.  Van  Bergen  as  to  the  cost  of  sup- 
plying current  to  operate  a  dynamo  in 
(Lnnection  with  the  elevator,  but  after 
getting  in  the  different  figures  we  made 
iiM  offer  1,0  continue  the  use  of  the  hy- 
draulic  system,    and    rather   than    lose 
the  account  Mr.  Van  Bergen  asquiesced 
in  our  figures,  and  consequerrtly  we  are 
Jtili  using  city  water  pressure.

We   have  our  own   electric   light 
plant   and   up   to   within    the   past   few 
years   have   furnished   the   bulk  of  our 
own   light   from   our  own   plant,       but 
about  three  years  ago  we  entered  into 
a  contract  with  the  owner  of  the  Torrey 
building  whereby  he  was  to  furnish  us 
steam,  power  and  light,  both  day  and 
night.       Since   that   time   we  only   pay 
the   electric   light   company   for      such 
light  as  cannot  be  furnished  by  the  Tor- 
rey   building,    when   its   plant    is   shut 
down    for   repairs.       This    amounts    to 
about  llfj  per  month  on  an  average. 

Th  above  facts  dispose  of  Mr.  Craig's 
statements  that  the  special  water  rate 
was  given  to  us  for  any  consideration 
whatever  in  favor  of  the  electric  light 
company.  The  true  reason  for  such  rate 
being  made  us, WAS  our  ability  to.,  make 
a  contract  for  water  with  Capt.  Torrey, 
he  being  able  and  desirous  of  furnish- 
ing us  with  water  from  his  own  well

Washington,  Sept.  20.— Secretary 
Gage  and  Attorney  General  Griggs  were 
the  only  members  of  the  cabinet  pres- 
ent at  today's  meeting,  and  as  a  con- 
sequence the  meeting  was  informal  and 
brief.  The  president  suggested  the 
necessity  of  giving  early  attention  to 
'annual  depaii'tmental  reports,  saying 
that  he  desired  to  begin  the  preparation 
of  his  message  to  congress  as  soon  as 
practicable.

STRANGLED  TO  DEATH. 

Burglars  Kill  an  Old  Man  and  Secure 
His  Money. 

New  York,  Sept.  20.— Andrew  Cassa- 
gen  was  strangled  to  death  hy  men 
last  night  in  the  tenement  in  Williams- 
burg Brooklyn,  E.  D.,  which  he  occupied 
with  his  wife.  According  to  the  story 
told  to  the  police  by  Mrs.  Cassagen,  she 
had  left  the  room  for  a  few  minutes  in 
which  she  and  her  husband  slept.  Re- 
turning she  found  her  husband  dead 
on  the  floor  beside  the  bed,  while  thi'ee 
men  stood  over  him.  She  ran  Xo  her 
husband's  side,  but  was  grasped  Ky 
two  of  the  men.  who  choked  her  near- 
ly to  Insensibility,  while  the  third  man 
searched  the  room,  finding  $iiOO  under 
the  mattress  of  the  bed.  Meanwhile 
Mrs.  Cassagen  had  contrived  to  reach 
the  door  opening  in  the  hall  and  kicked 
upon  it  to  call  help.  Her  assailants 
relaxed  their  grasp  upon  her  throat  and 
she  was  then  able  to  scream,  which  she 
did  just  as  the  three  men  fled  from  the 
tenement  with  the  money.  There  were 
dark  blue  marks  upon  Mrs.  Cassagen's 
neck!  bearing  out  the  story  of  the  as- 
sault upon  her.  Cassegan,  who  had 
been  choked  to  death,  was  54  years  old, 
his  wife  being  six  year  younger.  The 
police  have  arrested  two  men  on  sus- 
picion. They  are  Michael  Mig'el  and 
John  Thomas.

Large  Number  of  People  Poisoned  at 
a  Social. 

Nlles,  Mich.,  Sept.  20.— Nearly  one- 
tenth  of  the  entire  population  of  Plain- 
well,  a  little  village  In  Allegan  county, 
is  ill  from  eating  canned  pressed  beef. 
Fifty-one  persons  were  poisoned,  twen- 
ty are  dangerously  ill  and  four  are  ex- 
pected to  die,  the  doctors  having  ex- 
pressed no  hope  of  their  recovery. 

Those  in  danger  are;  Miss  Ethel 
Clancy,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Travis,  Mrs.  John 
Bishop  and  L.  W.  Souls. 

The  ladies  of  the  Presbyterian  churtrh 
gave  a  supper  In  the  church  parlors 
and  about  100  guests  were  present,  all 
of  whom  had  supper  and  partook  of  the 
canned  beef. 

So  far  fifty-five  cases  of  poisoning 
have  been  reported,  and  In  each  case  it 
*ias  been  learned  the  patients  had  eaten 
of  the  beef.  Some  were  violently  ill 
and  It  was  thought  at  one  time  at  least 
a  dozen  would  succumb  tD  the  poison. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  make  a  rigid 
investigation  into  the  food,  the  doctor? 
believing  either  the  meat  was  diseased 
or  the  combination  of  the  tin  and  beef 
resulted   in   poisoning. 


New  York,  Sept.  20.— A  special  to  the 
Herald  from  Washington  says; 

Gen.  Miles,  when  asked  how  many 
regulars  will  be  staUoned  with  the  vol- 
unteers at  the  different  garrisons,  re- 
plied; "About  12,000  regulars  In  Cuba, 
1000  in  Honolulu,  3000  In  the  Philippines 
and  4000  in  Porto  Rico." 

Gen.  Miles  said  he  expected  that  Cuba 
would  be  garrisoned  with  about  50.000 
men,  the  Philippines  with  about  25,000 
men,  Porto  Rico  about  14,000,  Honolulu 
about  4000.  All  the  regulars  which 
were  at  Montauk,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Twenty-fifth  Infantry,  Second 
cavalry  and  Ninth  cavalry,  will  be  sent 
to  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  and  the  First 
and  Fifth  cavalry  were  today  added 
to  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  cavalry,  all 
of  which  troops  are  to  go  to  Cuba. 

Gen,  Miles  says  that  the  decision  thus 
to  dispose  of  the  troops  was  largely  a 
result  of  the  conference  held  Saturdav 
between  the  president.  Secretary 
Melklejohn  and  Gen.  Miles.  The 
Seventh  cavalry,  now  stationed  in  Ari- 
zona and  New  Mexico,  and  the  Eighth 
eavalry,  now  stationed  at  Fort  Meade, 
have,  however,  been  ordered  to  Hunts- 
ville,  Ala.,  whither  most  of  the  regulars 
for  Cuba  will  go. 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  troops  will 
be  ordered  to  Cuba  before  the  first  oi 
middle  of  October,  when  the  details  of 
evacuation  will  have  taken  some  phape 
and  the  dangers  from  fever  will  have 
become  less  menacing.  In  addition 
lo  the  Seventh  army  corps  of  about 
;0,000,  it  is  planned  now  that  the  re- 
maining six  immune  regiments,  also 
now  in  this  country,  will  go  to  Cuba. 
Four  of  the  immune  regiments  are  now 
in  Santiago,  namely,  the  Se^cond,  Third, 
Fifth  and  Ninth,  the  Flrsit  being  white 
and  the  Ninth  colored.  There  are  three 
other  colored  Immune  regiments, 
namely,  the  Seventh,  Eighth  and  Tenth, 
now  at  Lexington.  The  others  are 
white,  namely,  the  Fourth,  at  Jackson- 
ville; Sixth,  at  Anniston,  and  First,  at 
Galveston. 

Gen.  Miles  said  there  would  be  plenty 
of  soldiers  for  the  program,  as-  there 
were  left,  he  said,  100,000  volunteers 
a.nd  60,000  regulars.  Those  regulars  not 
needed  will  be  distributed  at  army 
posts.  The  volunteers  not  needed  will, 
it  is  expected,  remain  in  winter  camps.

Fifteenth    Minnesota     Regi- 
ment Among  the  Troops 
to  Go  to  Cuba. 

Washington,  Sept.  20.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  Minnesota  soldier  boys  of 
the  Fifteenth  regiment  are  certain  to 
see  service  on  Cuban  soil  before  their 
terms  of  enlistment  expires.

Locomotive  Engineer  Shoots 

One  of  His  Two  Assail* 

ants  at  Helena. 

St.  Paul.  Sept.  20.— A  Helena,  Mont., 
special  to  the  Dispatch  says:  Arthur 
Wald.  an  employe  of  the  American  Bis- 
cuit and  Manufacturing  company,  was 
shot  and  killed  last  evening  a  few  min- 
utt^s  after  10  o'clock,  near  the  Northern 
Pacific  passenger  depot,  by  Elbert  Dills, 
an  engineer  of  a  switch  engine.  Wald 
was  a  room  mate  of  Ed  Wilson,  a  dis- 
charged fireman,  who  had  gone  to,tfce 
yards  for  the  purpose  of  revenging  him- 
self on  Dills,  whom  he  accused  of 
causing  his  discharge.  Wilson  last, 
evening  asked  Wald  to  go  with  him  to 
the  yards  after  Dills,  and  the  police 
have  information  that  leads  to  the  be- 
lief that  the  two  men  jumped  on  Dills' 
engine,  one  of  them  throwing  pepper  in 
the  face  of  the  fireman  while  the  other 
attacked  Dills.  Dills  defended  himself 
with  good  effect,  for  he  had  been 
warned  he  was  to  be  attacked  and  had 
armed  himself  with  a  revolver.  After 
the  scuffle.  In  which  he  was  stabbed 
a  dozen  times  in  the  arm,  back  and 
thigh,  he  drew  his  revolver  and  shot 
He  said  last  evening  that  he  fired  at  the 
man  who  had  stabbed  him.  He  did 
not  know  Wald  and  It  Is  presumed  that 
It  was  Wilson  he  was  endeavoring  to 
shoot.  Whether  the  dead  man  had  taken 
an  active  part  in  the  assault  the  police 
were  unable  to  learn,  but  It  was  known 
tbat  his  having  been  in  company  with 
Wilson  cost  him  his  life.

War   Department  Investiga- 
tion Not  Likely  to  Amount 
to  Much. 


PRESIDENT'S  STAND 


Is    Inclined     to    Blame    the 

System  Rather  Than  Any 

Individual. 


Washington,  Sept.  20.— It  muft  be  ad- 
mitted that  now  that  the  investigati')!! 
so  much  desired  outside  of  adminigtra- 
tion  circles  has  ben  ordered,  the  pros- 
pect of  its  yielding  "the  full  and  exa  t 
truth"  is  not  as  j>roml?ing  a.s  it  ought 
to  be.  The  administration's  attitude 
is  that  the  investigation  is  really  un- 
necessary, and  that  so  much  of  the 
charges  aeainst  the  war  department  as 
is  now  "yellow  jjurnalism"  is  due  to  th? 
system  >r  to  otTicers  in  the  field,  and  es- 
pecially officers  of  volunteers,  and  that, 
therefore,  the  war  department  cannot 
properly  l>e  held  respops-jble.  President 
MeKinley's  personal  view  that  Secre- 
tary Alger  and  his  subordinates  ha.l 
done  the  liest  they  could,  and  deserved 
prftise  rathr-r  than  blame,  is  well 
known,  and  he  has  taken  pains  ti  glv? 
the  imprecision  that  the  investigation 
is  intended  rather  to  correct  the  system 
than   to  convict  individuals. 

The  surgeon  general,  the  commissary 
general  and  the  quartermaster  general 
have  had  interviews  with  the  president 
during  the  pa.-«t  few  days,  and  have 
been  a-^sured  that  the  investigation  was 
not  directed  at  them  personally,  al- 
though they  are  the  heads  of  tht- 
bureaus  which  are  its  objects.  Tiie 
administration  yields  to  popular  pres- 
sure in  ordering  an  investigation,  which 
it  considers  unnecessary,  and  in  .'■o 
doing  encourages  all  the  accused  otH- 
clals  to  resist  the  attempts  to  fix  the 
responsibility  for  what  has:  occurred 
under  their  administration  upon  them. 
They  are  all  preparing  now  to  C3n- 
vlnce  the  commission  that  they  were 
not  responsible  for  whatever  may  have 
gone  wrong;  that  is,  each  individual  is 
preparing  to  show  that  he  was  not  re- 
sponsible, although,  if  they  repeat  to 
the  commission  what  they  have  already 
said  in  their  reports  in  the  course  of 
Secretary  Alger's  inquiry,  there  will  be 
much  mutual  accusation. 

On  the  whole,  however.  It  Is  plainly 
evident  that  their  general  defense  will 
be  that  the  dtfath  and  suffering  of  thft 
soldiers,  so  far  as  they  were  not  plainly 
unavoidable,  were  due  to  defects  in 
the  war  department  system,  as  it  has 
been  affecteKi  by  congressional  legisla- 
tl')n,  or  were  due  to  the  incompetency 
or  inexperience  of  office rs  or  men  in  the 
field. 

The  surgeon  general,  the  commissary 
general  and  the  quartermaster  general 
are  preparing  elaborate  cases  to  be  laid 
before  the  commis^-ion  in  their  own  de- 
fense, although,  at  the  san^e  time,  it  is 
given  out  at  the  war  department,  semi- 
officially, that  the  commission  cannoi 
utilize  the  departmental  records  of  th^ 
\%ar.  because  it  would  probably  take 
two  or  three  years  to  as^'ort  and  index 
all  the  thousands  of  communication:* 
which  have  passed  through  the  d^*- 
partment  during  the  war.  In  other 
words,  the  commission  will  be  given 
what  the'  accused  official.;'  want  to  give 
out  of  their  records,  and  will  have  diffi- 
culty in  getting  at  matters  that  are  not 
thus  presented  to  them  in  the  manner 
most  favorable  to  the  accused.  The 
secretary,  surgeon  general,  commissary 
general  and  quartermaster  general  all 
believe  that  they  are  to  be  exonerated 
by  the  commission,  and  none  of  them 
has  any  idea  that  he  will  loe  blamed, 
much  less  punished,  by  removal  or  in 
any  other  way  as  the  result  of  the  iu- 
ve!»tigation. 

The  commission  will  have  to  face, 
be?»des  this  half-defiant,  half-conciliji- 
tory  attitude  of  the  war  department. 
the  practical  difficulty  of  getting  the 
charges  and  the  pr>of  of  them  gathered 
up  and  properly  presented.  It  will  be 
easier  to  overcome  the  natural  reluc- 
tance of  army  officers,  regular  and  vol- 
unteer, to  appear  against  other  officers, 
especially  against  their  superiors,  than 
it  will  be  to  assemble  from  the  four  cor- 
ners of  the  country  the  private  soldiers 
and  the  private  individuals  who  know 
the  defects  and  mistakes  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  war. 

Governors  o.f  states  and  other  pu»>llc 
men  and  prominent  citizens,  including 
medical  men.  have  publicly,  in  letters 
or  interviews,  criticised  the  war  de- 
partment administration,  but  unless 
they  come  forward  with  the  same  zeal 
that  the  war  department  officials  will 
show  in  trylne:  to  absolve  themselves  of 
all  responsibility,  it  will  be  difficult  for 
the  commission  to  gather  their  state- 
ments together  in  formal  shape,  and 
still  more  difficult  to  get  the  pr^of   of 

them. 

The  pre.^ent  Washington  view,  there- 
fore, is  that  the  commission  will  not 
have  the  evidence  necessar>-  to  enable 
it  to  render  an  Impartial  verdict,  and 
that  the  outcome  of  this  inquiry  will  be 
inconclusive.  ^^

The    Democratic    Leader  of

Va.,  Sept.  20.— Congressman 
Bailey  spoke  at  Chatham,  ^he  county 
seat,  yesterday  in  the  interest  of  C.  A.

Peo- 
ple for  miles  around  were  in  the  big 
crowd  to  hear  the  Texan. 

In  his  speech  Representative  Bailey 
made  it  plain  that  the  Democrats  mean 
to  make  the  present  campaign  an  ag- 
gressive one.  Among  other  things  of 
similar  Import  he  said: 

"For  months  Republican  politicians 
and  Republican  editors  have  talked  and 
written  incessantly  about  the  mistakes 
of  the  Democratic  minority  in  congress, 
but  now  that  they  are  required  to  spe- 
cify our  mistakes  in  order  to  divert 
public  attention  from  tnelr  own.  they 
And  It  impossible  to  make  good  their 
repeated  and  reckless  assertions.  In 
order  to  escape  the  Just  and  universal 
indignation  which  has  been  aroused 
against  them  by  the  suffering  inflicted

records  and  raking  their  brains  to  find 
some  damaging  accusation  which  th^-y 
can  sustain  against  us.

In  Cuba  When    Clara 

Barton  Couldn't. 


WOULD  SEND  MORE 


He  Made  Such  a  Signal  Suc- 
cess of  His  First  Smug* 
gling  Venture. 


New  York.  Sept.  20.— When  Stephen 
E.  Rarton,  chairman  of  the  Cejitr  il 
Cuban  Relief  commission  and  chairman 
«  f  the  Red  Cross  executive  committee, 
rettirned  from  a  vacation  to  his  offico 
in  this  city  he  learned  that  during  his 
absence  Charles  A.  Schlerln,  treasurer 
of  the  American  National  Red  Cross, 
and  Red  Cross  Agent  Hyatt  at  Key 
West  had  solved  the  knotty  problem  of 
supplying  Cubans  with  provisions— a 
problem  which  had  promised  to  be  ditll- 
cult  for  Mii's  Clara  Barton  and  which 
caused  her  to  give  up  her  work  Ih  Cuba 
and  return  to  the  I'nitcd  States. 

Miss  Harton,  it  will  be  remembered, 
was  told  that  she  ould  not  land  c 
cargo  of  supplies  in  Havana  without 
first  paying  a  duty  of  $60,000  to  ih" 
Spanish  authoritifS.  She  refused  to  do 
thi.-  and  returned  to  Florida,  bringing 
some  of  her  supplies  with  her.  Leaving 
these  to  be  distributed  among  Cuban 
refugees,  she  went  to  her  home  in 
Washington  and  has  been  there  ever 
since. 

Red  Cross  Agent  Hyatt,  however, 
wa^'  not  to  be  intimidated  by  the  big 
demands  of  the  Spaniards  nor  held  In 
check  l.y  a  mere  f  )rmal  thing  like  u 
protocol.  He  learned  that  the  Cubans 
were  starving  faster  and  faster,  and  he 
informed  Mr.  Barton's  office  that  Ik- 
could  get  the  l.oO  tons  of  supplies  on  the 
Nok omis  into  Cuban  ports  if  he  only 
had  the  authorit.v  to  do  f).  Mr.  Rarton 
being  away,  the  matter  was  referre<l  to 
Treasurer  Sciiierin.  Mr.  Schlerln 
tiviught  It  would  be  all  right  to  help  Ih" 
Cubans  If  possible,  and  told  Agent 
Hyatt  to  go  ah'-ad.  Agent  Hyatt  went 
ahead.  In  the  name  of  the  American 
National  Red  Cross  and  backed  up  by 
the  authority  of  Mr.  Schierin.  Mr.  Hyatt 
proceeded  to  carry  out  Mr.  MeKinley's 
policy  of  humanity  by  sending  goods 
Into  small  Cuban  seaport  town^".  I'n- 
fortunately  his  methods  wer*-  of  a  sort 
not  wholly  sanctioned  by  publicists. 
Mr.  Hyatt  had  dune  business  in  Havana 
and  the  smaller  jseacoast  towns.  He 
knew  his  ground  and  he  v.ent  at  thi.-^ 
work  in  a  business-like  way.  So  fa.-- 
as  is  luiown,  he  did  not  consult  Mis.-? 
Clara  Barton  or  anybody  else  excepting 
Mr.  Schlerln. 

Mr.  Hyatt  met  with  s-ach  signal  suc- 
cess In  his  first  attempt  at  smuggling 
goods  int.!  Cuba  in  divers  small  vessels 
that  when  he  got  rid  of  the  Nokomi.s' 
cargo  he  wa?  so  highly  elated  that  he 
determined  to  make  a  fall  on  Mr. 
Schierin  to  suspend  the  operation  of  thr« 
protocol.  So  he  cabled  Mr.  Rart  m 
again,  saying  that  the  government 
transport  Conuil.  lidon  with  rr^lief  sup- 
plies, had  returned  to  Key  West,  and 
that  if  the  suptdles  were  turned  over 
to  him  he  could  land  and  distribute 
them  on  the  north  coa.^t  of  Cuba  witli- 
out  the  payment  cf  any  duty  at  all. 
This  cablegram,  unfortunately  tor  the 
hungry  Cuban.--,  fell  into  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Harton.  He  straightway  sent  a 
cablegram  b)  find  cut  how  Mr.  Hyatt 
could  do  all  this  by  himself,  when  the 
president  of  the  I'nited  States  and  Miss 
Clara  Barton  could  not  manage  it  t  •- 
gether.  Mr.  Hyatt's  explanation  is  still 
awaited. 

Mr.  Barton  also  wired  Trea'nirer 
Schierin.  who  is  in  Wa.«hlngtDn.  telling 
him  what  Mr.  Hyatt  wanted  to  do.  and 
asking  him  to  Inv.'stigate  the  matter 
and  make  a  report.  The  Comal,  being 
a  government  transport  and  her  cargo 
being  also  the  property  of  Uncle  Sam. 
Mr.  Barton  did  not  see  how  ho  could 
turn  it  over  to  Mr.  Hyatt.  Mr.  Barton 
said  that  if  there  was  any  prospect  of 
entering  go  )ds  in  Cuba  free  in  the  near 
future,  the  San  Antonio,  with  her  800 
tons  of  supplies,  would  be  sent  at  once 
to  Key  West  and  held  in  readiness  to 
go  to  the  rescue  of  the  starving  Cubans. 

Treasurer  Schierin  went  to  Washing- 
ton to  see  Miss  Barton,  and  It  Is  prob- 
able that  the  two  had  a  onference  with 
President  McKinley.  Mr.  Schierin  will 
return  today  and  report  the  result  cf  his 
visit.

RELAX  THE  RILES. 


Many  Official  Places  to  Be 
Thrown  Open  For  Politi- 
cal Appointments. 

New  York,  Sept.  20.— A  dispatch  to 
the    Herald    from    Washington    says: 

President  McKinley  has  again  taken 
up  the  question  of  relaxing  the  civil 
service   rules   so   far  as   to   open    more 

places  for  political  appointments.  Some 
months  ago  when  the  subject  was  under 
discussion  in  congress  the  president 
had  the  head  of  each  executive  depart- 
ment prepare  recommendatiims  show- 
ing which  places  under  his  department 
best  could  be  exempted  from  the  civil 
service  rules. 

An  executive  order  was  drawn  up 
based  on  these  rect)mmendations  and  it 
has  been  on  the  desk  of  the  president 
untoui'hed  ever  since.  Now  that  the 
war  Is  not  occupying  so  much  of  his 
attention  and  as  the  congressional  cam- 
paign is  making  the  pressure  for  places 
stronger,  the  president  is  considering 
the  matter  and  it  Is  expected  that  he 
will  issue  an  order  in  a  short  time  tak- 
ing a  large  number  of  pJace.s  from  the 
classified  service  and  throwin.g  them 
open  to  appointment  by  the  various 
heads  of  departments  and  their  subor- 
dinates. ^ 

The  places  which  will  be  removed 
from  the  protection  of  the  civil  service 
law  are  those  of  private  secretaries  and 
chief  of  clerks  and  confidential  clerks 
of  head.-s  of  departments  and  assistant 
heads  of  departments  and  all  persons 
cla.^.^ed  as  fiiemen  and  laborers. 

The  most  important  exemptbms  will 
be  in  the  interral  revenue  service 
throughout  the  country,  where  .t11 
deputy  collectors  of  internal  revenue 
and  all  storekoeiiers  and  gangers  who 
receive  less  than  $3  per  day  are  to  be 
taken  from  the  classified  service. 

In  the  customs  .«ervice  the  only 
places  now  in  the  clas.«lfied  .service  that 
will  be  exempted  are  those  of  New 
York,  the  counsel  to  the  board  of  gen- 
eral apprai.^'ers  i*nd  the  payma.<ier  to 
the  collector  of  the  port  of  New  York. 

In  the  cUprHrtm-nt  of  justice  all  attor- 
neys and  a.'sistant  attorneys  and  all 
deputy  marshals  are  to  be  taken  from 
the  service. 

In  the  postal  service  all  superintend- 
ents of  branch  postofflces  and  carrier 
station.s,  assistant  ca?!hiers,  private  sec- 
retaries and  PtonograMhe»-s  to  postmas- 
ters in  rh.'  larger  cities,  messenger.-, 
porters,  ch.irvomen.  janitor.s.  watch- 
men and  labc.rers  are  to  be  taken  from 
the  clas.^lfled  vervke.

POSTAL  SLBVICE  NOW. 


Latest  Effort  of  the  Chinese  Emperor 
to  Advance  Civilization. 

Pekin,  Sept.  20.— A  remarkabie  series 

of  imperial  edicts  has  been  published 
during  the  past  few  days.  The  effects 
have  startled  the  offlcials,  while  making 
a  favorable  impression  upon  the  old  for- 
eign residents,  who  are  usually  skeptical 
as  to  the  practical  views  of  such  orders. 

The  emperor  has  addressed  to  the 
people  a  long  explanation  of  his  new 
policy,  declaring  that  in  many  respects 
Western  civilization  is  superior  to  the 
existing  order  in  his  dominion,  and 
announcing  his  intention  to  adopt  its 
good  features  and  discard  the  bad  ones. 

The  most  radical  edict  establishes  a 
postal  service  throughout  the  empire.  In 
it  the  emperor  asks  the  people  to  co- 
operate with  him  in  makin.g  the  newly 
established  system  a  .success,  assuring 
them  that  they  will  thus  aid  in 
strengthening  the  resources  of  the  em- 
pire. A  fresh  edict  followed,  extending 
practically  to  everyl>ody  the  right  to 
memorialize  the  throne,  a  privilege 
heretofore  restricted  to  certain  classes. 

The  latest  edict  commands  that 
monthly  accounts  be  remdercd  by  the 
public  officials  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures everywhere,  and  that  tliese  ac- 
counts be  publi.shed.  The  unperoi-  di- 
rects that  the  edicts  be  publi.^hed 
throughout  the  empire  in  order  that  the 
people  may  see  the  effort  the  emperor  fs 
jTiaking  in  their  behalf. 


A  FINE  CROP. 


The  Canadian  Government  Estimate 
Short  7,000,000  Bushels. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  Sept.  20.— Manager 
Thompson  of  the  O.giivie  Milling  com- 
pany has  just  returned  from  inspecting 
the  "wheat  crop  and  says:  "As  a  result 
of  my  trip.  I  am  torced  to  admit  that 
the  government  estimate  of  the  crop 
will  be  exceeded  by  over  7,000,000  bush- 
els. I  estimate  the  crop  of  wheat  for 
Manitoba  this  year  at  32,000,000,  and, 
allowing  6,000,000  for  the  Northwest  ter- 
ritoiies,  will  give  us  a  total  crop  of 
wheat  nearly  double  that  of  List  year, 
and  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the 
West.  I  am  pleased  to  find  that  the 
supposed  injury  from  wet  weather  has 
not  been  anything  approaching  what 
tas  been  represented;  in  fact,  damage 
from  that  cause  has  been  light,  and 
Manitoba  this  year  will  ship  more  No.  1 
hard  wheat  than  the  entire  crop  of  last 
year."

Pie  is  becoming  extinct.  In  the  better 
hotels  and  restaurants  it  occupies  a  less 
and  less  conspicuous  place  on  the  bill  of 
fare,  and  very  often  is  not  even  men- 
tioned in  any  of  its  infinite  varieties.  In 
private  homes,  too.  the  pie-eating  habit 
is  distinctly  on  the  wane,  and  its  place 
at  dessert  is  taken  by  pudding,  custards 
and  ices. 

The  lurr^  counter  is  rea'ly  the  only 
place  in  which  pie  holds  its  old-time 
position  and  forms  the  crowning  bite 
of  a  hasty  lunch.  The  millionaire  end 
the  callow  office  boy  were  always  most 
given  to  the  pie  habit,  and  many  of 
them  are  still  faithful  to  the  standard 
cuts,  but  the  great  majority  have  given 
up  allegiance  to  the  dyspeptic  dainty. 

"Yts:  pie  is  going  out  of  date."  an 
old  restaurant  man  said  regretfully. 
"Time  was  when  six  kinds  of  pie  were 
not  considered  too  much  for  one  day's 
bill  of  fare,  and  now  our  pastry  cook 
makes  but  two  varieties  per  day. 
What  causes  this  decline  of  pie'/ 

"Well,  that  is  a  hard  question  to  an- 
swer, but  I  think  the  great  outcry  about 
its  unhealthfulness  has  had  a  good  Ileal 
to  do  with  it.

Some  be- 
lieved that  the  wider  range  of  delicate 
dessert  dishes  now  known  to  even  the 
most  ordinary  cooks  was  responsiide 
for  its  decline,  but  the  larger  number 
said  that  so  little  pie  was  really  good 
and  it  had  gained  such  a  bad  name  as 
a  promotf  r  of  dyspepsia  and  stomach 
troubles  that  it  had  lost  its  popularity 
because  people  had  grown  afraid  to 
cat  it."

THE  PARTY  OF  DISHONESTY. 

Under  the  above  title  the  News  Tri- 
bune yesterday  contained  an  editorial, 
which   for  ignorance   and       foolishness 
takes  the  lead.      It  says  that  Mr.  Bland 
Introduced  his  free  coinage  bill  in  1870 
and   that   it   was  enacted   in   1873.       In 
1870  we  bad  free  coinage  of  silver,  and  it 
was  not  until  Feb.  12,  1873.   that  silver 
was    clandestinely    demonetized.        and 
only  John  Sherman  and  Samuel  Hooper 
and  a  few  others  who  were  "onto   the 
deal."    knew    that   the   act   of   Feb.    12. 
1873.  did  demonetize  silver.      It  was  not 
until    about    1877    that   our   public    men 
and    the    country    discovered    that,    as 
Senator  Allison  said,  the  coinage  act  of 
1973  was  "doctored"  and  silver  stricken 
down.        The    Bland-Allison    act       was 
passed  Feb.'  28.  1878,  and  under  this  act 
standard  silver  dollars  were  made  "le- 
gal tender  for  all  debts,  public  and  pri- 
vate, without  regard  to  the  amount,  ex- 
cept  where  otherwise  expressly  stipu- 
lated in  the  contract."  The  alleged  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  Chicago  plat- 
form declaring  "that  any  change  in  the 
monetary  system  should  not  apply      to 
existing  contracts"   was  all   buncombe, 
as   the       constitution     of     the       United 
States  prohibits  the  passage  of  any  act 
"impairing    the    obligations    of       con- 
tracts."   Regarding  the  other  proposed 
amendment  submitted  by  Senator  Dave 
Hill  that  the  government  credit  should 
be  "maintained  at  all  times  and  under 
all  circumstances."  every  one  knew  that 
was  buncombe,  pure  and  simple.  There 
are   not   100  men   in   the   United  States 
who  do  not   believe  that   the   "govern- 
ment credit  should  be  maintained  under 
all  circumstances."  What  these  people 
of  the  Hill   stripe   mean   is  to  pay   the 
bondholders  in  gold,  (government  bonds 
are  now,  and   always  have  been,  pay- 
able in  gold  or  silver  at  the  option  of 
the  government,  and  under  the  law  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury  couM  pay  the 
bonds  and  interest  on  bonds  in  silver. 
And  why  not?  Why  should  the  holders 
of  government  bonds  be  paid  in  better 
money  than  all  of  the  rest  of  the  Amer- 
ican people  are  obliged  to  take?  Why 
isn't  the  laboringman,  or  the  business 
man,  or  the  soldiers  and  sailors,      who 
risk  their  lives  for  the  nation  entitled 
to  receive  just  as  good  money  from  the 
government  as  the  Rothschilds  and  the 
Belmonts   and   th*-   Morgans?   Can    the 
News    Tribune    tell?    The    government 
has  just  sold  $200,000,000  of  3  per  cent 
bonds  and   received   in  payment,   gold, 
silver,  greenbacks,   treasury  notes  and 
national    bank   notes   (national       bank 
notes  are  not  even  a  legal  tender)  and 
can  any  honest,  decent  man  say  that  it 
is  not  fair  and  just  to  pay  these  bonds 
in  either  gold  or  silver  at  the  option  of 
the   government?       If  the  bonds  were 
made  payable  in  gold  It  would  be  dif- 
ferent.   But   they   are   not   and    to   say 
that  the  payment  of  bonds  in  precisely 
the  same  money  as  the  corftract   calls 
for  is  repudiation,   is  an  impeachment    . 
of  the  intelligence  and  honesty  of  the  I  « 


FRICTION  IN    THE   SOUOAN. 

The    threatened   clash    between    Great 
Britain   and   France   in    the  Soudan   har- 
l«een     avoided     by     the     announcemerit 
being  made   by  the   French  government 
that  the  expedition  cjmmanded  by  Maj. 
Marchand   is   "unofficial  and   unauthor- 
ized."    This    is    a    very    neat    way    for 
France  to  back  out  of  the  serious  prob- 
lem   which    was   presented,    the   British 
authorities    having     given    notice    that 
the    Britii-h    and    Egyptian    flags    would 
be   h  listed   over   Fashoda.    the    town    in 
the  Sjudan  occupied  by  Maj.  Marchand, 
and  that  the  French  tricolor  must  come 
down.     It   was  plainly  evident  that  the 
British  government  would  carry  out  its 
purpose,  no  matter  what  force  it  might 
be  necessary  t>  use,  and  with  the  pros- 
pect of  a  war  thus  pre^fented  the  Fremh 
government     promptly     backed     down. 
Under  other  circuni.stances    Maj.    Mar- 
chand's   expedition    would     have     been 
recognized  as  official  and  entirely  regu- 
lar, and  France  would  have  laid  clai:n 
to   the   territory  sumunding   Fashjda. 
The    determined     stand      taken    by    tne 
British   foreign  office   caused   that  idea 
to  be  hastily  abandoned. 

Fashoda  is  on  the  White  Nile,  about 
300  miles  south  of  Khartoum,  and  wa5 
)ne  of  Sir  Samuel  Baker's  strongholds 
during  his  mission  to  the  lake  region 
of  Central  Africa,  whither  he  had  been 
sent  by  the  Egyptian  government  to 
explore  and  to  extend  the  territory 
acknowledging  the  authority  of  the 
pasha.  Sime  months  ago  Maj.  Mar- 
chand of  the  French  service  left  South- 
ern Algeria  with  a  small  staff  on  a 
secret  mission.  It  is  probable  that 
Lord  Salisbury  knew  the  objective 
ixtint  of  Marchand's  expedition  was  the 
Nile,  and  this  knowledge  explains  the 
free  hand  given  Gen.  Kitchener  during 
the  recent  advance.  But  rapid  as  was 
the  British  advance  on  Khartjum,  the 
French  expedition  made  better  time  to 
Fashoda,  and  when  Gen.  Kitchener 
captured  Khartoum,  one  of  the  native 
leaders  reported  to  him  that  the  French 
flag  was  floating  over  Fashoda.  Far  a 
time  the  situation  looked  serious.  If 
France  had  decided  to  back  up  her  in- 
trepid adventurer,  war  with  England 
would  assuredly  have  resulted.  Maj. 
Marchand  certainly  performed  a  very 
daring  pie<'e  of  exploration.  Accom- 
p«inled  by  a  handful  of  white  men,  and. 
so  far  as  known,  having  but  a  small 
force  of  Soudanese  troops  at  his  dis- 
posal, he  traversed  Algeria,  the  Sahara 
desert,  and  reached  the  White  Nile  by 
way  of  Wadai  and  Darfur,  a  feat  no 
desperate,  teeing  the  turbulent  naturt  > 
of  the  tribes  he  had  to  rcikon  with  o- 
the  way,  that  the  odds  seemed  heavilv 
against  his  .success.  Some  months  ago 
a  rumor  reached  the  British  outposts 
in  Nubia  that  Marchand  and  his  me  i 
had  Iwen  massacred,  but  it  is  evidcr- 
that  if  there  was  any  massacring,  th* 
dervishes  and  not  the  Frenchmen  wei 
the  victims. 

The  British  premier's  prompt  deman  1 
on  France  that   Maj.   Marchand  be  o' 
dered  to  withdraw  was  based  upon   tl 
ground  that  the  French  adventurer  ha  1 
committed  a  deliberate  breach  of  Inte.  - 
national   comity    by   invading  a  reco;- 
nized  sphere  of  British  influence.    Enr 
lishmen— Speke,    Grant.    Baker,    Gordc. 
and  Hicks— were  on  the  White  Nile  Ion  ; 
before  any   other  foreigners  had   pene- 
trated it,  and  naturally  England  is  not 
willing    to    yield    territory    which    her 
Soldiers  ami  explorers  save  "opened   to 
civilisation,"  the  way  that  England  al- 
ways refers  to  her  system  of  grabbin*? 
teriitory.     Maj.    Marchand's  expedition 
was   also    regarded    by    England    as    an 
attempt      to      join    hands    with      King 
Menelek  and  his  10,000  Abyssinian  war- 
riors and  keep  the  British  from  access 


TWIN  CITY  SLANDERS. 

The  Cloquet  Pine  Knot  says:  "In  ex- 
claiming upon  'Duluth's  awful  climate' 
—invented  for  the  occasion  by  Governor 
Clough— the   St.    Paul    Dispatch   shows 
mighty  little  discrimination.      Not  only 
does   the   Dispatch   forget   that  outside 
of  a  state  the  same  climate  is  generally 
ascribed  to  the  whole  of  it,  thus  bring- 
ing St.  Paul  itself  into  the  'awful  cli- 
mate'  column,   but  also  that  a      good 
many  people  from  up  this  way  went  to 
the  state   fair  and   had   the   misery   of 
sampling  a  few  specimens  of  St.  Paul's 
'awful  climate'      with      its      lightning 
changes  from  shiver  to  swelter.

The  court 
denied  the  petition  on  the  ground  that 
facts  alleged  in  the  two  last  named 
charges  to  exist  when  the  petition  was 
filed  have  since  been  remedied. 

A  conference  was  held  between  rep- 
ref^^en-ta fives  of  the  textile  coyncil  and 
Agent  Anthony  of  the  Border  Citv 
cotton  mills,  of  Fall  River,  Mass.,  look- 
ing to  a  settlement  of  the  weavers' 
strike,  which  resulted  in  the  closing  of 
three  mills  owned  by  the  corporation. 
The  mills  employed  1200  hands.  The 
wage  issue  was  gone  over  at  the  confer- 
ence, but  no  settlement  was  reached. 

Yesterday  afternoon  Jutte  &  Co. 
notified  the  district  mining  oflficials  that 
their  mines  in  the  third  pool  would  start 
in  full  today.  They  will  pay  the  district 
price.  The  miners'  oflicials  are  elated 
over  the  situation  and  believe  it  is  an 
Initial  step  to\>ards  a  successful  close 
of  the  strike.

Russia    Says    World's 

Wheat  is  Short. 

John  W.  Eookwalter.  of  Springlield, 
Ohio,  the  famous  globe  trotter  and  polit- 
ical economist,  in  a  letter  received  from 
him  dated  Tscheljablnsk.  Siberia,  four- 
teen miles  east  of  Moscow,  Aug.  11,  says; 
"Throughout  the  whole  distance,  almost 
tq  the  I'ral  mountains,  nearly  1000  miles, 
the  crops  at  best  were  very  poor,  but  in 
live  governments,  of  which  Samara  is 
the  center,  and  embracing  a  region  of 
liilly  5(K)  square  miles,  the  crojis.  even 
grass,  was  an  absolute  failure.  In  tiie 
sovernmer.t  of  Samara,  twice  as  large 
iis  Belgium,  the  crops  were  completely 
burned  out  and  will  not  raise  enough  to 
support  one-lift  h  of  the  people. 

"The  czar  has  just  given  500.000  rubles 
for  relief.  Ihis  stricken  district  is  the 
Volga  region,  and  the  finest  spring  wheat 
and  cereal  section  in  Russia.  They  us- 
ually produce  immense  crops  there,  and 
have  generally  a  large  exportable  sur- 
plus. As  that  region  has  from  10,000,0<>0 
to  12.n(X).fX)0  of  people  it  will  require  the 
importation  of  an  immen.se  quantity  of 
giain  to  make  up  the  deliclenc>  a.id  pre- 
vent great  suffering. 

"A  Russian  oflicial  connected  with  the 
railway  ministry  told  me  that  thev  ex- 
pected to  have  to  Import  into  those  "prov- 
inces not  less  tb'-'i  »l,000.0("1  bushels  of 
grain  this  year.  I  learn  that  in  Southern 
Uussia  and  the  CaiUMsus  thev  have  verv 
heavy  crops,  but  It  is  doubtful  if  the  ex- 
cess there  and  in  other  quarters  of  Rus- 
sia will  this  year  much  more  than  make 
good  the  terrible  deficit  in  the  unfortu- 
nate localities. 

"I  cannot  .see  how  wheat,  under  the 
circumstances,  is  to  remain  down  in 
price.  The  threshings  in  France  are  prov- 
ing less  than  the  big  straw  lead  to  ho'>e 
for.  Unless  the  crop  in  America  should 
prove  equal  to  the  highest  expectations, 
grain  must  advance,  and  even  then  I 
believe  it  will  stiffen  in  price,  for  never 
have  the  stocks  of  the  world  been  so 
completely  depleted.  They  tell  me  that 
the  stocks  in  Russia  are  completely  ex- 
hausted." 

ONE  FARMER'S  VIETVV. 
C.    WMcox,    of    Sunrise,    Minn.,    writes 
to  the  St.  Paul  Globe  of  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal reasons  for  the  low  price  now  pre- 
vailing.     He  says: 

"Wheat  can  be  bought  out  here  in  the 
country  now  for  50  cents  per  bushel,  and. 
of  course,  those  that  are  obliged  to  sell 
their  wheat,  oats  or  rye  are  grumbling 
about  the  price,  but  if  they  had  kept 
themselves  posted  on  the  grain  market 
for  the  past  ten  or  twelve  years  they 
would  have  noticed  that  grain"  is  alwav"s 
down  to  bedrock  about  threshing  tirno 
and  a  few  months  after,  or  just  as  long 
as  the  farmers  have  any  to  sell.  I  have 
read  a  great  many  accounts  during  the 
last  two  or  three  months  about  the  enor- 
mous wheat  crop  of  lS9S-»how  Minnesota 
and  the  Dakotas  were  going  to  have  150,- 
OC0,CCO  bushels  to  sell  just  as  soon  as  it 
was  threshed. 

"Well,  of  course,  such  reports  kind  of 
frighten  farmers,  and  they  will  sell  their 
wheat  just  as  soon  as  they  can  for  fear 
that  it  will  go  still  lower.  But  let  us 
wait  until  about  the  middle  of  January 
and  then  you  will  notice  a  change  come 
over  the  scene.  There  will  begin  to  be  re- 
ports about  storms  of  sleet  ruining  the 
wheat  in  Ohio,  and  the  drouth  turning 
the  wheat  yellow.

/I'ecr-.  The  inspection  bureau  will  not 
lend  itself  to  a  scheme  to  practice  a 
giganti.  deception  on  the  grain  bu>-irs 
of  the  East.  When  purchases  are  made 
in  Minnesota  inspection  buyers  will  b-j« 
assured  that  they  v.ill  get  exactly  what 
they  bargain  for.  If  the  grading  is 
changed  it  will  Ije  after  the  rule.-s  gov- 
erning inspection  are  changed.  If  the 
grades  are  to  be  cheapened,  the  fact 
must  be  made  known  by  a  publication 
of  rules.  I  hope  that  those  who  have 
Ken  so  free  to  make  sweeping  allega- 
tions if  incompetency  anonymously  will 
have  the  courage  of  their  expressed 
convictions  and  come  out  openly  like 
men.

Among 
other  things  he  says: 

"Thomas  Hayd-n  arrived  here  Mon- 
day last  from  Stewart  river,  and  our 
friernJ.  Frank  Wishart.  arrived  yest^^r- 
day,  via  McKenzie  river,  after  one 
year  and  twelve  days'  travel  from  Du- 
hith.  He  was  much  pleased  with  his  trip. 
Louis  Lefebre.  of  St.  Paul,  leaves  for 
home  tomorrow.  Frank  Thompson  will 
go  back  shortly,  and  George  Gordon  will 
remain  the  winter  over. 

"I  returned  last  Wednesday  from  a 
trip  up  El  Dorado  and  Bonanza,  and 
l»ench  claim  mining  is  in  full  blast  up 
theft-  cr  eks.  A!;-:o  on  Littli-  Blanch, 
tiuartz  and.  in  fact,  all  other  creeks 
around  Dawson  are  covered  with  thou- 
sands of  people  on  the  hills,  who  are 
digging  and  tearing  the  ground  for 
miles  looking  for  gold.  All  of  thun  arc 
gettir-ig  a  little.  Some  are  making 
wages  and  a  little  better,  and  others 
just  a  few  dollars.  No  new  strikes  have 
been  made  yet,  and  the  outlook  for  new 
comers  is  none  <>(  the  l)est.  Thousands 
of  people  are  idle  about  Dawson,  and 
many  are  getting  out  as  fast  as  pos- 
sible. All  of  the  up  and  down  river 
i)N>ats  are  loadi-d  with  pas.sengers  re- 
turning home  disgusted  with  the  coun- 
try. 

"Prices  of  provisions  an-  a  littl"  down. 
We  can  get  a  good  meal  for  Jl.-^ft;  coffee 
and  piece  of  pie.  ."»0  cent.s.  There  are 
phnty  of  provisions  here  to  last  all 
winter  at  fair  prices— Hour.  $8  per  501b 
sack,  and  other  articles  in  proportion. 

"Malaria  and  typhoid  fever  are  epi- 
demic around  Dawson,  and  hundreds  of 
people  are  dying.  Deaths  for  the  past 
%ionth  have  been  about  ten  a  day  on  an 
average,  and  doctors  fear  i;  will  Ite 
worse  if  cold  weatter  does  not  get  in 
soon. 

"My  advice  to  any  person  who  wants 
to  come  in  just  now  is  to  keep  out  un- 
less they  have  money  to  buy  claims  or 
invest  in  anything.  Then  kl  them 
come  by  all  means,  as  any  person  with 
■money  here  can  makf  money  fast,  but 
a  person  without  money  is  l>etter  on  the 
outside." 


Dakota    People    Give    Their 
Home  Contractors  Prefer- 
ence Every  Time. 

A  number  of  Duluth  contractors  have 
secured  work  lately  in  North  Dakota 
and  Red  River  valley  towns.  The  sea- 
son was  very  dull  in  Duluth  this  year, 
and  early  in  the  summer  contractors 
began  to  look  outside  for  work.  The 
Red  River  valley  and  North  Dakota  was 
the  best  place  to  go.  The  opening  of 
the  Fosston  branch  has  given  Grand 
Forks.  Crcokston  and  other  towns  a 
great  boom,  and  great  things  are  pre- 
dicted for  the  future.  This  has  resulted 
in  a  building  boom. 

The  firms  w  hich  have  lieen  bidding  for 
wcrk  in  the  West  say  that  on  the  whole 
Duluth  can  learn  a  good  lesson  from  the 
towns  out  there.  In  nearly  every  case 
they  stand  by  their  home  town  like 
grim  death,  and  will  not  Kt  any  work 
go  outside  of  it  if  it  can  possibly  be 
avoided.  Fargo  is  one  of  the  towns  in 
which  this  home  sentiment  is  especially 
strong.  It  is  almost  impo.s.sible  for  an 
outside  contractor  to  go  in  there  and 
take  work  away  from  the  local  men.  If 
the  outside  man  is  lowest  they  will  twist 
and  turn  things  in  some  way  so  as  to 
give  it  to  the  home  men.  The  Duluth 
contractors  do  not  protest  very  strongly 
against  this,  because  they  realize  the 
justice  of  it  in  a  way.  The  only  indig- 
nation they  do  feel  is  that  their  own 
city  has  not  shown  the  same  loyal  spirit 
toward  its  contractors.  Some  of  the 
finest  business  bUxks  in  Duluth  have 
!)een  built  by  St.  Paul  and  Minneap  ills 
firms.  .\  little  finesse,  such  as  the  Da- 
kota towns  use,  they  say.  could  have 
given  all  this  work  to  Duluth. 

Two  Duluth  firms  who  have  secured 
work  in  the  West  are  Watterworth  & 
Fee  and  MauLeod.  Campl)ell  &  Smith. 
The  former  will  build  the  cathedral  of 
■Bishop  Shanley,  at  Fargo.  The  latter 
have  two  contracts,  one  for  the  First 
National  Bank  building  at  Bismarck, 
and  one  for  a  large  business  block  in 
Crookston.  Each  of  these  three  jobs 
amounts  to  about  $2'>.(nw. 

The  condition  at  home,  however,  has 
taken  a  turn.  It  is  always  darkest  just

Contracting  work 
is  on  the  increase.  One  firm  has  all  the 
work  it  can  do  between  now  ani  Christ- 
mas.

CAME  NEAR  DROWNING. 

Narrow    Escape     of     Lady     Sholto 
Douglas. 

Lady  Sholto  Douglas,  who  is  residing 

at  the  Canadian  So<i,  with  her  husband, 
iad  a  close  call  from  drowning  last  Fri- 
day evening,  a  few  minutes  before  6 
o'clock,  says  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  News. 
Lady  Douglas  had  lieen  on  this  side  of 
the  rivtr  with  an  escort,  and  was  about 
to  return  honn.'  in  a  row  boat.  On  step- 
ping into  a  boat  in  Kemps  slip,  the 
craft  tipped  ami  Lady  Douglas  was 
thrown  into  the  water,  which  i.s  about 
fifteen  fvet  deep  wht  re  the  accident  oe- 
<  urred.  On  coining  to  the  surface  Lady 
Douglas  was  .seized  by  John  Roll,  who 
is  employed  by  G.  E.  C.  Seaman,  and 
pulled  her  onto  the  dock.  She  was 
taken  into  Mr.  Seaman's  »>ffice,  and  a 
doctor  summoned,  who  administered 
lestoratives.  Dry  clothing  was  secured 
for  the  drenched  lady,  who  was  soon 
afterwards  taken  to  her  home  in  the 
Canadian  Soo,  but  li'tle  the  worse  for 
htr  unpleasant  exi)erience.  Had  it  not 
been  for  the  promptitude  if  Mr.  Roll  the 
accident  might  have  had  a  fatal  end- 
ing. 


The  council  last  evening  appointed  a 
committee  to  investigate  charges  that 
the  former  (jwners  of  the  gas  and  water 
plant  concealed  property  belonging  to 
the  company  when  the  plant  was  turned 
over  to  the  city  and  converted  it  to  their 
own  use,  and  jwstponed  action  on  the 
confirmation  of  Manager  Van  Bergen's 
.''alary  pending  the  report  of  that  com- 
mittte.  The  committee  will  report  at 
the  next  meeting. 

It  transpired  that  Manager  Van  Ber- 
gen's resignation  has  not  been  accepted 
by  the  boarci.  and  that  the  board  does 
not  intend  to  accept  it.  This  informa- 
tion was  a  surprise  to  many,  if  not  most, 
of  the  aldermen.  In  response  to  their 
demands  for  light  on  the  suliject,  it  ap- 
peared that  the  mayor  had  tried  to  force 
Mr.  Van  Bergen's  resignation  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  success  of  the  charter  cam- 
paign. 

The  discussion  that  led  to  these  in- 
side revelations  was  over  a  resolution 
introduced  by  Alderman  Burg  approv- 
ing the  action  of  the  water  and  light 
coniniission  in  fixing  Manager  Van  Ber- 
gen's salary  at  $2.=)0  per  month.  Pre- 
viously a  resolution  reported  by  the 
committee  on  claims  had  been  passed 
allowing  the  water  and  light  pay  roll 
with  the  exception  of  Manager  Van  Ber- 
gen's salary  and  the  pay  of  certain 
members  of  the  force  who,  it  had  been 
claimed,  had  performed  work  for  the 
electric  light  company  during  the  time 
covered  by  the  pay  roll,  the  pay  .if  the 
men  thus  witiihtld  aggregating  $15o. 
The  ri'.xolution  .«t  t  forth  that  the  pay  of 
the  men  had  been  withheld  in  order  to 
give  an  opportunity  for  anyone  who  de- 
sired to  appear  and  show  cause  why  the 
arrtounts  should   not  be   paid. 

Chairman  Jt  ffenson  of  the  committee 
said  that  the  committee  had  taken  this 
course  in  order  to  give  those  who  had 
.been  charging  that  the  men  had  been 
working  for  the  electric  light  company 
a  chance  to  prove  their  assertions.  If 
such  proof  was  not  produced  before  the 
next  meeting,  the  com.mittee  would  rec- 
ommend that  the  men  be  paid  in  full. 
This  resolution   was  adopted. 

Then  followed  the  resolution  for  in- 
vestigation of  the  charge  made  l>y 
William  Craig  In  a  letter  to  The  Her- 
ald, to  the  effect  that  the  owners  of  the 
water  and  light  plant  had  converted 
property  of  the  plant  to  their  own  use 
after  it  had  b^en  sold  to  the  city.  It 
was  introduced  l>y  Alderman  Krumsieg, 
and  i.^  in  full  as  follows: 

"Whenas,  under  date  of  Sept.  5  there 
appeared  a  communication  in  The  Eve- 
ning Herald.  over  the  signature  of 
William  Craig,  chiarging  the  former 
owners  of  the  Duluth  gas  and  w^ter 
plants  with  concealing  materials,  sup- 
plies and  property  belonging  to  the  said 
plants  and  bought  by  the  city,  and  con- 
verting the  same  to  their  own  use,  and 
"Whereas,  it  Is  the  duty  of  the  coun- 
cil to  see  to  it  that  the  city's  interests 
are  in  all  rtspe.ts  protected, 

"Nove.  therefore,  be  it  resolved  that 
a  committee,  consisting  of  Aldermen 
Simpson.  Crassweller  and  Cr.iwley  be 
and  is  hereby  appointed  to  thoroughly 
investigate  the  matter  at  their  earliest 
convenience,  and  to  report  the  result  of 
such  investigation  to  the  council." 

The  statement  in  th^  letter  constitut- 
ed a  direct  charge.  Alderman  Krumsieg 
Haul.  The  party  who  made  It  knew  the 
consequences  to  which  he  exposed  him- 
self if  it  were  not  true.  The  matttr 
should  ))e  investigated.  If  the  commit- 
tee could   not  compel   the  witnesses     to 


He  had  understood  that  the  board  had 
asked  Mr.  Van  Bergen  to  resign  and 
had  accepted  his  resignation.  Now, 
what  did  the  board  mean? 

"I  am  In  favor  of  the  new  charter," 
said  he.  "but  such  things  as  this  will 
kill  It  as  dead  as  a  door  nail."  Such 
things  made  him  believe  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  were  not  perfect; 
that  the  aldermen  were  just  as  good 
as  they,  even  If  the  aldermen  were 
elected  by  the  people  and  the  members 
of  the  board  appointed  by  the  mayor. 

Alderman  Cochrane  ."aid  that  he  had 
not  desired  to  get  into  the  discussion, 
but  when  he  heard  an  alderman  make  a 
false  statement  he  felt  thait  he  must 
correct  it.  He  did  not  wish  to  be  un- 
derstojd  as  meaning  that  the  alderman 
knew  that  the  statement  was  fal."??. 
There  were  three  members  of  the  board 
at  least  who  had  larger  financial  in- 
terests in  the  city  than  all  of  the  coun- 
cil put  together,  and  they  would  not 
do  things  that  were  not  for  the  benefit 
of  the  city. 

"The  resignation  of  Mr.   Van  Bergen 

was  not  asked  by  the  board,"  said  he, 

"but   by  an   officer  of  the  city,    on   the 

plea  that  if  he  did  not  resign  it  would 

kill  the  charter  dead." 

Alderman  Sang— That  was  the  mayor. 

Alderman    Cochrane    made    no    reply, 

and  there  was  general  laughter. 

Alderman  Jefferson  remarked  to  Al- 
derman Cochrane  that  the  latter 
seemed  to  be  in  the  confidence  of  the 
board,  and  he  wanted  ti  know  exactly 
how  the  demand  for  the  resignation 
came  about. 

In  i-eply.  Alderman  Cochrane  stated 
that  he  had  been  told  by  Mr.  Van 
Bergen  that  the  latter  had  been'  called 
into  the  office  of  an  officer  of  the  city 
and  tild  by  that  officer  that  unless  h« 
resigned  it  would  kill  the  charter. 

Alderman  Krumsieg  said  that  the 
board  certainly  should  reconsider  The 
appointment  when  99  per  cent  of  the 
people  thought  that  the  board  had  made 
a  mistake,  and  for  his  part  he  would 
do  all  he  ciuld  to  bring  about  a  recon- 
sideration. His  objection  to  Mr.  Van 
Bergen  was  not  based  on  personal 
grounds:   Mr.  Van  Bergen  was  capable 
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Sang  stated  that  if  the 
found  groundless  and  Mr. 
had  .severed  his  f)rnier 
connections,  the  appointment  would  not 
meet  with  very  strong  opposition  from 
him. 

Alderman  Duren  said  that  at  a  meet- 
ing in  favor  of  the  charter  held  in  h\s 
precinct  by  the  mayjr  and  H.  F. 
Greene,  they  stated  as  an  argument  in 
favor  of  the  charter  that  the  mayor  had 
made  Mr.  Van  Bergen  resign  and  the 
board  accept  his  resignation. 

Alderman  Crassweller  said  that  ne 
supposed  tha.t  Mr.  Van  Bergen  had  re- 
signed and  that  it  was  all  fettled  long 
ago,  and  he  expres.sed  surprise  at  the 
turn  matters  had  taken  during  his  al)- 
sence.  He  moved  a  postponement  to 
next  week  ti  look  into  the  matter. 

Alderman  Duren  moved  a  postpone- 
ment until  the  Investigating  committee 
report?,  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

Resolutions  were  reiKirted  from  th? 
light  and  water  boanl  recimmending 
that  gas  be  used  in  police  headquarters 
the  fire  halls  and  the  Armory,  and  that 
the  council  take  steps  to  put  gas  lights 
in  the  streets  in  place  of  electric  light;?, 
and  that  no  lamps  provided  for  in  the 
Glol>e  Lighting  company  contract  be 
placed  where  gas  can  be  used.

A  resolution  was  passed  requesting 
the  light  and  water  board  to  take  steps 
to  light  the  fire  halls  and  police  head- 
quarters with  gas.

Each  enlisted  man  is  allowed  a  stated 
amount  to  draw  in  clothes  for  each  six 
months,  and  ho  receives  In  money  the 
value  of  the  property  he  does  not  draw. 
The  allowance  for  privates  for  the  fir.^t 
six  months  is  $.56.57.  for  the  second  six 
months  $9.67,  and  for  the  second  year 
$28.10.  The  amount  was  increased  July 
1  owing  to  the  higher  prices  charged  for 
clothes.  Previous  to  that  date  the  al- 
lowance was  $48.3G  for  the  first  six 
month?,  $8.58  for  the  second  six  months 
and  $2.5.18  for  the  second  year.

Yesterday  the  Second  division,  which 
is  located  at  Kn oxville.  was  reviewed 
by  Maj.  Gen.  J.  C.  Breckenridge.  Tho 
review  was  formed  in  line  of  regiments 
in  column  of  marses.  The  review  took 
place  in  the  large  open  field  near  divi- 
sion headquarters  and  was  viewed  by 
a  large  crowd  from  the  neighboring 
hills.  The  brigades  were  arranged  in 
line  in  order  of  seniority  from  right  to 
left  in  the  following  order:  Third  bri- 
gade. Second  brigade.  First  brigade. 
The  Fourteenth  Minnesota,  being  the 
senior  regiment  of  the  Third  brigade, 
had  the  right  of  the  line  and  the  head 
of  the  column  while  passing  in  review. 
The  day  was  an  ideal  day  for  the  re- 
view, and  the  troops,  with  the  poni-h  )s, 
rolled  white  side  out,  slung  over  the  left 
shoulder,  presented  a  fine  appearance. 
An  order  has  been  issued  that  ail 
drinking  water  must  be  boiled  in 
future. 

A  number  of  the  companies  are  hav- 
ing signs  painted  Ijearing  the  names  of 
the  company  and  regiment,  to  carry  on 
the  sides  of  the  train  on  the  journey 
home.  Some  of  the  banners  are  works 
of  art.  having  eagles,  ttag,  coat  of  arm? 
and  other  decorations  In  addition  t-o  the 
lettering.  One  cimrany  has  a  banner 
bearing  the  inscription  "We  would,  but 
couldn't,"  referring  to  the  desire  of  the 
men  to  go  to  the  front. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Ftfty-eighth 
Indiana  left  for  home  las^t  Monday,  and 
the  First  Pennsylva:iia  left  for  Phila- 
delphia yesterday.  The  Fourteenth  is 
the  next  in  order  to  leave,  anl  It  will 
be  followed  by  the  First  Georgia,  which 
also  has  received  orders  to  be  mustered 
out. 

The  departure  of  the  regiment  is  de- 
layed owing  l>  the  large  number  of 
cars  required  for  tht>  other  regiments 
which  lately  left.  The  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-eighth  Indiana  required  seven 
box  cars,  two  stock  cars',  thirty-one 
coaches  and  three  sleepers,  which  were 
made  up  into  four  tiains. 

The  effects  of  pay  day  have  disap- 
peared and  the  numl>er  of  soldiers  visit- 
ing the  city  has  decreased.  Several  of 
the  boys  are  broke  again  and  are  re- 
duced to  borrowing  from  their  friends 
until  next  pay  day.  Not  all  the  men 
spent  their  money  foolisihly,  however, 
but  sent  their  miiuey  home  to  their 
friends.  The  money  order  department 
of  the  KnoxvlUe  postofiice  has  done  a 
rushing  business  all  the  week.  Monday 
the  climax  was  reached,  160  orders  being 
issued,  ranging  in  value  from  $5  to  $15. 
The  regular  number  of  orders  issued 
daily  is  about  forty.  Besides  the  post- 
office  mone.v  orders  the  express  com- 
panies handled  a  large  amount  of 
money. 

Tuesday  the  Sixth  Virginia,  colored, 
arrived  at  Knoxville  and  unloaded  at 
the  platform  at  Lonsdale,  where  the 
Third  brigade  is  located.  All  the  of- 
ficers and  men,  with  the  exception  of 
the  commanding  officer  and  one  of  the 
assistant  surgeons,  are  colored.  This 
regiment  has  been  assigned  to  the 
Third  brigade,  taking  the  place  of  the 
First  Penns.vlvania. 

Today  another  colored  regiment,  the 
Third  North  Carolina,  arrived  from 
Fort  Macon.  N.  C.  and  pitched  camp 
on  the  grouni  vacated  by  tne  First 
Pennsylvania.  When  the  Mlnne- 
sotan  leaves  this  regiment  will  jirob- 
ably  be  assigned  to  the  Third  1)rigade. 
together  with  the  Sixth  Virginia  and 
the  Second  Ohio. 

The  officers  of  the  Fourteenth  gave 
a  dance  at  Corona  hall  Wednesday 
evening  at  which  a  number  of  society 
people  at  Knoxville  were  present. 

The  resignation  of  First  Lieut.  Cas- 
well has  been  accepted  and  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  for  promotions 
have  been  made: 

Second  Lieut.  Jensen,  of  Company,  F, 
to  be  first  lieutenant. 

First  Sergt.  Houck,  of  Company  D.  to 
be  second  lieutenant. 

The  Chattanooga  Times  has  grown 
very  unpopular  with  the  troops  in  the 
Second  division  owing  to  the  many  dis- 
paraging articles  that  have  lately  ap- 
peared in  its  columns  in  regard  to  the 
camps  at  Knoxville,  and  It  has  parti- 
cularly attacked  the  camp  of  the  Third 
brigade,  which  is  far  superior  to  the 
one  it  had  at  Chickamauga.  The  of- 
ficers and  men  are  very  Indignant  over 
the  action  of  the  paper  In  publishing 
such  base  falsehoods  just  because  Its 
management  was  displeased  over  the 
action  of  the  war  department  in  mov- 
ing the  division  from  the  unhealthy 
camp  at  Chickamauga  to  the  excel- 
lent locations  here. 

The  heavy  provost  guard  in  town  has 
been  reduced  and  now  this  regiment 
furnishes  but  twenty-five  privates,  be-

Egyptians — Perfected 

By  Romans. 

In   an    interesting   article   on    "Orna- 
mental Glass  in  All  Ages,"  in  the  Wo- 
man's Home  Companion.       Oriena       L 
Shackleford  has  this  to  sav  of  the  an- 
tiquity of  glass.     "The  Egyptians  used 
gla.ss    ornaments    largely    fur    personal 
decoration.    Necklace.s,  braclets,  beads 
scaral)aei.    etc..    of     exquisite      beaut.v 
have   l>een   di.scovered    in   their   tombs 
It  al.so  served   to  bedeck  clothing,  and 
a    number  of  domestic  objects       made 
of  it  for  daily  use.    Indeed,  the  accom- 
modating medium     was     adapted       by 
them  to  an  infinity  of  purposes,   being 
blown,  cast,  rolled,  wrought  or  cut,  as 
the    worker    willed,    whether    into   sta- 
tues of  their  gods  or  as  glass  eyes  for 
the  sightless  sockets  of  their  mummies, 
to  express  the  w  ish  of  the  soul  to  arrive 
safe  and  whole  at  the  end  of  its  jour- 
ney.    The  Romans  excelled  the  Egypt- 
ians as  extensive   users     of     glas-*.     It 
served    them    for    decoration    to    walls 
and  floors,  for  all  sorts  of  domestic  ves- 
sels, cinerary  urns  and       coffins       (the 
Egyptians  buried  Alexander  the  Great 
i  na  glass  coffin),  for  ornaments,  toys, 
dice,    draughts,    chessmen     and     water 
clocks.     We    read    of   a    table    of    solid 
emerald    that    was    carried    off    by    the 
Goths  when  they  sacked    the    Eternal 
City,   but   it   is  now  considered   not   to 
have  been  of  precious  stone.s— only  fine 
green  glass  or  jasper— yet  deemed  suf- 
ficiently valuable  to  be  set  with  pearls 
and  mounted  in  gold. 

'These  great  builders— the  most  prac- 
tical of  antiquity — were  not     slow      to 
realize    the    value    of    this    transparent 
rnedium   as   a   means   for  transmitting 
light    into    their   palaces    and    temples; 
but  their  window  panes  were  only  from 
7  to  10  inches  square,  and  the  glass  was 
more  green  than      white.     lacking  the 
crystal    clearneRs   of   our   modern    pro- 
ductions.   Glass  mirrors     were     known 
to    the    Egyptians  and    Roman.s.  Speci- 
mens have  been  found  in  the  toniljs  of 
the  former,  and  documentary  evidence 
from  Pliny.  Seneca,  Lucretius  and  oth- 
ers undoubtedly  proved  their      posses- 
sion   by   the   latter.    Glass   was       used 
for_  lamps  in  Pompeii,  but  we  have  no 
evidence  of  it.s  Iwin.g  applied  to  such  a 
purpose  in  Egypt,  where  it  was  appro- 
priated more  largely  to  ornamental  and 
decorative   rather   than   domestic    pur- 
poses."

PICKLED  PEPPERS. 

How  to  Stuff,  Preserve  and  Use  the 
Green  Vegetables. 

Red  pepcer  is  one  of  the  most  whole- 
some condim.ents.  especially  in  malarial 
times  and  places.  Nearly  every  meat 
and  herb  flavor  is  accented  by  Its  pun- 
gent tang.  Here  are  some  ways  of  use 
for  it.  a  little  out  of  the  ordinary,  and 
well  worth  knowing. 

Green  pepper  catsun— Take  a  quart 
of  green  pepjKjrs.  cut  off  the  stocks  and 
split  the  pods  lengthwise.  Slice  into 
them  a  mild  union  as  big  as  an  e'^^ 
one-eighth  of  a  clove  of  garlic  and  one 
very  tart  apple.  Strew  over  them  a 
tablespoon  of  salt  and  two  tablespoons 
of  sugar,  then  put  the  mass  into  a  pre- 
.serving  kettle  with  half  a  gallon  of  cold 
water,  and  stew  until  the  pepper  is  soft 
enough  to  rub  through  a  sieve.  Strain 
the  liquor  along  with  it.  There  should 
lie  about  three  pints  for  straining.  Mix 
a  tablespoon  each  of  pounded  cloves 
black  pepper  and  allspice,  add  two 
grated  nutmegs,  a  teaspoonful  of  celery 
seed  and  two  ofcoriander  .seed.  left 
whole,  one-half  ounce  of  turmeric  pow- 
der and  a  very  little  finely  shred  mace, 
cinnamon  and  ycllo\v  lemon  peel.  Blend 
the  seasoning.?  thoroughly  and  stir  well 
through  the  catsup.  Finish  by  adding 
a  pint  of  pure  cider  vinegar.  Put  into 
small  bottles,  cork  and  seal. 

Pepper  sauce  (East  Indian)—  Take 
the  smallest  deep  red  pepper.s.  fully 
ripe,  clip  off  the  stocks  and  put  them 
in  a  bottle,  along  with  the  whole  celery 
seed,  coriander  seed  and  black  mus- 
tard seed,  also  the  scrapped  pulp  of  a 
sour  apple.  Fill  the  bottle  three  parts 
full,  then  add  a  tablespoon  of  sugar, 
mixed  with  the  same  amount  of  tur- 
meric powder.  Fill  with  pure  cider 
vinegar  and  keep  in  warm  place  for  a 
week,  shaking  well  every  day. 

Sauce  piquant  (for  immediate  use)— 
Stew  a,  handful  of  green  peppers  in  wat- 
er enough  to  ccver  them.  When  soft 
press  out  the  juice  and  throw  away  the 
pulp.  Mix  a  gill  of  best  olive  oil,  drop 
by  drop,  with  a  tablespoon  of  turmeric

Stuffed     Pepper.s— Take   four       dozen 
hullnose  peppers  just  beginning  to  turn, 
as  many  liutton  unions  and  four  small 
heads  of  cabbage,  soak  them  three  davs 
in  strong  salt  water,  then  for  six  hours 
in    fresh:    slit    the    peppers    down    one 
side  and  scrape  out  the  seed:   stick  a 
clove  into  one  end  of  the  onions   and 
press  a  black      peppercorn      into      the 
other:    cut   from    the   cabbage       leaves 
rounds  big  enough  to  wrap  the  onions, 
cover  them  inside  with  turmeric  pow- 
der, mixed  to  a  paste  with  olive  oil  and 
sprinkle  very  lightly  with  celery  seed: 
wrap  them  neatly  about  the  onions  and 
slit»  inside  the  peppers,   then  close  the 
slit  with  a  stitch  or  two.  Pack  the  pep- 
pers in  a  preserving  kettle  with  layers 
of  horse  radish  and  shred   of      lemon 
oeel,  cover  them  with  cold  vinegar  and* 
bring  slowly   to  a   boil:    let  them   cook 
two  minutes  .then  skim  out  and  put  in 
jars,   strewing   between    them   pounded 
cloves,  allspice  and  ginger,  whole  black 
peppers,    mustard    and    coriander   seed, 
grated    nutmeg   and    finely       shredded 
mace;    on   top   put    a   thick  sprinkle   of 
sugar  and  a  pinch  of  salt,  cover  with 
cold   vinegar— be  sure  it   is  cider  vine- 
gar—tie down  and  let  stand  a  month  be- 
fore using.   An  agreeable  variant  is  to 
chop  the  onion  and  cabbage  with  their 
own  bulk  of  tart  apples,  then  mix  in  the 
turmeric   paste,   and  use  coilialder      in 
place  of  celery  seed;   fill  peppers  with 
the  mixture,  and  finish  as  directed. 

Pickled     peppers— Take      a  gallon  of 
green  peppers,  sliced  and  free  of  stem:^ 
a  gallon  of  green  tomatoes,  white  cab- 
bage and  onions,  mixed  and  cut  up:  put 
them  in  a  bag  with  a  quart  of  coar.se 
salt  sprinkled      well  through,    and    let 
them  drain  all  night.    Put  in  preserving 
kettle,  cover  with  cold  water,  and  bring 
them  gradually  to  a  boil.    Let  scald  for 
five  minutes,  then  drain  off  the  water. 
When  cold  pack  in  jars,  strewing  well 
bruised  ginger,  whole  black  peppers  and 
lemon  peel  Ijetween.    Stew  a    pint     of 
chopped  celery  in     water    enough       to 
cover  it.  pre.=s  out  the  juice  and  set  it 
aside;    take  gill  of  grated   horseradish, 
two  ounces  turmeric  powder,   teaspoon 
of  salt  and  a  tablespoonful  of  sugar;  mix 
and  add   to  them,  a   little  at  a  time,  a 
gill  of  best  olive  oil,  stir  smooth,  then 
beat  in   the  celery     juice.    Divide     the 
mixture  equally  between  two  jars,  then 
pour  in  cold  vinegar  to  cover  the  pickle 
an  inch  deep.

The  only  explanation  of  this 
is  that  the  crowd  who  lmagi.".ed  that 
they  witnessed  the  moving  mountains 
must  have  been  under  some  sort  of  hyp- 
notic suggestion. 

After  all.  there  is  nothing  wonderful 
in  hypnotism.  When  a  person  is  asleep 
the  controlling  will  is  cut  off  from  the 
brain.  Yet  the  brain  automatically 
works,  and  this  is  the  cause  of  al! 
dreams.  Now,  whisper  into  the  ear  of 
the  sleeper  some  story,  and  when  he 
awakes  he  will  .say  that  he  has  dreamt 
it,  but  while  asleep  he  believed  in  the 
reality  of  the  ftory.

Acc.-rding  to  Maj.  Gil>erga,  the  resig- 
nation of  Gen.  Garcia  and  its  accept- 
ance by  Gen.  Gomez  was  a  co.mpleto 
surprise  to  the  civil  officers  of  the 
Cuban  republic.  It  was  known  t'nat 
there  was  .some  friction  betwten  the  two 
officers,  but  no  one  thought  th.it  Garcia 
would  resign  from  the  army,  and  even 
if  he  should  present  his  resignation  they 
did  not  believe  Gomez  would  accept  it. 
The  whole  affair  of  the  resignation  and 
acceptan.-e  Wiis  carried  on  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  civil  authorities,  as 
Gen.  Gomez,  as  commander  in  chitf  of 
tho  army  promptly  accepted  it  without 
consulting    the   civil    aulh.irities. 

-Maj.  Giberga  was  inclined  to  believe 
that  Garcias  resignation  would  have  no 
effect  among  the  Cubans,  an  1  would 
cau.se  no  dissensions,  although  if  it  had 
been  tendered  prior  to  the  cessation  of 
hostilities  it  might  have  injured  the 
Culian  cause.  In  speaking  of  the  condi- 
tiim  now  existing  in  the  interior  of  the 
island,  iht  major  said: 

"The  Cui)an  soldiers  are  suffering 
for  lack  of  food.  Before  peace  was  de- 
clared they  could  obtain  food  by  forag- 
ing in  the  country,  hut  now  they  cannot 
do  this.  As  a  result  the  men  who  have 
not  been  paid  since  they  j.)incd  the 
army  are  suffering  from  starvation. 
They  have  no  money  with  whicn  to  pur- 
chase food  and  cannot  take  it  from  the 
fields.  The  troops  sliould  lie  i>aid  off  as 
soon  as  possible  and  allowed  to  return 
to  their  homes,  where  they  can  once 
more  engage  in  peaceful  pursuits.  The 
payment  of  the  troops  is,  however,  a 
serious  problem  which  will  have  to  be 
stjlved  at  an  early  date. 

"I  do  not  believe  that  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  United  States  to  send  a 
large  army  into  Cuba.  In  fact.  I  think 
10,000  men  will  be  sufficient  to  look 
after  the  island.  There  is  no  danger  of 
iintiict  i»^tween  the  (;'ul>ans  and  Span- 
iards. Everything  was  quiet  at  San- 
tiago when  i  left  the  city.  The  peopio 
are  satisfied  with  the  way  Gon.  jL^a«  ton 
handlts  affairs.  He  maintains  order 
and  is  courteous  to  all  dases.  So.mo 
i'nprovenients  are  n'-eded  there,  such  as 
the  reopening  of  the  schools,  but  that 
will  come  in  good  time." 


NOT  LATER  THAN  DECEMBER. 

Time    Limit    PIdced   on    the    Peace 
Negotiations. 

Washington,  Sept.  20. — The  American 
peace  commissioners  now  on  the  way  to 
Paris  to  meet  the  Spanish  commission- 
ers have  definite  instructions  as  to  the 
time  limit  of  the  negotiations.  Presi- 
dent-McKinley  instructed  them  to  in- 
sist upon  Dec.  1  as  the  latest  day  when 
a  conclusion— either  of  agreement  or 
disagreement — shall  1)e  re.iched. 

The  United  States  commission  is  di- 
rected to  point  out  to  the  Spaniards 
after  each  coinnii.^-.=;ion  has  made  up 
and  presented  its  case,  that  three  of 
the  American  commissioners  are  mem- 
liers  of  the  United  States  senate.  and 
they  must  l)e  in  Washington  by  the 
time  congress  convene.-^.  The  preside  nt 
Is  said  to  be  firm  in  his  intention  not  to 
permit  the  negotiations  to 'be  prolonged 
beyond  a  reasonable  period,  and  two 
months,  he  believes,  la  ample  time  for 
both  nations. 

The  commission  will  not  hold  many 
joint  sessions.  The  member.^  will  meet 
to  pre.sent  claims  and  demands  and  then 
adjourn  to  discuss  them  separately.  As 
the  demands  will  come  chiefly  from  the 
American  commissioners,  the  Spanisli 
membeis  will  have  to  accept  or  decline, 
and  in  turn  present  counter-proposi- 
tii>ns  for  the  Ignited  States  to  consider. 
By  December  there  will  have  to  be  an 
agreement  or  th-  war  will  be  renev.ed

Sherman  house.  Bis'nop  Hartzell  was 
appointed  two  years  ago  to  look  after 
all  American  Methodist  missi ms  in 
Africa,  and  during  this  time  lias  made 
a  tour  of  the  entire  continent,  preaching 
the  gospel  and  aiding  civilization. 

He  has  invaded  Southern  Africa,  anil 
declare.')  this  section  of  the  continent 
IS  destined  to  bt'come  a  vast  Anglj- 
Saxon  empire.  Already,  he  slates,  there 
are  700,000  civilized  citizens  there,  and 
the  influx  daily  grow.«  greater.  On  the 
east  coast  of  the  continent,  where  Ih" 
bishop  has  spent  much  of  hlM  time,  h-j 
says  religion  is  strongly  in  evidence. 

"People  generally."  said  I3ishjp  Hart, 
zell.  "in  that  portion  of  the  country  are 
not  only  willing  but  anxious  to  be 
taught  the  Bible.

Agent  Sutherland  Goes  to  Deer  River 
For  That  Purpose. 

J.  H.  Sutherland,  Indian  agent  at  the 
Wliite  Earth  reservation,  arrived  in  the 
city  last  evening  and  l^-ft  this  afternoon 
for  Deer  River  where  he  will  make  a  pay- 
ment of  f5..W  to  each  of  about  600  Indians. 
He  was  accompanied  by  R.  J.  Holland, 
D.  S.  Morrison.  J.  E.  Perrault  and  R 
Perrault,  agency  employes.  They  will  re- 
turn to  Duluth  Thursday  and  leave  at 
once  for  the  Mille  Lacs  reservation  where 
.another  payment  to  the  Indians  will  be 
be  made. 

Air.  Sutherland  said  to  a  Herald  re- 
porter today  that  the  Indians  who  have 
chosen  their  allotments  on  the  White 
Earth  reservation  have  begun  to  arrive 
there  from  the  other  reservations  and 
taken  possession  of  their  lands.  It  has 
been  the  aim  of  the  Chippewa  Indian 
comisslon  to  induce  all  of  the  Indian.s 
to  take  their  lands  on  the  White  Earth 
res-.ervation  but  in  th's  they  have  onlv 
been  partially  successful,  some  of  theih 
insisting  on  making  a  choice  of  homes 
I'w  ■^,^'  places,  where  they  have  lived  ail 
their  lives. 

The  wild  rice  cron.  on  which  the  In- 
dians depend  largely  for  their  support 
during  the  winter  will  be  large  this  vear 
and  in  .some  places  they  have  alreadv 
begun  to  gather  it.  Mr.  Sutherland  said 
he  expected  considerable  logging  under 
the  dead  and  down  timber  act  to  be  done 
on  the  reservations  next  winter  which 
will  afford  the  Indians  employment. 


WILL  BRYAN  RESIGN? 

The  Kansas  City  Star  Corres- 
pondent Says  That  Is 
His  Program. 

Kansas  City,  Sept.  20.— A  special  to 
the  Star  from  Jacksonville,  Fla..  saysr 
Col.  William  Jennings  Bryan,  of  the 
Third  Nebraska  volunteers,  will  shortly 
resign  his  commission  in  the  United 
States  army  and  resume  the  discussion 
of  public  questions.  This  statement  is 
not  made  upon  the  authority  of  Col 
Bryan,  however.  When  asked  to  ex- 
press himself  on  questions  of  public  in- 
terest, he  said:

Cars  Will  Be  Running  From  Duluth  to 
West  Superior. 

According  to  the  plans  of  the  Superior 
Rapid  Transit  company  the  new  wide 
gauge  track  running  from  the  inter- 
state bridge  to  the  Twentv-first  street 
crossing  in  Superior,  will  be  completed 
inside  of  thirty  days.  One  hundred  and 
nfty  men  are  now  at  work  laying  the 
rails  and  p(;eparing  the  road  bed  on 
Third  street,  where  several  rods  of  the 
new  track  are  now  down. 

Great  improvements  are  being  made 
in  the  new  road  t>ed  as  contrasted  with 
the  old  one.  In  place  of  a  plank  foun- 
dation for  the  rails  there  is  to  be  heavy 
stringers  laid  for  a  foundation,  th-- 
whoje  to  be  ballasted  the  same  as  an 
ordinary  railroad.

The  Turbinia  is  100  feet  long,  with  a 
!"3"i  of  9  feet,   and  carries  a   cre^v  of 
ten.     She  has  2100  horse  power,  can  pro- 
duce 30,000   pounds   of  steam   an    hour 
and  has  a  pressure      of     225     pounds  a 
square  inch  in  her  water  tube  boilers 
Her  three  propeller  shafts     have    each 
,  t.iree  screws,  several  feet  apart.  These 
f  screws      revolve      2500      times  a  minute 
witnout  causing    perceptible    vibration 
The  engines  can  be  raised  to  full  speed 
from  a  standstill  in  thirty  seconds. 

The  Turbinia's  engines  are  of  th-=- 
simplest  type,  entirely  at  variance  with 
any  known  marine  machinery.  Th.^ 
motor  attached  to  the  shaft  consists  of 
a  multitude  of  fan  blades,  exactly  simi- 
lar in  principle  to  the  blade  of  an 
electric  fan.  Against  these  blades,  in- 
closed in  a  steam  chest,  the  steam  is 
driven.  The  pressure  makes  the  blades 
revolve,  turning  the  shaft. 

Mr.  Parsons  calculates  that  a  15.000- 
ton  liner,  furnished  with  steam  turbine 
motors,  can  cross  the  Atlantic  in  three 
Ways.  The  coal  consumption  would  be 
1500  tons  daily.  but  the  extra  coal 
bunker  room  required  will  be  offset  by 
t^e  smaller  space  devoted  to  the  ma- 
chinery. Such  a  vessel  could  cany  as 
many  passengers  and  as  much  cargo  as 
a  vessel  of  the  same  tonnage  propelled 
by  the  ordinary  machit>ery.

It  will  develop  a  vast  area  lying  be- 
tween L.ake  Superior  and  the  Ked 
River  valley,  rieh  in  natural  resources 
and  make  po-^sible  the  building  of 
thousands  of  homes,  and  scores  of 
thriving  villafros  and  cities. 

It  places  Duluth  in  direct  communi- 
cation with  the  great  Northwest  and 
gives  her  merchants  a  field  of  oper- 
ations, heretofore  denied  them.  large 
enough  in  itself  to  sup|)ort  a  city  of 
twice  her  size. 

Ity  the  laying  of  ninety-six  miles      of 

ight  steel  rails  from  Deer  Kiver      to 

<  sston.  a  transformation  of  the  con- 
ditions that  have  governed  the  railroad 
situation  has  been  made  and  t;he  Zen- 
ith City  in  a  day  is  given  the  com- 
manding iMJ^ition  of  the  immense  coun- 
try which  nature  intend. -d  should  be 
tributary  to  her,  but  which  the  railroad 
builders  f>f  the  past  twenty  years  have 
prevented  her  from  realizing. 

A  gl^n<■e  at  a  railroad  map  of  Minne- 
sota and  the  Dakotas  will  s(how  that  the 
general  direction  of  all  lines  is  north- 
west and  southeast.  From  the  wheat 
fields  of  Manitoba,  Dakota  and  Minne- 
sota all  reads  point  to  St.  Paul,  Minne- 
apolis and  Chicago.  Duluth  was  evi- 
dently not  In  the  minds  of  the  railrohd 
magnates.  While  those  who  had  faith 
in  the  future  of  the  child  of  destiny  at 
the  head  of  the  big  lake,  were  living  on 
the  nxky  hills  and  drawing  lines  on  the 
n>ap  to  all  points  of  the  compass,  and 
informing  occasional  visitors  with  an 
enthusiasm  and  earnestness  r)eculiar  to 
Duluthians.  that  all  of  the  territory 
north  of  Banning's  line  was  nearer  to 
Duluth  than  Chicago,  and  must  even- 
tually pay  tribute  to  her,  the  real  rail- 
roads were  being  built  all  around  her 
and  only  an  occasional  branch  reached 
her  borders.  The  apparent  object  of  all 
the  big  railroad  systems  has  l>een  to 
make  of  the  Twin  Cities  the  distril>ut- 
ing  point  for  the  Northwest,  but  un- 
fortunately for  their  plans  Lake  Super- 
ior ihas  given  to  Duluth  a  br.>ad  high- 
way to  the  East  which  can  be  traverse  1 
so  cheaply  that  the  railroads  cannot 
compete  with  it.  The  lines  that  were 
cons^tructed  especially  for  the  accom- 
modation of  St.  Paul  and  Minneap-Jlls 
have  been  forced  to  haul  to  and  from 
Duluth  an  immense  tonnage,  greate.- 
than  to  any  ether  point  on  theif  sys- 
tem. They  have  had  a  m.ich  longer 
haul  to  accommfxlate  this  enormous 
traffic  that  has  been  literaHy  forced 
up'm  them,  than  would  have  l>een  nec- 
essary had  they  in  the  beginning  ap- 
preciated what  an  important  factor 
LMike  Superior  wau  destined  to  become 


in  the  soli'ing  of  the  transportation 
problems  of  the  country.  It  is  quite 
certain  that  if  these  railroads  were  to 
be  built  now,  they  would  center  In  Du- 
luth as  the  spokes  of  a  wheel  to  a  hub. 
J.  J.  Hill,  president  of  the  Great 
Northern  railroad,  undoubtedly  the 
greatest  railroad  man  of  this  genor- 
ation,  is  the  first  head  of  a  large  sys- 
tem to  attach  to  head  of  Lake  Super- 
ior the  importance  which  it.s  geogra- 
phical position  demands.  Others  have 
projected  direct  lines  from  Duluth  to 
the  wheat  fields  in  the  Northwest,  West 
and  Southwest,  but  their  enterprise 
has  invariably  found  insurmountable 
obstacles  placed  in  their  way  by  the 
strong  corporations  already  in  posses- 
sion of  the  territory  they  sought  to  in- 
vade. Many  wrecks  of  companies  of 
this  kind  strew  the  rugged  Duluth  hills. 
Few  of  them  have  ever  passed  the  pa- 
per stage  of  their  careers.  Occasionally 
one  has  turned  a  little  earth  and  done 
a  few  miles  of  grading  and  one.  the 
Duluth  &  Winnipeg,  sticceided  in  lay- 
ing rails  tr)  a  point  in  Itasca  t^unty. 
where  it  was  brought  to  a  standstill. 
This  road  was  bought  a  year  ago  by 
Mr.  Hill  and  made  a  part  of  the  Eastern 
Minnesota  and  it  forms  a  link  of  the 
Fosston  branch,  which  connects  Duluth 
directly  with  the  Great  Northern's  Red 
River  valley  network  of  roads,  the 
completion  of  which  is  being  celebrated 
today  by  the  citizens  of  Duluth  and 
those  of  her  newly-made  neighbors. 

Connecting  Roads. 

It  is  douiitftil  if  iver  before  the 
building  of  so  short  a  piece  of  road  has 
been  attend^'d  with  such  important  re- 
sults. From  Saunders  on  to  Cloi|uet 
twenty-six  miles  of  rails  connects  the 
Eastern  Minnesota  with  thf^  Duluth,  Su- 
jK'rior  &  Western  or  Duluth  &  Winni- 
peg. From  Deer  River,  the  western 
terminus  of  the  Duluth,  Superior  & 
Western,  to  Fosst'm,  ninety-six  miles 
more  completes  the  line  from  Duluth. 
At  Ciookston.  which  is  the  western 
terminus  of  the  Fosst(»n  branch,  cen- 
ters the  St.  Vincent  branch,  extendini; 
to  Canadian  boundary  line:  the  Thief 
River  Falls  and  the  Ked  Lake  Falls 
branih;  the  Halstcad  and  Fargo 
branch;  and  the  main  line  running  wt-st 
to  Grand  Forks  and  south  to  St.  Paul 
and  Minneapolis.  The  road  from  Shir- 
ley to  St.  Hilain*  is  to  be  taken  up  ani 
the  Red  Lake  Falls  branch  extended 
south  to  a  Junction  with  the  Fosston 
branch  probably  at  Dugdale  or  Mentor. 
At  (Jrand  Forks  another  great  railroad 
center  is  brought  into  closer  relations 
with  Duluth,  and  the  entire  c-ountry  will 
be  100  miles  nearer  the  great  markets 
of  the  world  because  of  the  building  of 
the  Fosston  branch. 

Practically  none  of   the  country   be- 


tween Duluth  and  Crookston  has  passed 
the  first  stages  of  its  development. 
Most  of  it  is  primeval  forest  or  virgin 
prairie  that  has  never  been  seen  by  the 
evf.s  of  a  white  man.  In  it  is  included 
practically  the  last  of  ITncle  Sam's 
broad  domain.  Thousands  of  fertile 
acres  have  waited  there  for  the  advent 
of  the  iron  horse  to  make  it  easy  of  ac- 
cess and  afford  its  settlers  a  means  of 
sending  their  products  to  market.  Its 
settlement  and  development  will  un- 
doubtedly be  more  rapid  than  that  of 
any  other  section  of  the  state.  Pioneers 
have  already  begun  the  great  work  and 
myriads  of  homeseekers  will  quickly 
follow  them  to  one  of  the  most  pic- 
turesque and  resourceful  regions  on  the 
continenL  > 

Crookston,  the  mo.'^t  important  point 
on  the  Fo.«?ston  branch,  is  the  place  at 
which  all  of  the  traftic  for  Duluth  wHl 
be  transferred  from  conveying  lines. 
Large  yards  have  been  built  there  and 
its  population  will  be  increased  by  at 
least  200  employes  of  the  Great  North- 
ern railroad,  who  will  be  needed  to 
transact  the  increased  volume  of  the 
company's  business.  New  shops  are  to 
I'c  built  ;it  South  Crookston,  an  aduitlim 
which  ha.s  just  been  /aid  out.  The  city 
now  has  a  population  of  about  .'5000  and 
It  would  not  be  surprising  if  this  num- 
ber, were  doubled  almost  within  a 
•year. 

East  from  Fosston  is  Mentor,  a  thriv- 
ling  village,  which  is  the  market  place 
for  several  well  settled  townships. 
Erdkine  is  next  to  Mentor,  and  now  has 
a  population  of  ;W0  i>eople.  It  contains 
a  numlier  of  g.  neral  stores,  .a  flouring 
mill,  three  churches,  good  schocls,  and 
is  a  good  wheat  and  wood  market. 
Seven  miles  east  of  Mentor  is  Mclr>- 
tosh,  with  a  poi)ulation  of  600.  It  has 
tuo  banks,  two  newspapers,  two  hotel?:, 
several  general  stores,  a  cuaom  flour- 
ing mill,  a  cnamery  and  other  indus- 
tries. It  has  four  elevators,  in  which 
the  wheat  raised  in  six  or  seven  fertile 
towns  is  gathered.  It  is  nearly  in  the 
geographical  center  of  the  original 
■"Thirtetn  Towns,"  and  vies  with  Foss- 
ton for  the  supremacy  commercially  of 
the  territory, 

Fosston. 

Fosston  has  nearly  doul)lt  the  popula- 
tion of  Mcintosh,  and  has  for  years  been 
wldt  ly  advertised  as  the  eastern  ter- 
. minus  of  the  branch  bearing  its  name.  It 
was  in  1883  that  the  famous  "Thirteen 
Tviwns"  were  opened  to  settlement,  and 
they  were  immediately  occupied  by 
settlers,  evtry  quarter  section  being 
taken  up  either  by  pre-i  mptlon  or 
homestead.  Fosston  was  built  very 
quickly,  and  has  ever  since  been  the 
loading  place  of  prosperous  farmers  fur 
miles  around.  It  has  also  drawn  upon 
the  lumbering  and  Indian  country,  in 
Beltrami  county.  East  of  Fosston  the 
character  of  the  country  changes.  The 
prairie  gives  way  to  pine  forests,  cut  up 
by  beautiful  lakes  and  rivers,  with  hert- 
and  there  a  stretch  of  mvadow  land, 
that  makes  of  it  a  landscape  that  is 
pleasing  to,  the  artistic  eye  as  well  as 
attractive  to  home  maker  and  specu- 
lator, because  of  its  wealth  of  timber 
find  broad  expanse  <»f  valuabl'>  agricul- 
tural lands,  with  inexhaustible  water 
powers,  that  will  at  no  distant  day  keep 
the  wheels  of  mills  and  factories  whirl- 
ing to  the  great  prosperity  of  llie  towna 
to   be  built. 

Petwten  Fosston  and  Deer  River  sev- 
eral towns  that  give  promise  of  good 
growth  have  sprung  up  since  the  work 
on  the  road  l^egan,  considerably  less 
than  a  year  ago.  The  first  of  these  is 
Lengliy,  nine  milts  from  Fosston,  near 
tht  northerr*  line  of  the  White  Earth 
Indian  reservation.  Settlers  have  al- 
ready begun  to  carve  homes  out  of  the 
forest,  north  and  south  of  the  station, 
and  storts  are  being  established  there 
for  their  accommodailon.  Ebro  and 
Leniond  are  stations  that  have  so  far 
uttainfd  no  dignity  greater  than  that  of 
sidings,  but  i>ext  to  them  comes  Bagley, 
which  is  twenty  miles  from  Fosston.  It 
is  situated  between  Lake  Le.mond  and 
Ckarwattr  river,  on  a  spot  admirably 
adapted  to  the  building  of  a  town.  The 
Clearwater  provides  a  good  water 
power  at  Bagley,  and  for  a  number    of

years  it  and  Walker  brook,  which  con- 
joins with  it  there,  have  been  used  for 
running  logs.  For  twenty- four  miles  to 
the  north  settlers  have  penetrated  the 
country,  which  is  made  up  to  a  large 
extent  of  mixed  meadow  and  hard  wood 
lands,  popple  "bush"  and  white  pine. 
Twenty-four  miles  southward  from  Bag- 
It  y  is  a  tier  of  townships  ceded  to  the 
government  by  the  White  Earth  In- 
dians, but  wiiich  have  not  yet  been 
opened  to  settlement,  but  will  l)e  within 
a  year  or  two.  Bagley  is  destined  to  be 
the  supply  point  for  the  lumber  com- 
panies operating  on  the  western  half  of 
the  Red  Lake  reservation,  until  the  tim- 
be  has  been  exhausted.  The  prospects 
of  a  quickly  developed  city  at  this  poini 
have  i<een  anticipated,  and  its  growth 
since  the  work  of  Imilding  the  missing 
links  to  the  Fosston  branch  begart  has 
'oeen  remarkable.  Several  stores  have 
already  been  located  there  to  compete 
with  Fosston  for  the  trade  of  South- 
eastern Polk  and  Western  Beltrami 
counties.  A  saw  and  planing  mill  are 
in  course  of  construction  and  a  good 
hotel  built  and  open  for  business.  A 
newspaper  has  also  been  e.sLablishtd. 
Several  wagon  roads  have  been  built 
from  the  town  to  the  surrounding  coun- 
try, and  the  farming  lands  are  being 
rapidly  improved. 

Hard  Wood  and  Pine. 

The  next  station  is  Shovlin,  i  ight  miles 
from  Baglty.  It  is  in  a  particularly 
favored  locality.  A  short  distance  away 
is  Lake  Itasca,  in  which  rises  the  Mis- 
sissippi rivtr.  It  is  a  mixed  hardwood 
and  pine  land  country,  and  is  already 
fairly  well  settled.  To  the  north,  far 
into  the  Red  Lake  Indian  ?eservation, 
which  has  but  recently  been  opened  to 
settlement,  the  character  of  the  country 
is  much  the  sann.e,  small  lakes  and  swift 
running  rivers,  providing  it  with  an 
abundance  of  water,  Solway  is  a  amall 
station,  six  miies  from  Shevlin,  In  the 
center  of  a  tract  of  cut  over  pine  lands. 
These  lands  are  suitabU'  for  agricultural 
purposes.  Six  miles  further  oast  is 
Eckles,  a  side  track  and  wood  station, 
where  a  sawmill  will  probably  be  built 
in  the  near  future. 

When  the  new  road  crosses  the  Mis- 
.-issippi  river,  but  a  few  miles  below  its 
source,  just  six  miles  from. 
Eckles,  is  the  most  important 
town  that  has  sprung  into  ex- 
istence as  the  result  of  the  building  of 
the-  Fosston  branch.  Here  the  Father 
of  Waters  (lows  into  Lake  Beinidji  and 
Lake  Irving.  Already  500  people  have 
located  there,  and  all  conditions  are  fav- 
orable to  the  development  of  a  city  that 
will  cut  an  important  part  in  the  j^owth 
of  this  most  remarkable  country.  It  is 
the  country  seat  of  Beltrami  county, 
and  will  soon  be  one  of  the  largest 
lun:bering  mnnufacturing  points  in 
Northern  Minniesota.  It  is  estimated 
that  2,000,000,000  feet  of  pine  is  accessible 
to  this  point,  enough  to  keep  several 
large  mills  busy  for  a  number  of  years, 
and  give  employment  to  a  large  force  of 
men.  There  are  already  established  there 
three  newspapers,  two  sawmills,  a  bank, 
a  hotel,  several  general  stores,  black- 
smith shops  and  other  minor  estaljlish- 
menls,  A  summer  resort  and  commer- 
cial hotel  are  In  course  of  construction. 
In  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Beniidji  the 
land  is  said  to  be  not  specially  desirable 
for  agriculture,  but  in  all  directions,  at 
short  distances,  the  immense  white  pine 
forests  are  broken  by  large  tracts  of 
hardwood  and  meadow  lands.  The 
surrounding  country  is  capable  of  sup- 
porting a  large  population,  for  besides 
its  agricultural  and  pine  timber  re- 
sources, it  will  furnish  unlimited  quan- 
tities of  cord  wood,  railroad  ties  and 
birch  and  oak  lumber.  Bemidjl,  in  ad- 
dition to  being  blessed  with  tii-  se  grc^at 
stores  of  wealth,  is  situated  on  a  most 
beautiful  spot,  which  will  make  it  a  very 
attractive  place  for  visitors  from  the 
cities  during  the  summer  months,  and  in 
the  fall  and  winter  hunters  will  come 
far  and  near  to  chase  the  game  with 
which  the  country  abounds. 

From  Bemidji  to  Rosby,  the  next  sta- 
tion Is  Rosby,  Here  It  is  believed  the 
Bralnerd  &  Northern  Minnesota  will 
cross  the  Fosston  branch.    The  road  is 


now  being  built  northward  from  Walker, 
the  county  seat  of  Cass  county. 
Another    six    miles  will  take  the  trav- 
eler to  Farris,  which  is  on  the  western 
line  of  the  Chippewa  reservation.  From 
there   to  De*r   River,    the  western    ter- 
iminus  of  the  old   Duluth,   Superior     & 
Western  road,   it  is  forty  miles.    All  of 
this  distance  is  through  the  reservation, 
which  is  not  yet  open  to  settlement,  but 
it  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  richest  sec- 
tions of  country  to  the  west  of  Duluth. 
Cass    Lake,    the    fir.st    station   -on    the 
Chippewa    Indian    reservation,    is    the 
place  aelected    by   President   Hill   as   a 
future  railroad  junction  of  importance. 
This  is   to  be  the  western   tenninu.s'  of 
the  Eastern  Minnesota  railroad  and  the 
eastern  terminus  of  the  so-called  Foss- 
ton branch.    In  effect.  It  will  be  the  di- 
vision  headquarter.«  of  this  line  of  the 
(ireat  Northern  system.    The  Park  Rap- 
ids &  Leech  Lake  railway,  now  building 
from    the   south,    will    form   a   junction 
here   with    the   Duluth   line.     Extensive 
yards   are   being:   built,    with    as    much 
track  room  as  the  Northern  Pacific  has 
on   Rice's   Point   in   Duluth.     A  20-stail 
round-houi*?    is    being    erected,    and    a 
hotel  which  is  now  feeding  150  men   a 
clay   has   been    built.     The    tawnsite   of 
Cass   Lake  is  located   on   Indian   allot- 
ments, th  ■  owners  of  which  cannot  give 
title  to  the  land  for  twenty-five  years. 
The   Indian     landlords    can,     however, 
lease    their    lands    ,and    a    number    of 
houses  are  being  built  on  leased  ground. 
A   site  for  a  sawmill  has  been  secured 
by  lease   by   a  large   Michigan   lumber 
firm  which  proposes  to  carry  on  exten- 
sive operations.     The   obstacles   in    the 
way   of   securing   title    to    lots   in    Cas^ 
Lake  seems  ij  be  in  the  way  of  develop- 
ment, but  no  doubt  a  way  of  overcom- 
ing them  will  be  found,  and  the  build- 
ing of  an  important  city  will  proceed. 

Other  stations  on  the  reservation 
east  of  Cass  Lake  are  Cuba,  Schley 
(both  familiar  names),  Bena  Nushka 
and  Ball  Club.  Then  comes  Deer  River, 
and  with  all  towny  between  there  and 
Duluth  the  readers  of  The  Herald  are 
familiar. 

The  Indian  Reservations. 

Not  until  the  Indian  j-eservalions  are 
oi)ened  to  settlement  can  the  country 
l)eti\een  Bemidji  and  Deer  River  show 
much  develoiment.  That  will  be  done 
very  saon  under  the  act  of  congress 
passed  Jan.  14,  18S9,  and  since  then 
amended  at  different  times.  This  act 
provides  that  the  Indians  on  the  several 
reservations  shall  be  permitted  to  take 
allotments  of  land  to  be  selected  by 
them  as  homesteads.  The  great  ma- 
jority of  them  have  already  made  their 
."^selections,  principally  on  the  White 
Earth  reservation.  It  then  provides 
that  the  timber  on  the  land  shall  be  es- 
timated and  all  forties  containing  17,000 
feet  or  more  of  pine  shall  be  sold  to 
the  highest  bidder  at  not  less  than  $3 
per  1000  feet,  title  to  the  land  passing 
with  the  timber.  All  that  remain?  will 
bo  open  to  homestead  entry.  Six  gangs 
of  estimators  are  now  at  work  on  the 
re?L^rvations  and  they  have  nearly  com- 
ideted  their  task.  It  is  thought  that 
within  a  few  months  the  timijor  lands 
will  be  advertised  for  sale,  and  the 
agricultural  tract.«  opened  to  settle- 
ment. This  means  that  an  area  cover- 
ing between  7000  and  8000  square  miles, 
which  estimate  Includes  the  Red  Lake 
reservation,  which  has  already  been 
opened  up,  will  be  available  for  lum- 
bermen and  homesteaders. 

The  Herald  is  informed  from  a  le- 
liable  source  that  on  the  Leech  Lake, 
Ca.=s  Lake  and  White  Oak  Point  reser- 
vations there  are,  as  shown  by  the  gov- 
ernment estimators,  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  700,000,000  feet  of  the  best  white 
pine  yet  standing  in  Minnesota.  To 
take  this  out  and  saw  it  Into  lumber, 
in  addition  to  that  which  is  found  in 
the  vicinity  of  Lake  Bemidji,  will  give 
employment  to  an  army  of  men  for  a 
numlier  of  years.  The  quantity  of  pine 
which  remain.g  standing  on  the  reser- 
vations is  only  about  one-half  what  it 
would  have  been  had  it  not  been  for 
the  pernicious  effects  of  what  is  known 
as  the  dead  and  down  timber  act.  This 
law,  which  was  enacted  by  congress  to

His  First  Start  In  Life  and 

His   Subsequent  Suc' 

cesses  Related, 


Some  thirty  odd  years  ago,  when  th* 
citizens  of  the  old  First  ward  of  St. 
Paul,  entering  into  the  spirit  of  a  com- 
Ijination  inspired  by  Bol)  Smith  and  a 
few  other  choice  spirits,  cast  their  votes 
for  alderman,  they  did  not  know  that 
they  were  aiding  and  abetting  the  only 
failure  of  a  man  who  would  one  day  be 
the  cynosure  of  all  the  eyes  on  two  con- 
tinents. Not  having  rtie  gift  of  fore- 
sight, they  supported  the  unholy  alli- 
ance, with  the  result  that  James  J.  Hill 
was  defeated  by  John  Dowlan,  who  was 
elected  alderman  from  that  ward.  It 
was,  so  far  as  can  be  learned,  "Jim" 
Hills  first  and  only  failure. 

In  those  days  he  used  to  aspire  to  po- 
litical supremacy.  His  ambition  was 
,ne'oulou.i.  He  wanted  to  rise;  there  was 
that  within  him  which  told  him,  in  a 
still  small  voice,  that  he  would  one  day 
attain  eminence;  but  there  was  no  con- 
centration of  aspiration.  He  had  not 
found  his  level.  And  so  the  man  who 
was  to  make  himself  a  power,  based 
upon  bands  of  steel,  turned  to  politics. 
He  was  a  Democrat,  and  the  Democrats 
were  numerous.     He  had  it  in  his  head 
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that  he'  ought  to  have  something  to  say 
al)out  the  selection  of  candidates;  he 
was  becoming,  through  the  accumula- 
tion of  means,  an  individual  of  import- 
ance, and  he  was  Ijeginning  to  feel  the 
pride  of  position.  But  there  were 
others.  They  did  not  take  kindly  to  the 
idea  of  being  deprived  of  their  political 
advantages,  and  so  they  conspired  to 
obliterate  the  aspirant.  He  sought  the 
aldermanlc  nomination.  John  Dowlan 
wns  put  against  him,  and  the  result  was 
that  the  future  colossus  of  roads  was 
snowed  under. 

It  was  more  fortunate  than  otherwise. 
Fortunate       for       the       party       and 


fortunate  for  him.  Hill  would  have 
been  a  wonderful  politician;  but  he  has 
made  a  greater  railroader,  and  the 
country  has  profiled  thereby.  Out  of 
the  small  failure,  therefore,  came  a 
great  blessing. 

Hill  gave  promise  early  of  what  he 
was  to  be.  He  began  as  did  Jay  Gould, 
A.  T.  Stewart,  Stephen  Girard  and  other 
men  whose  operations  and  attainments 
have  left  their  impress  upon  the  records 
of  the  past.  He  did  not  begin  in  pov- 
erty, it  is  true,  out  he  inaugurated  his 
career  with  a  sturdy  determination  to 
foster  self  reliance.  He  did  not  depend 
upon  his  folks  to  give  him  a  start;  he 
did  not  cultivate  the  pernicious  practice 
of  fostering  expectations.  He  wanted 
to  get  along  in  the  world,  and  he  has  in 
his  veins  a  mixture  of  Scotch-Irish  that 
gave  him  absolute  tenacity  of  purpose 
■and  a  wonderfully  dauntless  nature, 
START  IN  LIFE. 

Born  on  a  farm,  his  start  in  life  was 
that  which  has  produced  great  men; 
cradled  in  a  log  house  in  Wellington 
county,  Ont.,  his  early  surroundings 
were  such  as  environed  men  who  have 
made  history;  averse  to  farm  life,  and 
spurred  on  by  a  genius  all  his  own,  he 
broke  away  as  others '  had  done.  He 
sought  no  royal  road,  and  he  was  not 
afraid  of  work,  and  if  he  today  stands 
upon  an  administrative  pinnacle,  he  has 
reached  it  by  a  rugged  path,  and  his 
enemies  shall  not  say  that  he  was 
pushed.  Nor  shall  they  say  that  he 
afftxts  an  individual  btaring  in  harmony 
with  his  attainments,  for  in  his  loose 
fitting  tweed  suit  and  his  last  year's 
der'.iy  hat,  pulled  down  on  the  back  of 
his  head,  he  is  not  conspicuous,  save  for 
the  strength  of  character  that  may  be 
read  in  his  grizzle-bearded  face.  When 
he  passes,  and  a  man  who  has  never 
seen  him  before  is  informed  that  "That 
is  Jim  Hill,"  the  newly  informed  stands 
and  wonders,  looking  for  the  outward  in- 
dications of  the  possession  of  millions. 
To  be  sure,  there  is  his  baronial  castle 
on  Semmit  avenue,  St.  Paul,  In  which 
he  takes  a  personal  pride,  but  his  pride 
in  it  is  not  ostentatious,  and  he  enjoys 
'his  carriage  or  his  sleigh,  but  he  is  as 
often  seen  on  the  Selby  avenue  electric 
line.  And  the  latter  fact  recalls  an  in- 
cident. 

One  rainy  evening  President  Hill, 
tired  out  and  anxious  to  reach  his  haven 
of  rest,  was  cm  his  way  home.  The  car 
tilled  up  an<i  one  ity  one  the  men  In  the 
car  sacrificed  their  seats  for  the  benefit 
of  women  who  had  been  out  shopping. 
ilill  alone  remained  seated,  and  neither 
|:landishment  nor  buncombe  succeeded 
in  getting  him  to  budge.  By  and  by 
two  \Vomen  got  on — one  of  them  a  hard- 
featured  woman  suffragist  with  deter- 
mination in  her  face,  and  tjie  other  a 
somewhat  giddy  .voung  thing.  The  first 
one  »<iueezed  in  between  Hill  and  the 
woman  sitting  next,  and  then  rtie 
opened  fire  with  a  series  of  side  shots 
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designed  to  practically  compel  the  pres- 
ident of  the  Great  Northern  to  Rive  up 
his  seat:  hut  he  never  moved  an  eyelash. 
not  even  when  the  woman  pulled  her 
companion  down  into  her  lap.  He  neve- 
noticed  that  any  one  was  within  a  mile 
of  him,  and  he  never  grave  up  his  seal 
until  he  lef:  the  car. 

DEaiGNBD  FOR  THE  MIXISTRY. 
President  Hill  was  originally  designed 
for      the    ministry.    It      is      a    curious 
psychological   fact   that     many  of     the 
greatest  of  men  were  intended,  by  their 
jiarents  and     friends,   for  the  ministry, 
and  forluna:ely  ignored    the    good    in- 
tent, to  the    advantage    of    themselves 
iind  their  fellow- I)eings.     In  religion  Mr. 
Hill  would  doubtless  have  been  as  great 
a  power  as  he  would  have  be^n  in  poli- 
ties,  had   he  cho.'?en  eith>.r:    but  in   the 
case  of  taking  orders   instinct   did   for 
him  what  Bob  Smith  ultimately  did  for 
him  in  politics.     His  father  having  come 
from   the    North  of   Ireland,     and     his 
Tnother  having  t>een  one  of  the  Scoteh 
Dunbars.  the  family  was  Presbyterian. 
and  it  was  for  the  Presbyterian  ministry 
that  young  Hill  was  designed.     IndeeiL 
his  education  in  Wellington  county  was 
to  that  end.     When  he  was  17  years  old. 
however,     he    determinedly    abandoned 
his  studies   in    the   direction   of  a   pas- 
torate and  went  to  work. 

He  worked  at  first  for  A.  Passmore 
in  the  general  .•<tore  in  his  home  town, 
and  then  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  a 
branch  store  at  Guelph.  but  that  did 
n>>t  satisfy  him.  He  had  studied  the 
life  of  Napoleon,  and  he  knew  that  the 
wonderful  Corsican  never  clerked  in  a 
general  store,  nor  did  he  suffer  himself 
to  bi>  hedged  by  the  paltry  checks  to 
proud  ambition  which  are  found  in  a 
small  town.  Even  as  he  had  said  fare- 
well to  the  divinity  course,  so  did  he 
say  farewell  to  the  counter  and  started 
out  into  the  world  to  seek  his  fortune.

Then  began  his  business  ac- 
quaintance with  the  city  of  Duluth  and 
Its  wonderful   commercial   possibilities.

-\11    this   time    the   accumulation       of 
money  was  hard  pre:=Sfd  bv  a  desire  to 
broaden  the  intellectual  horizon.  Young 
Hill    worked    hard   by  day.    but    he   did 
not  ^o  to  betl  with  the  poultrv.  On  the 
contarary    his  evenings    were' spent    in

necessary:  Sir  George  Stephen,  who  has 
since  become  Eord   -Mountstephen,   and 
others,    through    whom    the       property 
was  .secured.  For  the  furtherance  of  the 
pro.tect   the   road   was   bonded   for  $32  - 
OOfl.OOO.  and  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Manitoba  started  upon  its  career.  Prob- 
ably in  all  the  history  of  railway  con- 
struction   on  .ihe    American    continent, 
there   is   nothing  comparable    with    the 
rapidity  with  which  Mr.  Hill  gridironed 
the   prairies  of   Minnesota   and   Dakota 
wMth    his   wonderful    Manitoba   system.

NORWAY  PINE. 
"Also  In  repo.ited  instances  I  saw  voung 
Norway  pine  which  had  grown  so  "thick- 
ly as  to  almost  cov^r  the  .ground  in  pres- 
ence? of  their  fuli-grown  progenitors.  I 
had  the  plfjsuie  of  seeing  tnls  on  a 
school  section  of  land  belonging  to  the 
.'-laie.  I  also  saw  considerable  young 
white  pines  in  v.hite  pine  woods,  but 
which  of  course  had  not  been  scourged  by 
lire,  in  these  forests  I  was  struck,  as  I 
often  have  been,  by  seeing  lying  on  the 
ground  numeroils  decayed  trunks  of 
trees  of  the  .:ame  species  which  belonged 
to  a  former  generation.  Some  of  these  de- 
cayed trees  had  been  lying  there  noariv 
u  century.  While  walking  amid  majesLic 
living  trees  one  actually  walks  over  the 
graves  of  trcts.  Many  of  these  remains 
have  so  shrunk  by  age  as  to  be  no  higher 
than  the  little  mounds  in  an  old  church 
yard.  The  |>resence  In  a  pine  forest  of 
such  renuin.s.  together  with  a  young 
growth,  as  "an  be  sven  in  so  many  in- 
stances b.v  any  one  who  cares  to  see, 
abundantly  '•erutis  the  error  which  ob- 
tains to  some  extent  that  there  is  noi  a 
second  growth  of  pine  on  tlie  same  land. 
Keep  out  the  lires  and  the  natural  repro- 
duction from  s«  ed  will  be  peri>etual. 
WllITK  PINK. 
"There  is  nothing  in  the  api»earance  of 
a  white  pine  trte  that  could  account  for 
its  name.  It  is  called  "white"  because 
of  the  very  light  color  of  its  wornl.  White 
pine  is  that  c'ear.  soft  out  durable  wood 
generally  used  for  tinishing  and  which 
yields  so  readily  to  the  knife.  Standing 
in  the  forest  ihe  bark  of  the  full-grown 
pine  tree  has  a  pleasant  slate  color. 
Grown  in  the  lept-n.  this  fir  any  other  tir 
tree  begins  near  the  ground  to  send  •lUC 
branches,  and  in  such  situation  does  not 
make  gf«)d  timber:  but  in  close  stand  in 
the  forest,  helgnt  growth  is  promoted,  the 
limbs  an-  shed  and  at  maturity  it  has  a 
noble  and  beautiful  shaft,  free  of  branch- 
es for  a  distance  of  tiftv  or  more  feet 
from  the  grouod.  The  white  pine  is  the 
most  valuable  tree  in  the  world,  and 
flourishes  especially  well  In  Minnesota. 
The  red  (or  Norway)  pine  takes  its  name 
from  the  light  red  color  of  its  bark. 

"The  standi  ig  timber  of  all  sorts, 
which  is  ex  lusively  the  property  of  the 
state  of  Minn  -sola,  is  estimated  now  to 
be  worth  Jl'».i.i«»i>,(j<io.  Some  of  this,  by 
rapid  gn>wth  increases  in  value  at  thf 
rate  of  7  per  cent  per  annum.  Un  an  aver- 
«ge  its  increase  in  value.  If  fires  are  kept 
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enable  the  Indians  to  cut  burnt  timber 
and  save  It  from  destruction,  has  been 
an  incentive  to  Indians  inspired  by  un- 
scrupulous lumbermen  to  start  forest 
fires  to  make  dead  and  down  timber  to 
order.  Then  the  Indians  would  secure 
the  contract  for  cutting  the  tlmhei-.  turn 
It  over  to  the  lumbc'-man  for  a  pittance 
and  the  latter  wjuld  reap  large  profits 
from  the  transaction.  In  thlii  procedure 
many  thousands  of  feet  of  excellent 
timber  has  been  absolutely  destroyed. 
About  40.000.000  feet  of  so-called  dead 
and  down  timber  were  cut  during  the 
past  winter. 

The  land  included  in  the  Indian  ros- 
ervati:>ns  is  not  only  valuable  to  the 
lumberman  and  farmer,  but  poR^esses 
attractions  for  the  sportsman  which  are 
not  equalled  anywhere  el?e  on  the  con- 
tinent. It  has  been  so  far  removed  from 
beaten  paths  of  travel  that  few  hunters 
have  dared  to  invade  it.  The  mble 
forests  are  dotted  with  magnificent 
lakes  which  are  liberally  filled  with  all 
klndj}  L>f  food  and  game  flsh.  The  woods 
are  traversed  by  deer  without  number, 
moose  have  made  it  their  home  f  .ir  cen- 
turies, game  birds  of  all  descriptions  are 
found  in  the  forest  fastnesses  or  swim- 
ming in  the  mar^ihy  borders  of  the 
placid  lakes.  They  know  not  the  sound 
of  the  .gun  nor  the  sight  of  mai. 
Throughout  the  entire  S0»)0  miles  of 
area  whith  compri^•e3  the  last  remain- 
ing remnant  of  the  Indian's  d  iminlon  In 
Minnesota,  and  which  will  soon  pass  out 
of  his  hands  forever,  there  traverse 
rivers  in  all  directions.  Some  flow 
northward  to  Hudson's  bay.  others  join 
the  waters  of  the  Mississippi  on  their 
j  »urney  to  the  gulf  of  Mexico,  and  stiil 
ethers  race  madly  to  the  east  and 
empty  into  Lake  Superior.  The  whole 
region  may  be  traversed  easily  in  a 
birch-bark  canoe,  ami  the  skillful 
voyageur  may  not  want  either  for 
btasts  of  the  forest,  f>wl  of  the  air  or 
fish  of  the  cool,  clear  waters  of  lake 
or  river.  Hundreds  of  miles  may  be 
covered  without  the  sign  of  a  habita» 
tion,  and  at  one  point  tix  miles  from 
Bemidji  one  can  take  a  boat,  Hoat  sixty 
miles  with  the  current  through  a  coun- 
try v.hich  is  the  favorite  haunt  of  the 
most  sought  for  game  and  fl?h  and  come 
out  in  Bemidji  lake,  the  point  from 
which  he  started,  the  entire  distance 
being  carried  on  the  bosom  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi.

Fosston  Branch  Will   Reach  Greatest 
Wheat  Country  of  the  World. 

Important  as  are  all  the  other  com- 
mercial phases  in  which  the  opening  of 
ilie  Fo.=;ston  l)raTich  is  of  gi\at  and  last- 
ing importance  to  the  city  of  Duluth, 
tlere  is  one  tliat  is  still  more  import- 
ant. Were  it  not  for  the  grain  trade 
there  would  perhaps  be  much  '.ess  mag- 
nitude ro  the  commercial  imi^ortame  of 
the  Northwest.  The  grain  trade  under- 
lies everything,  and  it  is  the  base 
work  of  the  commercial  fabric  throug'h 
which,  in  N'Hrious  ways,  directly  or  in- 
diri-ctly,  the  people  of  the  wheal  country 
as  well  as  many  of  the  people  of  Du- 
liuh  obtain  their  livings  with  what  inci- 
dental trimmings  thereto  fortune 
brings. 

Perhaps  the  immediate  effect  upon 
the  grain  trad;  will  not  bo  so  large  and 
st>  stnmgly  apparent  as  will  that  upon 
other  lines,  but  there  will  be  in  effect, 
nevertheless,  and  it  will  not  be  by  ajjiy 
means  a  slight  one.  It  will  be  an  effect, 
too.  that  will  sttadily  grow,  and  th.it 
will  ultimately  nearly  revolutionize  the 
grain  trade  of  the  Northwest.  The  Foss- 
ton  iiranch  will  reach  one  of  the  great- 
est, if  not  the  greatest,  wheat  countries 
in  :h.,  world,  and  its  trains  will  bear 
thousands  and  thousands  of  bushels  of 
the  cereal  that  is  the  staff  of  life  from 
the  fields  to  Duluth.  where  it  will  be 
ground  into  flour,  or  shipped  l^y  way  of 
the  immense  i>oats  that  ply  the  lakes, 
to  other  foreign  and  domestic  markets. 

Much  .if  this  wheat  now  comes  to 
Duluth.  liut  not  only  will  more  of  it 
come,  since  the  Fosston  branch  is  in 
operation,  but  the  new  line  will  so  re- 
duce the  haul  that  there  will  l>e  quicker 
r.^ turns  to  the  farmer  and  more  satis- 
factory methods  all  around.  This  will 
become  apparent  almost  immediately. 
and  the  result  will  he  a  strengthening  of 
the  cuimmercial  bonds  that  naturallj< 
unite  Duluth  with  ihe  great  wheat  coun- 
try tapped  by  the  Fosston  branch  and 
kindrtd  roads.  Duluth  will  handle  more 
what,  and  those  farmers  who  do  not 
already  realize  it  will  come  to  know  that 
Duluth  is  their  na:ural  market.  The 
result  will  be  to  the  benefit  not  only  of 
Duluth  but  of  the  farmers. 

As  to  the  difference  the  line  will  make 
in  transportation,  that  is  soon  ai)parent 
to  everyone  that  takes  the  most  care- 
less survey  of  the  matter.  Assuming, 
for  the  purpose  of  argument,  that  the 
rates  from  the  various  points  reached 
by  the  new  line  will  be  the  same  to 
Duluth  and  to  Minneapolis,  the  haul  will 
be  much  shorter  to  the  former  than  it 
will  to  the  latter  point.  N  )rth  Dakota 
and  Northern  Minnesota  are  naturally 
tributary  to  Duluih,  but  it  needed  the 
Fosston  branch  to  make  assurance 
doubly  sure.  Instead  <tf  sending  the 
wheat  by  a  roundabout  way.  that  made 
the  haul  to  Minneapolis  shorter  than 
the  haul  to  Duluth,  thi  new  line  will 
reverse  this  condition  and  throw  the 
advantage  in  favor  of  Duluth.  Minne- 
apolis will  still  continue  to  get  the 
wheat  she  needs  to  feed  her  mills.  Her 
natural  territory  will  continue  to  supply 
that,  and  if  it  does  not  she  will  have  to 
bid  up  the  price  above  that  of  Duluth 
to  reach  the  territory  that  naturally  be- 
longs to  the  latter  market. 

With  the  haul  to  Duluth  shorter  than 
that  to  Minneapolis,  the  railroad,  the 
farmer,  the  buyer  and  the  miller,  every- 
one who  has  to  do  with  the  handling  of 
grain,  will  find  that  it  is  to  their  in- 
terest to  ship  to  Duluth.  The  price 
offered  for  wheat  on  the  Duluth  m.ari\et 
always  runs  higher  than  that  yffered  in 
Alinneapolis,  and  with  the  haul  sh  irter, 
the  rate  at  least  the  same,  and  the 
St  rvict  unexcelled,  every  condition  will 
tend  to  bring  to  Duluth  the  greater  part 
of  the  wheat  from  the  country  reached 
by  that  part  of  the  Great  Northern 
system  reached  by  the  Fosston  branch. 

The  question  of  rates  is  yet  to  bo 
settled.  While  it  has  not  yet  been  offi- 
cially announced,  it  seems  t.)  lie  under- 
stood that  the  rates  will  be  the  same  to 
^lioth  Minneapolis  and  Duluth.  This  may 
may  or  may  not  be  the  ca.se,  but  if  it  is 
it  still  leaves  Lniluth  with  a  large  ad- 
vantage, and  ultimately  it  is  likely  that 
as  the  haul  is  shorter  to  Duiuth  th>  rate 
will  be  made  less.  This  should  be  the 
condition,  but  If  it  is  not  Duluth  will 
still  have  a  strong  advantage  over  Min- 
neapolis. 

The  argument  that  is  made  by  the 


ones  who  believe  that  the  rate  should 
not  remain  the  same  Is  that  as  the  haul 
to  Minneapolis  is  unchanged,  while  the 
raul  to  Duluth  is  shortened,  it  is  nautral 
that  the  rate  should  be  less  to  Duruth 
than  it  is  to  Minneapolis.  The  s'horter 
haul  generally  regulates  the  rate,  and 
direct  lines  would  be  almost  useless, 
aside  from  the  advantage  of  promptness 
if  the  shorter  line  did  not  give  the  lesser 
rate.  It  is  likely  that  if  the  rates  are 
left  the  same  a  test  case  of  the  matter 
will  be  made  before  the  interstate  com- 
merce commission.  Still,  as  stated  be- 
fore, Duluth  has  a  strong  advantage 
aside  from  this  point,  and  it  :s  hardly 
the  time  or  place  to  discuss  that  rxiw. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  speak  of 
Duluth  facilities  for  handling  grain,  yet 
the  great  elevators,  with  their  speedy 
systems  of  handling  grain,  the  great 
water  course  on  which  the  elevators  are 
'built,  and  which  leads  straightway  to 
the  remotest  markets  of  the  eastern  por- 
tion t)f  the  continent,  and  the  modem 
and  complete  flour  mills  that  consume  a 
large  portion  of  the  Itest  .grain  that 
reaches  the  head  of  the  lakes  will  surely 
lie  factors  in  the  cmdltions  that  will 
1  ad  t.>  the  sttady  advancement  of  the 
Duluth  market  when  joined  with  the 
Mdvantagts  given  by  the  short  haul  of 
the  Fosston   branr  h. 

A  mtire  remote,  but  still  very  Import- 
ant feature  of  the  matter  is  the  en- 
tirely new  territory  that  will  be  reached 
.'ind  opened  up  by  the  Fos«5ton  branch. 
While  .some  of  the  farmers  may  be  led 
by  i-ld  assot  iations  to  continue  their  re- 
lations with  the  Minneapo!l.«  market, 
even  if  It  is  apparent  that  they  can  do 
better  in  Duluth.  the  fanner,  in  a  new 
territory,  tan  have  no  such  associations, 
and  he  will  at  once  reach  out  for  the 
natural  market  for  his  products,  and 
this  will  be  so  plainly  Duluth  that  the 
blindest  cannot  fail  to  see  it. 

Immense  as  the  wh  at  fields  of  the 
.Northwest  now  are,  there  are  thiusands 
of  acres  just  as  good  as  any  now  under 
cultivation  that  have  never  been  sowed, 
'liecause  there  was  a  lack  of  convenien- 
ces for  getting  the  grain  to  the  market. 
It  is  littli  to  the  profit  or  enjoyment  of 
any  man  to  wear  out  his  lite  and  u.se- 
fulness  sowing  and  garnering  wheat 
that  he  cannot  g.  t  to  the  mar'.cet  to  re- 
alize his  due  reeomix-nse,  except  by 
processes  so  expensive  and  wtarlsomo 
that  the  profit  and  enjoyment  alike  are 
eliminated.  The  Fosston  branch  will 
reach  much  of  .surh  territory,  and  places 
that  have  seen  r;o  crops  liUt  the  bunch 
grass  and  sunflowers  of  the  virgin 
plains  will  nod  at  the  sun  with  waving 
fi  Ms  of  rich  grain  that  will  add  to  the 
immense  store  of  the  gidden  cereal  that 
ha:-i   built  up   the  Northwest. 

Remoter  still  come  the  Helds  now  cov- 
ered with  timber  that  will  t)ne  day 
emerge  bare  from  the  forests  and  invite 
the  farmer  to  till  a  soil  left  .marvelously 
fertile  by  the  accumulations  of  ages  of 
decaying  vegrtation.  Perhaps  too  re- 
mote for  discussion  now,  this  branch  of 
the  subject  is  one  that  will  one  day  be 
of  importance.  But  there  is  so  much 
good  to  tontemplate  in  the  present  that 
it  takes  patience  to  look  so  far  and  ap- 
parently so  uselessly  Into  the  future. 
There  is  plenty  that  will  be  immediately 
apparent,  and  perhaps  it  will  be  as  weil 
to  confine  discussion  to  that  until  the- 
jicople  of  Duluth  and  the  Northwest  are 
familiar  with  the  advantages  accruing 
now  from  the  opening  of  the  iTosston 
branch. 


THE  JOBBING  BUSINESS. 


Fosston  Branch  Will  Be  of  Immense 
Value  to  It. 

The  opening  of  the  Fosston  branch 
will  undoubtedl.v  be  of  more  value  to 
the  wholesale  trade  of  Duluth  than  to 
any  other  class  of  business  represented 
here.  This  liranch  Is  a  thing  which  has 
been  long  desired  by  the  jobbers  of 
Duluth.  For  many  years  past  they  had 
hipcd  for  a  road  across  the  northern 
part  of  Minnesota  to  lay  the  rich  cuun. 
try  of  the  Red  River  valley  open  to  thoir 
very  doors,  and  at  last  they  see  it  an 
ag-omplished  fact.  They  now  have  a 
direct  route  t  »  the  richest  country  in  the 
Northwest,  and  that  it  will  .be  of  incal- 
culable benefit  to  tliein  is  lal ready  being 
fhown  by  results.  I 

The  imi>ortance  of  this  branch  to  th» 
jobbing  tiade  of  Duluth  is  not  a  thing 
to  be  lightly  esteemed.  The  wholesale 
men  of  the  Twin  Cities  appreciate  full.v 
what  it  means  and  have  viewed  with 
alarm  the  oi>ening  of  this  country  to 
the  doors  of  the  Duluth  jobbing  trade. 
A  few  days  ago  one  of  the  leading  busi- 
ness men  of  -Minneapolis?,  a  man  who 
has  studied  the  situation  and  estimated 
the  effect  of  this  new  factor,  said  to  a 
Herald   man: 

•■I  do  not  know  whether  y  lur  people 
in  Duluth  fully  appreciate  what  this 
new  branch  of  Hill  s  road  means  to 
them,  but  if  they  do  not,  they  ought  to. 
The  Minneapolis  jobber."^  kniw  well 
enough  what  its  effect  will  be,  a;.d  they 
are  making  desperate  efforts  to  offset 
it.  The  Brainerd  &  Northern  Minne- 
sota railroad  extends  to  Walker,  Minn., 
about  ten  I  miles  or  s)  soutli  of  the 
FosSton  bronch.  Minneapolis?  wholesale 
men  have  raised  money  enough  to  put 
in  this  ten  miles  or  so  necessary  t:> 
connect  the  Brainerd  &  Northern  Min- 
nesota with  the  Foaston  branch.  This 
will  let  them  into  Bemidji,  and  in  thi.-- 
way   they  hope   to  hold   the   section    of 


this  rich  territory  for  Minneapolis.  I 
do  not  think  they  will  be  able  to  do  it. 
and  I  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  a 
number  of  the  Twin  City  houses  put 
large  branches  into  your  city  within  a 
short  time.  We  have  got  a  big  thing 
in  this  road  and  you  will  find  it  out."      . 

The  wholesale  men  here  are  not  un- 
aware of  the  vr»lue  to  them  of  the 
new  branch.  Minneapolis  can  hardly 
compete  with  the  jolibers  here,  even 
with  a  branch  such  as  the  one  contem- 
plated from  Walker  to  Bemidji.  Quick 
service  counts  for  more  in  the  Jobbing 
■business  now  than  It  ever  did.  and 
Duluth  will  always  have  the  advantage 
in  that  respect  if  adequate  train  ser- 
vice is  given,  and  there  If  no  fear  that 
it  will  not  be.  This  road  will  prove  one 
of  the  greatest  factors  in  the  upbuild- 
ing of  the  jobbing  business  here,  for  it 
brings  the  tinje  closer  when  this  place 
will  be  made  the  basis  of  rates  for  the 
Northwest.  Today  Minneapolis  and  St. 
Paul  form  the  center  around  which  all 
things  revolve  in  railroad  matters. 

The  wealth  of  the  country  in  the  Red 
River  valley  and  North  Dakota  does  not 
need  to  be  expatiated  upon.  It  has  had 
railroad  com-municatinn  and  has  beea 
well  built  up,  although  not  to  anything 
like  its  possibilitie.".  Since  the  building 
of  the  Fosston  branch  was  begun  this 
country  has  begun  a  period  of  active 
development  which  bids  fair  to  equal 
anything  Dakota  has  ever  seen.  Grand 
Forks,  Crook.'-ton  an.l  other  cities  have 
Jumped  forward  with  great  strides. 

But  it  is  not  this  territory  which 
most  feels  the  efi'ect  of  the  building  of 
this  railroad.  Tiiere  is  a  vast  regijn 
of  unsurpas.-rM]  richness  between  Deer 
River,  the  terminus  of  the  Duluth.  Su- 
perior &  W'estern  railway,  and  Fosston. 
There  is  agricultural  land  of  the  very 
finest  kind  and  great  forests  of  pine. 
Towns  are  sprinizing  up  all  along  tlK» 
line  like  magic  and  thoui-ands  >f  people 
are  going  into  this  new  c.iuntry.  All  of 
these  will  draw  the  great  bulk  of  theii- 
feupiilles  from  Duluth,  and  the  effect 
upon  the  jobbing  trade  cannot  fail  to  be 
enormous. 

The  Jobbers  of  Duluth  at  an  early 
stage  saw  the  value  of  this  new  coun- 
try and  began  to  work  it.  One  Duluth 
hou.=e  had  a  man  cover  the  entire  ter- 
ritory by  team  some  time  iiefoie  the 
road  OTiened,  and  the  result  was  very 
gratifying.  A  carload  of  goody  went 
out  a  few  days  ago  from  one  Duluth 
house  bound  for  Bemidji,  and  this  is  but 
a  beginning  of  what  is  to  come.  The 
rates  which  have  been  given  over  the 
new  line  are  said  by  the  wholesale  me.i 
to  be  very  fair,  as  reasonable  as  they 
anticipated.         '  • 

Another  way  in  which  this  road  will 
be  of  great  benefit  to  Duluth  will  be 
in  increasing  the  coast- business  east- 
liound  through  this  point.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  this  will  prove  to  be  a  very 
large  item. 

To  the  commission  men  of  Duluth 
who  constitute  a  considerable  part  of 
the  wholesale  business,  the  opening  of 
the  Fosston  branch  also  means  much. 
The  new  branch  will  tap  a  garden  coun- 
try which  is  not  surpassed  anywhere  in 
the  state.  The  lied  Lake  country,  v.  ilu 
and  new  as  it  is,  is  noted  for  the  ex- 
cellence and  size  of  its'  garden  pre>ducts. 
Owing  to  lack  of  railroad  communica- 
tion the  country  has  been  but  meagerly 
settled,  but  from  now  on  it  will  spring 
into  life  with  marvelous  rapidity.  Next 
m  ;nth  the  government  will  throw  open 
the  agricultural  lands  of  the  Red  Lak" 
reservation  to  entrr,  and  the  term.* 
upon  which  they  can  be  taken  are  very 
ea.<--y  and  will  attract  farmers  in  great 
numbers.  All  of  the  products  of  thi.T 
va^'t  territory  will  find  their  natural 
outlet  at  Duluth.  They  will  come  here 
and  may  be  the  means  of  giving  Duluth 
what  she  has  so  long  needed,  cheape.- 
food    products.

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MR.  BARLOW'S  REMINISCENCE. 


Was  Connected  With  Old   Duluth   & 
Winnipeg  Years  Ago. 

A.  C.  Barlow  of  the  city  comptrol- 
ler's office  was  sent  out  here  in  1882  by 
the  con3trurti<m  company  that  had  un- 
dertaken the  l)uilding  of  the  Duluth  & 
Winnipeg  railway,  whi<"h  has  now  be- 
come the  Fosston  extension  of  the  East- 
ern Minnesota  system.  His  mission,  he 
was  informed,  was  to  look  the  ground 
0VC1-.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  com- 
pany's affairs  were  "nicely  tangled  up," 
as  Mr.  Barlow  expres.«ed  it,  and  'he  was, 
he  ascertained,  expected  to  act  in  the 
capacity  of  general  'stander  off." 

The  company  had  spent  all  its  money 
and  was  getting  behind  with  its  men 
and  bills  were  piling  up  on  all  sides. 
It  was  to  keep  the  men  good  natured 
and  things  running  if  possible,  while 
the  company  was  trying  to  make  ai- 
rangements  to  turn  itself,  that  Mr. 
Barlow  was  sent  out.  Mr.  Bellheimer 
had  come  out  along  in  1871  to  begin  the 
work  for  the  company.  He  had  instruc- 
tions to  spend  as  high  as  SIOOO  a  month, 
that  bein.g  all  that  the  company  thought 
it  could  afford  for  the  present.  Bell- 
heimer spent,  Mr.  Barlow  said,  in  ths 
neighborhood  of  $10,000  the  first  month 
.inel  incurred  obligations  amounting  to 
$40,000  the  second.  Then  the  company 
sent  Capt.  Albert  Cooper  out  to  look 
over  the  ground. 

Capt.  Cooper  had  no  sooner  reached 
here  than  it  was  decided  to  send  him 
somewhere  else  and  Mr.  Barlow      was

sent.  The  latter  arrived  here  March 
15,  1882.  When  he  got  ready  to  feave 
Boston,  he  .sought  directions  as  to  how 
to  get  here,  Duluth,  he  said,  "not  seem- 
ing to  be  on  the  map  much."  The  man 
he  talked  to  either  did  not  know  any- 
thing about  it  or  did  not  care  whether 
Mr.  Barlow  got  here  or  was  eaten  up 
by  bears;  anyhow,  he  did  not  give  Mr. 
Barlow  much  information.  The  lat- 
ter was  told  to  go  to  Chicago  and  get 
up  to  head  of  Lake  Superior  somehow. 
To  Chicago  he  went  and  then  took  a 
plunge  into  the  wilderness  by  the  Al- 
bert Lea  route,  finally  bringing  up  here 
on  one  of  those  rare  March  days  w^hen 
it  rains  and  snows  by  spells  and  blows 
all   the  time. 

After  getting  located.  Mr.  Barlow  re- 
ported to  Capt.  Cooper  at  the  office 
for  instructions  and  informati(m.  As 
the  captain  had  been  here  only  about 
two  weeks  himself,  he  could  not  en- 
lighten Mr.  Barlow  on  the  situation 
very  much.  However,  :Mr.  Barlow  says, 
he  soon  had  an  object  leson. 

It  was  about  the  second  day  that 
Mr.  Barlow  was  here  that  he  was  af- 
forded the  object  lesson  that  gave  him 
an  insight  into  the  situation.  He  and 
the  captain  were  seated  in  the  office 
talking  over  matters,  when  there  was  a 
hubbub  outside  and  the  door  opened 
and  about  150  men  walked  in. 

"They  had  ropes  with  them,"  said 
Mr.  Barlow,  "and  they  talked  about 
wanting  to  hang  people.  I  made  up  my 
mind  that  there  must  be  some  dissatis- 
faction  among  the   men." 

Mr.  Barlow  said  he  let  the  captain  do 
the  talking,  and  the  latter  proved  equal 
to  the  emergency.  He  had  been  a 
sea  captain:  he  was  a  small  man.  but 
nervy  and  as  alert  and  full  of  fight  as 
a  panther.  He  was  as  cool  as  a  cucum- 
ber. He  never  lost  his  temper  nor  raised 
his  voice  above  a  conversational  tone, 
but  there  was  that  about  him  that 
gave  the  impression  that  he  was  a  bad 
man  to  tackle.  Mr.  Barlow  said  he 
kept  quiet  and  prepared  for  the  worst. 
The  captain's  air  of  quiet  determin- 
ation impressed  the  men,  however,  and 
his  coolness  prevented  an  outbreak. 
The  men  parleyed  awhile  and  then, 
teeing  that  their  bluff  vi-nuld  not  work, 
they   departed. 

If  there  had  been  trouble  Mr.  Barlow 
and  the  captain  would  have  had  to  de- 
l>end  on  themselves.  The  police  force, 
consisting  of  one  man,  was  not  thorc, 
Mr.  Barlow  says. 

This  was  Mr.  Barlow's  introduf  (ion 
to  his  duties,  as  it  were.  He  was  to  do 
the  standing  off  after  the  captain  loft. 
Ho  afterwards  found,  however.  that 
the  men  were  not  so  bloodthirsty  and 
that  he  and  the  captain  had  not  been  in 
as  gieat  danger  as  appearances  would 
induce  a  tenderfoot  to  believe. 

The  line  had  been  surveyed  to  Crooks- 
ton  and  a  few  piles  had  been  driven  on 
Rice's  Point  and  they  were  starting  in 
on  a  tunnel  near  Spirit  lake,  about  nine 
miles  from  Duluth.  The  work  had  prac- 
tically stopped  and  the  company  was 
paying  off  the  men  as  fast  as  it  could. 
They  kept  hammering  away  at  the 
rock  at  the  tunnel  until  the  stock  of 
nitro-glycerine.  about  twenty  tons, 
blew  up  and  then  they  quit  on  that. 
There  had  been  about  $200,000  expended 
thus  far. 

First  mortgage  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $1,900,000  were  issued  and  negoti- 
ations begun  to  dispose  of  them  to  get 
funds  for  a  new  start.  The  construc- 
tion company  had  an  offer  of  90  cents 
on  the  dollar  through  its  broker  fn 
New  York.  It  refused  this,  although 
Mr.  Billson,  its  attorney  here,  strong- 
ly urged  to  accept.  The  hard  times 
of  1884  came  on  at  this  time  and  no 
more  offers  were  forthcoming. 

Mr.  Barlow  says  that  a  long  time  af- 
terwards he  found  out  what  stirred  the 
men  up  to  the  hostile  demonstration 
they  indulged  in  toward  Capt.  Cooper 
and  himeslf.  The  story  was  told  him  by 
Sig  Levy,  who  was  responsible  for  the 
occurrence.  Mr.  Levy  ihad  been  ac- 
cepting orders  from  the  men  and  had 
a  large  amount  accumulated.  When  he 
heard  that  a  new  agent  of  the  com- 
pany had  arrived  to  look  things  over, 
he  thought  it  possible  that  the  new  man 
might  have  broy^ht  some  funds  along 
to  disburse  and  he  went  down  to  the 
office  to  see  what  the  prospects  were. 
He  found  that  they  were  no  brighter 
than  they  had  been  for  some  time  past 
and  he  started  to  return  to  his  place. 
As  he  walked  out  some  of  the  men 
hailed  him  and  asked  him  how  he  made 
out. 

"Make  out,"  said  Sig,  pulling  out 
some  bills  he  had  in  his  pocket.  "Look 
at  that." 

The  men  had  made  many  fruitless 
trips  to  the  office  and  the  idea  that  Sig 
had  walked^in  and  got  what  he  wanted 
tended  to  make  them  a  little  wrathy 
and  convinced  them  that  they  could  get 
sfTmething  too  if  they  showed  that  they 
would  not  brook  any  trifiing  and  so 
they   sailed   in. 

Mr.  Levy  did  not  intende  to  stir  up 
quite  so  much  of  a  commotion  and  fie 
supplemented  the  statements  of  Capt. 
Cooper  and  Mr.  Barlow  and  good  feel- 
ing was  quite  restored  finally. 

WOULD  GIVE  THEM  WORK. 

Gen.   Lawton    Advises    That    Cuban 
Troops  Be  Employed. 

Washington.  Sept.  21.— Gen.  Lawtori  has 
recommended  the  advicabillty  of  utilizing 
such  Cuban  troops  as  may  relinquish  all 
cinnection  with  the  Cuban  army  by  em- 
ploying them  upon  various  works  of  the 
United  States  at  Santiago.  Gen.  Lawton 
has  not  recommended  that  they  be  used 
to  police  the  city  or  province  of  Santiago, 
but  directly  the  contrary.  Last  winter 
an  attempt  was  made  to  pass  a  bill  al- 
lowing the  recruiting  of  Cubans  in  the 
iirniy  of  the  Unlt.d  States  either  In  th' 
volunteer  or  regular  service,  limiting  th<' 
number  to  ]0.(i<Ki.  but  the  bill  was  changed 
si)  as  to  allow  only  Hft.v  to  each  regi- 
ment, and  these  to  be  enllstfd  as  fcout? 
and  guides.  It  is  probable  that  the  bill 
for  recruitmg  regiments  from  Cubans 
will  meet  with  more  favor  In  the  future 
as  these  men  will  be  available  for  garri- 
son duty  in  the  island.  It  !s  also  thought 
that  a  large  number  of  (..'ubans  who  have 
been  serving  in  some  capacity  with  the 
Cuban  army  will  become  better  satisfied 
w'th  th?  changiid  condition  of  affairs  If 
they  are  allowed  to  continue  in  mllitarv 


service.  At  the  time  the  bill  for  enlisting 
Cubans  was  proposed  it  was  thought 
that  such  action  would  be  resented  by  the 
American  troops,  as  the  pressure  to  go  to 
Cuba  among  the  volunteers  was  very 
great  at  that  time.

A  GREAT  FIELD  OPEN. 

President  Stuyvesant  Fish  of  the  Illi- 
nois Central  railroad,  one  of  the  ablest 
men  in  the  transportation  business,     has 
■been  discussing  a  subject  which    is     of 
great  importance  to  the  manufacturers 
and  business  men  of  this  country  in    all 
lines.     He  calls  attention    to    the    fact 
that   the   36,000.000  people  of   the   South 
U^merican  republics    buy      goods      from 
other  countries  to  the  value  of  $.376,000,- 
000.    Though   we  are  the  ntarest  great 
nation   to  these  people  and  are  in   the 
natural  position  to  obtain  the  bulk     of 
iheir  trade,  we  sell  them  less  than  one- 
tenth  of  what  they   buy  outside     their 
own  countries.    They  took  only  $33,000,- 
000  worth  of  our  products  last  year  and 
bought  $344,000,000  worth  from  European 
countries. 

The  Central  American  states,  with  a 
population  of  3.5(K),000.  bought  $23,000,000 
worth  of  foreign  goods  last  year,  but  we 
sold  them  only  $5,320,000  worth,  though 
we  are  right  at  their  doors.  Mexico,  our 
next-do<ir  foreign  neighbor,  with  her 
13.000.000  people,  bought  $42,000,000 
worth  of  foreign  goods  last  year,  and 
we  sold  her  less  than  half  of  them. 

The  West  Indies,  including  Cuba  and 
Porto  Rico,  paid  us  $1.5.000.000  last  vcar

THE  CHARTER  REJECTED. 

The  special  election  yesterday  result- 
ed in  the  defeat  of  the  proposed  city 
charter.  The  people  who  went  to  the 
polls  rejected  it  by  a  fair-sized  ma- 
jority in  proportion  fh  the  t>tal  vote 
cast.  The  result  was  not  unexpected, 
because  some  of  the  provisions  of  the 
charter  had  arou.sed  strong  opporition.

To  the  latter  the  result  is 
no  djubt  disappointing,  and  many 
ffood  citizens  will  feel  somewhat  dis- 
couraged because  the  verdict  was 
against  them.

The    members   of 
the    commission     themselves    probably 
perceived  that  it  was  defective  in  sonr^ 
particulars,  and.  with  the  benefit  of  tbt- 
discussion    which      has    occurred,    they 
will    be    better    equipped    to    frame     i 
charter  that  will  be  more  nearly  satis- 
factory   to    all    the   people. 


ARE  THET  NOT  TRUE? 

The    Minneapolis    Times    flies    to    the 
defense  of  its  candidate  for  governor, 
William    Henry   Eustis,   and  endeavors 
to  ward  off  from  his  devoted  head  the 
sturdy    blows    delivered    by      Chairman 
Rosing  of  the  Democratic  state  central 
committee  in  his  masterly  arraignment 
of  the  Republican  party  of  Minnesota 
recently  published  as  an  address  to  the 
voters.   The  Times   falsely   accuses   Mr. 
Rosing  of  an  effort  to  bring  prejudice 
again    Mr.    Eustis  personally   by  show- 
ing that   he  is  an   investor  in   railroad 
stocks  in  which  Thomas  Lowry  and  J. 
J.  Hill  are  also  interested.      What  Mr. 
Rosing  did   do   was    to   show    that    the 
Republican    party    of   this   state   is    ir- 
revocably  committed    to    the   cause   of 
the  railroad  monopoly  which  has  gov- 
erned the  state  for  years  past,  and  that 
Mr.  Eustis  is  the  tool  or  instrument  of 
that    interest.       Mr.    Rosing's   letter   is 
an   able,    fair   and    unbiased    statement 
of  facts  and  really  unanswerable.      For 
that  reason  the  Times  attempts  to  cast 
odium  upon  it  by  trying  to  make  it  out 
a.s  mud   throwing  and  personal   abuse. 
It  is  an  Impersonal  and  clean-cut.  ar- 
gumentative    political       document       if 
there  was  ever  one  Issued. 

The  propositions  established  by  Mr 
Rosing  and  that  the  Times  should  an- 
swer fairly,  if  it  can,  are  these: 

That  Messrs.  Canty  and  Buck,  Just- 
Ices  of  the  supreme  court,  wer(»  not 
given  nominations  by  the  Republican 
party  because  of  their  decision  in  the 
Steenerson  case,  which  was  against  the 
interest  of  the  railroad  monopoly. 

That  Judge  Collins  was  defeated  in 
his  effort  to  secure  the  nomination  for 
governor  for  the  same  reason. 

That  William  H.  Eustis  is  a  close  as- 
sociate of  the  men  behind  the  railroad 
monopoly  of  this  state  and  that  he  will 
do  their  bidding  if  he  reaches  the  ex- 
ecutive chair. 

That  the  success  of  the  Republican 
ticket  this  fall  will  give  the  state  two 
years  more  of  government  by  the  rail- 
roads and  that  the  progress  made 
toward  justice  to  the  people  in  the 
Steenerson  decision  will  be  lost.

CONTRASTING  PICTURES. 

Chairman  Yule  of  the  board  of  direct- 
ors of  the  Bank  of  Calcutta,  in  his  an- 
nual report  to  the  stockholders,     make-;

private  individual  in  India  engaged   in 
Ijusiness  who  is  not  suffering  from  the 
effects  of  the  policy  of  the  contraction  of 
the  currency  inaugurated  in  1893.  wher» 
the  mints  were  closed  to  silver."

There    the 
mints  were  closed  to  silver  in  1893    and 
here  twenty  years  earlier.    At  that  time 
it  was  asserted  the  adoption  of  the  gold 
standard  would  bring  sufferings  to  this 
nation  greater  than    war,    famine    and 
pestilence  combined,  and  that  assertion 
has  since  then  been  borne  out  in  every 
respect. 

There  is  Mexico.  All  efforts  on  the 
part  of  the  single  standard  advocates  to 
induce  Mexico  to  adopt  the  gold  stan- 
ard  have  been  without  avail.  It  retained 
silver  and  has  been  prosperous.  On 


Capital  punl.shment  i^  forbidden  in 
Switzerland,  and  therefore  the  assassin 
of  the  Austrian  empress  will  not  be  put 
to  death.

Most  of  the  other 
counties,     hitherto      almost     unknown, 
have  fertile  lands  for  diversified  farm- 
ing.

In  this  comparatively  new  country 
the  railroad  has  proved  to  be  the  great 
civlllzer,  and  the  market,  the  school  and 
the  church  have  grown  up  beside  the 
track.

Ontario  Will  Not  Permit  Log 
Exports  Unless  We  Re- 
move Lumber  Duty. 

Quebec,  Sept.  21.— The  International 
commissioners  met  in  joint  session  for 
an  hour  yesterday  and  adjourned  to 
meet  again  at  10:30  a.  m.  tomorrow. 

Tomorrow  the  interests  of  the  United 
States  farmers  will  be  "neard.  A  nu.mber 
of  border  states  may  be  represented,  but 
as  yet  the  American  commissioners 
have  heard  only  from  the  National 
Orange.  Aaron  Jones,  of  South  Bend, 
worthy  master  of  the  grange,  and  Sec- 
retary John  Trimble  of  Washington,  D. 
C,  have  notified  the  commlssioniers  that 
they  desire  to  be  heard.  It  is  presumed 
that  they  will  protest  in  a  general  way 
;against  the  reduction  or  removal  of  the 
tariff  on  Canadian  agricultural  prod- 
ucts, especially  barley,  hay,  oats  and 
potatoes. 

The  indications  are  that  the  Canadian 
commissioners  are  going  to  take  a  very 
determined  position  on  the  lumber 
question.  Hon.  A.  S.  Hardy,  premier 
of  Ontario,  and  George  W.  Ro.ss,  editor 
of  Education,  arrived  here  todav  and 
represent  the  Ontario  government  in 
the  luriKber  question.  They  declare  un- 
reservedly that  no  concessions  will  be 
made  on  the  part  of  the  Cartadian  gov- 
ernment in  the  way  of  permitting  logs 
to  go  free  into  the  I'nited  States  unless 
the  United  States  makes  some  conces- 
sion in  the  way  of  reducing  or  removing 
the  present  duty  (jf  $2  per  1000  on  Cana- 
dian sawed  lumber. 

C.  M.  Hays,  general  manager  of  the 
Grand  Trunk,  states  that  there  probably 
will,  lie  little  difficulty  in  settling  the 
bonding  question,  the  alien  labor  ques- 
tion and  other  matters  in  which  the 
railroads  are  concerned.  Senator  Fair- 
banks, chairman  of  the  American  dele- 
gation, gives  the  assuratxe  that  the 
achievement  so  far  is  gratifying  and  in- 
dicative of  satisfactory  results  in  the 
end.

THE  WHEAT  GRADING 


Chairman    Mills  Says  Com- 
mission Will  Give  Every 
Person  a  Hearing. 

Chairman  Mills  of  the  state  railroad 
and  warehouse  commission    was    inter- 
viewed with  regard  to  the  complaints  of 
unfair  grading  of  the  wheat  crop  this 
year  and  of  the  decision  of  t'le  commis- 
sion t<.  give  a  hearing  when  those  who 
are  kicking  may  offer  evidence  in  sup- 
port of  their  charges.    Judge  Mills  said: 
"There  has   been  considerable  excite- 
ment in  the  northern  part  of  the  state 
over  the  grading  of  wheat  at  the  ter- 
minals. Duluth  and  Minneapolis,  owing, 
OS  the  comniissitm  btiieves  to  some  mis- 
take or  misapprehension.     The  rules  are 
the  same  as  thiy  have  been  for  several 
years   and   the   instructions   to    the   in- 
spectors  have  Ijeen   the  same.   viz..    to 
grade  the  wheat  according  to  the  rules 
always  giving  the  l>enetit  of  the  doubt 
to  the  shipper. 

"The  force  is  composed  of  honest 
men;  tlie  co.mmission  liave  the  utmost 
confidciue  in  their  ability  and  integrity, 
and  l»eliev#  that  they  are  honestly  per- 
forming thtir  duties.  The  best  of  men 
in  all  Ijranchcs  of  business  will  some- 
times make  mistakes,  and  some  of  our 
inspectors  may  have  made  mistakes  in 
grading,  Init  for  these  there  is  a  rem- 
edy by  an  appeal  to  the  chief  deputy, 
and  frurn  there  to  the  commission. 

"The  present  crop  has  a  great  many 
defects,  arwj  criticism  comes  from  l)oth 
the  buyer  and  selltr,  the  former  con- 
tending that  the  inspection  is  too  lili- 
eral— the  latter  that  it  is  too  stringent. 
There  have  been  several  meetings  called 
m  the  country  for  the  discission  of 
grades,  and  as  it  is  impjssilile  for  the 
commission  to  attend  them  all.  after  a 
consultation  with  Chief  Inspector 
ClauseiT.  the  commission  deem.s  it  ad- 
visable to  hold  a  meeting  where  every 
one  interested  can  be  heard,  so  the 
commission  may  be  fully  advised  if  it 
IS  the  desire  to  have  the  rules  changed 
:o  suit  the  conditions  of  the  present 
crop  and  let  in  smutty  and  cockley 
wheat  in  the  higher  grades.  Of  course. 
If  this  is  desirable,  everv  one  is  en- 
titled to  know  it  and  make  their  con- 
tracts accordingly. 

••The  commission  hope  they  will  have 
a  full  attendance  and  free  discussicm 
of  tne  sul)ject  at  this  meeting,  and  will 
ix>  glad  to  examine  anv  samples  or 
hear  any  complaint  that  any  one  has 
to  make,  desiring  to  do  only  the  best 
that  can  1..-  dfine  with  the  present  crop 
for  the  Minnesota  wheat  grower." 

The  hearing  to  be  held    by   the  com- 
mission   next    Wednesday    at    St     Paul 
to  consider  the  charges  will  be  of  great 
interest  to  the  farmers  and  commission 
men  of  the  Northwest.  The  Minneapolis 
Journal,   in  discussing  the  matter  yes- 
terday, said  that  there  is  a  peculiaritv 
about  wheat  from  the  lart  crop  that  is 
unriuestionably  a  factor   in   prejudicing 
shippers  again.st   the  inspection      No    •' 
northern  wheat  is  this  year  deficient 'in 
gluten,  and  this  explains  in  large  parr 
the   heavy  price  di.sount  at    which   No 
2  northern  is  selling  under  No.  1  north- 
ern, over  4  cent",     a  large  part  of  the 
N<).  2  northern  wheat  is  handsome,  but 
It  IS  soft  and  does  not  grind  to  giod  ad- 
vantage.   Millers  are  using  considerably 
more  wheat   to  make  a   barrel  of  flouV 
than  formerly,  close  to  five  bushels  with 
.some   of   the    wheat.     There   is   another 
class  of  No.  2  northern  that  is  hard,  but 
there  li-  only  a  small  amount  of  gluten 
in  the  berry.     The  millers  say  this  can 
he  e^tabhshefi  by  tests  to  the  sati.<ifac- 
tion  of  shippers  if  they  care  to  inve-^-ti- 
gate.

KILLED  TWO  OfNCLRS. 


Determined  Resistance  to  a  Writ  of 
Fjectment. 

Garret,  Pa..  Sept.  21.— F.  P.  Meyers 
yesterday  took  possession  of  a  house  left 
to  him  by  his  brother,  Christler  Meyers, 
who  died  five  months  ago.  The  deed 
was  not  signed  by  his  father,  who  had 
a  life  tenure  in  tihe  property.  Alexan- 
der McDonald,  who  had  leased  the 
house  at  Mrs.  Meyers'  death,  moved  out 
Monelay.  When  Christler  Meyers  ai- 
lived  yesterday  ho  found  the  hou.se  !)ai- 
I'icaded,  his  son  refusing  him  entrance 
He  at  once  went  to  Somerset,  swore  out 
a  Writ  for  forcible  entry  and  detainer 
and  on  his  return  here  secured  service 
for  the  writ. 

Ye>ung  Meyers  fired  at  the  approach- 
ing constable,  fatally  wounding  Michael 
Kearney.  Then  he  tied  to  his  boarditig 
house,  immediately  adjoining.  Con- 
stable  Nelson  Lenhart  and  his  brother 
John  Lenhart.  followed  him.  He  fired 
again,  killing  John  Lenhart  instantly 
Sheriff  Martin  Hartzell,  of  Somerset  in 
a  short  time  arrived  w  ith  a  posse  '  A 
crowel  of  infuriated  citizens  was  guard- 
ing the  boardii;g  house,  in  the  cellar  of 
which  young  Meyers  was  hiding.  After 
an  hour's  wailing  a  raid  was  made  A 
dozen  shots  were  exchanged.  Meyers 
\vas  finally  overpowered  and  while  be- 
ing taken  down  the  steps  of  the  house 
uas  struck  by  a  gun  in  the  hands  of 
somebody  in  the  crowd.  He  was  knocked 
unconscious.  l)ut  later  re-covered  and 
was  removed  to  Somerset. 

Michael  Kearney  died  alKiut  1  o'clock 
John  Lenhart.  the  other  victim  was 
scarcely  recogniza'ble  when  found  the 
entire  front  of  his  face  being  blown  olT.

INVITED  TO  COME. 


President  Mckinley  May  Visit 

Minnesota  En  Route  to 

Omaha  Exposition. 

Washington,  Sept.  21.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— An  invitation  to  President 
McKinley  to  visit  Minnesota,  either  on 
his  way  to  Omaha  or  returning,  was 
presented  to  the  president  this  morning. 
The  invitation  was  supplemented  by  in- 
vitations from  Congressman  Fletcher, 
tlie  board  of  trade  and  the  Commercial 
club  of  Minneapolis  and  several  other 
commercial  organizations,  all  urging 
Mr.  McKinley  to  visit  Minnesota  during 
his  trip  West,  and  assuring  him  that 
even  the  briefest  visit  to  Minnesota 
would  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
citizens,  irrespective  of  party.  Mr.  Mc- 
Kinley said  that  his  itinerary  had  not 
l.-een  completely  formulated,  and  added 
tiliat.  if  possible  to  so  arrange  his  route, 
'he  would  be  pleased  to  spend  a  day  or 
two  in  Minnesota. 


Paris.  Sept.  21.— The  trial  of  CjI. 
Picquart  anil  M.  Loblois.  a  lawyer,  on 
the  charge  of  revealing  documents  con- 
cerning the  national  defense,  was  to 
have  begun  today  before  the  correc- 
tbnal  tribunal.

London.  Sept.  21.— A  special  dispatch 
from  Paris  says  the  deputy  represent- 
ing French  Guiana  in  the  chamber  has 
received  a  dispatch  announcing  that  a 
mutiny  has  taken  place  among  the 
convicts  at  Cayenne,  the  capital  of 
French  Guiana.  The  mutineers,  it  ap- 
pears, overpowered  and  murdered  their 
guards,  then  stormed  the  military 
storehouse  and  seized  the  arms  and 
ammunition  there.  They  are  now  ac- 
cording to  the  dispatch,  besieging  the 
principal  prison  and  it  is  feared  they 
may  succeed  in  freeing  the  4000  convicts 
confined  in  the  building.  Reinforce- 
ments have  been  telegraphed  for  to 
the  island  of  Martinique,  and  it  is  said 
they  will  arrive  in  time  to  suppress  the 
mutiny. 

Devil's  island,  where  Albert  Dreyfus, 
the  former  captain  in  the  French  artil- 
lery, is  confined  under  sentence  for 
having  sold  secrets  of  the  war  office  to 
a  foreign  government,  is  but  a  short 
t'istance  from  Cayenne.  It  is  possible 
that  the  revolt  of  convicts  may  be  the 
death  knell  of  the  prisoner  whose  con- 
demnation has  so  stirred  up  the  French 
nation,  for  his  guards  are  under  strict 
orders  to  kill  him  if  any  attempt  is 
madfe  to  relase  him  or  if  there  is  any 
possibility  of  his  escaping. 


Santauder,  Spain,  Sept.  21.— -The 
.\nchor  line  steamer  City  of  Rome, 
chartered  by  Admiral  Cervera  to 
transport  to  Spain  the  Spanish  sailors 
captured  at  the  bivttle  of  Santiago,  wh> 
were   recently   released    by    the    I'nlled

Capt.  Eulate  refused  to  make  any 
fcitalement  for  publication,  declaring  ho 
reserved  what  he  had  to  say  for  the 
court-martial. 


Senor  Rios  Knew  That  Spain  Couldn't 
fight  America. 

Madrid,  Sept.  21.— Senor  Mjntero 
Rios,  president  of  the  senate  and  presi- 
dent of  the  peace  commission,  in  an  in- 
terview published  today,  is  quoted  as 
saying: 

"It  is  a  painful  spectacle  to  see  poli- 
ticians on  all  sides  trying  to  throw  on 
each  other  the  blame  for  disasters  the 
responsibility  for  which  rested  on  all 
parties.  I  per.-xinally  have  always  fa- 
vored autonomy  fi»r  Cuba.  Spain  being 
unable  t?  forcibly  maintain  her  si)v- 
ereignty  at  such  a  great  distance." 

Continuing.  Senor  Montero  Rios  said: 
"It  is  useless  to  speak  of  our  disasters. 
Has  not  the  country  accused  all  our 
governmenLs  of  exhibiting  too  much 
weakness  towards  the  United  States? 
What  Spain  wanted  was  a  man  ready 
to  sacrifice  himself  and  who  recognized 
the  impossibility  of  war  with  a  power- 
ful nation,  especially  after  years  of  use- 
less conflicts  with  Insurgents."

The    Destroyer    Farragut    Makes   a 
Mile  In  Quick  Time. 

San  Francisco,  Sept.  21.— The  new  tor- 
pedo boat  destroyer  Farragut  has  almost 
denionstritcd  that  she  can  make  the 
speed  of  thirty  knots  an  hour  required  by 
the  government.

Hawaiian  Revolutionist  Says 

the  American  Flag  Is  Not 

Prominent  There. 

San  Francisco.  Sept.  21.— The  steam- 
ship Alameda  arrived  today  from 
Australian  ports  via  Honolulu.  Ad- 
vices from  the  latter  place  under  date 

of  Sept.  14  say  that  the  congressional 
commissioners  are  finishing  their  work 
and  expect  to  leave  for  Washington  on 
Sept.  23.  The  commissioners  are  now 
being  deluged  with  petitions  and  mem- 
orials from  the  native  Hawalians.  The 
sentiment  of  the  natives  appears  to  Ije 
divide.  One  faction  desires  the  restor- 
ation of  the  queen,  while  the  other  ac- 
cepts the  new  order  of  things  and  asks 
for  certain  rights  under  the  new  form 
of  government. 

The  natives  who  favor  restoration 
held  a  mass  meeting  on  Sept.  12  and 
adopted  a  memorial,  which  was  pre- 
sented to  the  commissioners.  The 
memorial  alleges  that  the  annexation 
treaty  has  failed  and  the  joint  resolu- 
tion is  ineffective  because  it  was  not 
passed  by  the  people  of  the  Hawaiian 
islands  or  the  representatives  of  the 
legislature.  The  memorial  concludes 
by  asking  that  the  constitutional  gov- 
ernment of  Jan.  16,  1896,  be  restored 
under  the  protection  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America. 

Among  the  speakers  at  the  ma.^^s 
meeting  was  Robert  W.  Wilcox,  the 
revolutionist,  who  a  few  weeks  ago 
took  the  oath  of  alegiance  in  order  to 
qualify  himself  for  a  full  pardon  for 
past  misdeeds.  Pointing  to  the  United 
States  flag  over  the  government  build- 
ing he  said:  "It  is  useless  to  say 
that  the  flag  over  there  will  not  come 
down  again.  It  wa.s  up  before  and  It 
came  down.  It  will  be  shown  that  an- 
nexation vote  was  carried  through  by 
a  handful  of  foreigners.  If  America 
loves  us,  why  were  not  Hawalians 
placed  on  the  commission?  We  are 
not  represented  there.  The  next  thing 
we  ^hall  not  l>e  able  to  vote." 

The  other  faction  of  Hawalians  has 
also  presented  a  memorial  to  the  com- 
mission. This  memorial  asks  for  a 
territorial  form  of  government  with 
full  rights  for  the  natives  and  permis- 
sion to  make  appropriations  for  ex- 
jQueen  Liluokalani,  Princess  Kaiulani 
and   Queen   Dowager  Kapiolani. 

TWO  MAY  DIE. 


San  Juan,  Porto  Rico.  Sept.  20.— (De- 
layed In  Transmission.)— The  repatri- 
ation of  the  Spanish  soldiers  began  to- 
day. Four  hundred  men,  of  whom  200 
were  sick  and  200  belonged  to  the  engi- 
neer corps,  sailed  for  Spain  on  board 
the  French  steamer  Chateau  Lafette. 
Eight  hundred  infantry,  belonging  to 
the  Asturias'  battalion,  will  sail  tomor- 
row on  board  the  steamer  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

The  water  front  was  crowded  with 
thousands  of  people  when  the  Spanish 
engineers  marched  down  to  the  music 
of  the  Spanish  quickstep  to  the  wharf, 
where  they  were  reached  by  Capt.  Gen. 
Macias  and  Gen.  Ortega.  The  captain 
general  did  not  make  a  speech,  but  he 
shook  hands  with  the  officers  and  men. 
There  was  no  demonstration  made  by 
the  people.  Some  Spanish  field  pieces 
are  already  on  board  the  San  Francisco, 
but  a  question  has  arisen  in  the  com- 
mis.slon  concerning  the  disposition  of 
some  of  the  guns,  and  it  was  not  settled 
when  this  dispatch  was  filed. 

The  captain  general  today  gave  notice 
to  the  Spanish  troops  to  retire  from 
Abonito,  Baranqultas  and  Barros  on 
Sunday  and  from  Humacoa,  Guamanl 
and  Cayey  on  Monday.  Our  troops  will 
move  up  and  occupy  these  towns  as 
soon  as  they  are  evacuated  and  the 
Spanish  troops  In  position  will  enter 
the  city  in  order  to  be  ready  to  embark 
on  the  arrival  of  the  transports  here. 

The  residents  of  Porto  Rico  and  some 
of  the  Americans  here  are  alarmed  be- 
cause if  the  Spanish  ships  returned 
from  Cuba  stop  at  this  port.  They  be- 
lieve there  is  danger  of  the  introduction 
of  yellow  fever  into  the  island  from  the 
Spanish  steamer  City  of  Cadiz,  as 
some  of  the  sick  men  on  board  of  her 
were  too  ill  to  proceed  and  were 
brought  ashore.  Our  commissioners  wili 
protest  if  there  is  a  repetition  of  this 

The  volunteers  have  all  been  dis- 
banded and  the  Spanish  soldiers  are  en- 
gaged in  dismantling  the  armories 
and  barracks  and  in  boxing  the  guns 
and  ammunition.  They  are  delighted 
over  the  prospect  of  an  early  return  to 
their  homes. 

Rear  Admiral  Schley  has  refused  to 
purchase  the  coal  stored  here  and  it 
may  be  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
United  States  armv.

Five  Men  Are  Severely  Injured 

By  a  Traveling  Crane 

Breakage. 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Sept.  21.— Five  men 
were  injured  at  the  new  government 
dam  at  Neville  island,  near  Corapolis. 
Pa.,  by  the  breaking  of  a  large  travel- 
ing crane.  Two  of  the  men  are  In  a 
critical  condition  and  may  die.  Their 
names  are:  M.  Evans,  Montour  Junc- 
tion; Noah  Stanley,  Evansville,  Ind.; 
Martini  Beck,  Wellsburg,  W.  Va.;  John 
Cunning,  Evansville,  ind.;  William 
White,  Pittsburg.  Evans  and  Stanley 
are  Injured  Internally  and  are  not  ex- 
pected to  recover. 

The  accident  was  caused  by  the  break- 
ing of  a  steel  guy  line  of  the  crane, 
which  precipitated  a  large  derrick,  sixty 
feet  above  the  crane,  to  the  ground.  In 
its  descent  the  derrick  tore  away  the 
supports  of  the  crane,  which  crashed 
down  upon  the  workmen.  A  huge  block 
of  stone,  which  was  being  raised  when 
the  guy  line  broke,  fell  a  distance  of 
forty-five  feet  among  a  group  of  work- 
imen,  but  fortunately  the  men  ran  for 
their  lives,  and  all  but  five  escaped  In- 
jury. 


LOSS  WAS  HEAVY. 


Fire  at  Toledo  Caused  Damage  of 
About  $610,000. 

Toledo.  Ohio.  Sept.  21.— The  Ohio  Cen- 
tral road,  whose  tracks  ran  near  the 
building  burned  last  night,  lost  a  depot 
building  and  a  number  of  cars,  mak- 
ing a  total  loss  of  about  $50,000.  The 
elevator  was  owned  by  the  Backus 
family  and  was  operated  by  Paddock, 
Hodge  &  Co.  The  total  loss,  including 
that  of  the  Ohio  Central,  Is 
$610,000,  of  which  $250,000  is  on  the 
building  and  $410,000  on  grain.  The 
building  was  insured  for  $136,000  and 
the  grain  for  $258,000.

St.  Louis,  Sept.  21.— The  agreement 
adopted  last  night  at  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  in  this  city  of  the  National 
Linseed  Oil  company,  and  made  public 
today,  requires  that  the  stock  held  by 
each  shall  be  deposited  with  the  com- 
iaiittee  appointed  to  Investigate  the 
affairs  of  the  company  and  protect  the 
rights  of  St.  Louis  stockholders.  This 
committee  is  given  full  authority  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  Investigation  and  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  company,  voting 
these  surrendered  shares  of  stock  upon 
all  questions  that  may  come  up.  Presi- 
dent Euston,  In  an  Interview,  said  to- 
day: 

"I  stated  in  the  meeting  that  assets  of 
the  company  at  present  amounted  to  at 
least  $6,000,000  over  and  above  liabilities 
of  all  kinds.  The  books  will  prove  this. 
I  produced  figures  to  show  that  during 
a  period  of  eight  years,  from  1890  to 
1897  inclusive,  the  gross  earnings  were 
$13,800,000.  The  operating  expenses  dur- 
ing the  same  time  were  $9,000,000,  exclu- 
sive of  interest.  This  left  $4,800,000  ap- 
plicable to  Interest  and  dividends. 

"A  great  many  erroneous  statements 
in  regard  to  the  company's  affairs  have 
.been  circulated  recently.  Its  condition 
is  in  no  way  worse  than  it  was  in  1893. 
Since  the  panic  in  that  year  the  banks 
have  gradually  grown  less  Inclined  to 
lend  money  on  notes  without  collateral 
security.  This  is  the  keynote  of  the  de- 
sire to  bring  about  a  reorganization.  It 
is  dangerous  for  a  manufacturing  con- 
cern to  depend  on  borrowed  money. 

"Of  the  company's  present  capitaliza» 
tion  of  $18,000,000,  $0,000,000  represents 
the  amount  actually  put  in 
and  $12,000,000  represents  '  good 
will.  The  purpose  of  the  reor- 
gar.izatian  movement  is  to  replace  bor- 
rowed money  with  capital.  We  expect 
to  put  in  $6,000,000  of  new  capital.  I 
cannot  make  an  accurate  forecast  of  the 
plan  which  will  be  adopted,  but  I  think 
you  will  find  that  the  capital  stock  will 
be  reduced  to  $15,000,000.  The  preferred 
stock  will  be  based  on  a  fair  valuation 
of  the  present  assets,  with  a  small  al- 
lowance for  good  will.  Probably  $6,- 
000,000  of  preferred  stock  and  $9,000,000 
of  common  stock  wil  be  Issued. 

"It  rests  with  the  stockholders 
whether  they  will  put  in  the  additional 
capital.  If  they  will  not  do  so,  others 
will.  The  necessary  money  Is  ready  in 
the  East.  After  the  reorganization  the 
outstanding  bonds  will  be  taken  up 
The  company's  bonded  Indebtedness  Is 
$1,500,000,  and  the  amount  borrowed  by 
the  company  outside  of  the  bonded  debt 
Is  $3,500,000.  This  Is  represented  by  book 
accounts,  cash,  material  and  finished 
products.  These  nearly  cover  the  in- 
debtedness. With  a  slight  rise  In  prices 
they  will  more  than  cover  It." 


Detroit,  Mich.,  Sept.  21.— The  tem- 
porary organlzatioii,  of  the  Republican 
state  convention  was  put  Into  action  at 
noon  today  under  the  auspices  of  the 
old  state  central  committee.

SETTLED  BY  MARRIAGE. 

Usauit  Case  Adjusted  in  a  Generally 
Satisfactory  Manner. 

There  was  to  be  a  wedding  at  the 
cjurt  house  this  afternoon,  if  nothing 
happened  to  prevent  it,  and  strangelv 
enough  it  was  a  part  of  the  puni^-hment 
awarded  by  the  court  to  the  groom  for 
making  an  aggravated  assault  upon  th.- 
bride.  John  Winnberg.  the  Virgini:» 
butcher  who  was  indicted  f  )r  assault 
in  the  second  degree  upon  Annie 
Thompson,  his  mistress,  wa^j  the  groom, 
and  the  bride  was  the  complaining  wit- 
ne?  in  the  case. 

This  mornin  Winnberg.  after  a  con- 
sultation  between  his  attorney,  Alex- 
ander Marshall,  the  cjunty  attorney 
and  Judge  Moer,  withdrew  his  plea  of 
not  guilty  and  pleaded  guilty  to  assault 
in  the  third  degree.  Judge  Moer  im- 
mediately gave  the  defendant  a  fine  of 
$100,  in  default  of  which  he  was  to 
spend  ninety  days  in  the  county  jail. 
His  attorney  stated  that  he  would  pay 
the  fine   within   a  day  or   twa. 

This  was  all  that  went  into  the  record, 
but  there  was  more  back  of  It.  As  a 
consideration  for  his  light  sentence 
Winnberg  agreed  to  marry  the  com- 
plaining witne^,  and  to  see  that  he  car- 
ried out  this  part  of  the  agreement  the 
oflicers  were  to  superintend  the  c-ere- 
mony  in  prukate  court  this  afternoon. 
The  girl  was  entirely  willing  to  agree 
to  this  solution  of  the  difflctklty,  arwl 
the  defendant  also  seemed  highly 
pleat'ed. 

The  defense  was  to  lie  that  the  as- 
sault for  which  Winnberg  was  indicted 
was  committed  while  he  was  insant 
from  the  effects  of  a  drug  administered 
to  him  by  some  men  who  robbed  him  of 
$65.  This  is  corroborated  by  the  fact, 
which  the  complaining  witness  would 
have  sworn  to.  that  they  had  lived  to- 
gether for  »nme  time  in  the  best  of  har- 
mony with  this  single  exception.  They 
were  going  to  be  married  anyway,  so 
the  ceremony  was  only  hastened. 
Evaryone  is  plea.=>ed,  for  the  county 
saves  the  expense  of  a  trial,  the  de- 
fendant gets  a  light  sentence  with  a 
wife  thrown  in.  and  the  complaining 
witness  will  get  a  husband. 

Judge  Cant  this  morning  was  en- 
gaged in  hearing  the  last  of  the  crim- 
inal ca.«es.  Abe  Levant,  one  of  the  five 
boys  indicted  for  stealing  two  boxes  of 
oranges,  was  on  trial,  and  the  case  went 
to  the  jury  this  afternoon.  The  boys 
demanded  separate  trials,  and  if  there 
is  a  convictioB  there  will  be  five  sep- 
arate trial.".  If  there  is  a  veixiict  of 
acquittal  in  the  first  case  there  will  be 
but  one.  There  are  no  more  criminal 
cases  to  be  tried  with  this  exception.

Superior  street  and,  in  fact,  all  of  Du- 
luth have  today  presented  a  scene  of 
busy  preparation.  The  people  are  awake 
to  the  fact  that  for  the  next  three  days 
they  are  to  play  the  part  of  hosts  to 
thousands  of  neighbors,  who  are  now 
about  to  visit  them.

It  will  be  held 
at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  speeches  will 
be  made  by  representative  citizens  of 
Duluth  and  the  cities  and  towns  which 
are  brought  in  communication  with 
her  by  the  opening  of  Mr.  Hill's  new 
railroad.  The  Westerri  railroad  wizard 
will  also  speak.

be  no  session.  It  was  a  surprise  to 
everyone  except  those  who  arranged 
the  adjournment,  as  everyone  had  ex- 
pected that  there  would  be  a  resump- 
tion of  the  testimony  this  afternoon 
The  hearing  will  be  held  in  Duluth 
when  it  is  resumed.

Citizens  Yesterday  Expressed 

Their  Disapprobation  of 

the  New  Charter. 


CARRIED  ONE  WARD 


First  Ward  Went  For  It  and 

All  of  the  Rest  Went 

Against  It. 


The  proposed  charter  was  rejected 
yesterday.  It  falling  short  by  277  of  the 
requisite  number  of  votes  out  of  a  total 
of  2660  votes.     Nineteen  were  defective. 

The  First  ward  was  the  only  one  in 
which  the  charter  carried,  it  getting  in 
this  ward  fifty-two  votes  more  than  the 
requisite  four-sevenths. 

The  vote  was  surprisingly  light.  It  had 
been  generally  assumed  that  everybody 
who  felt  interest  enough  In  the  matter 
to  register  would  vote,  but  the  total 
vote,  including  the  defective  ballots,  is 

700  short  of  the  registration. 

The  Second  ward  did  not  do  as  well 
by  the  charter  as  Its  friends  expected, 
the  charter  falling  short  of  the  requisite 
number  of  votes.  The  Third,  Fourth 
and  Fifth  wards,  which  w^ere  promised 
for  the  charter  "for  sure,*'  all  "went 
shy." 

There  was  but  a  small  crowd  at  the 
city  hall  to  hear  the  returns  and  there 
was  very  little  excitement  as  the  re- 
sult was  anticipated.  The  mayor  was 
on  hand  to  "go  down  with  the  ship,"  as 
it  were,  but  the  other  prominent  advo- 
cates of  the  charter  received  the  re- 
turns by  telephone.  The  mayor's  face 
showed  his  disappointment,  but  he  ac- 
cepted the  situation  with  the  best  of 
grace  and  remarked  that  the  city  \vould 
continue  to  do  business  at  the  old 
stand.

At 
the  time  of  the  ronference  between  the 
mayor  and  the  commi.ssion  that  resulte.l 
in  Mr.  Leiand  asking  Mr.  Van  Bergen 
to  renew  his  resignation,  the  mayor 
says,  Messrs.  Leiand  and  ITpham  an- 
nounced that  they  would  resign.  The 
mayor  asited  them,  he  said,  to  wail 
until  after  the  charter  election  before 
they  handed  in  their  resignations.    • 

Mr.  Van  Bergen  is  an  impossibility, 
the  mayor  say.s:  the  people  will  not  l)0 
satisfied  with  him.  The  mayor  said 
that  he  would  at  once  appoint  the  f»U(  - 
cessors  of  Messrs.  Leiand  and  ITpham, 
t-o  that  the  board  can  elect  a  new  man- 
ager iMjfore  Oct.  1.  at  which  time,  the 
mayur  says,  Mr.  Van  Bergen's  resigna- 
li(jn  will  lalte  effect.  The  mayor  saiJ 
that  he  had  not  yet  decided  as  t  >  whom 
he  would  appoint,  as  he  had  been  too 
busy. 

A  Herald  reporter  talked  with  Messrs. 
Leiand  and  Upham  today.  They  say 
that  they  told  the  mayor  they  would  re- 
sign if  Mr.  Van  Bergen  was  forced  out 
of  the  position  to  which  t'he  board  elect- 
ed him.  They  say  they  have  not  fol- 
lowed this  statement  with  any  written 
resignation  and  do  not  propo.se  to  l'<ir 
the  present. 

Messrs.  Leiand  and  Upham  also  de- 
nied the  statements  made  in  the  News 
Triltune  this  morning  that  there  had 
been  frictlcm  in  the  board.

Moat  of  the  members  of  the  board 
ho{>ed  for  the  passage  of  the  new  char- 
ter. This  would  have  done  away  with 
the  present  board  and  it  is  said  that 
none  of  the  members,  unless  possibly 
Mr.  Smith,  would  consent  to  serve 
aijain.
